O mercepfully dyd almightie God poure his 
cx manifolde benefites vpon hys people of Jſraell inthe 
LIP tyme of they deare Soueraigne Yoſes,that in conſi- 
deracpon of ſd gracyous a god, who ſo louynglye had 
choſen them tohimſelfe afd2e all other people, done ſo 
greate thinges foꝛ them euen in the myddes amonge 
their enemies, ſo wonderfully deliuered them from the 
A tpꝛannpe of Egipte, lo fatheriye nozyſhed them inthe 
wilderneſſe, yea and not only gaue them the deare lyght of knowlege by o⸗ 
penyng vnto them his holy lawe, but alſo ſent them ſuche a gouernoꝛ, as a⸗ 
boue al other Pꝛintes ofthe erth in his time ( ſcripture witnelſing the ſame) 
bare the name of faithfulneſſe and louyng kyndnelſe. (Foz as he was moſte Sung. ig 
feruente and erneſte in the cauſe of God, ſo was he alſo moſte graeyous to⸗ Hen. u. 
ward hys ſubiectes.) They, I ſaye,conſidering ſucheuident demonſtracy- 
ons of gods ineſtimable loue and kauoꝛ toward them, thought themſelues 
moſte bound (as the trueth was) euen of veray loue to ſerue hym agayne: 
whiche thing they notably declared, whan at the'commaundement geuen 
them by theyꝛ Honeraigne,they ſhewed them ſelues ſo willing,ſo glad, ſo 
cherefull,and ſo fce hartẽd, to further the wozke and ſettyng vp ofthe Ta⸗ 
bernacle. To the whiche woꝛke who ſo brought that he had, though it were 
but b2aſſe,fy2re tre, oz ſuche other thynges, karre vnder the eſkymacyon of 
8 oꝛ pꝛecious ſtone, was vet welcome and accepted fox his vnfai- 
ed hert and good willes fake: As was alſo the pooꝛe wedow with hertwo Watzke. gil. 
mytes. Foꝛ as the holy àApoſtle Paul witneſſeth, yf the mynde be willpnge, . 
it n to that a manne hathe, not aceoꝛdynge to that he 
not. 
Whiche cherefull readynes of minde in thoſe ſubiectes,as it came onely 
thoꝛowe the motion of the holy gooſte: Euen ſo dyd it greately reiopce the 
heart of noble Molſes. In ſo muche that as the texte ſayeth) whan he ſawe 
how vnikoꝛmely they bĩought theyꝛ gyktes, and endeuoꝛed them ſelues to 
perfourmeeuery thing inthe Tabernacle, accoꝛding to the cõmaundement 
of the Loꝛde, he bleſſed them, that is to ſaye, commended and pꝛaiſed them 
for theyꝛ laboꝛ: So well lyked he theyꝛ dopnges, and ſo well was he plea⸗ 
ſed withall. Foꝛ ſuche godly pꝛynces are ſo wedded to almighty god, ſo fer⸗ 
nent in ſettinge fo2the his honoꝛ, ſo ready to take paynes in redꝛeſſing ſuch 
thinges as are amyſſe, fo deſyꝛous to haue the houſe of god repayꝛed, hys 
tabernacle ſet vp, his trewe ſeruice # wozſhip reſtoꝛed, his people bought 
to the vnitie of faythe and loue in hym, and amonge _ ſelues: that 0 — 
| .li. then 


they: onely tudye.delyte andpleaſure to haue ſuche a louyng ſozte of ſub⸗ 
tectes: who beholding and conſideringe ſo greate godlynes and gracions 
diſpolicion in theyz Soueraigne, muſte nedes not onely aknowlage ſuche 
infinite kyndneſſe of god in him; but alſo at the remembzaunce thereof,la- 
boure and ſtudie in theyꝛ vocacion to ſhewe them ſelues agayne( and that 
gladlie)aſwell thankefuil to ſo mercifull a god, as obedient to ſo louynge a 
Pꝛvynce, and conſequently of veray loue to ſerue them both, and to be chari⸗ 
tably diſpoſed to theyꝛ neghbours: yea moſte willynge to bzynge that they 
haue, to the furtheraunce of gods honoure, to the repayzinge of his houſe, 
and to the ediftyng of his true congregacyon and church. And though ſome 
laboures of ſuch true ſubiectes be but rude,homely and vnperfecte, vet pꝛo⸗ 
' ceade they ofa mynde that is both willing to geue that it hathe, and deii- 
tous alſo to do moꝛe then it pet is able to do. 

Pour higyhneſſe, as high and chiefe Admirall of the great nauy of the loꝛd 
of hooſtes amongſt Se Captaine and gouernour of vs all vnder 
hym, the molle noble ruler of his chippe, euen our moſt comfoztable Noah, 
whom the eternal god hath choſt to be the bzinger of vs vnto reſt andqui- 
etneſſe in him:your moſt Koyall Maieſtie J ſay)going befoze inyour Im⸗ 
periall office, hauyng after you vour moſt intieriy beioued vncle the Loꝛd 
Pꝛotectours grace with the reſidue of your highnes woꝛthy counſailours, 
pour nobilitie, pour clargie, pour deputies and officers in all eſtates, with al 
other youre louyng ſubiectes:hath ſet vp your ſayle already, and is ſo well 
foxzward on your moſt godlie tourney (the gracious winde of the holy goſt 
ſerningyou) that it matzeth many a faythfull ſubiecte of voures, accoꝛding 
as his calling tequireth, to come after a good pace: yea and to be aſwel oc- 
cupied as he canne, and to do as good ſeruyce vnder you as to him is poſſi⸗ 
ble, within the feare of god and pour graces obedience. Your Koyall Ma⸗ 
ieſtie, to whome the high gouernaunce of youre realmes and dominions is 
committed being moſt godly occupied with the pꝛudent and whoiſome ad⸗ 
upte and miniſterie,ofyournoble vncle and counſail,continuech ſtil in ſtops 
ping vpthe gappes, that Intichziſte and his falſe doctryne hath made in ta 
the vyneyarde of the Lo2de : and to buyld agayne the walles of hys houſe, 
whiche thozowe ydolatrie,ſuperſtycyon,cuel cuſtome, and hoꝛryble abuſes 
hathe bene broken downe. Truly youre noble actes and ſtatutes,your pꝛo⸗ 
clamacions and iniunccions teſtifie the ſame. The godly Homelies and no⸗ 
table worke of Eraſmus Paraphꝛalis vpon the holy Euangeliſtes, i they 
be diſtinctelye red, and pzactiſed with ſuche diſcrecion as youre highneſſe 
hathe commaunded,they are wozthy to be compared to the ryche Jewels, 
that Moſes vſed to the pleaſaũt garniching ofthe Tabernacle. And as fox 
the ſacred Byble and volume of gods holy boke, ſet koꝛth by your Maieſ⸗ 
ties appoyntment, to be dewly practiſed in all holy exercyſes within your 
churches:like as it is the fapꝛeſt floure of the garden moſt precious perle 
of gods ie wel houſe, euẽ ſo becauſe your Maieſtie, as gods high miniſter in 
b; behalfe, hath ſo graciouſly made vs partakers therof, thozow your moſt 
vertuous pꝛoceadingrs:we againe, acknowlege our ſelfes no leſſe boidts 
yonr Maieſty(as $ trueth is i dede)the$ Jſraelites were:firſt, to their ſo⸗

Thou teacheſt an other man, but teacheſt not thy ſelfe,yea thou woteſte 
not what thou tracheſt, foꝛ thou vnderſtandeſt not the la we a right, howe 
that it cannot be kulkilled a fatiſtyed, but with an vnkained loue a affeccion, 
ſogreately it cannot be fulfylled with outwarde dedes and woꝛkes onely. 
Moreouer the lawe enereaſech ſynne, as heſayeth inthe ze Cha r. be⸗ 
taufe that man is an enemye t the la we, fot as muche a 0 
many thynges rlene contrarie to his nature, whereof he (nora e to kul⸗ 
fyli one pointe oꝛ title, as the lawe renuitethj it. And therkoꝛe are "1 DH

Foꝛ the ſpirite of God only maketh a manne ſpiritual and lyke vnto the 
lawe, lo that now hencefozth he doeth nothinge of feare oꝛ foz lucre oz van⸗ 
tages ſake, oꝛ of vayne glory, but ofa fre hert, and of inwarde luſt. The law 
is ſpirituall and wil be bothe loued and fulfplled of a ſpirituall hearte, and 
therfoze of neceſſitie requireth it the ſpirite that maketh a mannes hert fre, _ . 
and geueth him luſt and courage vnto the l4weward. Where ſuch a ſpirite 
is not; there remayneth ſynne, grudginge and hatred agaynſte the lawe, 
which lawe neuerthelefſe is good; righteous and holy. yr. 

Acquaynte thy ſelfe therfoze with the maner of ſpeaking of the Apoſtle, 
and let this now ſticke faſte in thyne herte,that it is not bothe one, to do the 
dedes and wozkes of the lawe, and to fulkyll the lawe. The woꝛke of the 
lawe is, what ſoeuer a manne doeth oz can do of his owne free wyll,of his 
owne p2oper ſtrength and enfoꝛſyng. Not withſtandyng though there bee 
neuer ſo greate wozkinge ; vet as longe as there remayneth in the hearte, 
vnluſte,tediouſnes,grudgynge,griefe,payne,lothſumnes, and compulſion 
towardthe law, ſo long are all the woꝛkes vnpꝛofitable, loſt, vea and dam- 
nable in the light of God. This meaneth Paul in the thirde Chapter where 
he ſayeth, by the dedes ofthe lawe ſhall no flethe bee tuſtyfyedin the ſigyt 
of God. Hereby perceaueſt thou that thoſe ſophiſters are but deceauers, 
which teache that a manne maye, and muſte pzepare him ſelfe to grace and 
to the fauoure of God with good wozkes , befoze he haue the ſpirite and 
true faithe of Chziſte.Howe can they pꝛepare them ſelues vnto the fauoure 
of God, and to that whiche is good, when they them ſelues can do no good, 
noꝛ cannot once thinke a good thought oz conſent to do good, the deuyi pol⸗ 
ſeſſing their hertes, myndes and thoughtes captine at his pleaſure- Canne 
thoſe woꝛkes pleaſe God thynkeſt thou, whiche are done with gryfe,payne 
and tediouſnes, with an euyll wyll, with a contrarp4ind grudgyng mynde- 
O holy ſayncte Pzoſperus,how myghtely with che ſcripture of Paul, dyd⸗ 
deſt thouconfound this hereſie, aboute I trowe)arwelue hundꝛed yeares 
a goo, oꝛ there vpon, : 3 13 
To fulfill the lawe, to do the woꝛkes therok, and what ſoeuer the lawe 
tommaundeth, with lone, luſt, and inwarde affeccion and delectacion: and to 
lyue godly and wel, frely, wyilingly, and without compulſyon of the lawe, 
euen as though there were no lawe at all: Such luſt and free libertie to the 
lawe,cometh onlye dy the woꝛkynge of the ſpirite in the herte, as he ſaieth 
in the fyꝛſt Chapter: oy ends & ttt 

Nowe is the ſpirite none other wiſe geuen then by faithe onely, in that 
we belene the pꝛomiſes of God, without wauering, how that God is true, 
and wyll fuifyll all his good pzomyſes to warde vs foꝛ Chaiſtes bloudes 
Cake, as it is playne in the i. Chapter. I am not achamed ( cayeth Paul) of 
Chꝛiſtes gladde tydynges, foꝛ it is the power of God vntoſaluacion to as 
many as beleue. Foꝛ attonce and together euen as we belene the glad ty: 
dynges pꝛeached to vs, the holy goſte entreth into our herteg, and lowſeth 
the bondes ofthe deuyl, whiche befoꝛe poſſeſſed oure hertes in captiuitie, 
helde them that we coulde haue no luſt to the will of God in the lawe. Ind 
as the ſpirite tommeth by fayth only, euen ſo faythe commeth by ſear

the woꝛde 02 glad tydynges of God, when Chzilte is preached how that he 
is Gods ſonne and man alſo, dead and riſen again fo2 our ſakes:as he ſai⸗ 
eth in the. iti. iti. and. x. Chapters. All out g then commeth of fayth, 
and fayth and the ſpirite come of God and not of vs. 

When we ſape, kaythe bꝛingeth the ſpirite, it is not to bee vnderſtande, 
that faith deſerueth the ſpirite, oꝛ that the ſpirite is not pꝛeſent in vs befoꝛe 
fayth.Fo2 the ſpirite is euer in vs, and faythe is the gyfte and woꝛkyng of 
the ſpirite. But thoꝛow pꝛeaching the ſpirite beginneth to woke in vs. and 
as by pꝛeachinge the lawe, he wozketh the feare of God, ſo by pꝛeachynge 
the glad tydinges, he woꝛketh kaythe. And nowe when we beleue and are 
come vnder the couenaunt of God, the art we ſure of the ſpirite, by the pꝛo⸗ 
nyſe of God, and then the ſpirite accompaineth fayth inleperabite: and we 
begynne to fete his woꝛkinge. And ſo faythe certifyeth vs of the ſpirite, and 
alſo bzingeth the ſpirite withher,vnto the wozkynge of all other gyttes of 
grace, and to the woꝛking oute of the relt of oure ſaluacion,vntill we haue 
ai! together ouercome ſynne, death, hell and Satan:and are come vnto the 
nent aſtynge lyte of gloꝛy. And fox thys cauſe ſaye we:faythe bꝛyngeth the 

trite e 

— Heiedfcommth it, that fapthe dnely iuſtifieth, maketh righteous, and 
kulfilleth the law: koꝛ it bꝛyngeth the ſpirite thozow Chꝛiſtes deſeruynges, 
tte ſpirite bꝛyngeth luſte, looceth the hert, maketh him free, ſetteth him at 
lidertie, and ge him ſtrength to woꝛke the dedes of the lawe with loue, 
tuen as the la we requireth. Then at the laſt out of the ſame faythe ſo woꝛ⸗ 
kynge in the heite, ſpꝛinge all good woꝛkes by their owne accoꝛde. That 
meaneth he in the thyꝛde Chapter: koꝛ after he hath caſt awaye the wotkes 
of the la we, ſo that he ſoundeth as though he woulde bꝛeake and diſanall 
che lawe thozow faythe: he aunſwereth to that myght be layde agaynſte, 
ſaping: we deſtrop not the lawe thoꝛow fapthe : but maputepne, kurther, oꝛ 
—— the lawe thozow faythe. That is to ſaye,we fulfyli the lawe tho⸗ 
ro e. 

Synne in the ſcripture is not called that outwarde worte onely com⸗ 
mitted by the body, but all the whole bnſynes and what ſoener accompa- 
nieth, moueth oꝛ ſtereth vnto the outwarde dede, and that whence the woꝛ⸗ 
kes ſpꝛinge:as vnbelete, pꝛonenes and redines vnto the dede in the ground 
of the herte, with all the powers, affeccions and appetytes, wherwith we 
can but ſynnt. So that we ſape, that a man then ſumeth, when he is caried 
awave hedlonge into ſynne, ali to gether as muche as he is okthat poy⸗ 
ſon inclynacion, and coꝛrupte nature, wherin he was conte pued and bozne, 
For there is none outwarde ſynne committed, excepte a manne be carped a⸗ 
waye all together, with lyfe, foule,herte,bodye,luſte and mynde therunto. 
The ſcripture {oketh ſingularly vnto the herte and vnto the rote and oꝛigi⸗ 
nall fountayne of all ſynne,whiche is vnbelefe in the botome of the herte. 
Foz as faythe onely iuſtifieth and bꝛyngeth the ſpirite and luſte vnto - 
outwarde good woꝛkes, euen ſo vnbelefe only damneth and kepech out the 
ſpirite, pꝛouoketh the flethe, and ſtereth vp luſte vnto the euyll outwarde 
woꝛkes, as happened to Adam and Eua in Paradiſe .Geneſſs iii. 

oꝛ this cauſe Chzilt calleth ſynne vnbelefe, and that notably in the. xvi. 
Chapter of ſginct John. The ſpirite ſayech he, chall rebuke the —_— of 
* nne, 
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ſynne, becauſe they beleue not in me. And John.viii. he ſayeth :J am the 
iyght of the woꝛld. And therfoze in the. xi. ot John he byddeth them while 
they haue light. to beleue in the light, that ye may be the chyldzen of light: 
fox he that walketh in darkenes woteth not whither he goeth . Howe as 
Chꝛiſt is tho light, ſo is the ignoꝛaunce of Chꝛiſt that darkenes wherof he 
ſpeaketh: in whiche he that walketh, woteth not whither he goeth : that 
is,he knoweth not howe to wozke a good wozke inthe ſygit of god, oꝛ 
what a godd wozke is. And therefoze in ths.ix.he ſayeth:as longe as J am 
in the woꝛlde, J am the lyght of the woꝛlde: but there cometh nyght when 
no manne can wozke: which nyght is but the ignoꝛaunce of Chꝛiſt, in which 
no man can ſe to do any worke that pleaſeth God. And Paul exhoꝛteth, E⸗ 
pheſi.liti.that they walke not as other hethen whiche are ſtraungers from 
the lyfe of god, thozow the ignozaunce that is in them. And agayne in the 
ſame Chapter. ut of ſaietij he) the olde man whiche is coꝛrupt thoꝛowe 
the luſtes of erroure, that is to ſape ignoꝛaunce. And Rom. xiii. et vs caſte 
away the dedes ot darckenes:that is to ſap, ot ignoꝛaunte + vnbeleue. And 
i. Pet. i. Faſhion not pour ſelues vnto your olde luſtes ot ignoꝛaunte. And. i. 
John. ii. He þ loneth his bꝛother dwelleth in light: a he that hateth his bꝛo⸗ 
ther walketh in darckenes, and woteth not whither he goeth, foꝛ darcknes 
hathe blynded his eyes. By lyght he meaneth the knowledge of Chꝛiſt, and 
by darczenes, the ignozaunce of Chꝛiſte. Foz it is impoſſpble that he that 
knoweth Chzilte trulp, choulde hate his bꝛother. : 

Furthermoꝛe, to perceaue this thing mote clearly,thou ſhalt vnderſtande, 
that it is impoſſible to ſinne any ſynne at all, excepte a man bꝛeake the firit 
tommaundemente befoze. Nowe is the firſt commaundement deupded in⸗ 
to two verſes: Thy Loade God is one God, and thou ſhalt loue thy Loꝛde 
God with al thine heart, with al thy ſoule, with al thy power, aᷣ with al thy 
migyt. And the whole cauſe why J ſynne againſt any inferiour pꝛecepte, is 
that this loue is not in mine hearte:fo2 wer this loue wꝛytten in my heart, 
and were full and perfecte in my ſoule, it would kepe mine heart from con⸗ 
ſentinge vnto any ſynne. And the whole and onely cauſe why thys loue is 
not wꝛytten in our heartes, is that we beleue not the fyꝛſte parte, that our 
Los God is one God.Foz wilt I what theſe woꝛdes, one Lo2de and one 

meaneth:that is to ſape, pt᷑ I vnderſtode that he made all, and ruleth 
all, and that what ſoeuer is done to me, whether it bee good oꝛ bad, is yet 
his will, and that he onely is the Loꝛde that ruleth and doeth it: and wilt 
thereto what thts woꝛde myne meaneth:that is to ſaye, vt myne heart be- 
leued and feltethe infinite benefytes and kyndenes of God to me warde, 
and bnderCode and erneſtly belened the manyfolde conenauntes of mercy, 
wherwith God hathe bounde him ſelfe to be mine, wholy and all together, 
with all his po wer, loue, mercye, and might, then choulde J loue him with 
all myne heart, ſoule, power, and myght, and of that loue ener kepe his 
tommaundementes. So ſe ye now that as faythe is the mother of al good⸗ 
nes and dt al good woꝛkes, ſo is vnbelefe the grounde and rote of all euyll, 
and all eupli wozkes. 

Finally,yf any man, that hath fozſaken ſinne and is conuerted to put hys 
truſt in Chaiſte,andtokepe the lawe of god, doth fall at a time:the cauſeis, 
that the lleche thozowe negligence hathe choked the ſpirite, and a 
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her, and taken from her the foode df her trength:whithe fode is her medl⸗ 
tacion in God and in his wonderfull dedes, and in the man p to lde couenaũ⸗ 
tes of his mereye. | * 

Wherfoꝛe then befoze all good woꝛkes, as good frutes, there muſte ne⸗ 
des be kaythe in the heart whencethey ſpꝛinge. And betoꝛe al bad dedes, as 
bad frutes, there muſte be vnbelefe inthe hearte, as in the rote, fountayne, 
pith and trength of all ſynne. Which vnbelefe and ignoꝛaunce is called the 
head of the ſerpent and of the dlde dꝛagon, which the womans ſeed Chtilt, 
muſt treade vnder fote, as it was pzomyſed vnto Adam. | 

Grace and gyft haue this difference. Grace pꝛoperly is Goddes fauonre, 
beneuolence oꝛ kinde mind, which ot his owne ſelfe, without deſeruyng of 
vs, he beareth to vs: wherby he was moued and enclined to gene Chꝛiſt vn⸗ 
to vs, with all his other gyftes of grace. Gyfte is the holy gooſt ea his woꝛ⸗ 
king whome he powꝛeth in to the heartes or them, on whome he hath mer⸗ 
cy, and whome he fauoureth. Though the gyftes ofthe ſpirite encreaſe in 
vs daylye, and haue not yet their full perfeccion: yea and though there re⸗ 
maxne in vs vet euyll luſtes and ſynne whiche fight againſt the ſpirite, as 
he ſayeth here in the. vii. Chapter, and in the. v. to the Galathians, and as it 
was ſpoken befoze in the. iii. Chapter, of Gene. ot the debate betwene the 
womans ſeed, and the ſede of the ſerpent:yet neuertheleſſe Gods fauoure 
is ſo great, and ſo ſtrong ouer vs foꝛ C hꝛiſtes cake, that we are counted fox 
full whole and perfecte befoꝛe God. Fo2 Goddes fagour towardes vs, de⸗ 
uydeth not her ſelfe, encrealinge a lytell and a lytell, as do the gyftes, but 
receaueth vs whole and al together in full loue foꝛ Chaiſtes ſate, our inter⸗ 

ceſſoꝛ and mediat our, and becauſe that the gyftes othe ſpirite and the ba⸗ 
tayle betwene the ſpirite and tuyll luſtes, are begonne in vs al read. 
Pe this now vnderſtandeſt thou the. vii. Chapter. where Paul accuſeth 
him ſelfe as a ſynner, and pet in the. viii. Chapter ſayeth, there is no damna⸗ 
cio to them that are in Chziſt,and that becauſe ofthe ſpirite, and becauſe the 
giftes of the ſpirite are begonne in vs. Sinners we are becauſe the fleche is 
not full kylted and moꝛtified. Heuerthelelſt inas muche as we beleue in 
Chꝛiſt, and haue the earneſt and beginning of the ſptcite, and woulde fayne 
be perkecte, God is ſo louinge and fauourable vnto vs, that he will not lone 
on ſuche ſynne, nether will tounte it as ſinne, but will deale with vs accoz⸗ 
ding to oure belete in Chꝛiſt, and accoꝛding to his pzomyſes, which he hath 
lwoꝛne to vs, vntyll the ſynne be full ſlaine and moꝛtified by deathe. 

Faythe is not mans opynyon and dꝛeame, as ſome pmagin and fayne, 
when they heare the ſtoꝛie of the goſpell.W hich when they ſe that there fo: 
low no good woꝛkes noꝛ mendement ok liuing, though they heare,x yet can 
bable many thinges of fapth, then they fall from the right waye and ſaye 
kayth only tuſtifyeth not, a manne muſt haue good woꝛkes alſo, vt he will 
be righteous and ſafe, The cauſe is, when they heare the Goſpell oꝛ glad 
tydinges, they fapne of theyꝛ owne ſtrength certayne ymagynacyong and 
thoughtes in thepꝛ hertes, ſaving: J haue hearde the Goſpell, Jremembꝛe 
the ſtoꝛie, lo J beleue. Ind that they counte righte kaythe, which neuerthe⸗ 
leſſe as it is but mans ymaginacion and faininge euen fo pꝛokiteth it not, ne⸗ 
ther folow there any good wozkes oꝛ mendement of liuung. 

But right kayth is a thinge wzoughte by the holy gooſte in bs, Whiche 

chaungeth 
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chaungeth vs, turneth bs in to a newe nature, and begetteth bs a newe ip 
God, and maketh vs the ſomes of cd od, as thou redeſtin the fyꝛſt of John, 
and killeth the olde Adam, and maketh vs altogether newe in the hearte, 
mynde, will, luſt and in al oure affeccions and powers of the ſoule;the holy 
goſt euer accompanying her and rulinge the hearte. Faith is a liuely thing; 
mightie in wozknig,valiaunt and ſtronge, euer doing, euer frutefull,ſo ry 
it is vnpoſſible that he whiche is endued therewith , chdulde not worke al⸗ 
wayes good wozkes without cealſing. He axeth not whether good wozkes 
are to be done oꝛ not, but hathe done them all tedy, yer mentidn be made of 
them, and is all waye doinge, foz ſuche is his nature : nowe quicke faithe 
in his cee age of the ſpitite dzine him and ſtere hum there⸗ 
vnto. Whoſdeuer doeth not Food woꝛkes, is an vnbeleuynge perſon and 
kapthleſle, and loöketh round about, groͤpinge after kayth and good wozkes, 
8j wotteh not what fayth oz good woꝛkes meane, though he babil neuer ſo 
manpt 17 of kapth and good woz ses. 

Faiche is then a liuely and ſtedfan truſte in the fauoure of God, where⸗ 
e ſelues all together vnto God: and that truſte is ſo 
ſurelp 3 d and ſtyczeth ſo faſte in our heartes, that a manne woulde 

doute of it, though he choulde dye athouſande tymes therkoꝛe. 

e truſt wiought by the hooly gooſt thzoughe faith,maketh a man 
| ull and true herted vnto God and to all creatures. Bythe 

neg whereof, willingly and without compulcion he is glad and redy

he is oz doth within without: becaule that theſe al, and all that is in man, 
nudy after the woꝛlde and the fiethe. Call fleſhe therfoze whatſoeuer ( as 
longe as we are without the ſpirite of God) we thinke oz fpeake,of God, ot 
-fayth,of good woꝛkes, and of ſpirituall matters. Call fleche aiſo all woꝛ⸗ 
tes whiche are done withoute grace, and without the woꝛkynge of the ſpt- 
rite ; howloener I and ſpirituall they ſeme to bee, as thou mayeſt 
pꝛoue by the. v. Chap. vnto the — wher Paul numbꝛeth woꝛchip⸗ 
ping of ydols, witchecratte enuy and hate, amonge the dedes ofthe fleche: 
and by the. viit. vnto the Romaynes , where he ſayeth that the lawe by the 
reaſon of the lleche is weake. Whiche is not vnderſtande of vnchaſtitie one⸗ 
ly, but of all ſinnes, and moſte ſpeciatly, of vnbelefe whiche is a vice moſte 
ſpirituall, and ground of all ſinnes, : | fe I 
And as thou calieſt him, which is not renewed with the ſpirite and boꝛne 
againe in Chꝛiſt, lech, and all his dedes, euen the very mocions of his heart 
and minde, his learning, doctrine's contemplacion of hie thinges; — Ss pꝛea⸗ 
chinge, teaching and ſtudy in the ſcripture, bildinge of churches fon dinge 
of abveys,geuyng ol alnes, malle, mattence # whatloeuer he doch though 
it leme ſpirituall # after the lawes of God: So contrary wyſe tall him ſpi⸗ 
rituall which is renewed in Chꝛiſt, and al his dedes which ſpꝛinge 9ffaith, 
ſeme they neuet ſo gro , as the wathynge of the diſciples fert; done by

FToꝛ as muche as it becometh the pꝛeacher of Chꝛiſtes gladfydynges, 
fy:ſt thoꝛowe openinge of the lawe to rebuke all thinges, and to pꝛone all 
thinges lynne, that pꝛocede not of the ſpirite and of fayth in hein and to 
pꝛoue all men ſinners and childzen of wꝛath by inhetitaunte, and how that 
to ſynne is they2 nature, and that by nature they cannot other wiſe d 
to ſynne, and therwith to abate the pꝛyde of man and to dꝛynge | 
the knowledge ot him ſelfe, and of his miferye and w2etchednes, thark 
might deſy2ehelpe: Euenſo doeth ſaynct Paul, and beginnen! the fyꝛſt 
Chapter torebnke vnbelefe and grofſe ſynnes whiche alt nen le us ydola- 
trye, and as the groſſe ſynnes of the hethen were, and as theTyiines nowe 
are of all them whiche liue in ignozance without fayth, and withditthe fa- 
noure of God, and ſayeth: The wꝛathe of God of heauen appereth thozow 
the Goſpell vpon all men foꝛ their vngodlynes and vnholye liupnge. Foz 
though it be knowen and dayly vnderſtande by the creatures, that there is 
but one God, yet is nature of her ſelfe, without the ſpirite & grace, ſo coꝛ⸗ 
rupt q ſo poiſoned, that men nether canthanke him,nether wo! ppe aw 
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nether gene him his due hononr, but dlinde them ſelnes a kall without cea⸗ 
ling into woꝛſe caſe, enen vntyll they come vnto woꝛchyppyng of mages, 
and wozkyng of chamefull ſynnes which are abominable and agaznit na⸗ 
ture,and _—_— ſuffre the ſame vnrebuked in other, hauing deleccacigs

In the. ii. Chapter he pꝛoteadeth farther, and rebuketh all thoſe holye 
people alſo whiche without luſte and due to the lawe, lyue well outward- 
ty in the face ofthe woꝛlde, and condemne other gladly, as the nature of al 
ypocrites is, to thinke them ſelues pure in reſpecce of open ſinners, and yet 
hate the ſawe inwardly; and are fi! of conetoufnes and enupe, and of all 
vnclennes, Mat. xxiij. Theſe are they whiche deſpiſe the goodnes of God, 
and arcoꝛding to the hardenes of they: heartez, heape together foz them 
lelues the wiathe of God. Furthermoꝛe ſapnct Paul as a true expounder 
of the la we, ſuffreth no man to be without ſinne, bur declareth that al they 
are vnder ſynne whiche of fre wil and of nature will line well, and tu kretz 
them not :o be better then the open ynners, dea he calleth them harde her⸗ 
ted and ſuche as cannot repente. 

In the ii. Chapter he mingleth both together, both the Jewes and the 
gentiles, and lapth that the one is as the other, both ſinners:⁊ no difference 
betwene them, ſaue in this onelye, that the Jewes had the woꝛde of God 
committed vnto them. And though many of them beleued not thecon, yet is 

oddes trueth and pꝛomiſe thereby nether hurte noꝛ miniched: and he ta⸗ 
keth inhys waye and allegeth the ſayinge of the. . Pſal.that God myght 
abyde true in hys wooꝛdes and onertome when he is judged. Akter that 
he teturneth to hys purpoſe agayne, and pꝛoueth by the fcripture that all 
men withont difference dꝛ excepcidn are ſymers, and that by the wozkes of 
the la we no man is fuſtffied: but that the lawe was genen to vtter and to 
declare ſynne onely. Then he deginneth and ſheweth the righte wave vnto 


rightewe mes, by what meanes'men mult be made righteonz and tate, and 
ſapeth: Thep are all g and without pꝛayſe befoze God, and muſte 
without their own deſeruinges be made righteous thotow faith in Chzilt, 


whichehathe deſerued ſuche ryghteouſnes fo vs, and is become vnto vs 
Goddes mercy ſtole foꝛ the remiſſion of ſynnes that are paſte, therbp pꝛo⸗ 
uing that Chꝛiſtes righteonſnes which commeth on vs thoꝛowe fayth, hei⸗ 
peth vs onely. W hiche righteduſnes ſayeth he is now declared thoꝛo d the 
goſpell;and was teſtified of befoꝛe by the lawe and the Pzophetes. Fur⸗ 
thermoꝛe ſapeth he) the lawe is holpe and furdered thoꝛo w faithe, though 
that the woꝛkes therof with al theyz boſte are bꝛought to nought, and pꝛo⸗ 
ued notte iuſtikpe. n 
In the lit. Chapter (after that now by the. iii. kyꝛſte Chapters, the lin 
nes are opened, and the wape of faythe vnto rigteouſnes layde) he begin⸗ 
neth to aun were vnto cettavne 9bieccions and cauillations. And kyꝛſte he 
putteth foꝛthe thoſe blynde reaſons , whiche commonlye they that wilbe 
inſtifyed'by their owne woozkes , are wont to make when they heare 
that faythe onelye without wooꝛtzes fuſtifyeth, ſayinge : hall menne do 
no good woorkes : yea and of fapthe onelye infiyfye, what nedeth a 
marine to ſtudye foꝛ todo good workes⸗ He putteth foꝛthe therfoze Abꝛa⸗ 
ham foz an enſample, ſapinge : What dy Ibzaham wich hys —

was al in vaine/rame hys wozkes to no pꝛofyte : Ind ſococludeth that A⸗ 
bꝛaham without a befoze all woꝛzes was inftified and made tyghteous. 
Es ſo muche that befoze the woꝛke of circumcyſton he was pꝛayſed ofthe 
Fcripture and called ryghteous by his fayth dnel y, Gene is. xv. So that he 
dyd not the wozke of circumciſlon koꝛ to be holpe therby vnto ryghteouſ- 
nes, which pet God cõmaunded him to do, and was a good worte of obedi⸗ 
ence: Sd in lytze wyte no doute none other woꝛkes help any thing at all vn⸗ 
to a mans tultifpinge:but as Abzahams circumcyſionwas an outewarde

Joꝛ how is it poſſible to do any thynge well in the ſight of od, while 
we are pet in Faptilutie and bondage under the deuyll, and the deuyll poſs 
ſeſieth vs all together and holdeth dur hertes, ſo that we cannot oneg con⸗ 
ſent vnto the wil of God. Ho man therkoꝛe can pꝛeuent the ſpirite in doing 
good: but the ſpirite muſt fy2te come and wake hym out ot hys flepe,and 
with the thunder ofthe lawe feare him, and che we him hy xy ande el; 
tate and wꝛetchednes, and make himabhozre and hats him ſelfp,andtode- 
ſy2e heipe: and then comfozte. hym againe with the pleaſant tapne of the 
Goſpell, that is to ſape, with the lwete pꝛomyles ol God in Chailte , and 
ſtiere vp faithe in hym to beſeue the pzomiſes. Then when he beleueth the 
pꝛomiſes, as God was mercifull to pꝛomyſe, ſo is he, true to fulfpll them, 
and will geue hym the ſpirite and ſtrength, bothe to loue the will of God, 
and to wozke thereafter, So ſe we that God onelpe ( whiche gecaz ding to 
the ſctipture woꝛketh all in all thinges) woꝛketh a mans iuſtikvinge, ſal- 
uacion and healthe, vxea and powꝛeth faithe and belefe,, luſt to loue goddes 
will, and ſtrength to fulfill the ſame, into vs, euen as water is powꝛed into 
a veſſell, and that of his good will and purpoſe, and not of our deteruinges 
and merites. Goddes mercy en nd trueth in fulfilling his pꝛo⸗ 
miſ es ſaueth vs, and not we our ſelues. Andtherfoꝛe is al laude, pꝛaiſe and 
gloꝛp, to bee geuen vnto God foz hys mercy and trueth, and not vnto vs 
foꝛ dure merites and deſeruinges. After. that he ſtretcheth hys anlample 
out agaytiſte all other good wozkes of the lawe, and contludeth that the

And as longe as ſuche grudgynge, hate and indignacyon az 
gaynſt the lawe remayneth in the herte, and is not taken awaye bythe ſpi⸗ 
tite that commeth by fayth,ſo !onge(no doute)the woꝛkes of the lawe, de⸗ 
care eufdently that the wꝛath of God is vpon vs, and not fauoure,X0her- 
fore faythe onely recepueth the grace pzomyſed vnto Abzaham, And theſe 
enſamples were not wzitten foz Abzahams ſake onely — he) but fox 
oures alſo, to whom yk we beleue, fapthe chalbe rekened [ykewyſe fo2 tigh⸗ 


teouſnes, ãs he ſayth in the ende of the Chapter. 
In the. v. Chapter he commendeth the frutes and wozkes of faythe, as 


ate peate, reioyſing in the conſcience, inwarde loue to God and man: moꝛe⸗ 


ouer boldnes, truſt, confydence and a ſtrong and a luſty mynde and ſtedfaſt 
hope in tribulacion and ſufferynge. Foz all ſuche folowe, where the ryghte 
fayth is,foz the aboundaunte graces ſake and gyftes of the ſpirite, whiche 
God hathe geuen vs in Je.u Chaiſte, in that he gaue him to dye fox bs yet 
his enempes. Howe haue we then, that faythe only befoze al woꝛkes iuſti⸗ 
fyeth:and that it foloweth not yet therkoꝛe that a man ſhoulde do no good 
woꝛkes: but that the righte ſhapen wotkes abyde not behynde, but accom- 
panpe fapthe, euen as bzyghtnes doth = ſunne , and are called of paul 
the krutes of the ſpirite: where the ſptrite is, there it is alwaies ſomer,and 
there are alwaies good frutes:that is to ſay,good wotkes. This is Pauls 
o2der,that good wotkes ſpꝛinge of the ſpirite, the ſpirit commeth by faith, 
and fayth commeth by hearing the woꝛde of God, when the glad tydinges 
and pzomifes which God hath made to vs i Chꝛiſt, are pꝛeached trulp, and 
receaued in the grounde of the hearte without wauering ot doutynge,af- 
ter that the law hath paſſed vpõ vs & hath damned oure conſciences,where 
the wozdof God is pieached purely and receaued in the hert, there is faith 
and the ſpirite of God, and there are alſo good woꝛkes of neceſſicie when 
ſoeuer occaſion is geuen:where goddes woꝛde is not purely pꝛeached, but 
mens dꝛeames, tradicions, pmaginacions, inuencions, ceremonies and ſu- 
perſticion, there is no faythe, and conſequentlye no ſpirite that commeth of 
God. And where Goddes ſpirite is not, there can be no good woꝛtzes, euen 
as where an appel tre is not, there can growe no apples, but there is vnbe⸗ 
lefe, the deuels ſpirite and eupll woꝛkes. Ot thys Goddes ſpirite and hys 
frutes haue oure holy ppocrites not once knowen, nether pet taſted howe 
Cwete they ate, though they fayne many good wotkes of theyꝛ owne yma⸗ 
ginations, to be inſtyfied with all, in whiche is not one crum of true faythe 
02 ſpirituall loue, oz of inwarde iope, peace and qupetnes of conſcience,foz 
as muche as they haue not the wozde of God koꝛ them, that ſuch woozkes 
pleaſe God, but they are teuen the roten frutes of a rotten tre. 

After that he bzeaketh fozth,and runneth at large, and ſheweth whence 
bothe ſynne and righteouſnes,deathe and iyfe come. Ind he compareth A⸗ 
dam, and Chaiſte together , thus wyſe reaſonynge and dyſputynge, that 


Chꝛiſte muſte neades comme as a ſeconde Adam, to make vs hey2es of 


hys ryghteweſnes, thozowe a newe ſppꝛptuall byꝛthe, without oure 
deſeruynges ; euen as the kyʒſte Adam made vs 3 2 ſpnne, * 
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the bodely generacyon , without dure deſerninge. Whereby is euidently 
know en and pꝛoued to the vttermoſt, that no man can bzing him ſelf out of 
ſznne vnto righteouſnes, nomoꝛe then he coulde haue withſtande that he 
was bozne bodeiy,Amd that is pꝛoued herewith, foz as muche as the very 
law e of God, whiche of right choulde haue holpe,yf any thinge could haue 
holpen, not oneiv came and bꝛought no helpe with her, but alto encreaſed 
{xnne,becauſe that the euyll and poyſoned nature is offended and vtterly 
diſpleaſed with the lawe, and the moꝛe the is foꝛbyd by the lawe, the moꝛe 
is he pꝛouoked and ſet a fyer to fulfill and ſatiſtye her luſtes. By the lawe 
then we ſe derely that we muſt nedes haue Chꝛiſte to iuſtitye vs with his 
grace, and to helpe nature. | . 

Inthe. vi. Chapter he ſetteth fozth the chiefe and principal worke of faith, 
the battaill of the ſpirite againlt the fleſhe, howe the ſpirite labozeth and 

enſoꝛ eth to kyll the remnaunt of (yn and luſt whiche remaine in the fiethe, 
after our iuſtifiyng. And this chapter teacheth vs, that we are not io free 
from inne thoꝛowe faythe, that we ſhoulde hence foꝛth go vp and downe 
die, cat eleſſe, and ſure of our ſelues, as though there were nowe no moꝛe 
ſynne in vs:pes ther is {in remaining in vs, but it is not rekened, becaute of 
faith. of the ſpirite which fight againſt it. woherfoze we haue vnough to 
do all oute lifes longe, to tame our bodies, and to compell the membꝛes to 
obey the ſpirite, and not the appetites, that thereby we myght be like vnto 
Chziſtes death a reſurrecci6,and might fulfil our baptiſme, which ſignifi- 
eth the moztifpinge of ſynnes, and the newe life of grace. Foz this battayle 
ceaſeth not in vs vntll the laſt dzcthe;and vnt ill that ſinnebevecerip flaine 
by the death of the bodye, -. . 

This thing J meane to tame the body and ſo foꝛth) we ate able to do 
(ſayeth he) ſeyng we are vnder grace, and not vnder the lawe: what it is, 
not to be vnder the lawe, he hym ſelfe expoundeth. Foꝛ not to be vnder the 
lawe is not ſo to be vnderſtande, that euery manne maye do what him lul⸗ 
teth. But not to be vnder the lawe, is to haue a free hearre renewed with 
the ſpitite, ſo that thou haſt luſt inwardly of thyne own accoꝛde to do that 
which the law commaundeth, without compulſion, xea though there were 
no la we. foꝛ grate, that is to ſaye Goddes fauoure, bꝛyngeth vs the ſpirit, 
and maketh vs to loue the lawe:ſo is there now no more ſynne, neyther is 
the — nowe any moze agaynſt vs, but at one, and agreed with vs, and 
we with it. | | 8. 

But to be vnder the lawe, is to deale with the wozkes of the lawe, and 
to woꝛtze without the ſpirite and grace:fo2 ſo longe no doubte ſynne rayg⸗ 
neth in vs thoꝛow the lawe, that is to ſaye,the lawe declareth that we are 
vnder lx nne, and that ſynne hath power and dominion ouer vs, ſeynge we 

cannot tuſfyll the lawe, namely within the hearte, koꝛ as muche as no man 
of nature fauoꝛeth the lawe, contenteth there vnto, and delyreth therein. 
Which thyng is exceading great ſynne, that we cannot con ent to the law, 
which lawe is nothyng els ſane the will of God. | | 

This is the ryght fredome and libertie from ſinne,and from the lawe 
wherok he wziteth'vnto the ende of thys Chapter, that is afredome to do 
good onelye with luſte, and to lyne well without compulcpon of the 


awe : wherfoze thys fredome is a ſpirituall fredome, whiche deſtopeth 
; not 
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| To the Romaynes; 
not the lawe, but miniſtreth that whiche the lawe requyzeth, and where ⸗ 
with the lawe is fulfplled:that is to vnderſtande, luſte and loue, wherwith 
the lawe is ſtylied and accuſeth vs no moꝛe, compelleth vs nomoze,nether 
hat he ought to craue of vs any moze.. Euen as though thou were in dette 
to an other man, and were not able to pape, two maner wayes myghtelt 
thou be low: ed. One waye,yf he woulde require nothyng of the, and bꝛeke 
thyne ob!igacion.An other waye,yf ſome other good man woulde pape foz 
the, and geue the as much as thou myghteſt ſatiifie thyne obligacion with 
all. Of this wyſe hathe Chaiſte made vs fre from the lawe, and therfoze is 
this no wylde fleſhe:yitbertie, that choulde do nought, but that doeth all 
thinges,and is fre from the crauyng and dette of the lawe. 

In the. vi. Chapter he contyꝛmeth the ſame with a ſimilytude of the 
ſtate of matrimony. As when the huſband dyeth, the wyfe is at her liber- 
tie, and the one {ooced and departed from the other, not that the woman 
ſhould not haue power to mary vnto an other man, but rather now kyꝛſt of 
all is ſhe fie, and hath po wer to mary vnto an other man, which the coulde 
not do bekoꝛe, tyll he was looced from her fyꝛſt houſband:Euen(o are our 
conſctences bound and in daunger to the law under old Adam the llech, as 
long as he liueth in vs. foꝛ the law declareth that our hertes are bounde # 
that we cannot diſconſent from him. Zut when he is moitifyed and kylled 
by the ſpirite, then is the conC.tence fre and at lybertye:not ſo that the con⸗ 
ſcience ſhall nowe nought do, but now kyꝛſt of al cleueth vnto r, that 
is to wete Chꝛiſt, and bꝛingeth foꝛthe the frutes of lte. So now ts be vn⸗ 
der the lawe, is not to be able to fult̃yll the lawe, but to be detter ti it, and 
not able to paye that whiche the lawe requyꝛeth. And to be looce from the 
lawe, is to fulfyli it and to pay that which the lawe demaundeth, ſd that 
it can nowe hence foꝛth axe there nought. | | 

Comequently Paul declareth moze largely the nature of ſynne and of 
the lawe,how that thoꝛow the Tawe lynne reuiueth, moueth hir ſelfe,and 
gathereth ſtrength. Loꝛ the old man and coꝛrupt nature, the moꝛe he is foz- 
boden and kepte vnder of the lawe; is themoze ed and dyſpleaſed 
therewith, foꝛ as muche as he cannot paye that whiche is requyzed of the 
lawe. Foꝛ ſynne is his nature and of hymſelfthe cannot but ſynne. There⸗ 
foꝛe is the lawe death to him, toꝛment and mart yꝛ dome. Not that the law 
is euill, but becauſe that the euyll nature cannot ſuffre that which is good, 


cannot abyde that the law ſhould require of him any good thinge. ke as 


a ſicke man cannot ſuffre that a man ould deſire of him to run, to lepe and 
to do other dedes of an who le manne. ä 
foꝛ whiche cauſe .S. Paul concludeth, that where the lawe is vn⸗ 
derſtande and perceaned of the beſte wiſe, there it doeth no moze but vtter 
lynne, and bung vs vnto the knowledge of our ſelues, and thereby kyll vs 
and make vs bonde vnto eternall damnacion, and detters ofthe euerlaſting 
w ꝛathe of god, euen as he wel fraleth and vnderſtandeth whoſe conſcience 
ts truely touched of the la we. In ſuch daunger were we yer the law came, 
that we knewe not what lynne ment, nether yet knewe we the wꝛathe of 
God vpon ſynners, tyll the lawe had vttered it. So ſeeſt thou that a man 
muſt haue ſome other thing, pea and a greater and a moze myghty thinge 
then the lawe, to make hym ryghteous ay” =_ 5 that vnderſtande 
T. üũ. not 
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not the lawe onthis wiſe,are blinde, and go to wozke pzeſumptuouſiy,fup- 
poſyng to ſatiſtie the lawe with woꝛkes. oz they knowe not that the lawe 
requireth a fre, a willinge, a luſty and a loupnge hearte. Therfoze they (ce 
not Moſes tyght in the face, the vayle hangeth betwene and hydeth hys 
face, ſo that they cannot beholde the glozye of hys count ce, how that 
the lawe is ſpiritual! a requyzeth the hearte. J may of myne owne ſtrength 
refraine that J do mine enemy no hurte, bated louehi with al mine heart, 
and to put awaye wꝛathe cleane out ot my mynde, can J not of myne owne 
ſtrength. Jmaye retule money of myne dwne ſtrength, but to put awaye 
loue vnto riches out ot myne hearte, can I not do of mine own ſtrength. To 
abſtayne from adultery as concerniug the out ward dede, can J do ot myne 
owne ſtrength, but not to deſpꝛe in mine hearte is as vapoſſible vnto me as 
is to choſe whether J will honger oz thurtt, and pet ſo the la we requyzeth, 
Wherkoze of a mans owne ſtrength is the lawe neuer fulfilled, we muſte 
— 5 goddes fauoure, and hys ſpyꝛyte, purchaſed by Chziſtes 
bloude. 

Neuertheleſſe when J ſaye a man mape do many thynges outwardly 
dene againſte his hearte, we muſte vnderſtande that man is but dzyuen of 
diuers appetites, and the greateſt appetite ouercomineth the leſlſe and ca⸗ 
rieth the man awaye violently with her. 

As when J deſire vengeaunce, and feare alſo the inconuenience that is 
ſpke to folowe: pk feare be greater, J abſteyne, pt᷑ the appetite that defireth 
vengeannce be greater, I cannot but pꝛoſecute the dede, as we ſe by expert: 
ente in many murtherars and theues: which though they bee bꝛought into 
neuer ſd great perill ot᷑ death, vet after they haue eicaped, do euen the ſame 

againe. Ind commen wemen proſecute their luſtes becauſe feare and ſhame 
are awaye, when other whiche haue the ſame appetites in theyz heartes, 

abſtapne at the leſtewaye, outwardly,02 whkeTecretly being onercome of 
feareandof ſhane, and ſolykewyſe is it of al other appetites. - 

* Farthermozehe declareth, ho do the ſpirite and the fleſh fight together 
inonemanne,and maketh an enſample of him ſelfe, that we myght lerne to 
knowe that wozke aright I meane to kyll ſyane in oure ſelues.He calleth 
both the ſpirite and alfo the ſlech a lawe, becauſe that lyke as the nature of 

Soddes lawe is to dꝛyne, fd compell, and to craue, euen ſo the flethe dꝛy⸗ 
ueth compelleth, traueth and rageth aguynſte the ſpirite, and will haue 
her luſtes ſatiſfied. On the other ſyde dꝛyueth the ſpirite, cryeth, and figh- 
teth agaynſte the fleche and wyll haue his luſte ſatiſfied. And this ſtrife du- 
reth in vs, as longe as we lyue: in dome moꝛe and in ſome leſſe, as the ſpi⸗ 
rite oꝛ the lleche is ſtronger, and the very man his owne ſelfe is both ſpirite 

and the flech, which kyghteth with his owne ſelfe vntyll ſynne bee weterly 
llaine and we all together ſpitituall. | 

Jnthe. bij. Chapter he comfozteth ſuch fighters that they dicpaire not 
becauſe of fuche flech, either thinke p they are leſle in fanour with God. And 
he ſheweth how that the ſynne remaining in vs, hurteth not, koꝛ there is no 
daunger to them that are in Chꝛiſte whlthk walke not after the lleche, but 
taht agaynſte it. And he expoundeth m oe largely what the nature of the 

ech and ok the ſpirite is, and how the ſpirite cometh by Chꝛiſte, which ſpi⸗ 
tite maketh vs ſpyꝛituall, tameth,fubduech, and moxtifieth the 1 — 
ertittet 
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certyfieth vs that we are neuerthelelle the lonnes of God, and allo beloued 
though that ſynne ra ge neuer ſo moche in vs, ſo long as we folowethe ſpi⸗ 
rite and kyght a Lynne to vil and moꝛtifpe it. Ind becauſe nothynge 
is ſo good to the moꝛtitiynge ot the fleche, as the crolſe and tribulacion, he 
tomkoꝛteth vs in our paſſions and affiiccions;by the aſſiſtens of the ſpitite 
which maketh interceſſion to God foꝛ vs mygitely, with gronynges that 
paſſe mans vtteraunce, ſothat mans ſpeche cannot compꝛehende them, and 
with the mourning alſo of the creatures with vs, ok greate deſire that they 
haue, that we were {ooced from ſynne and coꝛrupcion of the fleche. Hoſe 
we that theſe thꝛe chapters the. vj. vii. viij. do none other thing ſo muche as 
to dꝛyue bs vnto the right woꝛke or faithe, which is to kil the olde man and 
mortify the fleche. we 

In the. it. x. and. xi. Chapter hetreateth of Goddes pꝛedeſtinacion:whence 
it Ipꝛingeth all together, whether we ſhall belene oꝛ not belene, belooced 
from ſynne 02 not bee looced. By whiche pꝛedeſtinacion oure iuſtifying and 
ſaluacionare cicne taken out of oure handes, and put in the handes of God 
only, which thinge is moſte neceſſary o al. foꝛ we are ſo weake and ſo vn⸗ 
cettaine, that if it ſtode in vs, there would ofa truth no manne be ſaued:the 
deuyll no doute would deceaue vs. But now is God ſure that his pꝛedeſti⸗ 
na cion cannot deceaue him, nether can any man withſtande oz let him, and 
therefoze haue we hope and truſt agaynſtſpnne. Dl 
But here muſt a marke be ſet vnto thoſe vnquyet, buſye, and hie clyming 
ſpirites howe karre they ſhall go, whiche fyꝛſte of al bꝛinge hither their hye 
reaſons and pꝛegnant wyttes, and begyn fyꝛit from an hye to ſerch the bo⸗ 
tomleſſe ſecretes of Goddes pꝛedeſtinacion, whether they bee pꝛedeſtinate 
02 not. Theſe muſte nedes ether caſte them ſelues doune headlong into deſ- 
peracion, oʒ elſe cõmit them ſelues to fre chaunte careleſſe. gut folow thou 
che oꝛder of this epiſtle, and nooſell thy ſelfe with Chꝛiſte and lerne to vn⸗ 
derſtande what the lawe and the goſpeil moane, and the office of both two, 
that thou mapeſt in the one knowe thy ſelfe, and how that thou haſt of thy 
ſelfe no ſttength, but to ſinne:and in the other the grace of Chꝛiſt. and then 
fe thou fight agapnſte ſinne, and the fleſhe,as the. vii. fyꝛſt Chapters teache 


the. Akter that when thou art come to the. viij. Chapter, and arte vnder the 


croſſe and ſuffring ol tribulacion, the neceſſitie of pzedeſtinacion will ware 
lwete, and thou Galt well fele how pzeciouſe a thinge it is. oꝛ except thou 
haue boꝛne the croſſe ofaduerſitie and temptacion, and haſte felte thy ſelfe 
bzought vnto the very bꝛymme of deſperacion,yea # vnto hell gates, thou 
canſt ueuer medle with the ſentence- of pzedeftinacion without thine owne 
harme, and without ſecret wꝛathe and grudging inwardly agaynſt God, 
fo2 otherwiſe it ſhal not be poſſible foꝝ the to thinke that God is righteons 
and iuſte. Therfoze muſte Adam be well moꝛtikyed and the fleſhely witte 
bꝛought btterly to nought, ver that thou mapeit awape with this thinge, 
and d2ynke ſb ſtronge wyne. Take hede therfoze vnto thy ſelfe, that thou 
dꝛinke not wyne, whyle thou art yet but a ſuklinge. Fo2 euery learnynge 
hath her tyme,meaſure and age, and in Chꝛiſt is there a tertayne chylde- 
Hod, in which a man muſt be content with mylke foꝛ a ſeaſon, vntil he waxe 
ſtronge, and growe vp vnto a perfecte manne in Chaiſt, and be able to eate

In the xi. Chap. he geueth exhoꝛtatidn. fo this maner obferueth Paul 
in all his epiſtles, fyꝛſt he teacheth Chꝛiſt and the faythe, then exhoꝛteth he 
to good woꝛkes, and vnto contynuali moztikpinge ot the ſteche. So here 
teacheth he good woꝛkes in dede, aud the true ſeruynge of God, and ma⸗ 
keth al me Pꝛieſtes, to offre vp. not monep, and beaſtes, as the maner was 
in the tyme of the lawe, but their owne bodpyes, with kyllynge and moꝛti⸗ 
fyinge of the luͤſtes of the flech. After that he delcribeth the out warde con⸗ 
uerlacion of Chaiſten men, how they ought to behaue them ſelnes in ſpi⸗ 
rituail thinges, how to trache, peach a rule in the congregacion of Chziſt, 
toſerue one another, to ſuffre all thinges pacientlye , and to commyt the 
wꝛete and ven nce to God, in concluſys how a Chꝛiſten man ought to 
bs haue hin; ſeife vnto al men, to frende, to foo,02 what ſoeuer he be. Theſe 
are the right wozkes of a Chꝛiſten man whiche ſpzinge out of faithe. Foz 
faythe kepeth not holy daye, nether ſuffereth anye man to be pdle, wherlo⸗ 
kuer che dwelleth. | 
n the. xiij.he teacheth to honour the worldly and tempoꝛall ſwearde. 
Foꝛ though that mans lawe and oꝛdmaunce make not a man good befoze 
God, nether kuſify hi in the here,yet are they oꝛdeyned foꝛ the kurtheraũte 
ol the commune welth,to mayntene peace, to punith the euy1and to defend 
the godd. Therfoze dught the good to hondure the tempoꝛall ſwerde, and 
to haue it in reuerence, though as concerning them ſelues, thep nede it not, 
but woulde abſteyne from euyll of theyz owne accoꝛde: yea and do good 
with out mas lam, but by the law of the ſpirite which gouerneth the herte, 
and gideth it vnto all that is the wyll of God. Fynally he compꝛehendeth x 
kniteth vp all in lone. L Due ot her ovone nature beſtoweth al that che hath, 
and even her ovone ſelfe on that whiche is loued. Thou nedeſt not to byd a 
ynd mother to be louyng vnto her only ſonne. Moche lee ſpirituall loue 
which hath eyes geuen her of God, neadeth mans lawe to teache her to do 
her dutpe. And as in the begynnynge he dyd put foꝛthe Chꝛiſte as the cauſe 
and auctoꝛ of our ryghteweſnes'8nd ſaluacion, euen ſo here ſetteth he him 
forthas an enſample to counterfayte, that as he hathe done to vs, euen ſo 
Hulde we do one to another. * | Rog : 
In the. xiiii.chapter he teacheth to deale ſoberly with the conſciences 
of the weake in the fayth,whiche vnderſtand not yet the libertpe of Chzilte 
perfectly pnough, and to fauer them of Chzilten loue, and not to bſe the li⸗ 
bertie of thefayth vnto hynderaunte, but vnto the furderaunte and edify- 
inge of the weake. foꝛ where ſuche conſyderacionis not, ther foloweth de⸗ 
bate a deſpiſing ofthe Goſpell.

FN [ries he wiote vpon the Epiſtle to Philemon, ts of 
che minde,that Paul was fy;(t called Saule,and 
=). Sfafterwardecalled him ſelf Paule, in remẽbzaunce 
ofthe great and victoztous acte, wherbp he wonne vnto Chzilt Sergius 
Paule lieuetenaunt of Paphos in Cipzes,as it is wzpten in the.xui.cha⸗ 
piter of the Actes of thapoſtles: Ind though againe J knowe that other 
tome de of the mynde, that Naule foz the tyme, wherin he liued vnder the 
Jewes lawe was called Saule, c that at the fpzt beginnyng of his newe 
religion he chaunged his name: yet the one opinion lemeth vnlikely, koꝛ⸗ 
ſomuche as S. Luke in the chapiter befoze reherfed, (then Saule, vvhiche is 
alfo called paule,beyng full of the holy gotte)plathly by thele woꝛdes declareth 
that he had two names befoze Dergtus eSconuerſion: the other o⸗ 
pinton ſemeth moze vnlikely, as it appeareth,as well by that ſome els 
where, as eſpectally in the (ame chapiter euen at that tyme,when he pzea- 
ched Chꝛiſtes golpel, he is called Saule, che holy gooſte ſpeakyng theſe 
wo2des,deuide me Barnabas and ſaule. | | 
Me thinketh therkfoze , that Dzigens opinion is in this point nigher þ 
trueth. F0zas in the bookes of the olde teſtament we fyndeſome, whiche 
had diuets names, as fo: exãple, one in one plate is called Idida, whiche 
in an other is called Salomon, likewyſe an other is in ſome place called 
Ozias, whom lcripture els where calleth Aʒarias, a in the goſpel of Luke 
he is called Leut, whiche in his owne goſpel calleth him ſeike Mathewe: 
5 ſo is it to be ſuppoſed that Paule had two names, though that in his E⸗ 
| piſtles he neuer vlethto call him ſelfe Saule, but in euetpe place Paule, 
ö peraduenture becauſe 5ᷣ name ot᷑ Paule was moze familiar among them 
that he wzote vnto, A meane the Romaines and Grectans. Now is the 
Latine wozde Saulus alter like ſozte detiued out of this Hebzne wozde 
Saul, as the Grectans kourme Joſephus of Joſeph. This name Paule 
to them that vnderſtande the Hebꝛue toungue ſigaifieth, maruetlous, tf 
we may be luffered to ſearche the interpꝛetation ot a Latine oz Grecke 
woꝛde out of a ſtraunge lãguage, in whiche enterpꝛiſe, albeit in other ma⸗ 
tiers ſainct Hierome ſemeth to be ſcrupulous, pet herein beareth he with 
him ſelfe. I wene, becauſe the matter is not earneſte,noz muche weightie. 
Foz in dede with the Gtecians the name loundeth, quiet, with the Latin 
menne litle, but Saul with the Hebꝛues, ſignifieth required, oz it we geue 
credence to lainct Ambꝛole, vnqutetnes.æ lo doeth it lignifte in deede as 
Ain bꝛole ſapth, but that is with p Gtecians or iy this wozde 9

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TDTyhe argument ofthe epiſtle . 
And this muche haue J ſayd of Paules name;moze atlarge(J wene)thã 
the nature of an argument doeth wel beare. This epiſtle endited Paule, 
Tertius beyng his (ive, as Tettius him ſelke at thende of the Epiſtle 
ſayth. And ] tertius ſalute you alſo iche vvrorte'rhris epiſtle in the lorde. It ap 
peareth that it was ſent to Rome fro Cozinthe by Phebe a womã of Cen- 
chus. Now is Cenchats the Cozinthians pozte;# ſtandeth not farre fr6 þ 
citie. And tf any mi be delirous to know the tyme, when it was wꝛyten, to 
luche as weigh the mater diligently, it may ſeme wzyten after vothe the 
epiſtles to the Cozinthians(wherof (ome gather, that in it aboue other e⸗ 
piltles are copziſed @taught the ful a perfite rules ofChztltii teltgton)s 
wzyten aboute the lame tyme that he had pzeached thꝛoughout the whole 
cotitrey of Achata, wherin the citie of Cozinthe ſtãdeth, at allo though tho 
countrey of Macedonia bozderpngnigh ther vnto, euen vutil the coſte of 
Slauone, not only teachyng euery where Chziſtes golpel in ſuche places 
where none of p other Apoltles els had been, but gatheryng aK{o(ag Pex 
ter warned him) money ok his hearers foz the reliefe of the pooze people, 
inade him ſelke ready to repapꝛe vnto Jeruſalem, a thence, after pheh 
peſtowed that, whiche he had receiued, mynded to goe into Spayne, by 
the way to go thzough Rome, there to ſalute chiſtiã men. whole kapth i 
een he had onely heard ot indede,# yet had he not lene them. Their 
ate was (omethpng vnlike the Galathians. Foz the Galathtans beyng 
at the fpꝛſt well taught by lainct Paule, were by fraude of falſe Apoſtles 
deceiued d bzought backe warde to Jewiſhnesagatne. The Romaines 
cotrariwple beyng kyꝛſt mille taught & by kalle pzeachers deceiued, alone 
as they acco2ding to they; wilpome perceiuedit,they ameded they fault. 
kaſte #ſtedfaſtly after continupng in ſuche a trade, as they well wyſt was 
good. In the inkancie & fyʒſt chyldhod ol Chziſtes churche ſome there wer 
whiche thought that the grace pꝛomiſed by þ goſpel ſhould not foozthwb: 
be pzeached vnto þ curled Panymes geuen al to wozſhippyng of idols 
t deutls, foxſomuche as the ſame ſemed eſpecially piniſed to Abzahams 
polteritee i ſtocke of the Jewes. Df this mynde it appeareth that ſainct 
Peter was, as whiche would not haue receiued the capitayne Coznelius 
into Chʒiſtes religion, had he not been warned by a viſion lo to do. Foz 
whiche dede he was troubled at Jeruſale, what tyme they, that of Jewes 
wete conuerted to Chzilt, lapde vnto his charge, that he had been in com⸗ 
pany among them, that wer not circumciſed. Ind likelp it is, that ſome of 
them, whiche lo accuſed Peter, were of thapoſtles them ſelfe. Foz in the 
xi.chapitet of the Actes lo is it wzpten t And the Apoſtles and brethren that were in 
lurie, beard that the heathen had alſo receined the worde of god, And when Peter was come vppe to 
Hieruſalem, they that were of the cireumciſion contended againſt him ſaiyng:why wentel thou in 
to ſuche as were not circumciſed, and diddeſt cate with them? Againe lome there were of 
this mynde, which albett thought not, that the Panpins ſhould from the 
kelowſhip of the golpel vtterly ve excluded, yet thought they ther with al- 
lo that ſuche ſhould not be receiued, vnleſſe they werlikeJewes,cixcum= 
ciſtd:as though it fo were that Chziſt had nede of Moſes lawe,therby as. 
appearethiabozyngtotranſpoſeand alter the glozp of Chziſtes golpel

to the glozy of they; owne nacion. Agreable with this is that whiche i 
wzyten in the. xi.chapitet of thactes. when it is ſayd,that ſuche, as for the perſecucion 
enſe wyng ſborteſy vpon Steyßens death were fledde into Phenicia, Cipres,and Antioche;preached 
Chriſt to none bt to Jewes oneſy, Ygaine in the.rv.chapiter,certaine Jewes came to Anz 
tioche ,whiche openſy preached againſt Pauſe ond Barnabas, that, men were without hope of ſalua. 
tion if they were not, (an Moſes ſawe teacheth) circumciſed , By meane whereot there 
was luche a commocion ſtirred vp that it was by a commen counſail de⸗ 
creed and appointed, that Paule and Barnabas with theyz aduerſartes 
ſhould repap2e vato Jerulalem, to the entent that there this contencton 
might by the Apoſtles and elders arbitrement be determined, where a⸗ 
Wotigh the vehement and contenctous labout ot ſome, of luche 
2 were of Phartfets become chziſtians, of whiche ſecte Paule 
himſelf was too, there was called a coũſel of Ipoſtles #elders,whetin by 
the authozitte of Peter # James it was decreed, that the Gentiles ſhould 
not be burdained with the obſeruaunces of Moles lawe, but onely ab- 
ſtaine from eatyng of ſtrangled beaſtes,from blond, fromfleſhe offered 
to idols, and from foznicacton,whtche pointes were foz a tyme onely con - 
deſcended vpon, by reaſon of the great and ſtubburne ſerupulolitte of the 
JFewes,as by this it doeth wel appeate, that we now ſee, that the ot᷑ them 
are in theſe dapes btterly taken away and aboliſhed: Upon this occaſion 
aroſe alſo þ notable and famouſe cõtencion at Antioche betwene Peter # 
Paule what tyme Paule the Gentiles Apoſtle ſeyng his flocke though 
Peters diſſemblyng to be in teopardye repꝛoued him openly, as himſelfe 
in the leconde chapiter of his epiſtle to the Galathians wzyteth. Againe 
at Jerulalem by the counſel of James to pourge the rumour than ſpꝛead 
among the Jewes, fo: that he ſemed to dzawe men backe fro Moſes law; 
he with other or his eompany ſhaued him ſelf, and beyng purifted as the 
Jewes cuſtome was. made his oblacton in the temple, as Luke in the.rrt 
chapiter of thactes reherſeth. By the whiche place it appeateth, that Ja⸗ 
mes, albeit he befoze had enkraunchiſed the Gentiles, welnigh from the 
burdatne of Poſes la we, a bode ſtyll pet in this opinion, that the Jewes 
ſhould be bounde to the obſetuacton of the whole la we, ik it were foz no⸗ 
thyng els, but to appeace ſuche as had not pet ſo far pꝛołited in the truth 
of the goſpel, that they could be content to deſpiſe they; aunceſtres rites 
and vlages. Foz (oſpeaketh James! ud allſhalknowe, that thoſe thinges , whiche 
they haue heard concernyng the ere faſſe: but that thou thy ſelſe alſo walkeſt and kepeſt the lawes 
And t᷑oꝛ the ſame caule(J wene)ſhaued he his head at Cenchis accoz» 
dyng vnto his vowe, as appeareth tu the.rviki, chapiter. And fozlike 
conlideracton cauſed he Timothe to be circumciſed, as we reade in the 
rvi.chapitet. whiche yet had in deede a Jewe to his mother, when that 
ws mag was a Gentile, Suche a difficultte was it to make of a Jewe a 
C n. . fe . 175 . 
This nacton beyonde all other hadde a ſpeciall vntowardnes , noz- 
was thereeuer founde any, thatmoze ſtiffely abode in theyz religion, as

Joſephus wzyteth in his boke of the defence of the Jewes antiquitie; - 
Moꝛeouer as the Jewes were eſpectally hated of al people of the wozld; 
ls of thepz ſyde abhozred thep agatne al other nactons,as vncleane, cut⸗ 
led. and deuiltſhe,to farrefoozth that they diſdajned to talke with chem, 
who thought allo p; their temple wasvtterly ſuſpended, it any vncircum⸗ 
ciſed had entered there Into. Suche pꝛoude lovkes had they foz a lytle 
ſkynnesparyngof, narf 2640 
- Fozaſmuche as therefoze there was no libelyhode, that the Stecians 
and Romatnes would recetue ſuche an odious|awe,audthattheJewes 
on thep; ude helde on ſtyl. Paule featpng lelt by ſuche deadly contencion 
andtrife a great parte of the tutte ot the gol | 
leſt alſo the gloꝛy of might by minglyng of Poſes name de dart 
nedanddefaced, in euetp place ſpectally labozeth vtterly coabzogate # 
aboliſhe the ceremontes of the lawe, and to perſuade them that all aſſu⸗ 
raunce of attainyng ſaluarion ts thzough Chai onely « - And as he 
tharpelp; but pet loupngly,rebuketh the Galathians, foz that they fell 
backe to Jewiſhnes a gaine:ſo docth he pzepare & foztifie the Romaines. 
leſt they might elswyle vntvarethzough falſeApoſtles be ſnared, who he 
wel wyſt.neuer ceaſſed,eftſones encouragyng the yl to continue in that 
doctrine, whiche they had once begunne heartely to enbzace and fausz. 

Thete was at Nome a great noumbze of Jewes, whether they were 
bꝛought thether by Pompetus Magnus who ſpopled Hierulalem, and 
made them capttues,ozels whether it were becauſe the pzouince of Jury 
appertained to the Romaines .it is vncertaine, but ſure it is that theyʒ ſu 
perſticion is by Yozace, Juuenale, and Senec oftymes repzoued. With 
them alſo was Paule atter his compng to Rome muche troubled, as in 
the laſt chapiter of thactes of the Apoſtles it doeth plainelyappeare. - 
Paule therfoze like a cunnyng ctatteſman with a wonderfull dilcrecton 
tempeteth his tale vetwenetheſe two people, the Jewes (J ſay) and Gen⸗ 
tiles, laboutyng by all meanes poſſible to allute them vnto Chzilt, as 
muche as in them lay pzocuryng that noman at al ſhould periſhe to that 
capitaine, whoſe ſouldiar he was. 201. | 

One whyle therfoze chydeth he one ſozte, another whyle, another, and 
anone after agatne comfoztably encourageth them bothe, The Gentiles 
pꝛide he abated, declatyng, that neither the lawe ok nature,noz their Phi⸗ 
lolophte, whetof they were ſo pzoude,auapled them ſo, but that they tell 
netheleſſe into all kyndes of miſchief, Checkyng againe and reyꝛouyng 
the Jewesarrogant myndes, whiche th;ough they; affiaunce in the law 
hadlolt the chiefe grounde therof, that is to wete, fayth in Jelys Chziſt. 
he teacheth them, that the ceremonies of Moles lawe ate aboliſhed 
thꝛough the bzight beames of the goſpell of Chꝛiſt, whom the ſhadowes 
of the awe rudely repzeſented, with diuers other thynges, as the reſte ot 
theſabboth day, the diſpleaſure and paine of circumctiion;the compng a⸗ 
bout ofthe calendes, the holy dapes, whiche .thzile yerely came yr

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tothe Romames. . 
they choyle of meates, makyng foule agapne thebathes euerie dape, the 
bouchespe of hurtles vealtes,the reltgion of their temple, polluted with 
continuall daughter of veaſtes,and that all thele darke ſhadowes at the 
lyght of thetcuthe appearing vaniſhed:awape, and that ſuche onlye ate 
Abzahains ehyldzenas expꝛeſſe Jbzahams fapth.thatluchearetherighte 
and trewe Jewes, as pꝛoteſſe Chiſtes name, and that they were verelye 
circumciſed, whole myndes were clenſed from filthydelyers, That true 
tuſticealſo a pertite bliſſe is equally gyuen to al people thzough the gol⸗ 
peil and onipe fapthe in Chꝛiſte wythoute helpe of the lawe, and that not- 
wythſtandyng that laluacyon was ſpectally pzomyſed vnto the Jewes, 


pet was it ſo pꝛomyſed vnto them.that theyz owue Pꝛophetes letted not 


to pꝛophetye, that the ſame laluation beyng refuſed by the Jewes , the 
pꝛeachyng of Chziltes goſpell ſhould be ſpʒeade abzode among the Gen- 
tiles,that no man thzoughe Moyſes lawe,whom the Jewescacnally ob- 
ſerued,obtapyned ryghteouſnes, but thzoughe fapthe, as he pzoueth as 
well by the example of Jbzaham , as allo by dinerſe teſtimonies of the 
lawe. And alter that whe he hath by this meanes abated þ pꝛyde of both 
partes, by taking away this thepz vapne contidences, in the pʒofeſſion of 
the goſpel, he maketh them equalle in ſuche ſozte foyoug of the Gentlles 
ſaluacion, that yet lyke a tender father he bewapleth the blyndnes ol h 
owne countteye inen. whoime towardhpm,alwayes he founde moſte ſpitce 
full , andſo he doeth mitigate this matter, whyche was of it lelle harde, 
that he ſayeth, that all were not blynded:pꝛomiſyng that the tyme ſhould . 
come, when they ſhould be of a bettermpnde;# amend;bepng thzough the 
faith of þ Gentiles pzouoked ſo to do. And hereby the wap toucheth Paul 
manpe highe# dyuerſe poyntes of doctrine, as of pze cton,of koze⸗ 
knowleage,of vocaciö, of grace and mexites, oł fre wyll, oł the bnlearche- 
able counſell of god, of thelawe of nature,of Moſes lawe,and of the law 
of ſynne. Lykewyſe herein are ſondzye allegozies.,as when he maketh two 
Adams, one in whome we ate bozneto dye. another in whome we be rege= 
nerate and boꝛne agapne to lyue e ngtyp,X0he he maketh alſo two 
men, an inwarde and an outwarde man, the tnwarde obedient to the ſpy⸗ 
tyte and reaſon:the outwarde;, ſubiecte and thzall vnto luſtes s deſpers, 
of whyche two the kyzſte he calleth ſometymethe bodp oz membzes, ſoine- 
tyme the fleaſhe, ſumtyme the lawe of ſynne, the other ſometime calleth he 
the ſpitite. hen he allo maketh two deathes, that is to wytte the deathe 
of the loule and of the bodye,and the thzpde deathe, wherein we dye vnto 
ſynne,and ſynfull deſy}es, And when he maketh thzee kyndes of lyfe. a bo⸗ 
dyly lyte. a (piritualllyfe.and alyfe,whertn we lyne,eyther tuſtely oꝛ ſyn⸗ 
fully. Igapne when he maketh two kyndes of bondage oz libertie, one, 
wherewith we beyng made free from ſynne, lyue a godly lyke, oʒ cls foz(as 
kyng tyghteouſnes we do ſeruyce to ſynne. And when he mak eth two loz⸗ 
tes of Jewiſhenes,two kyndes of circumcilion, two degrees of Abzahis 
poſteritie,two partes of Moyles la we, one lyke vnto the bodp, carnall, a- 
nother;whiche ts ſpirituall, as it were the lyfe of the lawe.

Two baptiſmes allo,vf whiche the fpzſte is, when we at the kontſtone ate 
waſhed fro oure olde ſynnes, the ſetonde is whe we tenountyng all woztd- 
Iy pleaſyres dye with Chziſte. Two kyndes of buryinges, a bodely ſepul⸗ 
ture, wherin Chziſtelaye thze dayes burted , and a ſpitituall, whetin we 
lequeſtting and as it were withdzawyng our ſelues from wonldly buſt- 
nes do teſte in hm. Two maners of teſurreceian . the one paſte alreas 
die in Chꝛiſte, and ſthall tolo we in vs, the other, wherin we beyng quicke- 
ned agapne from our death by linne, walke furthe from vertue to vertue, 
tu this pꝛeſente lyłe, hegynnyng thelpfe,whyich is without ende and death, 
almuche as in vs lyeth.

This place handleth ſaincte Paule diuerſiye inſtructyng thetm, 
howe they ſhould vſe themſelle to warde ſuperſtigious chꝛiſtians, oʒ as he 
talleth them, weake and feble,howe towarde they; ſuperioures,# howe to 
theit inkerioures and kelowes, to warde heathen pzinces and magiſtrates, 
alter a (ozte pet doyng theyꝛ duties, and to be ſhoꝛte.howe they ſhould be⸗ 
haue themſelte in pꝛoſperitie, and howe in aduetſitie Alter whiche 
ſharpe montcion, he apeaſeth the matier with the Romaines pꝛapſe, and 
auauncech his authozitte,and doth them to witte, how muche moze he had 
pꝛomoted the ghoſpell, than other ſhewyng what a deſyer he hadde to ſee 
them, pꝛomiling, that he woulde come thither and what lette he had, and 
why he was compelled to dillet it, pꝛayſing the kre libetalitie of p̃ Mace⸗ 
dontans and Coꝛinthians beſtowed vponthe pooze and deuoute people, 
touertlpe, and as it wer with a reuerence pʒouokpng the Romaines to do 


the lyke. The laſte chapiter almoſte ſpendeth he in commendacions and 


pet this doth he not with names vnſauerly and at auentute heaped toge⸗ 
ther. but with euety mannes pꝛayle maruaylouſly topned with hym. 
Finallp, becauſe he thzoughly knewe,aſwell the malapert wylynes 
of the kalſe Apoſtles, as allo the readie ſimplicitte of the Romaines, efte- 
lones he biddeth them to beware of their fapze ſpeache.

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Albeit moſte parte of matiers entreated of in this pzeſent epiſtle ipectally 
apettapne to that tyme, whetin the charche beyng but young, ſecretly en⸗ 
creaſed, myngled with Jewes and Gentiles together, ſubiect than to hea⸗ 
then tulet 8, yet is there in eueryplace of it, ſomwhat, wherof holſome doc⸗ 
trine mape be learned, loʒ this ourp3eſentryme necefſarte,as to beware ot᷑

tle many tymes complayneth,here and thetelabozyng and wzaſtlyng w 
ſuche diſticulties. Whether this happened thzoughe Tercius, whic:) was 
ſainct Paules ſctibe, oʒ els thzough Paule hyimſeife, oz thzoughe the in⸗ 
texpʒeter, let therin other men be tudges,certayniy Paule hymlſelf contel⸗ 
ſeth his rudenes of ſpeache, albeit he denie, that he is ignoꝛaunt, touching

Paule hymſelfe ſometyme leauyng his purpoled matier, is compelled 
make erclamacton,and (ape: O the deapnes of treaſures.Pea,# foz the no 
lometyme lo touchech he ſome miſteries,that he only ſheweth the a far-of, 
temperpng his oꝛaciõ acco2dpng to the tyines,and as they; capacities ler 
ned, to whome he wzote . He ſawe and knewe certapne thynges, whiche 
myghtebetolde to noman, knowpng well how farfurth his diſciples, had 
nede of lyght meate. as mylke is.oʒ of ſtrong foode, & therwith alſo knew 
he the degrees ok ages in Chztſte,and what was koz euetie age meete. o 
dyd the apoſtle eter alſo, when he ſhoulde pzeache to the rude people, 
Chiiſte, whome without any mencion makyng of his godhed, he calleth a 
man.

phas, J hold of Paule.Of pꝛyde alſo it came that tnthetr ſolẽne aſſemblies 
and meetynges, they diſagreed amongethem ſeclfes, becauſe euery manne 
thought his ſpiritual gifte beſte * and whiles in one gyfte neither woulde 
gyue place to other, there was ſuche diſozdze and confuſion, ſo that euen 
they wemen in open places both ſpoke and taughte. Dfryot and pꝛyde alſo 
was it, that as ofte as they came to the holye ſupper, whiche Paule calleth 
the Loꝛdes ſupper, wherin it were moſte meteto ſhewe chuſtian concoꝛd, the 
ryche men without lokynge fo the pooꝛe, fell to their meate, and goꝛged the 
felues vntill they were dzounke, whiles other were hungrye: inſomuche as 
at that ſupper, there was not only diſſencion and diſtemperaunce but alſo a 
certayne vnſeempng inequalitie, not accuſtomed to bee vſed in that ſupper. 
And where as ſome among them dyſdayned Paule, countyng hym but a 
pooze taſcalle, lackyngeeloquence, rude and vnlearned: that roſe partlye 
thꝛough pwde, and partiye thzough Philoſophte. But wheras they doubs 
ted of the reſurrection of the dead, whiche is euen the pzyucipall article and 
foundacion of our religion, that only came-ofPhiloſophte.

We haue ok Chziſte dea per po yntes of wyſedome, but of them talbe 


we among ſuche as are perfite. Be diligeute therkoze and laboure to bee 
perkite, that ye mape bee partakers of the ſecrete and hydden miſteries 
of God. Beſyde this we, that pꝛeache the croſſeof Chꝛiſte, ſeme to the 
faythleſſe to pꝛeache verye folythneſſe , but to ſuche as ſtedfaſtly beleue, 
ſeme we to pꝛeache an excellente wyſedome, muche differyng from that 
wyſedome whiche laboureth in ba pne to ſerche out by naturall reaſon 
the cauſes of this woꝛlde: and farre alſo from wozldely policie, wherof 
the greate eſtates ofthis wolde matze greate crakes , whoſe authoꝛitie 


with all theyz wyſedome is by Chꝛiſte aboliſhed and vanqupched, by vt⸗ 


teryng theyꝛ kol ychneſſe: but we pꝛeache of a heuenly wyſedome, whiche 
hath not an out warde apparente of that, which is not within it, but is in- 
wardly myghtie and eſtectuall. There is in this wyſedome no cuxiolitie 
noꝛ pompe, and yet ſymple as it is, all menne percepue it not . But as 
it is ſetrete, ſo is it knowen by ſecrete inſpiracion, and that ok none, but of 
ſuche only, as God boucheſauethto make partakers thereot. We lay not 
furth the pꝛiuities of this wyſedome befoze the comen ſoꝛt of people, but 
vtter them ſecretly to ſuche, as are able and mete to recepue them.

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===» Duchyng the queſtions concernyng matrimonie, I thynke ve ate 
I £74 (ufftctently aunſwered vnto, becauſe pe ſhall hencefurthe vpon 
uche matters, with ſoundzy opinions, eche one of younomoze 
Aſtriue with other. Now becauſe J know, that ye doubt, whether 
it be lawfull foz a chꝛiſtian manne to eate the fleſh ot any beaſt offered vn⸗ 
to idolles, whiche fleche the painyms take fot holy , in this queſtton alſo 
this is my mynde. Some there be among you, which becauſe they know, 
that an idole is nothyng, but eyther tymber, 02 bꝛaſſe, o2 ſtone, and that 
ti,erfo2e the fleſhe,that vnto them is offered, in very dede nothyng diffe- 
reth from other fleche, and that a mannes conſcience canne with no kynde 
ok meate bee defiled,abuſyng this theyꝛ knowledge, in euery place, and 
without conſidetacion, engoꝛge and pamper vppe themſelues with flech 
offered to idolles: iudgyng not a myſſe of the matter in dede, but yet for- 
gettyng the lawe ot charitie, whiche geueth no mannne occaſion of myſſe 
th ynkyng and flaund2e , but confourmeth herſelte to ſuche as are 'weake, 
vnt yll that by lytle and iytle they growe vppe to moꝛe znowledge. 
What greate matter is it, yt they vnderſtan de, that an image hath in it 
no godly power ⸗ wOhat chꝛiſtian manne is there, that vnderſtandeth not 
that, whiche euen the bery painyms vnderſtande , yf they bee any thyng 
wyſer, than the commen ſoꝛte⸗ But pet detter is it oftetymes to folowe 
the rule of charitie, than the rule of knowledge, Knowledge doeth ofte- 
tymes hurteʒ be yng ſuche a 2992 maketh a manne to ſwell, aud to bee 
diſdaynfull : but the endener of charitie in all t yme and place is to doe 
good, and hurte no manne. Al beit in very dede, ſuche ſeme to lacke a great 
parte of knowledge alſo, whiche knowe not, howe to vſe they: kno w⸗ 
ledge. That poynte teacheth charitie, whiche mealureth and iudgeth all 
thinges by the weale of his neyghbour. He therkoꝛe, that in ſuch thin 
as he doeth, will ſeme perfitly learned, muſt call charitie to councell.Foꝛ 
he, that without charitie ſwelleth with a vayne perſuaſion that he is 
learned, is ſo far from knowledge, that he is not come ſo far as to knowe 
ho wehe ſhould vſe his knowledge. He that to Godwarde is wyſe, the⸗ 
ſame man is the very wyle man in de de. But he that pleaſeth hymſelfe, 


and ſeketh his owneglo2y, without regarde of his brothers feopardie, 


his learning God allo wethnot. But he that vnfaynedly loueth God, muſt 
alſo loue his neighbour, Such one therfoze God acknowledgeth, as his 
o wne diſciple, becauſethat as God humbled his hygh Godhead, to ſaue 
mankynde:ſo doeth ſuche one ſubmitte his knowledge, and compell it to 
ſerue the commo ditie of his neyghbour. To returne therfoꝛe to our pur⸗ 
poſed matter: we kno we in maner all, that albeit the Gentyles wurchyp 
idoles, as though in them there were ſome diuine power, and Godhead,

As fo: chꝛiſtians ſuche fleſhe defileth not, whiche eate them 
not, as holye, but vſe them, as creatutes made by god, to apeaſe hunger. 
And vle them fo; ſuſtenaunce, and not fo; deuocton, with hymſelf laughing 
at the folyſhe table of heathen goddes, beeyng fullye perſwaded. that there 
is no god, but one, to whome all thynges are holye. Foz albeit ſome there 
be, whiche are called goddes, whether they bee in heauen, whome they call 
heauenlye, oz els in earth, whome they call goddes earthipe, of whiche ſo:te 
there be manye goddes and many loꝛdes, yet are theſe, dy name onely, gods 
and loꝛdes, and are to them onely ſuche,as errontoulty beleue them lo to be, 
and haue taken them fo: they; goddes and loꝛdes. But to vs chuſttans 
there is but onely one god, that is to ſape, the father of Jeſus , the creatoure 
and gouernour of the wozlde,of whome we receyue all goodnes, to whome 
onely beyng addicte, weought to ſerue with al honour and teuerence.

But euery man hath not knowledge. Some hauyng conſcience becauſe of the ymage, : 
vntyll this houre, eate as a thyng offered vnto ymages: e ſo theyz conſcience beyng weake The texte. 
is defiled. But meate maketh not acceptable to god. Neither yt we eate, ate we the better. 
Neyther yt we cate not, are we the woꝛſe. But take hede, leſte by any meanes this libertie 
of pours be an occaſion offallyng,to them that are weake. Foz yfſome man ſe the whiche 
haſte knowledge, ſyt and eate of meate offred vnto ymages, ſhal not the conſcrence of him 
whiche is weake , be boldened to eate thoſe thynges, whiche are ofercd topmages?

But nowe ſome ſytte at the feaſte, whiche bythe lawes of they; elders 
euen from they; chyldehode are in thts perſwaded , and thzoughlye groun⸗ 
ded.that an ydoll is an holy thyng, and thynke, that as many as ſitte at one 
feaſte, are all of lyke ſuperſticton noꝛ can bebzoughte in mynde, thatſuche 
thynges ſhoulde ſo Ponte be deſpiſed whiche they haue in ſuche great awe 
and reuerence.

3s 
therkoze we that are by age ſtronger, euen by the courſe o nature ſuſfer and 
nouryſhe the weaker, accoꝛdyng as Chaiſte gaue exaumple: ſo ought ſuche, 
as are in fapthe ſtrong er, ſometymes pleaſe and beare with the weaker , vn: 
tyll that by continuaunce ot tyme they growe moze ſtrong. But as in 
this dave among the Jewes chꝛiſtened ſome there bee, whiche by reaſon of 
they; olde and long continued religion, canne not deſpyſe ſuchethynges, 
notwithſtandyng the holye pꝛophetes playnely prophected that it ſhoulde 
ſo bee, and Chztſte —— commaunded theſame; lo were there ſome at the 
fyzſte publiſhyng of the ghoſpell , yea and in this dayeto ſome there bee, 
whiche albeit they conkeſſe Chziſte , are not yet quite oute of feare of they 
auncetours religion, but eate kleſhe offered in ſacrifice to ydolles , not as 
foode neceſſarie to ſatiſfte the hungrie ſtomacke, but as holy thinges vowed 
to this deuyll oꝛ that deuill. W Hen ſuche one leeth thee, whome he thinketh 
in learnyng and iudgemente to paſſe the common ſoꝛte, ſytte at table w 
aynims at ſuche offered meates, ſuppoſyng that thou eateſte euen w 
pke mynde and conſcience as he doeth, thelame manne is thzoughe thyne 
exaumple hurte, and foloweth thy dede amiſſe, whole mynde and conſcience 
he knoweth not. Ind thus he, whiche befoze ſtaggered but a litle, and was 
— — ſuperſtictouſe, is thꝛoughe thts occaſion become moze luper⸗ 
oule.

condemneth hym, that is his better :and where it beſeemed him by folowing 
the others exaumple to encreaſe in the ſtrengthe of faythe, rather ſtrengthe⸗ 
neth he the diſeaſe ol his mynde: and where it behoued hym to laboute foz 
lyke perkeccton, he conſtrayneth the ſtronge to gyue place to his weakenes, 
But in taſe the manne bee not pet able to take inſtruccions and counſell, 
chꝛiſttan charitie wylleth, that the ſtronger fo; a whyle beate with the weas 
ker, beeyng pet ſuche one, as wyl amende, chiefelye in ſuche a matier where⸗ 
in two poyntes ate ſpeciallye to bee weyghed: fyꝛſte, that the ſuperſticiouſe 
mynde conceyued in out childehoode, and by long cuſtome and tyme eſta⸗ 
bliched, is ſuche a thyng, as canne ſcarcely bee ſhaken of:and alſo that there 
is no ieopardie moze to bee feared,than theteopardye of ydolatrie.

Baue pe not houſes to cate and dzynie in? deſpyſe ye the tongregaciou ot God, 
aud ſhame them that haue not? What ſhali I ſaye vnto ou: hall I pzayſe pau 2 Au this 
pꝛapſe J you not. hat which J deliueted vnto you, J recciucd ut che £03d+ 3702 the Loꝛd 
Jeſus tyeſamec nyght , in wr iche he was betrayed, toke bꝛeade: aud whan he had geuen 
thankes,he bzake it aud ſaycd: Take xe and eate: this is my body, which is bzoken tor fou. 
This doe pe in the ce membꝛaunce of me. 


But now is there creapt in amõg you a bery bnſemely vſage, that as oft 
as ye come together, the Loꝛdes ſouper ſemeth not to bee the great mat- 
tet, that is in hand, ſuche as he made with his diſciples , but rather ſome 
troublous clamozous feaſt, without equalitie, becauſe eche ma riotoudp 
and gloutonouſlp, not lokyng foz other,begynneth afoze tg eate his ovone 
ſouper. Wherupon it foloweth,that the pooꝛe man is hongry, either be- 
cauſe he hath nothing to eate, oꝛ becanſe he tummeth not iu ſeaſon, and the 
ryche man that hath begunne his ſouper, is full and dꝛountzen, by meanes 
whereof that ſpirituall feaſt is two maner of wapes diſhonoured, both. 
becauſe thꝛough pꝛyde of the ryche men the pooze are diſdayned, whom 
Chaiſt difdaineth not, a alſo becauſe the Loꝛdes ſouper is with lurfetting 
and exceſſe defiled. At this ſouper is tepꝛeſented the miſterie of chuſtian 
toncoꝛ de, no bealp, noz gut matter, foꝛ whom pꝛouiſion ſhould haue been 
made pꝛiuatelp inmennes o wne houſen, and not in the open aſſembly, pf 
pe detyted to fyil yo ur paunches, haue ye not houſen, wherin ye mape lo 
doe nut ot ſyght : Deſpiſe ye ſo farfurth the open congregacion of chꝛi⸗ 
ſtians, that in p:eience therof pe be not aſhamed lyke glotons to vſe pour 
ſelfes, euen of purp ie in the meane ſeaſõ goyng about to make the poo2e 
ones aſhamed, whiche haue nothing to ſet at table, whyles ye openly ſet⸗ 
furth pour riottouſe and coſtly fare: What ſhall J herein ſape vnto you, 
ye Cozinthians⸗ Shall J p2ayſe pou⸗Certenlp 4 would wyche J had 

dd tauſe ſo to doe, a foꝛ ther thinges J much pꝛayſe you, but in this 
Aclnor p:ayſe you, Theſe maners far ſquare fro that ſouper of the loꝛd, 
after whoſe example ye ſhould among you kepe this holy feaſt . I mars 
nayle, who they be that haue bzought this euill cuſtome amõg you: foz 1 
as an Apoſtle retepued of the Loꝛd, that, which J alſo haue taught you, 
which is, y our Loꝛd Jeſus theſame nyght. in which he was betrayed by 
his diſciple, and taken, toke bꝛead, ⁊ when he had geuẽ thankes to God, he 
brake the bꝛead, and ſayed: tate, eate, this is my body, whiche is broken 
fox you to de deuided among all.

As the cup alſo is holy indifferentlya⸗ 
pertayning to all, not pꝛepared to apeaſemennes bodyly thzuſte, but to 
repꝛeſente a ſecretematter, leſte yemyght foꝛgette, with what pꝛyte ye 
were from the ſynnes of your fozmer lpłe redemed. As often therfoze, 
as pe reſoꝛte together to eate of this bꝛeade, and to d2inke of this cup, ye 

e about no bealy matter, but miſtically repꝛeſent the death of the Lozd 

eſu, whoſe continuall rcemembꝛaunte ſhall cauſe you to doe pour due⸗ 
ties, vntyll the tyme he returre to tudge all the — — whoſo⸗ 
euer eateth of this bꝛead, oꝛ dꝛinketh of the Loꝛdes cup otherwiſe thanis 
worthy of Chꝛiſt, haynouſtp offendeth, as which hath otherwiſe vſed the 
body # bloud of the Loꝛde, than he tommaunded it ſhould be vſed: for as 
muche as a thing, whiche is moſte full of miſteries, ought with all pure⸗ 
neſſe and renerence to be vſed, foꝛ auoydyng of vohiche inconuenience, let 
Let a man elle ry man firſt trye and examen his conſciete befoꝛe.

Foz albeit the 
bꝛea de, and bo dy and blond of the Loꝛd be a healthfull thing, yet whoſoener therof 
dzinke of Doeth eate oꝛ dꝛinke vnwoꝛthilp, theſame turneth to his popſon and de⸗ 
the cup. ſtruction, betauſe he without reuerente, aud with an vnclenſed conſcience 
pꝛeſumed to come vnto ſo great a miſterie, without due conſideracion 
had, with howe great reuerente the body ok the Loꝛde ought to be recey⸗ 
ned. When Chaiſte ſhall come, then ſhall ſuche be punyched foz violating 
this miſterie, albeit in the meane ſeaſon ſome alto fo: theſame offence are 
pꝛeſently punyſhed,fo2 of this cũmeth it, that among you ſo manp ſycke⸗ 
ly perſons are founde,vered with ſondꝛye feuers and diſeaſes, yea and 
many dye befoꝛe theyꝛ tyme, all which punychmentes are certayne begyn⸗

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Pea and effert and operation of the ſpirite in diuerſemen diuerſly wozketh 
and gyueth lyfe, whereas yet there is of al men but one god, of whome the 
powet and acttuitte of althinges, howſoeuer they be wzought in men, haue 
they: begynnynges.

Howe ts it that nature can doe mo2e,thangrace-Are ye not the bodye 
of Chꝛiſt, oꝛ at the leaſte ſome parte of his members-whomhehath after 
ſuche ſo2te placed in his bodye, whiche is the churche, that he hath genen 
euery of them a conuenient degree and office. And in the firſte and chiefe 
place hath he ozdayned Apoſtles, whiche beyng as ſtuardes of the grace 
of thegoſpell execute here Chꝛiſtes office. Secondarely Pꝛophetes , ey⸗ 
ther to ſhewe thinges to come, oz els to declare ſecret thinges.

but euer mi hath his owne pꝛoper gyft. No man muſt be dildayned, but 
yet muſt euery man endeuour to be endewed with ſuch gyktes as among 
theſe are chiefe, and ſo ſtyll encreaſe to ſuch, as ate better. Foꝛ it is not to 
be ſuppoſed,that euery man hath his gyfte ſo geuen vnto him, that he is 
with out hope to receiue better. And leſte pe gro we to arrogant of the, 
fay vnto vou, they are the gyftes ofthe ſpirite, but pet is the holy ſpiriteo 
God wont with our endeuour # pzayers to be pꝛouozed both to geue his 
yktes, and to encreaſe a mayntaine thẽ. Excellent gyftes are theſe, which 
baue no we rehear ſed, but ſuche, as may be in vngodly men. But J wil 
ſhewe you a moꝛe excellent waie, than al theſe, wherunto euery man muſt 
ſpicially endeuour, ſynce that without it nothyng auayletheſe gyftes, 
whiche we haue ſpoken of, and whiche pe pet in ſuche ſozte folowe, as 
though there were none other.

ſynceJ lytle oʒ nothyng pꝛofite my ſelfe thereby, and am alſo paynefullto 
other, and not onely vnpꝛofitable, but allo to be laughed at. What muſte J 
do then? I wyll, when tyme and place require, pꝛave with my voyce, but not 
therewith onely contented, J will pꝛaye with heatte and mynde , and with

Therkoꝛe bꝛethꝛen, ſynte (as I befoze ſayed) godly lyke hath, as it were, 
certayne ages and increaſes, endeuout your ſelues to growe vp from lower 
to higher giftes, that ye ſeme not al wapes chyldꝛen. Certapnegyftes are 
there, meete fo: ſuche, as haue lately po mate pꝛokeſſe Chailte : and cer; 
tayne other are there, meete fo: them, whiche are in this religion moze gro⸗ 
wen vp. Touching ſimple and hurtles manners, bꝛethꝛen J would pe conti 
nued chyldzen ſtyll, but in e es, Jwoulde pe wente alwapes 
fo: warde, vntyll ye come to the higheſt. Noꝛ thinke it nowe ſufficiente fo; 


vou to hurte no man, but labour muſte ye beyng no we ful type, to be able to

do good and to helpe all menne. It is the manner of chyldzen to wonder at 
ſmall thynges, and foꝛ trifles muche to pleaſe themſelfe , but pet in pꝛoceſſe 
of tyme they deſpile ſuche toyes, as they befoze were pꝛoude of, and laboure 
to obtayne greater thynges. And ſo lykewiſe hath chziſttan fayth her begin⸗ 
nynges, wherein it is vnſemely fo: a manne to ſpende all his lyfe. Chat this 
is ſo, long on teſtified god hymſelfe , this wyſe ſpeakyng by the mouthe 
ofhispzophete Eſai: with ſundzye tongues and (ſundzye lyppes wpll J 
ſpeake vnto this people, and pet fo: all that, they wyll not heare me. The 
gykte ok tongues therkoꝛe was geuen by god foz the auauncyng and furthe⸗ 
raunce ofthe pꝛimatiue churche, that by this myzacle vnbeleuers mighte be 
pꝛouoked to beleue, whereas to ſuche, as beleue already, it is vnpꝛokitable. 
But contrarpwiſe the gifte ol pꝛophecte not onely ſerueth ko: vnbeleuers to 
make thẽ amende theyꝛ lyues, but pꝛofiteth alſo the fapythful, that they mayt 


— dapylpe in they: kayth become moꝛe ſtronge, and euery daye better in lyuyng. 
not, but toꝛ Belpde this, howe lytle pꝛokite the vſe of languages hathe , euerye manne 
ty:m which maye well ſee, by that the ſame dothe ſomtyme hurte and olſende.

ly behaue pour (eines - Contrarywyſe yf by the gyft of pꝛophecie one 
teache,another geue tounſell, one exhozce,and an other comfozte , and in 
the meane ſeaſon ſome vnlearned ſtraunger enter into your companpe, 02 
els an vnbeleuer, whiche both vnderſtandeth, what ye ſape, and is iyke- 
wiſe vnderſtanden, doeth not ſuche one, whyles he knowledgeth in you 
perfite chꝛiſtianitie, both inhimſelfe condemne his owne ſuperſticion, and 
abhozre his owne diueliſhe maners in compariſon ot your godlynes, and 
playnly ſeeth his owne conſcience , whyles he by you heareth the ryght 
rule of true religion: from which he ſeeth himſelfe vntyll that tyme farre 
ſwarued, fynding himſelke in ſuche faultes gyltie, as pe in wooꝛde re- 
pꝛoue and deteſt. By meane wherof this will finally enſue, that he beyng 
chaunged into a newe man, and repenting him elfe, wil fall do wne flat v- 
pon the grounde,acknowledging a openly teſtifping, that ve are vndoub⸗ 
tedly tyſpired with the holy goſt, noꝛ ſpeake lyke madde men whiche be⸗ 
yng with a diueliche furie poſſeſſed powꝛe out wooꝛdes, whiche neyther 
themſelfes vnderſtand noꝛ other, bttring a ſounde, no man woteth what. 


Howe is it then bꝛethzen? As ofte as pe come together, euer one of vou hath a ſong, hath 
& doctryue, hath a tonge, hath a reuclacion,hath an interpꝛetacid. Let al thinges be docn 


vnto edikying. It any man ſpeake with tonge, let it de by two oz at the moſte by thꝛe, and the texte. 


that by courſe,and let an other interpꝛete it. But it there de no interp2eter, let hym kepe 
ſylence in the tongregactd, and let him ſpeake to himſelfe and to God. Let the Þ20pbetes 
ſpeake two oꝛ thꝛe, and let the other iudge . It any reuelacion be made to an othes that ſit⸗ 
teth by, let the firft hold his peace, Foꝛ ye may al pꝛophecie one by oue, that al map learne, . 
and that all mape haue tomfoꝛte. And the ſpy2ites of the p2ophetes ate in the power of 
te d ꝛophetes. Foz God is not cauſet of ſtryte, but ot peace :as (J teache) iu all congre⸗ 
ga cious of the ſainctes. Let your wemen kene ſplence in the congregacions : Foz it is not 
permitted vnto them to ſpeake:but to be videt obedience, as ſapeth the lawe. It they wil 
learne any thing, let them aſke theyꝛ huſ bandes at home. Foz it is a ſhame foz wemen ta 
ſpcake in the congregacion. | X 

What thenmuſt ye doe bꝛethꝛen⸗ Is ofteas ye reſoꝛte to the comen al⸗ 
ſembly, eche of you bꝛingethhis gyft withhim:one hath a ſpitituall ſong 
to pzaypſe God with all, an other hath Doctrine to inſtructe mennes lyues 
with, one hath the gyft of reuelacion, to declare the hydden a darke ſe- 
rretes in holy ſcriptures, an other hathand is indued with the gykte of 
tonges.Diſdapne none of theſe gyftes, but let all in the congregactons be 
beſtowed foz the comon weale ok the whole numbꝛe, but yet ſo, that it be 
done without diſturbaũte and confuſion. And let them alſo, which are en⸗ 
dued with the gyftes of tonges, haue theyꝛ time a place, but ſo vet, that 
at one time nomoꝛe but only two ſpeake,o2 at the moſte thꝛe, and pet not 
they together neither, but by courſe,no2 let them ſpeake only, but ſe, that 
there be one p2eſent,to declare to the people what they ſayed, One inter⸗ 
pꝛeter is ſufficient foꝛ two 02 thꝛe of them, that haue the gyft of tonges, 
becauſe it is not neteſſarie, that many wooꝛdes be ſpoken in languages.

Noꝛ lay foꝛ pour excule, that ſuche as are in⸗ 
ſpired with the holy goſt are not theyꝛ owne men, no moꝛe then we ſee ra⸗ 
uiched men to be. But thinke it muche otherwyſe in madde men, than in 
ſuche as haue recepued the ſpirite of Chꝛiſte, whiche in ſuche ſo2te raupy⸗ 
ſcheth the minde, that a man is nethleſſe his owne man, whether the matter 
require a man to ſpeake oꝛ to holde his peace. Sober is this inſpiracion, 
and nothing els, but zin enfozcemente of a mames godly mynde to ſuche 


Fo2 God is thinges, ag make to Gods gloꝛy. This ſpirite ſhould ſomuche the moze 
no cauſet of ſexe vnto the common qutetnes, and ſo muche be further from contenel⸗ 
trife , but on, betauſe theſame commethof God, whiche is the authoz of peace, and

not of confuſion and ſedicion . And ſynce this is in all congregacions of 


chꝛiſtian men obſerued and kept, mete is it alſo, that it be kept in pour ime:

Let wes 
men knowledge this la we, not only by coueryng theyz heades, but alſo 
with ſilence, wherwith womanhead is moſte commended . Some wyll 
ſaye, doeſt thou ſo farfurth foꝛbid women to ſpeake,that thou wylt not 
ſuffer them foꝛ the yz learnyng to aſtze a queſtion: Utterly J fozbid them 
in open places to ſpeake, but yf there be any thing, which they vnderſtand 
not ſufficiently, and are deſpꝛouſe to no we it, let thein aſtze of thepꝛ hul⸗ 
huſbandes at home. So ſhall they neyther be defrauded of teaching, noz 
doe any thing vnſemelp. Foz ſurely an vnſemely ſyght is it to ſeea woman 
ſpeake in the chꝛſtian tongregacion, namely ſynce ſo to doe is coumpteda 
koule thing euen among the paynimg. What meaneth this, ve Coꝛinthiãs, 
that ye ſhould be greued to kepe that cuſtome, whiche is of al other kept? 


Spꝛong the wooꝛde of Bod from you? Either came it vnto you only? If any man thinke 
The texte. himſelte to be a Þ2ophete, either (ptrituall „ let him kuowe what thynges J wꝛyte vuto 
you. Foꝛ they ate the tommaundementes ofthe Loꝛde. But and if any man be ignoꝛaunt, 
let him be ignoꝛaunt. Wherfoze bꝛethꝛen, couete to pꝛophecpe, and foꝛbydde not toſpcake 
with tonges.

the tyꝛanny of the deuill. Belyde thys ye muſte alſo bolene, that he not only

In this Epiltle labozeth 
Paule about that matter,whiche he els where in euery place doeth;to cal 
men (J ſay) from the bondage of Moles lawe to the grace of the goſpel, 
whiche matter in his epiſtle to p Romaines he allo entreateth of, becauſe 
both people were in like errour, but pct after a ſondzy ſozte fallen ther« 
vnto. Foz the Romaines were fy2lt bzought to Jewiſhenes , & afterward 
amended; but the Galathians contrarye beyng by the Apoſtle fy? well 
taught, were thzough the fletghtie deſceiptes of kalle apoſtles bzought 
backeagaineto Jewiſhe religion. In the Romaines, ſimplenes it was, 
that thep were thzough miſteachyng begiled, but of wyſedome and dil⸗ 
crecion it came, that after warayng they lone amended:on the other lide, 
wheras the Galathians (one receiued and fauozed Chziltes doctrin.that 
was a point of eaſines:but ſtraight after to fal againe from it, and to be⸗ 
tome Jewes was euen lightnes and foliſhnes. To them there came falſe 
apoſtles takyng vpon them as though they had been ſent from the chief 
Ipoſtles Peter and James, whiche labozed to abate Paules authozitte, 
teachyng them, that to him there hould no credence be geuen, as whiche 
was inconſtant, ſometpmes obſeruyng the ceremonies of the la we, as it 
appeared, by that he made a bowe, ſhaupng his head, c cauſed Timothe 
to be circumciſed: and ſometymes with the Gentiles repzoupng and cons 
demnyng the lawe,bearyng them in hand alſo,that ſuche rather ought to 
be beleued, as had with Peter and James been conuerſaunt and other, 
whiche had ſeen Chziſt in his manhod, whereas Paule bad neither ſeen 
Chiiſt, noz was, but a diſciple of ſuche as were diſciples, and not the mel⸗ 
ſenger of Chztſt, Panle therfoze vehemently and ſharpelp, (fo: none epi⸗ 
ſtle ts there moze ſharpe)with a holſome earneſtnes and fauozable ſharp 
nes bothe cureth the Galathians errour , and alſo defendeth his owne 
authozitie, openyng the falſe apoſtles diſceiptes, at the beginnyng ofthe.

whiche tyme he ſapeth he p:eached.ritit. yeres in Syria and Cilicia, vn⸗ 
tyll ſuche tyme as he was by God commaunded to returne vnto Jeru⸗ 
ſalem with Barnabas and Titus, wher Paule compared and examined 
his golpel with ſuche as wer Chztltes Apoſtles: not becauſe that he then 
beganne to doubt of his ſo many petes pzeachyng, but to the intent that 
by they: appꝛobacion and allowaunce, whole authozities were chtefe as 
mong all men, other might the moze be confirmed : at whiche tyme he lo 
compared with Peter, that of him he learned nothyng as touchyng the 
golpell, and was not onely by Peter not compelled to charge the Genti⸗ 
les with the burden of the la we, but what tyme Peter at Antioche eate 
in company of the gentiles luche meates as wer by the lawe fozbidden,x 
after foz feare of theJewes that came withdzewe him ſelfe from that cõ⸗ 
pan, he checked him euen to his face,declatyng that thzough fayth men 
obtaine the grace of God offred by the golpel, not by kepyng ok the law 
whiche was at that tyme aboliſhed. And though he begunne this dilpu⸗ 
tacion, as it were with Peter, pet perſueth he the ſame moze at large 
turnyng his matter to the Galathians, inſtructyng them and declaryng, 
that Poles lawe was geuen but foz a tyme, and that al thynges taught 
therin appertatned and directed to Chziſt onely:that in the la we was but 
lleſhe, in the golpel was the ſprite, in the lawe there were ſhadowes, in 
the goſpel light, in the lawe images, in the goſpel the truth, finally in the 
lawe bondage, in the goſpel libertie; and that it was in the Galathians 
extreme foliſhnes after they had taſted of better thynges. to kal to wozle, 
Whiche pointes ſaint Paule entreateth of in þ fyꝛſt, the ſecond, the third 
and fourth chapiter, then alter that he hath very earneſtly warned them 
that by recetuyng circumſicion they ſhould not ſhamefully caſt them ſel⸗ 
wes into the bondage ofthe lawe,he teacheth,that chꝛiſtian libertle is not 
à libettie to do what a manne luſt ſpnnefully,but a willyng and a toyfull 
mynde to do well euen foz loue, and not becaule the lawe ſo coinaundeth, 
Finally he exhoꝛteth the Galathians to chꝛiſtian concoꝛde, to helpe ſuche 
as ate weake oz fallen, and to do foz ſuche as haue taught vs chziſtian 
fayth , and that ſuche wozkes, becauſe they be wozkes of the ſpirite, are 
with euerlaſting glozy rewarded, whereas tempozal ceremonies deſerue 
but glozy tempozal, incidently bzingyng the falſe Apoſtles into diſplea⸗ 
ſure and hatred, as whiche koz yothyngels labozed to haue the Galathi- 
ans circumciſed , but becauſe they might therof glozye,as bꝛyngers to 
palle of ſuche an high arte.

The paraphꝛaſe ot Eraſmys vpon the Epiſtle 
Ind ſurely the matter went well fozwarde:fo: in my Jewyſhe pꝛokeſſion, 
whome onelp at that tyme J thought good and godly , among my com: 
pantons J got thepzayſe,that I paſſed well nyghe all that werte of my 
compantons,fozthat rekened moe holy and religtouſe, becauſe J moze 
ſtykly cleaued vnto my fozefathers lawes:in fo doyng being deceaued foz 
lacke of ryght iudgemẽt and knowledge, and not koz lacke ok a good intẽt 
& purpole,#fo2 a ʒeale boꝛne to the law reſiſting the maker therof. Which 
blyndnes it plealed god by his ſecrete counſel to ſuffer fo; atyme, to then⸗ 
tent that A beyng ſodenly chaunged krom ſo great a bolſtetet of the lawe 
into a pzeacher of the goſpel, myght by myne example dꝛawe and pꝛouotze 
many to Chiſte. 2 

But when it pleaſed god, which ſeperated me from my mothers wombe. and called 
me hereunto by his grace, foz to declare his ſõue by me,that ſhould pꝛeache hym amõg 
the Bcathcn: immediatly i communed uot of the matier with fleſhe and bloud, neither 
returned F to Jerutalem to them whiche were apoſtles befoze me; but went my wapes 
into Arabia;and came agayne vnto Damaſco, 

Wherkoꝛze as (one as it pleaſed God, whiche long befoze that, euen fr 
mp mothers wombe, had putpoled and choſen ine out fozhis buitnes,vps 
me to declare and notiftehts pleaſure,and whereas J no ſuche thyng vez 
ſetued, ol his owne free goodnes fo call me to this office, that by me, as 
dy an inſtrument, the glozte of his tSne Jeſus myght be knowen , whome 
as pet but verie fewe of the Jeawes knewe, and ofthe Gentiles alinoſte 
none, among who ſpecially he would haue me to be pzeacher, what thinke 
ye;dyd Jr Dyd J ftyll cleaue vnto mp fozefathers lawes: was J lacke to 
let vpon the buſpnes, wherwith'J was put in truſtemiſtcuſted J wozde 
of God? compared Im golpeil with anye ofthe Apoſtles, that were wp 
tcountreymen 7 oz went J to any man co aſke his aduſe? went J to Hietu⸗ 
lalem, to haue my golpell ſtablyſhed by theyz authozitie who, becaule bes 
koze ine they were talled to the dignitie of apoſtleſhip,are highly eſtemed⸗ 

No J dyd not fo. Noz thought J it couuenient, that it ſhoulde by mannes 
authozitte be confirmed, whiche was by Chziſtes commaundement imme⸗ 
diatly committed vnto me. But furthwith as ſoone as J perceyued mynt 
errout, and had receyued krom heauen this commiſſion , without any de⸗ 
lape went J into Arabia, whete Jnothyng doubted to pzeache Chziſtes 
name, beyng as pet to the wylde and barbaroule people either bnknowen 
oz bated; with no leſſe zeale pzeachypng then the grace ofthe goſpel, than J 
erſte pzeached Yoles-4awe. And from Arabia retourned Jto Damaſco, 
where ſtreyght tro my baptilme Fad begun to pzofefſe Chziſtes name. 


Then after thꝛe yeares, retoutued to Jeruſalern to ſe peter aud abode with hym 
xv.dayes.Other of the Apoſtles ſaw J none ſaue James the Loꝛdes bzother, The thin⸗ 
des therfoze whiche J wiyte to you: behdlde befoze god, I lye not. 


Thence after a thze yeares ſvace came I to Hierulalem rather to ſee 
Peter, than any thyng to compare w hym. Ind with him abode J nomoze 
but.rv.dayes,though he among the Apoſtles ſemed cytefe .

Cafter that came J vnto the coaſtes of Stria and Cicilta, ⁊ was vnkuowen, as tous 
chyng my perſon vuto the congregacions of Jewzpe, whiche were in Lhziſte, But this 
they hearde only that he whiche periecuted v3 in tyme paſte, nowe pꝛeacheth the faythy, 
whiche he betoꝛe deſtroyed. and they gloziited god in me. 


Theſc thynges done J went into the countreyes of Spꝛia ⁊ Cilicia, in 
euery place there pꝛeachyng the name of Thziſte: Foz euen intheſe couns 
trryes a cettapne noumber of Jewes began to fauer Ch;iltes doctrine, 
but to them pet was J by ſyghte vnknowen, notwithſtandyng J was a 
Jewe bozn2,onelye this they knewe by repozte ,that I was he, whiche by 
goddes wyll of a perſecutoz of the chziltian fapyth, was lodenly become a 
pꝛeacher of the lame fayth. ſo that the (ame J vefoze to the vttereſt of my 
power aſſaulted, nowe euen with ieopardy ol my lyke J defended, Fo 
whiche chaunge they two maner of wayes glozifted god. one foz that they 
were ktom luche greuouſe perſecucts deliuered, and fo; that they had got⸗ 
ten ſuche a defender ol theyz pꝛokeſſion.

The paraphzaſe of Eraſing 3 bpon the Epiſtle 


allo Titus whiche was with me, though he were a Greke, yet was uot compelled ty 
be circumciſed: and that becauſe of incomers beyng falſe bzethzen, which came iu pꝛiue⸗ 
tp to ſpye oute our libertie whiche we haue in Chꝛiſte qeſus, that they mygyt bꝛyng vs 
ito bondage. To whome we gaue no roume, no not fo2 the tyme (as coucernpug co be 
bꝛought into ſubieccion ) becauſe the trueth of the goſpcll myght contiuewe with pou. 
And lo kette were we from chargyng the Gentiles with the burden of cir⸗ 
cumciſion, that not ſomuche as Titus, when he was bothe at Hierulalc, 
and congerſannt alſo among Jewes, that ſtyfly defended circumciſion, 
was by the chief apoſtles of the Jewes compelled to be circumciſed, bes 
cauſe he was a Grecian and not a Jewe. Ind how muche leſſe then ſhould 
pe lo do there tn Galacia by compulſion of any falſe apoſtle? Suche as a- 
mong the apoſtles were chiefe, requited not of vs to haue a Grectan cicz 
cumciſed, therin vadoubtedlye intendyng, that the bondage of the lawe 
ſhoulde by lytle and lytle weare quyte awape, and the lihertie of the goſs 
pell be eſtablyſhed . But into oute companpe there crepte certapne faile 
chꝛiſtian men, whome J maye foz good caule ſo call, becauſe they exacte 
that,whiche Chziſte would,ſhould weare out of vie. Traytcrouſly and 
falſly came they within vs to eſpye oure lybertie gyuen vnto vs thꝛoughe 
the goſpell of Chzilte, wherat they enuted , intendyng nothyng elles but 
though tircumciſon to bꝛyng vs agapne back warde into the bondage of 
the lawe. Ok them was it moe lykelp, that we ſhoulde thzough thepz im⸗ 
poztune meanes, be compelled, leſte by teliſtyng, ſome commocion might 
be ſtietred vp. | 

And pet not ſo muche as to them gaue we lo ferfurthe place, no not fo; 
the tyme (0 ſatiſfyeng they; inyndes, by ſubmitting oure lelfes, that Ti- 
tus ſhoulde be circumctled, which thinge was by vs done foz pour ſakes, 
leſte that whiche was in Titus done ot neceſſitte,ye without neceſſitte ko⸗ 
lowpng the ſame myght fall from the truthe of the golpel, into a Jewyſhe 
fuperſitcion,

Ot them whiche ſemed to be ſomewhat ( what they were in tyme paſſed it maketh 
no matier to me: god loketh on the out warde apparcnce of no man) neuertheleſſe they 
whiche (emed great, added nothyng to me. But contrariwiſe, when they (awe that the 
goſpell ouer the vucircumciſion was committed vnto me, as the goſpcll oucr the circũ⸗ 
ciſion was committed vnto peter (toꝛ he that was myghtie in Peter, in the apoſtlechyy 
ouer the cirxcumciſion, the came was mightie iu me among the Gentiles) when they pers 
ceyued the grace, that was giuen vnto me, then James, Cephas, and Jobn , whiche ſe⸗ 
med to be pillex s, gaue to me and Barnabas the right hides ot that felowſhyp, that we 
ſhouldc be apoſtles among the Heathen,aud they in the circumciſion, onlye p we ſhould 
cemember the pooze, Wherin alſo J was diligent to do the lame. 


Now pf ſome of them, whole authozitie is chiefe,at any tyme either ex⸗ 
acted of any other circumciſion,oz elles permitted it, whither they therin 
well dpd oz not, that iytle appertapneth vnto me, this is foz me ſufficient, 
that they haue fozlaten they; olde opinion, and ate nowe of the lame, that 
Jam ot. Howe ſoeuet the matter goe, it is among men a great mattier to 
be well eſtemed, but with god ate not regarded ſuche outwarde appaten⸗ 
ces, but the very trouthe. Be it lo Þ theit authozit ie is greater, than myne, 
yet as touchyng the pure pꝛeaching of the golpell, they ſo lytle furthered 
me, that they had rather by me ther in ſome encteale and **

Foz alter d vpon declaration and tryal had ot᷑ my pꝛeachyng vnto them, 
they perteyued, that Chaiſte had aſwell put me in truſte wich pꝛeaching 
of his goſpel among the Gentiles, as he had done Peter among the Jews 
es, and when they lawe allo that my pzeachyng without circumciſion was 
no leſſe effectual ; than Peters was, with circumcilton toyned with his, 
and vpon oure repozte they vnderſtode that god had gyuen vs with the 
equall grace ofthe goſpell,ſo ferre were Peter, James, and John who as 
monge them were thought pzincipall pillers, from repzouyng mp pꝛea⸗ 
chyrig.that with me and Barnabas gyuyng vs theyz ryght handes , they 
made alegue of felowſhippe,that we ſhoulde with one conlent and mynde 
pꝛeache one goſpel,euery man in his poztion:we among the Gentiles, and 
they among the Jewes.Noz gaue they vs any intunction, to call anye of 
the Gentiles to circumciſton. Onelp this deſpzed they of vs, that what 
tyme we among the Gentiles pꝛeached the golpell. we woulde remember 
the pooze people, whiche were at Yterulalem,that they thereby inyght by 
ſome of them be relieued. In whiche poynte, kozaſmuche as it well agreed 
with the doctrine of the golpel, we diltgently obeyed that theyꝛ commaũ⸗ 
dement. as we would not haue done, had they gyuen vs in commaunde⸗ 
ment to cirtumcile the Gentiles, Foz an vnmete thyng is it, that with 
vs any mannes authozitte ſhoulde ſo take place,. that foz fauer bozne bnta 
hym we ſhoulde not after a ryght trade ſee vnto the ghoſpel. Foz as at 
the begyunyng the matter requtred lome thyng foz a ſeaſon to beate with 
ſuche as from Jewylhenes were turned to the golpel(becauſethey could 
not vtterly be bꝛought from p religion, wherin accoꝛdyng to theyꝛ elders 
lawes was, they were nozeled euen from they; pouthe )leſte by that occa⸗ 
ſion many might from Chziſte be diſcouraged: ſo was there a diligence 
to be vled,that thzough oure aduertiſement ſuche people myghte be con⸗ 
tent to leaue any lenger to be bozne with, ſpecially lynce therin there was 
moze ieopardy, than auauntage . Foz oł them, whiche ol Jewes embꝛace 
the doctrine of the golpell, a verye (mall noumber is there, in compariſon 
2 1 we ofthe Getiles by our pzeachyng. haue enryched Chziſt

Ind of theyz further encreaſe alſo ſtande we in great hope, ſynce the 
Gentiles dwell lo ker and wyde abzode in the wozlde, whereas the Jewes 
in compariſon be contapned, but within a very narow cumpace. Rowe ok 
the Gentiles the greateſt parte in ſuche ſozte abhozre ctrcumciſton, that 
moze lyke were they to fozlake Chzilt,#his goſpell. then vpon them tore- 
teiue the yoke of luche an odtoule law.Belide al this alſo,thisgreater ieo⸗ 
pardy is to be feared,leſte pf men longe #in moſt places abzode vſe ſuche 
kynde of ſufferaunce and bearyng,tt come to paſſe, that the free benefite 
ok our ſaluacion,foz the whiche goddes goodnes and oure fayth ſhoulde 
be thiked,greatly ſeme to hang vpon the cetemonies of the law. Which 
yk men ſe obſerued by the chtefe apoſtles then wyll ſuche, as are ſomwhat 
bent to ſuperſticton,take it, as thoughe without them the kayth taught by 
the goſpell to the attaynyng ofeuerlaſtpng ſaluacion were not ſufficient«

The paraphꝛale of Eralmus vpon the Epiſtle 


And in matiers of ſuſpicton it is a knowen thyng , that men are commõ⸗ 
ly gyuen alwap to ſuſpecte the wurſte. By meane wherof, that they ſhall 
do foz the tyme, gyuing place to the exceadyng luperſticton of the Jewes, 
and agapnſt they: conlctence, wyll other tudge,as done of deuocion, and 
not beate with theyz weakenes. Men haue foz a ſealon bozne wh the Jew: 
es ineuitable ſctupuloſitie, trom whome they mult nowe by lytle and litle 
encreaſe to bettet. But to exacte that of the Gentiles, whiche was but foz 
a tyme ſuffered in the Jewes, that maye by no meanes be bozne with. The 
Jewes fyzlte were excuſed by reaſon of a certayne petlwaſion recepued 
of theyꝛ pzedeceſſours,and beſyde that by a long cuſtome, whoſe power is 
aſmuche cffectuall,as is the power of nature; agapne by that god was þ 
authour of they2 la we, by dpuerſe other thynges al(o,of which none maye 
be bzought foz defence of the Gentiles , yt they ſhoulde lykewyle inyngle 
Moles lawe and Chziſtes together. But now am J ſpectally put in truſt 
with the Gentiles, as Beters charge is ouer the Jewes . And imeete 
- is that eche of vs pzpncypallyehauea regatdetohis owne cure and

But when Peter was come to Antioche, J withſtoode hym opeulp, becauſe he was 
woꝛthy to be blamed. Foz yer that certapne came from James, he dyd cate wyth the 
Gentiles. But when they were come, he withdꝛewe and ſeparated hymſelfe from the, 
teariug them whiche were of the circumciſion, and the other Jewes diſſembled aſwel 
as he: in ſomucye that Barnabas alſo was bzought into they? ſimulacion. 


Wherin ſurely J wyll gyue place to no mannes authoꝛitie, in ſomuche 
that when Peter came to Antioche, albeit among the apoſtles J well wilt 
that his autozitie was chiete, yet nothyng doubted J plapnlpe and even 
at his face to withſtand hym, moze eſteamyng the golpell, than the digni⸗ 
tie that he was in. Noz letted J befoze all men to repzoue his wauerpng

thy tepꝛofe, becauſe the ſame made to the great daunger of manpe, which 
were lykely other wyle to take it, than was by hym ment. euen as thoughe 
he had ſo done vpon aconlcience,and not to beate with the Jewes intir⸗ 
mitte. Foz where he befoze lpttyng at dpner with certapne,whiche of Gen⸗ 
tiles wer come to the pzofeſſion of the golpel, with the eating tndifferent- 
ly all kyndes of meates,ſtreyght when certayne Jewes lent from James 
came vpon them at diner tyme, he withdzewe hymlelif from the table, pꝛe⸗ 
tendyng,as thoughe he had not with them indifferentlye eaten commen 
meates: without doubte fearyng leſte he ſhoulde offende theyꝛ conlcien⸗ 
ces, whom he thought as yet ſomewhat moze ſupetſticiouſe than coulde 
wholy fozſake and leaue luche choyſe of meates,#to be alſo ſuche, whiche 
tudged,that it coulde not well ſtande with godlynes, that a Jewe ſhoulde 
with a Gentile aſmuche as ſytte at one table. Whiche cloke and pꝛetenſe 
of Peter, albeit it came of a good mynde, yet was it ſome thing vndilcrete 
and lyke to haue turned to the utter deſtruccion of many, becauſe not on- 
lye the reſt of the Jewes that late with vs, fauozed Peters diſſemblyng, 
but alſo my felowe Barnabas moued with Meters authozitte, euen with 
Peter withdzewe hymlelk fromthat lyttyng. wohole 


Whoſe diſſemblyng there was no doubt, but that all the reſt welnigh 


would haue folowed , had not remedpe been founden with fierce and ve⸗ 
hement reliſtence and contencions. 


But when J tawe that they went uot the right way after the trueth sf the goſpel. The texte ES. 


J ſayd vnto Peter befoze them al: It thou beyng a Jewe, liueſt after the mancr of the 
Hentiles , and not as do the Jewes: Why cauleſt thou the Sentiles to liue as du the 
Jewes?Foz we whiche are Jewes by nature, and not ſynners of the Gentiles, knowe, 
that a miſs not (uſtified by the dedes of the law, but by the fayth of Jeſus Chia: And 
we haue beleued on Jeſus Chziſt,that we might be tuſtified by the fayth of Chi, and 
— by the deedes of the lawe: becauſe that by the deedes of the lawe na flethe ſhalbe 
When J percetued therfoze, that certaine, one while applipng them 
tothe getiles fredome,and other whiles to the Jewes weakenes, haulted 
as it were bet wixt both, noz went the right wap, noz ſtedfaltly fozwarde, 
as the trueth of the goſpell would, whiche at that tyme was (ſo bzymine, 
that it was tyme without all clokyng ſtedfaſtly to pꝛofeſſe the ſaine, that 
the cereinonies of the la we were aboliſhed, and to ſaluacton offered by 
the golpel helpe nothpng, to remedy the peril that euery manne was in. 
plainly tn euery mannes light J reliſted and gainſayed Peter:that vpon 
cozreccion of the heade, all might by his example amende, as they would 
when they ſhould (ee, that euen he obeyed my refozmacion. Ind by theſe 
woꝛdes reſiſted J him, and ſayd:what meaneſt thou Peter-foz what pur⸗ 
pole is it, that thou this wyſe withdzaweſt thy ſelfe e Why doeſt thou, 


whiles thou vndilcretely feateſt foz thy Jeweg.dꝛawe theſe my Gentiles t tes * 
into a daungerous ſuperſticion : Foz it thou beyng a natutal Jewe thy png « 3rw.xc

was in the greateſt ar woud;ſo — that the Ethnike wꝛi⸗ 
tours make ſpecial mention n their waitinges. Theſe men gaue 
their whole ſtudies vnto curiouſe artes and eS:as we may gather where 
we reade, that at the preaching of the Apoſtles, they bzought in theyꝛ bookes 
ofenchauntmente,and burned them in the kyer, and whan they had coumpted 
the pꝛice, they kounde it to be fiftie thouſand ſiluerlinges, as it is purpoꝛted in 
the 22 Cap. ot᷑ the Actes. Ind therkoꝛe to thentent he might withdꝛawe them 
from thoſe great errours, he taried ſtill among them thꝛee peares, trauaylling 
ll that while, to the vttermoſt ok hys power, to bzing the thyng to paſſe,that 
myght be to the p2ofitable fozwarding of their ſaluacion, albeit many ot them 
made great reſiſtenceagaynſte him, as he ſpecifyeth hymſelfe in an other place. 
Ind there he was caſt to beaſtes:lyke as hemaketh mencion ,in his ſecounde 
Epiſtle to the Cozinthians.And whan he departed from thence,he commann- 
ded Timothee to remaine there —— them. And like as that Citie was 
kull oł Curiouſe menne, and ſuche as en to magitall artes, euen ſo 
had it many great learned men in it. Bprealon — — 
himſelfe accoʒ ding to the maners and natures of all men, maketh often menci⸗ 
on ok deutls and ſpirites, whan he ſheweththe difference ol good men and bad, 
Beſides theſe, he openeth certaine darke hard ſentences. Foꝛ there is none of his 
Epiſtleg that hath ſo darke and hidde ſentences in it, as this to the Epheſlans.

Therfoze becauſe theſe men aboade 
tonſtauntly in the kapth, he exhoꝛteth them to continue and goe ſtill fozwarde, 
vntülthey were become perfite:putting them in remem dꝛaunte, what manier 
of people they were, whanthey were addict bnto naughtines, a did ſeruice vn⸗ 
to wieked ſpirites:and what they ate become now, that they are engraffed vn⸗ 
to Chtiſte:and teacheth them withall, that althoughe the grace ok the Goſpell 
was pꝛomiſed vnto the Jewes, pet that by the eternall decree of God, it was 
righttullyenlarged vnto the Gentiles alſo:and that he was a minyſter oꝛday⸗ 
ned of God, to that ſame office.

The middle partes of theyꝛ bodies, betauſe 
of the tendernes, they girde with an Apꝛon of maile. The vyper partes they 
harneſſe with a beſt plate, Upon the legges and feete they weare hootes, and 
an helmet bpon the head. Than onthe lefte ſyde a ſhylde is buckled, to kepe of 
allarowe ſhot. And ſo in like taſe, vou that haue ſpiritual battayl,with wicked 
ſpirites continually,in ſteede of the girdle, put on trueth to girde vp the loines 
of your mynde, ſo as vou ſtande vpꝛyghte and ſhꝛ ynke not at any naughtieens 
ticement of falle goodes and falſe opinions. Foz the bꝛeſte plate, put on inno⸗ 
cencie and righteouſnes,to kepe the in ward partes of your mynd ſafe and ſure 
with the mayles of vertue and godlines. Foz bootes to put onthelegges and 
kete, lotze you haue a ſincere affeccionthat coueteth after nothing, but ſuch thin; 
ges as be heauenly,znd4s afrayde of nothyng butonely of vngodlines : ſo as 
you may be alwayes readilye pꝛepared to defende theGoſpell, whoſe defence 
conſiſteth not in ſtyꝛryng of tumulte but in patience and quietneſſe. And foz 
that cauſe ſake it is called the goſpel of peace. The preachers wherof,the p20: 
phete in times paſt reſpecting, was in an admiracion to conſidze howe excel: 
1 their feete were. But we muſt diligently ſee ỹ we haue in continual 
readineſſe on euery ſyde,p buckeler offaythe,wherby we mape aſſuredly trul 
to all the pzomyſes of God. What larum ſo euer happeneth, with this ducke⸗ 
ler it ſhalbe vaynquiched: what fyzie dartes ſo euer our ſubtill aduerſary ſhall 
thꝛowent vs, this buckeler ſhal kepe theim of, ſo as none of theim ſhal pearte 
any parte of oure liuely membzes Foz what thing can wounde the loule that 
defieth death it ſelfe⸗ And if ou haue alſo with this buckler, the helmet ofa vi 
gilaunt mynde, that can take good circumſpect hede, vou nede not in any wiſe 
to be afraid of your health. Finally, haue alwaies in yout right hand the (word 
of the ſpirite. alwel to tut ot naughtie luſtes from your mindes, and to pearce 
to the iu warde partes ofthe harte, as alſo ti kepe sf the teſiſtours ofthe goſ- 
pels veritie,andto ſuppreſſefalſehead,that ttueth may pꝛeuaple. This ſwonde 
is the woꝛde of God, that pearceth with a conſtaunt power of fayth, not after 
the maner ol mannes cutting teaſdn, but rather renneth thꝛough than cutteth. 
Foꝛ the wooꝛde of man is but a weake watriche wooꝛde, foꝛabnuche as it en⸗ 
treateth onely of vayne tranſitoꝛyemattets: But the woozdeof god is effectu- 
al,andcanſkil ofnothing but ok heauenlythinges, and pearceth though vnto 
the toyntes ol the ſwule, and ſearcheth euen to the inwarde boanes and marye. 
Theſe vetheenemies that Chnigtans haue battnil withal,wheras with men 
theynre at peace: indtheſe are tde weap6s woher with they defend themſelues 
and get the victozit not with their own powers, but by the helpe ol Chziſt the 
mightie Captayn;thzough whoſFluckleaydethey: batayl hath good (ucceſſe 
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aud pꝛaye alwayes with all maner of p}atcr and ſupplicatton in the ſpirite: # watche The terte- 


theruntco with all inſtaunce and ſupplicacton foz all ſaincres and toi me, that veteraunce 
maye bee geuen vnto me, that I mape open mp moutye freip, toverer the ſectetes of my 
goſpe1(wyereof J am melicnger in vondes)tyat therein J may ſpeake fre1y,as A ought 
to (peake. But that ye may alſo knowe what condicion J am in, and what I doc? Tichis 
cus ye dere b2other and faythfull miniſter in the Lozde , ſhall ewc pou ot allthyngcs3 
whome J haue lente vnto you toz the (ame purpoſe, that ye mighte kiowe what caſe we 
fande in, and that he might coumtoꝛte pout hattes. eace be vnto the bꝛethzen, and loue 
with faith, from God the father aud from the loꝛde Jeſus Chꝛiſt. State be with al them, 
whicde loue our loꝛde Zeſus Lyziſt vntapnedlip. amen. 

Cherkoꝛe it ſtandeth vs in hande to pꝛay al way vnto him with continual ſup- 
pticacions,and to deſyzethis of him from the bottome of our hartes, without 
calling in our pꝛaiers day and night, that al ſaintes may haue the vpper hand 
by this weoꝛde of the ſpirite. And it is alſo your duetie, to helpe me with your 
prapers, and to beſeche Sod that he would geue me plenteous vtteraunce of 
the goſpel, whanſoeuer J ſhall pzeache it: and that it would pleaſe him to vſe 
my mouth as an inſtrument vnto his owne gloꝛp, and to your ſaluacion, d as 
Jmay boldly and without chꝛinking declare vnto al men the miſtical doctrine 
ofthe goſpel, wherunto all men are called indifferently. And that. J be not hin⸗ 
died by ſuche as labour by all poſſible meanes , that the glozye ofthe Goſpell 
ſhouldnot be ſpꝛedabꝛod, foꝛ the doing wherof,J am made an embaſſadour, 
ea enen no w being laden with chaynes, and ſufferingexcedingly, that J may 
doldety goe about the office committed vnto me. And that this mind may ſtill 
perſeuer with me vnto the ende, and that by the helpe of Chziſte, Jmayfreely 
ſpeake,as it becummeth me to ſpeake , Foꝛit is a rebuke fot a pꝛeacher of the 
goſpelto be afrayd of any thing, that chould hinder him ktom doyng the office 
ofthe goſpeil. To conclude, as concernyng the ſtate of myne owne thinges, a 
howe the matter ſtandeth with me here, you ſhall kno we all of Tichicus my 
welbeloued bꝛother, and not a bꝛother onely fox the ſinteritie ot his fayth, but 
alſo a miniſter and an helper inthe goſpels bulineſſe : whome J haue ſent vnto 
you foꝛ this purpoſe, that you might know certainly in what ſtate we are, and 
that you chould be much coũkoꝛted by his beyng there, leſt pour hartes ould 
dediſcouraged though myne afflictions. Foꝛ 7 am ſo tyed and bounde, that 

the goſpell of Chꝛiſt doeth triumphe, notwithũanding euen out of the pꝛie⸗ 
ſon. My pꝛaper is, that peate and mutual loue ioyned with ſincere fayth, 
may be vnto al the bꝛethꝛen. Of faith ſpꝛingeth charitie, ⁊ charitie nou⸗ 
richeth concoꝛd. Theſe thꝛe with pzoſperous pꝛocedyng, graunt vns 
to you God the father, and the loꝛde Jeſus Chꝛiſte. The loue and 
merciful goodneſſe of God de fot euer with all them that with 
an vnfained conſcienceand vnſpotted life, loue the loꝛde Jeſu 
Chaiſte:anddeſpyſyng the tranſitoꝛptrylles of this 
wotlde,folowe the thynges that are e⸗ 
ternall and heauenly.

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CThe Argument vpon the Epi- 
tle of Saint Paule the Apoſtle to the Philippians. By D. 


Eralinus of Roterdaine, 


he Philippians are in the fitſt patte of Macedvdnta,ag 
ic is declared in tte. xvi. of the Actes, a people deducted 
oute of the citie of Philippos, ſo called of Philtp the 
buyldour of it. And Theſſalontca is the head citie of the 
pz Philipptans,whiche are wozthilye muche pꝛayſed of the 
2 Apoſtle, bicauſe they petſiſted conſtauntlie in the faythe, 
FEY after they once receyued it: and woulde not allo we the 
i 2 falle apoſtles among them, wheras the Cozinthians and 
Galathtans had teceyucd thein and geuen credence vnto them. Unto theſe 
Philippians, Paule bepng warned of the holy ghoſt wente and tatied among 
them a good maynye of dapes, not without greate trauayll. Foz thete Paule 
was ſcourged with whippes, and was caſte with Silas in to pzyſon:at which 
tyme the keper of the pꝛiſon and all his houlchold were Baptized In thts c- 
tie was alſo Lydia the purpleſeller,who fy2ſt beyng coucrted receaucd Paule 
into her houle.There allo the ſouldtours, knowing that Paule was a cetezen 
of Rome, deſired him of theyz owne mynde, to goo whither he woulde: and ſo 
the name of Chꝛiſte was notified abzoade with luckye pzoſperous ſucceſſe. 
3nd alſo whan Paule was in pziſon at Rome theſe Philippians ſent to hym 
ſuche thynges, as were neceſſatie fox him to lyne with by Epaphtoditus : as 
they had doon afoze, whan he was at Thefſalonica , as he him ſelfe witneſſeth 
in this Epiſtle. Foʒ the whiche hauyng let thein fozthe with pzayſes and com⸗ 
mendacions, he exhoꝛteth them to perſeuer and goo koꝛe warde ſhewyng them, 
that they ought to retoyce euen in thoſe afflictions, which make foz the aduaũ⸗ 
cement of Chaiſtes goſpel:and that he was not onelpy not attaped of death, but 
alſo that he woulde gladlye wiſhe it, y Chꝛiſt ſo would. Than he gyueth them 
a ſpeciall exhoztacion to mutuall concoꝛde, whiche can not poſſible be amonge 
ſuche as be ſtoute ſtomaked. Ind becauſe they ſhoulde be the better content, 
he pꝛomyſeth to ſende Tymotheus vnto them, and that he will come againe to 
them ſhoꝛtlye hin ſelke. In the meane tyme he ſendeth Epaphzoditus, whiche 
was amended of his extreme daungerous lickeneſſe. Thele he treateth ok, in 
the two firſt chapters, koʒ in the thyꝛd he confirmeth theyz conſciences againſt 
the falſe apoſtles, alluryng men euety where vnto the Jewyſhe ſecte: whom he 
calleth dogges, the woꝛkers of wickednes, the cnemyes of Chziſtes croſſc, and 
mak ng thcir belyes their god, and in no place he is moze apettely ſtomaked 
againſt them than in this Epiſtle. The fourth chapter is ful of cõmendacions 
and ſalutactons, but onely that he intermingleth certain monicions here and 
there by the wap, and thanketh the Philippians foz theit liberall gentilneſſe 
ſhewed towardes him. This epiſtle he wzote from the citie of Rome by Epa⸗ 
phzoditus,wha he was layed the ſeconde tyme in pꝛiſon:foꝛ after his firſte de⸗ 
tenſe he was leadde agayne in to pziſon ; wherof he matzeth repozte in his E⸗ 
piſtle to Tymothce.

that J conceaued by his lickeneſſe, J ſhould haue had double ſozowe, fox the 
death of lo faythfull a felowſouldyour. And therfoze J was the moze diligent 
to ſende hym vnto pou , ſpecyally , that vou myghte be glad to fee hym 
amended agayne, and peraduenture not beleue the tale as it was toldeyou 
than that all my ſoꝛowe mape be wyped cleane oute of mp mynde, pk J pet⸗ 
ceaue you vnteyntdlye topous and glad ot᷑ hys welfare, e 
Receyue hym thercfoze with a louynge Chziſtian affection in all topfulntz: 
and haue not hym in pꝛice onely, but all them alſo that ate lyke him. Fothe, 
whan you ſente hym hyther, was not onelye nothyng altayed of Heroes cin 
eltie, whome he knewe to be murhe greued at me, but alſo foz the ghoſpin d 
Chaiſte he put him ſelfe in ſuche haſerde, that he was berye lyke to haue died, 
pzckerrynge the doctrine of the ghoſpell, befoze his owne healthe foꝛ this ton 
lidetacion, that bycauſe ofhis beyng awape, he thoughte he dyd not the el 
kices, that were lack yng on youre parte toward me: and that by meanes ol him 
vou myghte be in a maner pꝛeſentlye here with me, in that he bꝛoughte youre 
charitable tokens vnto me, and with hys miniſtertes ſetued me in this daun.

God from hencekozthe eſtemeth not man after the ſtate of his bodye . But theſe 
menneelecting the care of þ ſoule, repoſe al their whole truſt in the fleſhe, wher⸗ 
in yf any man maye boaſte, J fo2 my parte wyll geue place in this behaifc to 
none of them all: lo as they can not haue, to quarell, that J ſet naught by cu⸗ 
tumciſiõ becaule I haue it not. It any man ſtande in his owne cõceite bicauſe 
ok his circumciſion, I mape bzagge of mp ſelfe a greate deale moze, koꝛ J wag 
lawfully circumciſed the eyght dape accoꝛdynge to the commaundemertk of the 
lawe.J am an Jſraelite, not by engraffynge, but by kyndzed : not a ſtraunge 
foundlyng,but a Jewe,beynge bozne of the Jewes : and not of an vncertapne 
kyvndꝛed, but of a ſpecial chiete kyndzed, that is ok Bentamin, whiche hath ben 
alwayes iopned to þ tribe of Juda, wherol Rynges and Leuites and pꝛieſteg 
alſo ate 0:dayned:wher as many ſuppoſe them ſelues Iſtaelites, bycauſe they 
deſcende of the kyndꝛed of the concubines ol Iſtael.

but that J attribute ſo muche vnto the goſpell of Chaiſte my loꝛde, that J dor 
nat onely (et leſſe by the carnall la we of Moles, wherin theſe men boaſt, thi the 
excellent knowledge of Chꝛiſt, but alſo I thinke it loſſe, what ſoeuer this world 
hathe, ok how excellent oz of howe glittering a ſhewe ſoeuer it be.

ledgetherefo:eas ſone as I begonne any whitte to taſte , there is no aduaun: 
tage of any thing, how goodly ſo euer it be, but J eſteme it as lofſe, yea Jre- 
garde it no moꝛe than the rubbyſhe of a rotten wall, oꝛ yfany thinge be mou 
byle than it:ſo that with the loſſe of it J maye wynne Chaiſte the fountayne of 
all good thinges that are truely good. I take myne owne ryghteouſneſſe tobe 
nothing wozthe(where in obſcruyng of Moſes lawe, my ryghteouſneſſe was 
thought among men to haue ben muche auayleable ) ſo that IJ mipe atteyne 
vnto true tighteouſnes: which J may not call mpne,fozaſmuch as it is not gots 
ten by our owne merites,but frelye geuen to them, Þ dyſtruſt them ſclues,xput 
their whole cõfydence ſymplye in Chꝛiſt. Qeuertheles there ſpꝛingeth a certaine

J knowe that Chuiſk 
is true hut the nature ot man is ſo fraple and ſo mutable, that it wyll not ſuffre 
me as pet to becareles « Wherekoze by the meanes of this excellente greate 
hope, J ſet all thinges a ſyde, and goe about this one thing onely, that in the 
tate ok the goſpel, I mape koꝛget, as it were, the thinges that are behynde me, 
and pꝛeace with all my poſſible endeuour to thoſe thinges, that are afoze me: 
howbeit I tuſhe not here awaye and there awape raſhely J care not whithet, 
fo: he loleth his game, that runneth nayght . But J bende mp lelke ſtreyghte 
tawardes the pꝛicke of the goſpel, that is ſet befoze our etes and to the rewarde 
of immoꝛtalitie wherunto God the maiſter of our game lokyng out ok heauen 
bpon out endeyour,calleth vs, by the helpe of Chꝛiſt Jeſus.

[n great ieopatdy were thele people by realon of falſe Ipoſtles, whiche 
bozed to bzpng them into a very peſtilent opinion, teachyng them that 
the ſonne of God was not the meane and authoz of laluacion, but that al 
menne haue acceſſe and entrie vnto the father by the healpe of angels. 
Theſe men ſayd further that fozaſmuche as in the tyme of the olde teſta⸗ 
ment all thynges were done by the miniſterp and ſerutce of Angels, that 
Chztſt the ſonne of God was neither comen doune into the peatth, noz 
would come. Belide this the ſame teachers with Chꝛiſtes doctrine myn⸗ 
gled Jewiſhnes and ſuperſticious Philoſophie, obſeruyng and kepyng 
certain potntes of the lawe, ſuperſticioully alfo honourpng the Sunne, 
the Moone, and ſtarres, with ſuche other (mal trinkettes oft this wozlde, 
bearyng the Coloſſians in hand that they wer alſo bound to do the lame.

Let not pour ſpeache to them be repꝛochetull and roughe, but let it (a 
uoure of courteſy and gentlenes,# be poudzed with the ſalte of wyſdoine, 
remebzyng that gentle ſpeache rather ſoupleth fierſe ſtomackes, #diſcre- 
cion teacheth, what, to whome. a with what ſoberneg we ought to anſwer, 
We mulſt other wile vle our lelke to warde pꝛinces and gouernours of the 
wo2lde,otherwple with meane men, c otherwiſe with lowe perſons , after 
dne loꝛte with ſuche as are gentle, ⁊ after an other ſozte with luche as are 
fumtlhe,otherwile with learned,otherwiſe with vnlearned. After luche 
ſozte muſte oure language be tempered vnto euery mines condicion, that 
it may further c pꝛomote the goſpel. Some time better is it to gyue place 
when he whome pe intende to teache. with repzochefull woꝛdes gapnſapth 
your teachyng,oz he whome thou ſpeakeſt vnto, goeth couertly aboute to 
hurte thy doctrine. 


Of all my buſines ſhall pe be certified by Tpchicus , the beloued bzother and faith- 
full miniſter, and felowe ſeruaunt in the lozde, whom I haue ſent vnto you foz the ſame 
purpoſe, that he myght knowe what pe doe, and that he might comfozt your heartes, 1 
one Oneſimus a faithfull and beloued brother whiche ts one of pou, They ſhall ſhewe 
pou ot all thinges whiche are a dopug beree.

Epiſtle of S. Paule the Apoſtle to the Theſſa⸗ 
lontans by Del. Eraſinus of Rote- 
rodame, 


E299 Dcſlalonica is the pꝛincipall Citie of Mate⸗ 
mp4 donia:wherof the enhabitauntes of the countrey are cal⸗ 
led Theſſalontans. They, whan they had once recea⸗ 
ued the kaith, perſiſted in it with ſuche a conſtancie, that 
they ſuffred, accoꝛdyng to Paules example, perſecucions 
euen of their owne Citezens, with a glad ſtomacke and 
without (hzynkyng.,ſo as the falſe Ipoſtles could turne 
them by no maner of perſwaſion, from the oꝛdinaunce of 
the goſpell. Ind yet Paule beeyng akrayed of it, becauſe he knewe the falſe 
Ipoſtles ou erthwartnes wel ynough by experience, inalmuche as he could 
not go ſee them himſelfe,he ſent Timotheus: by whome , whan he was re⸗ 
turned Paule hauyng tepoꝛte of they; conſtancte,p2ayſeth them, with than - 
zes geuyng to God. This matter he treateth of in the firſt and ſecond Cha⸗ 
piters. Jn the other thꝛee, he inſtructeth them in londzie offices of godly⸗ 
neſſe, ſignifying vnto them as it were with pꝛiuie ynclynges that there were 
ſome among them, whiche were not yet altogether pure from all vncleane 
demeanoure of lyuyng: and that they were not all without ſuche, as beyng 
euen to lopteryng, were a chargeable burthen to others: and a ſozte of bu⸗ 
bbe bodyes that diſturbe the quietneſſe oftheyz congregacion,he tommaun⸗ 
dethtobe coꝛrecte. WMozeouer where ſome were not of a thzoughly con⸗ 
firmed Jud gement as pet, concernyng the reſurreccton , ſeyng they beway⸗ 
led thep2 dead frendes , as though they had periſhed and not rather depar⸗ 
ted bnto better pzomoctons,them he enſtructeth and confirmeth.Ind on the 
other ſyde, where ſome diſputed ofthedape of the Lozdes commyng , as 
though it might well hauebene foꝛeknowen and tolde of befo2e, where as it 
is vncertayne to all men: Paule ſayeth it (hal come ſodayn v, and whã 
no man looketh fo2 it: to the intent we ſhoulde be the moze ready 
at euery moment. This Epiſtle he wꝛote from Athenes by 
Tichicus a miniſtre after the grekes w2itinges:and 
our Latine argumentes ſaye alſo, that Oneſi⸗ 
mus bare hym cumpanpe: howbeit there 
is no certapne auctour in the com⸗ 
mune exemplares.

Foz ye bꝛethꝛen became folowers of the congregacyons of God whiche in Jewꝛy are in 
Chꝛyſt Jeſu:fo2 ye haue ſuffered lyke thynges of pour kynſmenne, as we oute ſelues haue 
ſuttered of the Jewes. Which as they kylled the Loꝛd Jeſus, and they? owne p ꝛ0phetes,

MESS] gacons that hecoulde-not goe to himſelfe , he tnſtttuted 
din in the office of a byſhop and in thedyſciplyne. ofthe cotigregacion, geuing 
hum not admonicious ag a dyſciple, but as a ſanne and as a felowe in office... 
And to thintent he might doe ſo with the moze autozitie, he doeth often vindt⸗ 
cate the autozitie of Jpoſtteſhyp vnto hun felfe. Paule admoniſheth hym to te⸗ 
jecte ſuche as woulde bzynge in Jewyſhe ſavle , and to teache thoſe thinges 
that pertaine to faithe and charitie. Than, fozalmuche as þ oꝛdꝛe of a citie and 
tranquillitie of a commune wealthe dependeth ok the autozitie of pzinces and 
magiſtrates,he woulde not onely not haue theit autozitie(thoughe they were 
Ethnykes)contemned of the Chziftianes , but alſo commaundeth them to be 
koʒ. He pꝛeſcribeth what is comely bothe foz men and foꝛ women to vſe 
the open congregacton . Be paynteth out what a byſhop choulde be and hys 
houleholde. Theſe he treateth of almooſt in al thethzee firſte Chapiters. Than 
he watneth him that he teceaue no Jewyſhe fables, and ſpeaketh of choyſe of 
meates and fozbyddyng of martage . Ind than he reacheth him ſtraightwaies 
how he ſhoulde behaue himſelfe towardes olde men, towardes pongmen, to⸗ 
oper olde women, towardes yongwomen towardes wpdowes as well riche 
pooze as thoſe that ought to be kounde of the commune ſtocke of the con⸗

me, thã yt J had gotten him of mp bodily ſubſtaunce after the commune maner 
as men doe (The bodely ſubſtaunce begetteth childzen that ſhall lyue but a 
whyle, but by the goſpell arc we bozne to lyue alwayes and neuer dye. It paten⸗ 
tes haue a moe peculiar and a nerer hattie loue, to ſuche of their childzen as be 
mooſte lpke fauouted vnto them than to other, and therby doe as it wer knowe 
them luetly to be their very owne: home muche moze tuft cauſe haue J to loue 
tis ſonne, who me J begate vnto Chꝛiſt though the faithe of the goſpell, and 
in whome J beholde the lpnceritie of my kaithe bozne new againe as it were? 
Let the Ic wes make boaſte at their pleaſure, foz geating one companion oz o⸗ 
ther as a childe gotten by adopcion to their Moles: boaſte that I haue got- 
ten ſuche a ſonne as this tothe faythe of the goſpell and vnto Chziſte. Foz it is 
expedient that the Jewes (ynagoge ſhould from hence fozthe geue ouet bea⸗ 
ung ok clyldzen. And it is tyme, that the Goſpell ſpꝛeade foꝛthe his frutefulncs 
of faith abode in to the whole vntuerſall wozlde. Nowe than lpke as J haue 
manyfolde cauſes to boaſte of ſuche a ſonne, inalmuche as J mape ſafely com- 
mitte vnto him the office of goſpell pꝛeachinge: euen ſo J tbynke there is no 
cauſe why he ſhoulde tepente the hauyng either of ſuche an Apoſtle, oz of ſuch 
afather.F haue committed a parte of myne owne office vnto him, howbeit god 
hath geue me autoꝛitie thus to doe, ſoe as he can ſtande in no doubte touching 
the charge of the congregacions appointed by me, onles peraduentute he dy⸗ 
ſturſt the autozitie of god. Nowe what ſhoulde J beyng a mooſte louyng fa- 
'therwyſhe vnto ſo entierly a deare beloved ſonnee what thinges elles, than the 


lame, that the ſupꝛeme goucrnour of our lyte woulde haue vs to be tyche and 
lentuous ot, and in the whiche he would kayne haue vs to growe ſtronge dai⸗ 
mo2e and moꝛe, vntyll we be growen vnto ſuch a ſtate as Chꝛiſt may Vout- 


theſafe to knowe vs fo: his ownelawfull bzethzen? Therkoze 


wylhe Grace 


bnto him that he maye perfytely vnderſtande, that all faithfull beleyers age 
ſaued by the free benefite of Chziſt without helpe of Moſes law. Ind not onelp 


grate, but mercye alſo to be alwapes ready with pꝛeſent helpe to ſuctoute hym 


in his trauayle amonge ſo many daungerous mutacions of thinges . Foz J 
im not all ignozaunt,what combzous ſtozmes the wa of ſuch as be pꝛeachers 
is endaungered withall . Fynally, as it is the pꝛopꝛetpe of our pꝛokeſſion, J 


wpſhehim peace and concozde:and that he lokenot to receyue theſe benekites of 
the wozlde, whoſe ſuccours are but vapne:nether of Moles, becaliſe it is a per- 
nicious matier to haue any truſt in his ſhadowes, ſence the true lighte of 


the goſpell ſhoone clearly fozthe: ne yet of any other moztall man, but of god 
efather, who fozſaketh not thoſe that faithfully truſt in him: z of his ſonne 


Jelus Chꝛiſt our lozde, who, lyke as he hath all thinges commune with the fa- 


ther, euẽ lo he fayleth not to helpe thoſe, that haue ones wholy committed them 
ſelues vnto his fidelitie as faithfull ſetuauntes that depende all together of 
luche a maiſter as none is to be compared bnto him either in goodnelle 02 po⸗ 
wer. Thou knoweſt, naturall deate ſonne, what hurly burly we had, and what 
daungper of our lyfes we were in to wynneſome congregacion vnto Chyilte: 
Ind it is not vnknowen vnto the, howe dilygentlye the falſe apoſtles watche 
in euerp place, 4 goe about to dꝛawe vnto Poles, thoſe lately entted vong⸗

The paraphzale of Eraſmus vpon the firſt Epiſtle 


linges whom we haue gathered together vnto the golpel: a foz none other pur⸗ 
pole, but to get a flocke of fs > ap to them ſelues and to be had in eſtimacion 
among the commune people. Ind as foz me, my ſtudye is to enlarge the domi⸗ 
nions of the goſpelles poſſeſſion to the vttetmooſt of my power: ſo that neuer⸗ 
theles we maye maynteyne that, that is all ready gotten , To be ſhoxte, fozaſ- 


muche as we can not be perſonally pꝛeſent in all places, we muſt nedes accom:

plyſhe that, whiche is behynde partely with ſendynge of Epiſtles, partly by the 
miniſterie of felowe officers. In conſpderacion wherot, at ſuch tyme as J went 
againe into Macedonia about the neceſſarie affaires of the goſpel, bycauſe the 
Epheſizs ſhoulde not be vtterly deſtitute of me, left the there euẽ as my ſelfe, 
to haue the autozitic as a notable vicegerent in ſo excellent and ſo papnefull an 
office.Thou leeſt the generall ſozte of men wonderfullye enclyned bothe to ſys 
petſticion and vnto cutious attes:notwithſtandyng the gloꝛpe of the goſpel is 
ſo muche the moze highly aduaunced. And again,there be aduetſaties ſo many 
and ſo ctuell that we had nede to ſet both fete faſt ta the grounde(as they ſape) 
that we ſtande ſtronglye againſt them. Wherfoze, the thing that whan J went 
thence J required the to doe the ſame beyng now abſent J eftſones beſeche and 
pꝛape the to doe: that is, that thou warne ſome coztupte apoſtles there, 
whoſe names J Ham ouet aduyſedly at this tyme(leſt beyng therby pꝛouoked 
they ware moꝛe ſhameles ) that they defyle not ne ſubuert the pure doctrineof 
the goſpel that we taught to the Epheſtans, with their new docttine. Ind on 
the other parte, warne the faithfull focke befoꝛe hande that they geue not light 
eareno2 tntendaunce to fuche falſe apoſtles to their owne peryll, foz they teache 
not thoſe thinges that auayle to eternall ſaluacion,and are wozthye the goſpe| 
of Chꝛiſt, but cloute in a foxte of vnfrutefull Jewyſhe fables,touching the ſu: 


. perſticious conſtitucions of men, which auaylenot a tote to true godlines:xof 


a perplexe oꝛdꝛe of pedegree rehearſed from grandefathers, great grandefa- 
thers, and great great grandefathers,as thoughe the gyfte of ſaluacton taught 
in the goſpel, were deriyed vnto vs by cozpozal! lynage defcending from a ſozte 
of degrees of ſondzy auncetours: and not rather by heauely goodnes powzed 
once vniucrſally*vpen all them, that embzace the fapth of the goſpel. And this 
geare they pꝛeache not to the gloꝛpe of Chzift, but partly that they them ſelues 
maye be had in pzyce amonge you to be commended foz noble doctours:partly 
to the intent fozaſinuche as the goſpelles doctrine is playne and ſpmple,epthes 
to be taken foz ſo muche the greater learned men, bycauſe they can cloute ina 
meignpe of doubtefull dyfficulties that neuer can be made playne, and a ſoꝛte 
of tiedles that haue no expolicion: as thoughe thoſe thinges were not mooſte 
beſte that ate mooſt plapne. The goſpel bzyngeth ſaluacion to the beleuer in a 
ſmall towme: But thts kynde of mennes doctrine bꝛyngeth in queſtion vpon 
queſtion,and not onely is nothing auapleable vnto heauenly godlynes, that 
God geueth vs thzoughe kaythe but alſo it turneth vp ſyde downe the chyele 
poynt of the goſpelles religion. Whoſoeuet beleueth purely, paſſeth not vpon 
queſtions. Ind he that knytteth and vnknitteth the knottes of queſttons, what 
other thing doeth he teache men but to ſtande in doubte-Curtoſitte of queſtio- 
nyng is an aduerſarye to fayeth.Yf they beleue God, what a doe haue they to 
quarell with his pzomyfles: Pf the fapthe and loue of the goſpel geue ſaluaci- 
on without muche a doe, to what purpoſe are mennes phantaſies myngled þ 
all, as cuttynge ofthe fozeſkyune, waſſhynge of handes, choyſe of — —

and an vpright conſcience and an vnfeyned faith without holownes. A perfite 
ſpncere loue telleth a great deale ryghtelyer, what is to be doen, than any con- 


ſtitucions howe many ſoeuer they be. Jn caſe this loue be pꝛeſente, what nede 


the pzeſcriptes of the lawe⸗ yf it be not pzclent, what auayleth the obſeruacion 
ofthe la we; An humayne loue, becauſe it is many tunes blotted with affecctss, 
ſtandeth many tymes with a cozrupte conuctlacion, and ſomtymes compzchen- 
deth not a full entier truſt in god. But the Euangelicall loue is of this pzoper- 
tie that it neuer deceaueth, never waueteth, and can never ceaſſe from doynge 
godly. Foz it geueth relpecte to none other purpoſe but to the glozye of Chuſt, 
andcomoditie of his neighbout: ne dependeth of any other but onelp ofChaiſt, 
Of this pꝛicke fozaſinuche as ſome myfle.therfoze in ſteddgof the ſure doctrine 
of Chiſt,they ſtrawe abꝛode vayne ſmokes # myſtes of Jewiſhe queſttons. to 
thintent they might ſeme gape Doctours of the law and ſet out them ſelues with 


bayne bablyng, whan they bndeeſtande not foꝛ all that the ſpecialties of thoſe 


thinges that they [peake of,noz wherof they affirme . Foz all the wholelawe of 
MPoles,althoughit be ocherwyſedyaerſe and dyffule, is collected into Chaiſte 
alone.Than leyng the lawe ſelfe applieth vnto Chiſt it is ſhame foz a man to 
p;ofcſſe him ſcife a doctoure of the awe, that interpzeteth the lawe contrarp to 
—— mynde. Howbeit we ſpeake not thus, as though we condemned p law 
of Poles, 


C we knowe, that the lawe is good, pf a man vſe it lawfully:knowpnge thts, how that 
the lawe is not geuen vato a ryghteous man, but vnto the varyghteous and dyſobedient, 
tothe vngodly and to ſynners, to vnholy and vacteane , to murthcrers of fathers s mut: 
therers of mothers to manflears, ts who:mongers, to them that Lefple thtelues which 
mankynde,tomenſtealers,ts lars, to pertured,audyf there be eny other thing that is cc 
tratye to the hol ſome doctrine acco:dpngetrothe goſpel of te gloꝛye ot the dleſſed 59d 
whiche golpel is committed vnto me. And I thancke Thuſte xeſus out Loꝛde, with bath 
nade me dronge:toꝛ he counted me true, and put me tu ace where as befoze J was 4 
blaſphemer, and a perſecutcr, and a tyꝛaunt. But J obtayned merty, becauſe AI dpd it ig. 
mauntlye thozowe vnbelete. Meuertheleſſe, the grace vfour Lozde was exccadpnge az. 
ddundaunt with faith and loue whiche is by Chin Yelu. 


we doe bothe knowe and acknowledge that the law is good onles it be vn» 
lawfully bled. And he is an abufour of the lawe, that expoundeth it othet wyle 
than it meaneth it lelfe. The chefeſt parpoſe of the lawe was, to lede vs vnes 
chuſt. So that he turneth the lawe, whiche is good into his owne deſtruccis, 
that by the lawe dꝛaweth kolkes a waye from Chzift . And he that dyſcerneth 
ind elpieth in what behalfe the law that was geuen but foz a tyme)muſt geue 


ſttenght:he that vnderſtandeth after what ſoꝛte to applye the gtoſſe lettte of 
the la we vnto the ſpirituall doctrine of the golpel:and he that perceaueth. how 
hey whome Chꝛiſt hath redemed with his blonde from the tyꝛannye of ſpnne,

— lawe requireth.althoughe they haue not the woꝛdes of the law. Foz whom thã 
is the lawe oꝛdayned : Ueraylye bnto them that turne the deafe eate towardes 
the lawe of nature and beyng without loue & readyly enclyncd to al myſcheale 

are gupded by their owne luſtes, onles they be holden backe with the batte of 

the lawe: And in caſe the lawe ſuffre them to ſynne vnpuniſhed, tha they returne

of naughtines that is againſte the excellent lawe of the goſpell,whiche Moſes 

aue vs not, but the bleſſed god him ſelfe delyuered vs by his onely ſonne Je: 

us. Che Jcwes make boaſte, that their law is glozious:the lawe that we haue 

is muche moze gloztous.They bzagge of their autoz Moſes, and wee with a 

great deale iuſter cauſe boaſte of our autoz god and Chꝛiſt. They pꝛeache the 

lawe of Moles,Þ teſtrayneth a certaine ſoꝛte of great notable crymes thzough 
punyſhement, and J pzeache the lawe of the goſpell , whiche dyſpatcheth all 

luſtes at once, that are conttatye to true godlynes . And who is their autout of 
pꝛeachynge Moſes lawe,leat them loke to that them ſelues: But in dede Jam 

put in ttuſt to pꝛeache this honourable myghtye puyſſaunte goſpell that ne⸗ 

deth none ayde of the law, and it was not cõmitted vnto me by men, but dy god 

him ſelfe:not that A thinkeme woꝛthye in any condicion to haue ſo weightyes 
matter committed vnto me. It was not of my deſeruynge but of the goodneſle 

ok god, vnto whome J rendze thankes fo: geuing ſtrenght vnto luche a wet: 

ched bodye as J am, ſo ferre vnmete fox this office, to gloztfpe Jeſus Chailte 

our Lozde:whoſe buſynes I doe faithkully, lyke a faithfull ſeruaunt: and pet 
Ichalenge none other commendacton to iy ſelfe, but that lyke as he hathe 
thought me a faithfull miniſter to pzeache the goſpell, euen fo doe Jſyncerelye 

and vnfeynedlye laboure in the office that he hathe put me in truſt withal with: 

out any folowynge of their example that pꝛeache Moſes lawe to Chꝛiſtes re- 
p2oche,onely ſerupng their owne gayne and the glozye of them ſelues, and not 

of Jeſus Chꝛiſt. A confelle that in tymes paſt I was ledde in the ſame blynde- 

nes that they are, as long as I continued in the zeale of the lawe of the fathers, 

IJ was a blaſphemer agatnſt the name of Chꝛiſt, J was ſo cruell a perſecutour, 

that I coulde neuer lynne dopnge of vyolence, Foz J perſecuted the 1 
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glozie ok p golpel, not onely W bꝛaulinges, but alſo eue vnto enpꝛiſonynge and 
murthetynge. Pet hitherto J am behynde theſe men in nothing; peraduenture 
in this caſe N am to be p2eferred befoze them, inalmuche as J dyd theſe thin⸗ 
ges by the onely ſymple ſtickpyng to the lawe,thzougheerrour and ignoꝛaunce: 
inaſmuche as J was not yet called to the feloweſhyp of the goſpell : But they 
haue once pzofeſſed Chzilt,and yet beyng enempes of his glozye,and to mache 
delp20us of their owns , doe of a malicious obſtinacie cloute in the vnpzokita- 
ble burthen of Moſes lawe. And foz this cauſe ſake,ſepng J dyd thus onely of 
(gnozaunce, God had mercye vpon me, wher as thep are blynded every daye 
moꝛe and moze.The inoze teruentlye that I fought than foz the lawe agaynſt 
Chaiſt, the mo ye do J nowe defende the doctrine of Chziſt againſt the 
affirmours of the law. Foz in ſtede of that earneſt vehement ſtudye of the law, 
whichc is to be put awape,grace hathe fixccededhaboundauntly: And in ſtedde 
of the truſtyng of the lawe,the fatthfull truſtpng in Chzift is commen in place, 
ſtede of the malicious hatred ofthe Jewes,charitie towardes all inen is en⸗ 
tred,whiche we haue obteyned bothe by the example and gyfte of Chꝛiſt. 
CThis is a true (ayliige(and by all meanes woꝛthpe to be receaued ot vs)that Chzift Yes 


ſus came into the wv} ide, tu ſaue ſynners, ot whome J amcyefe. Notwithſtaudynge,foz The texte. 


this cauſc obtapued 1255780 that Jeſus Lyziſt fyhoulde fyzfte ſhewe on me all longe paci⸗ 
ence,to declare an entlample vnto them whiche ſhoulde beleuc on him vnto eternal lyte. 
ge then vuto Bod, 7 egerlattinge, ummoꝛtali, inuyſyble, weſe, onely be honoure and 
ptapſe fo euer and ener; amen. This commaunSement commit J vato thee, ſonne Tps 
motheus, accoꝛdynge to the pꝛophecpes, whiche in tyme paſt were pzopbecped of che, that 
thou in theuilyouldeft fyght a good fyght,haupng faich and good conſcience: which lome 
haue put awaye from them. and as concernyng faith ae made ſhypwzacie . Of whoſe 
nombae is Þpmeneus and Alexander, whome I baue delpuered vaco Satan, that they 


maye leatue not to blaſpdeme.

Che Jewes haue nothing to ſaye againſte me, althoughe J ſayde that J 
un by the goodues of god without the helpe of the law becommen ok a wicked 
and ampſcheuous man, now that, that J am. But thethinge that ſemeth vnto 
vncredible, is by mooſt euident argumentes vndoubtedly true: and the 
that they tenounce, is withal ſtudious endeyoure to be embꝛaced( as they 
lape wy meting armes: that Jeſus Ch iſte ſeyng the lawe to be vneffectuall 
bnto petkite ſaluacion, was made man and came in his owne perſon into the 
wo;lde.cothintent thatthzoughe his death he mpght geue vs pcrfyte healthe, 
and in ſuffring the peynes of our vntighteouſnes he myght geue vnto vs his 
tune ryghteouſnes.Fynally,albeit I was an earneſt mayntenoure of the law 
ofthefathers, yet J doe not onely not extepte mp ſelfe out of thenombye of ſin- 
leres, but alſo I knowledge me to be euen the chiefeſt among them. J wyll not 
denye myne vncleaneſſe foꝛ it tedoundeth vnto the glozye of Chꝛiſte. The leſſe 
deſerue mercye, the moze excellent is his clemencye . J was wozthye 
duuyſhement. And howe commeth it to paſſe than, that Chziſt would not onely 
pardon myne offences and declare his excedynge gentilnes towardes me, but 
alſo enriche me with lo many great free gyftes? Foz what other purpoſe , but 
ugh this notable example, to pꝛouoke all men to hope after lyke foꝛgeue⸗ 
nefſe, how fylthily ſoeuer they haue lyued befoze,ſo that they put no truſt in the 
apde of Moſes lawe and ſet all their whole faith in Chziſtes goodneſſe, that 
continuety with vs ſtyll vnto eyerlaſtyngelyfe . The pzompſles ate great but 
the pzompſe maker is truſtye and ſure And no man ſhall put any myſtruſt in 
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the pꝛomyles, that conlidereth Chzift to be the pꝛemyſe maker. And in caſe an 

man coulde contemne him as à man haupng ſuftred vpon the croſſe, yet let him 

conſydze that the mooſt highe euerlaſtyng kynge God the father immoztall in⸗ 

utſible, and onely wyſe is the chieke autoz of this bulines, who by his ſonne ge⸗ 

ueth vs all thinges.Therfoze nothyng ought to ſeine incredible, that almpqh⸗ 

tye God pꝛompleth.

The thinges that decaye the ſtrength of faithe are humayne que⸗ 
conſcience. ſtiong, and the appetites of me are the thinges that defilc the conſcience:wher⸗ 
ag thoſe p pꝛetende to goe about Chꝛiſtes affaires, haue reſpecte to other pur: 

The cauſe poſes than vnto Chailt.Fynallye theſe two cleaue ſo faſte one to the othet that 
al forth and Pf the one be decayed, the other is in teoperdie . Foz he that hathe not a ſpncere 
good con⸗ Conlcience can not poſſibly haue a ſyncere faithe.Foꝛ howe can the thing be cal- 
ſcience. Jed ſyncere that is dead: Oz how can the thinge endure that wanteth lyfe and 
lpirite. Foz it commeth to paſſe that thoſe whiche haue a naughtie conſcience in 

all thinges,at length fall cleane awaye from beleuynge thoſe thinges that the 

golpell teacheth concernynge the rewardes eyther ol an innocent lyke oz of 4 

naughtye lyfe. An example of this matier we haue lately ſcene to muche true 

(alas therfoze)in Alexander and Himeneus, who inaſmuch as inthe pꝛeaching 

of the goſpell they holde not kaſte the helme of an vpright conſcience ate fallen 


into the rockes of Inkidelitie, and beynge once fallen from the —_ 0 
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feſſion of Chꝛiſt, they ate ſo caryed awaye with the wanes of naughtye luſtes, 
they tayled with open ſpitefult wozdes againſt the doctrine of the golpel, 
ſo that they can not be pofſybly ainended with gentyll monicions. And therkoze 
Jhaue(with myne owne lentence geuing)cutte them of from the reſt of Chzi- 
des bodye, as rotten membzes : to thinten that beyng ſo cozrected they maye 
leatne thzoughe ſhame and repꝛoche, to cealſe from theit wycked ſpyghtful tai⸗ 

and to be leſſe hurtefull to other,thoughe they can not be good to them⸗ 
ſues. Thole are to be pulled vnder with tig oꝛous handlyng, that are growen 
mo ſo highe wickednes, that there can be no good doone vpon them with gen⸗ 
(ll remedyes. Therfoze,not onely the tudgemement of god touching thy (yn- 
xtitte.not onely myne erainple,not onely thyneowne p2ofeſſion, and in Þ thou 
itte a ſouldiour of Chꝛtſt, but alſa ſuche mennes abominable example ought to: 
kyndle thy hatte to doe thyne offycech:oughly'as thou ſhouldeſt do.

Liſte of all let thankes be tendꝛed vnte hun koꝛ thole thinges that by goddes 
nes haue happened and earneſt lu pplicacions made foꝛ the thinges that 
not yet happened. And let theſe be doen not auely foꝛ the Chꝛiſttans but 
all manet ok men alſo, leſt Chziſttan loue ſhouldeappearpto be but a ſtraite 
lited loue as though it fauoured none but of his:owne ſoꝛterdut let it be exten⸗ 
did abꝛode in mooſt large maner, artet therampleof god, bothe to the good and 
to che badde:lyke as he beyng parfitely good, and benefictall to ali as much as 
i him is be ſtoweth his ſonne to ſhyne vnto the tuſte and alld to the bmuſt. 


Ad in aſmuche as god geueth vs publique quietneſſe by meanes of Ethnike 
tulers:it is reaſon that thankes be rendꝛed alſo foz them. Ind it is vncertayne 
to ds, whether that ruler deyng a wycked ymage'wozſhypper {/ſhail in ſhoꝛte 
pace receyue the goſpel. Fox that cauſe, Chʒiſtian loue wyſſheth the laluacts —

ueth the godlye foꝛ Chꝛiſt, and loueth the wycked that they maye once re pente 
and turne vnto Chꝛiſt. They doe ſacrifice vnto deuylles and curley ou byt: 
terlye. And pou contraty wyſe, cleaue harde to the foteſteppes of Chꝛiſte, who, 
whan he was eralted vpon þ crolle and was teuiled w (ſuch ſpyght full tebu⸗ 
kes as were moze gteuous than the punyſhemente of the croſſe (elfe, he gaue 
none euyll woꝛdes againe, he curled not bytterly againe, but with an excedynge 
great crye belought the father to foꝛgeue them. And pzater is to be made not 
onely foz þ whole general ſoꝛte of mẽ but alſoeſpecially foz kinges, yea though 
they be Ethnikes and ſtraungiers krom the pꝛokeſſion of Chziſte , and fog all 
them, that after the publique oꝛdꝛe of the wozide are (et in any autozitie.Indlet 
not this moue you,that of them we be afflicted, we be beaten, we be caſte in pꝛy⸗ 
lon, we be put to death.

efficatie, wherwith he woulde haue all dzyuen to him ſelfe. And thoughe there 
be ſome, vpon whom our loue is loſt, yet wee wyll not geue ouer to be lyke outs 
ſclues foz al that. This wozld his oꝛdꝛe, which it is not expedyent that be 
ſhoulde dylquyet:ſeyng it is out duetye to procure peace in euety place. Then 
power and autoꝛzitie in ſome putpoſe doethferutce vnto the iuſtyte of God, in 
that they holde vnder the euyll docrs with puniſhementes in that they kepe the 


naughtye ones in their duetie doing in that they put awaye robberyes , in that 


with their martiall powers they defende the publique peace, in that they go- 
uerne the commune wealthe with their lawes . Theſe thinges albeit they doe 

ot koꝛ the loue of Chʒiſt vet in a generaltye it is not expedient that the ſtate of 
the commune wealth ſhoulde be dyſturbed by meanes of vs, left the doctrine 
of thegolpelbſhoulde ſeme a ſedicious doctrine,and than we ſhoulde begynne 
to tunne ina hatered, not bycauſe we p2ofeſſe Chziſte,but bycauſe we hynder 
the publique peace. Ind in caſe then abuſe theit power vpon vs at any tyme, 
it is a Chʒiſtian mans parte to foꝛget the euyll turnes and remembꝛe the good 
turne. In this we are bounden to their autoꝛitie, in this we are boundẽ to theilt 
defence and inarctall powers, pea we are rather bounden to God by them in 
this that we maye be ſafe from (edictong; fate from tobbynge, ſafe from bat⸗ 
taples, and leade a quiet lpłe without erouble. It woulde doe well to haue in 
remembꝛaunce, what a gteate ſea ot᷑ myſchtefes the hurly burly of warte bzyn-- 
geth in with it and whac comoditics peace hath in it. Many ate the myſchiefes 
that beggerly nede of neceſſarie thinges pꝛocuteth. Peace bzyngeth plentie. 
In peace there is opozttinitie to vſe godlynefſe , and warre teacheth all manet 
of wyckednes, Our p2ofefſion Jourth chaſte behauiout, and in warte who can 
be ſafely chaſte as he ſhouldebe e Ind thoughe men foz the mooſt parte abuls 
the benefpte of peacc to wycked ſenſuall purpoſes, vet fo2 all that let vs ble the 
publique peace to the ſeruing al god and integritie of honeſt manners, obeying 
p inces tn the meane ſeaſon in al thinges that they eyther commaunde vs righ? 
tely actoꝛdinge to their office, oꝛ elles doe nothing vnto vs but make vs puny- 
ſhed perſons,and not wicked perſons . They take awaye our ſubſtaunce, but 


pet no parte ot out honeſtye is dyminiſhed. They lade vs with — | 
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they dꝛa we vs not away from Chꝛiſt. They flea the body, and lende vs ouer to 
che hauen of unmozfalitte. But than they myght hurte vs in dede ik they could 
make vs couetous, pk they coulde matze vs afrayed of deathe.yf they coulde 
make vs deſy2ous of like, it they could make vs ambictous, tf they could matze 


 vsdeſy2ous of teuengement yk they coulbe make vs to diſtruſt Chuft. 
'Cherefoze P2ynces are neyther vnhoneſtly to be ftattered,noz ſedictoufly te⸗ 
pagned. And in calc it be godlye requiſite at anye tyme in the ghoſpelles be- 


e, to contemne theyz commaundementes, yet it muſte be done with ſuche a 
iũce, that they may perceaue vs to doe it not foz the diſpleaſure of then 


bit foz a good wyll vnto godlynes, 


' Notwithſtandynge , J geue not monition hereof fo this purpole that 
where wee are fatre vnhable to matche them in wozldlye powers, we ſhoulde 
pzotidke their puyſſaunce vpon vs to out owneharme, but that in this kinde 
oflenitre we ſhoulde reſemble Chziſte oute pzince, who, whan he coulde alone 


haue done moze than all the Pronees and rulers of this wozlbe,yet had leauer 
e 


wynne the woꝛlde to him lelke in fufferyng of entll,than in tepellyng oz reque- 


tyngof eupll:he had lcauer wynne the conqueft with gentle dealynge; than

nacie was lomwhat bozne withal, bycauſe they ſhould not fynd fault that they 
were contemned oz caſte of:but anone gods will was to haue it moſt plapneip 
pꝛoteſted that there is no difference at al of nation, ot ſupetſticion oz condition 
of them that flee to the doctrine of the golpel.

He that deſireth 
thoffice of a Byſhoppe foz none other ende, but foꝛ ambicion , 02 foꝛ aduaun- 
tage. oꝛ to be a tyʒanne, deſyꝛeth to himſelfe a pernicious matiet, and is not wel 
aduiſed what this wozd(Biſhoppe)meaneth.Foz this woꝛd (Biſhoppe is not only 
$name of dignitte, but alſo þ name of occupaciõ of office, ⁊ of caretulnes.Foꝛ 
itſoſideth by interpꝛetaciõ a ſuperintendent a one that careth foꝛ p comodities 
andbehoukes of others. So that wholo vnderſtandeth this, a delpzcth the of- 
ice ofa BytHop, teſpectyng nothing elles but to doo good koꝛ manye in dede 
his delire is honeſt, in that he coueteth occaſion to exerciſe vertue, and not fo2 
honoure.Ind yet thou ſhalt not commit that offyce to any man, excepte thou 
percepue hym thꝛoughly garnyſhed wyth gyftes woꝛthy a Byſhop . And to 
thintent thou mayſt che moze certaynly deſcerne thoſe gyktes, lo, J ſhall paint 
the out in fewe woꝛdes the ymage of a ryght Byſhoppe . Fyzſt it behoucth 
him to be of luche vpzightnelle of lyfe,that no faulte at all can be laped to hys 
charge. Foz it is not conuenient, that he whiche p2ofeſſeth hym ſelfe to be a 
teacher # a requtrour of innocency in othet, ſhoulde not ſhewe in his own con⸗ 
uetlacion and maners the ſame that he teacheth. And that he, whiche ( accozz 
dyng to the offpce that he hath taken in hande ) oughte boldely and freely te⸗ 
pꝛoue them that doe amyſſe, ſhoulde commytte the thyng , wherein he maye be 
blamed him ſelfe.Fo2 who geueth credence to the teacher, whoſe lyke is contraz 
tie to his doctrine: who wyll ſuffer to be checked of hym, in whom he leeth ey⸗ 
ther the lame oz elles moze greuous offences: But that all ſhould be vpꝛight 
and innocent it is moꝛe eaſyly poſſyble to be wyſhed foꝛ, than hoped foz . Pet 
ttuelye it is muche tequiſite koꝛ the one man, ot whole doctrine the people de⸗ 
pendeth, to be cleane without fault. Than in aſmuch as chaſtitie is much to be 
commended in a Byſhoppe in caſe he haue not the gifte altogether to abſteine, 
this is to be ſpeciallye obſerued, that he haue bene oꝛ be the huſbande ok one 
byte. The fyꝛſt mariage maye be thoughte to be oꝛdayned foz the pzocreation 
of childzen. But to marye agayne is not wythoute ſuſpicton of an inconti⸗ 
nent mynde euen among the Ethnikes . As koꝛ the teſte, J lette them not 
from maryeng oftener than once, yk they can not abſteyne. Foz it is à hatder 
mattet, than I dare exacte ot the whole multitude . But it becommeth a Byl⸗ 
ſhoppe to be ſo ferre quite frome all maner of faulte, that he ſhoulde be voyde 
alſo of all ſuſpicion of faulte, Beſydes theſe, that one man that hathe chatge 
ouet manye.oughte to be ſobꝛe and vigilaunte, he is the watche man, and ieo⸗ 
pttdie is pꝛeſẽt on euery ſide. He may not be a ſluggerd but he mult citcũſpect⸗

The paraphꝛale of Eraſmus vpon thefy:\t Epiute 
Iy»ghteneclle and foliſhe toying maners,that decaye and hynder the teachers xe: 
uetente and autozitie. Ind it is not ynoughe , that he ſhewe hym ſelfe gentle 
and courteous towardes his owne folkes, but he muſte applye hym ſelfe,that 
ſtraungers alſo maye haue experience of hys gentleneſſe and lybetalitie, ſo ag 
the repoꝛte of his honeſt name maye be the moze largely ſpꝛedde abzode, 
And alſo lyke as he hath thele vertues commenly with the moſte part of men; 
euen ſo this is peculpatly to be required in a Biſhoppe,that he be apte andre: 
dye to teache, not Jewiſhe fables and highe ſtatelye (wellpng Philoſophie of 
this wooꝛlde, but chole thynges that maye make vs truelye godly ones and 
ryghtChꝛiſtiãs. And Þ chiekelt office of a good teacher, is, to know what thin: 
ges ate the beſt to teache. Nexte this, to teache gladly to teache getilly,to teache 
diligetly.toteache loupngly,to teache without ſtatelynes, to teache ſeaſonably, 
Foz the dottrine of the gholpell is of ſuche ſoꝛte, that it ouercometh with ſoft: 
nes, a not with clamourus lowde (peakyng. And albeit koz a tyme it be pꝛouo⸗ 
ked with the naughtynelle of them that naught are, and be enkoꝛced to ſpeake 
ſomthyng ſomewhat ſeuetely, pet it neuerfozgetteth Chꝛiſtian charitie. But 
God koꝛbyd, that a teacher of the ghoſpell ſhoulde(after the exainple of ſuche 
as be madde wynedꝛonken tailers rage to intemperauntly agaynſt them that 
doo ainylle,o2 with a (coldyng toungue runne thzoughe the heartes of them 
whom bis duetie were rather to heale wyth fatheriye gentylcneſſe : but in all 
thynges leat hym remembze Chziſtian ſobzictie and temperaunce, that is a 
greate deale moꝛe auapleable to bzyynge men to amendement.than outragtous 
crueltie is.

In caſe he ſhewe hym ſelfe there a vigilaunt houſekeper, pk he kepe all thyng 


in oꝛdꝛe, yt he haue obedyent and diligent childꝛen, yf thep be ſo taughte that 
in ſobze ſtylnes and comely manners they maye appeate to be bzought vp bn: 
der a godly parent, it is a good hope, that he is wel hable to take the publique 
charge of all, that in the adminiſtta tion of his owne howſcholde buſpnes gy⸗ 
ueth ſo good a pꝛeſidence of himſelfe. Foz an houſeholde is no thyng elles but 
a ſmall comune wealthe, and the maiſtet of an houſeholde is nothing elles, but 
the gouernoure of a [mall citie. Ind euen ſo the wiſedome of the woꝛld tudgeth 
them mete to haue the weyghtier affaires of a commen wealth commytted vn- 
to thein,that gouctne thynges of leſſe impoztaunce wyth commendacton. To 
conclude,how mape a man hope, that he ſhal wel gouerne the cure of the whole 
congregation,that can not well tell howe to gouerne his owne pꝛpuate houle: 
howe ſhall he take charge of ſo many houſes,that is not hable ynough to take

Bap⸗ 
as tyſme openeth the entraunce in to the congregacton, but in this caſe it temap-z 
neth that euery man foz him ſelfe muſte ſttyue and p2eace to the marke of ho⸗ 
n. ynes. Thꝛoughe baptyſme we ate bozne a newe: but foz all that, it remapneth, 
e⸗ that in greate pꝛoceſſe of tyme we muſte gather ſtteyngth and bygneſſe and 
of ware ſtronge with daylye encreaſes of godlynes in to full growen age. Ther⸗ 
Id foze diligent hede muſt be taken,thatno newe ſcholet, that is to ſaye,none that 
I: (s lately called in to the felowſhyppe of faythe , be put in autozitie otier ſo 
he weyghtye a bufineſſe.Ye is a good graffe, but yet tender, and vnmete pcrad= 
p. uentute to beate a greate heauy butthen. And it is Jeoperdpe, leſte yk a man, 
that is but rawe and not yet ſuffycientlye contitmed in religion, be aduaun⸗ 
ted to honoute that he had not befoze, be puffed vp with pꝛide, and begynne 
cioully to ſtande in hys owne conceipte, as thoughe he were cholen in to 
the company ok religion, foz thys intent, that he myghte haue pꝛeeminencc o⸗ 
ver telygion: and by that meanes it come to paſſe, that beyng cralled in the 
denilles ares (which he lapeth manyfoldely but none mote diſceatfully than

. ſeife. J wyll not heate thys obiection, yt a mi woulde ſaye: what matter ma⸗ 
keth it to me, thoughe the Ethnikes doo myſtepoꝛte me ? it is pnough foꝛ me, 
to be well taken among myne owne. But vnto me this is not ynoughe to be 
reſpected in a Byſhoppe, foz hys fame oughte to be lo cleane and vnſpotted 
from all ſuſpicion of faulte, that it ſhoulde be but a ſmall matter to be well re- 
ported of among his owne, vnto whom he is moꝛe nerely and familtarly kno⸗ 
ven onles he be well allowed allo by the teſtimonye of them that be wythour, 
whiche can not ſee hys true godlynes ſo perfytelyas it is, yea and take occa«

Nowe fkoꝛ aſinuche as the faultes of theminiſters redounde vnto the jn« 

famye of the autouts, it ſhall not be ynoughe to take circumſpecte hede, what 
a maner man he muſte be that thou calleſt to the office of a Boſhoppe, but alſo 
what maner of perſones hys houleyolde foikes and miniſters be, that are ag 
membzes of the By(hoppes . Foz they oughte neceſſarylpe to be anſwea⸗ 
blye lyke vato their pꝛelate in all thynges : in all the behauyour of they; lp: 
112ng.graue and mancrly:and voyde of thole faultes that the commen loꝛte 

ok ſeruauntes is commenly wont to be geuen to. They muſte not be double 
tounged not gyuen to muche wyne,no2 gapyng after fylthy luctes. Thoſe 
that are entred in the myſteries of faythe, whiche commeth by pꝛeachynge the 
ghoſpell,after ſuche ſoꝛte at they euidently ſhewe in theyz congerſacton,that 
theo are Chꝛiſtians not foꝛ the pleaſures of theyꝛ maiſtets, but purely and of a 
good cõſcienct.Foꝛ the vpzyghtnes of cõuetſatiõ is the token of a ſyncete pꝛo⸗ 
feſſpon. Qeuettheleſſe my incauyng is not, that they ſhoulde haue the admyni⸗ 
ſtracion of holy thyanges by and by commytted vnto them, but after thou ſhalt 
haue tryed them a great whyle,and after they haue ledde an innocent Ipfe long 
after their baptiſme,and haue behaued them ſelues ſo , as no faulte at all can 
be layed to their charge, than let them at lengthe be admytted to the holye ad» 
miniſtration. Mozeouer Þ tequpꝛe ſemblablye the lyke ſobꝛenes and inte: 
gritte of lyfe in the Byſhoppes and Deacons wyues, bycauſe they alſo haue 
ſomwhat to do in the miniſterte,and ſuche maners as they haue, the lyke muſt 
be rckoned that their huſbandes, oz thoſe that they mmſter vnto, haue. Ther⸗ 
foe they oughte to be farre ktrome the faultes of the commen ſozte of wyues, 
that they be not lyght oz folyſhe,ne backbytyng raplers,noz intemperate , but 
ſobze women : not bablers, oꝛ women of Upppie credence, but faythfull and 
conſtaync in all thynges.To be ſhoꝛte:the chaſtitie of the Deacons oughte in 
this behalf to be ſo aunſwerably lyke vnto the Byſhoppes trade of lyfe, that 
they muſt alſo be the huſbandes of one wyfe, leſt okten mariage ſhoulde cauſe 
any ſuſpicion of intemperaunce:and they muſte ſhewe their owne demenout fo 
in the honeſt bꝛingyng vp of their childꝛen and diligent oꝛdꝛyng of they; own 
houſholde, as they woulde pꝛoue to be in the holy miniſterie. Foz albeit the 
Deacons office ts infertour than the Byſhoppes and Apoſtles office, yet who 
ſo euer behaueth hym ſelfe in that degree comelye and vpzightlye pzeferreth 
him ſelfe no litell vnto hygher offices, aſwell in that, beyng acquavnted wyth 
the pꝛactice of godlynes in him ſelke he hathe the better truſt in hys owne con⸗ 
ſtauncie. as alſo in that, other inen conceyue a greater cõfidence in him becauſe 
of hys vpꝛyght behautour in hys offyce, that whan he is pꝛomoted to hyghet 
degrees of Euangelicall religion, he wyll euen excede hym ſelfe in vpꝛyghte⸗ 
nes and paynfull diligence . Foꝛ euen Jeſus Chuiſtes commen wealthe, in 
gouernaunce hath degrees ofqffycers and certayne o2d2es, wherof the fyzlle, 
is of the Deacons.the ſeconde , is of the Elders oꝛ Byſhoppes, the hygheft of 
all. is ofthe Apoſtles, Ind lyke as in a ſeculer commen wealthe he is called to 
be a Wapoz, that befoze vledhinileife ſtowtely in the watdenſhyp:and 12

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he is pꝛomoted from beyng Mapoz to be Judge, oz the Alderman, becauſe he 
behaned hym ſelfe well in his Mayozaltye: euen ſo the offyce of the Deacon

- Theſe chynes wzyte J vnfo the,truſtyng to come ſhoꝛtely vnto the:butand pf IJ tas 
longe, that theu thou mayſte pet haue knowledge howe thou oughtefſt to behaue thy The texte 
iu the houle of od, whiche is the congtegacion of the lyuyng Bod, the pillar and : 
ground? of truety., Ind without doudte greate is that myſtery of godiyncs : Sod was 
inthe fleſſhe, was tuſtifped in the ſpitite, was ſene amonge the angels, was pꝛea⸗ 
ched vnto the Gentiles, was beleued on in cacth, and receyucd vp in gl ozp.

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e thynges wꝛite J vnto the derely beloued lon, not as though J thought 
Thou not come vnto you agayne,but my truſt is that I ſhal ſhoꝛtely come 
agapne to ſee youre congregacton. Neuertheles incaſe any thing chaunce that 
the enifo2ced to be longer ere I come, than J truſt I ſhall, myne entente was 
toadmonylhe thee in the meane ſeaſon by mp letters, that thou ſhouldeſt not be 
| t, howe to behaue thy ſelfe, not in the Jewes temple,but in the houſe 
God. Fo2 why ſhoulde not J thus call the Chuſhan congregation which 
ts conlecratedand dedicated vnto the lyuyng God and ſhal neuer be deſtroyed 
with any ſtozmes of errovurs and perſecutions, inaſmuche as it ts the pyller 
and ſure poſt of the trueth. The temple of Jeruſalem had in tymes paſt his 
manet of veneration,ithad his pꝛieſtes, it had hig rites and ſacrifices Bus 
this is a temple much moze holy than it, that keapeth not miſtertes in couerts 
with hadowes and figures: but fox the Cherubin,foz the Pome granates,foz 
the Belles, foz the Ark e, and foz ſuche like fygures,it ſheweth vs playnlye the 
wholefumme and perfite trueth of the goſpel. Therfoze matuaple not, though 
thanheareſt nothyng pzeſcribed herein, what maner thynges Moyſes appoin⸗ 
ted with greate diligence vnto the leuites and pꝛieſtes. Foz there is no cauſe 
why we ſhould paſſe vpon thoſe ſhadowes in almuche as God hath made the 
thonge plapnely open vnto vs,foz whole ſake all that miſticall furniture was 
o2dapned fo>a tyme. And there is no cauſe why the Jewes ſhould haue in ad⸗ 
miration 02 bꝛa gge of the Arke oꝛ of anye thynge that had the mooſte holye 
thinges called ſancta ſanc torum locked in it, if they be compared with the miſte⸗ 
ties that we haue. And whether their hydde ſecretes deſerue any ſpectall pꝛe⸗ 
togatyue of woꝛſhyp, oz not, leat them ſee them ſelues. Certes this miſtetie of 
the gholpelles godlynes, is out of all controuetſie, whiche maketh vs once free 
from all manet of ſupetſticion: and in this temple is the greateſt thyng of all 
other that is openly declared thzough the whole bniuerſall woꝛlde. In dede 
there is no ſhewynge of the table oz ofthe Atke oz of ſacrificed beaſtes, but 
Chnite-hinſelfe is ſhewed and pꝛeached, whiche beynge befoze tyme vnknos 
wen and not paſſed vpon is now become ſo manyfeſt{y open, that he is playn⸗ 
ye ſeen to be a man after the fleſhe, and handled of men, and after the ſpirite 
hath recepued ſo great power, that hauing done awapye the ſpnnes of all men. 
bathe thzoug7e onely kaythe geuen and doeth geue the tighteouſnes, that the 
lawe was not hable to geue. And this miſtetie of ours is ſo openly manifeſted, 
that it was wonderfull euen in the eies of Aungelles, that ſong gloꝛy to God 
on highe, and peace vpon earth, and vnto men a good wyll.Ifl other myſterics 
tealſe to be of any wozſhyppe pl they be publyſhed: but as foz thys myſterys 
it is pꝛeached openly not onelye to the Jewes but alſo to the Gentyles. 


And the 
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And the pꝛeachyng therof was not vnfrutefull:Foz the thynge that ſemed ie 
all men agapnſte the 02dze of natute, that no philolaphie oz mannes eloquence 
was hable to perſwade, the ſame did theſpmple playne pꝛeachyng of the gol⸗ 
pel petſwade to all the whole wozld , with myzaculous wondzes witnel 
the lame. Finally after his death vpon the croſſe,he roſe agayne to lyfe by hig 
owne power, and beyng openly accompanyed with Angelles he alcended inte 
the heauens, and ſhewed vs vadoubtedly whether all oute hope oughte tobe 
addzeſſed. What is moze holy than thys myſterie : What is moze excellente 
what is moꝛe certayne oꝛ euident This thyng yt we truely beleue, this thinge 
yl we wozthply lyue koꝛ what purpoſe ſhould we teſpecte from hencekozth vn⸗ 
to Jewyſhe conſtitucions: We haue the miſtetie of ttue godlynes, why doo 
we than llyppe backe vnto thoſe thynges that haue moze ſuperſticion than 
godlyneſſe⸗ In caſe we be laden with ſynnes, hete is the mooſte aſſured rempſ- 
ſpon of ſynnes. It we require learnyng, here is the rule of true godlynes that 
we ought to folowe,yf we loke foz rewarde, here is immoꝛtalttie, wherunto we 
mape be exalted.Therkozeleat vs be contented ( my Tymothee) with this reh- 
gon, and take our leaue of the Jewes vayne pzeſcripcioys,

' Thete is no kynde of meate to be abhoꝛted 02 tefuſed, that is tecepued as 
Goddes bounteous gyfte with thankes geumg. Thys is a Jewyſhe maner 
offayeng and not a Chꝛiſttan: Eate not this meate, touche not thys bodye, 
beate not this garment,to daye do not this thyng noꝛ that thyng. There is 
no creature impure oz vncleane yt the conſcience of hym that vleth it be pure 
and cleane. And albeit there were any impuritie in the meate pet with himnes 
nher with the larges of god is paapred befoze meate and with holy wozdes and 
papers it ſhoulde be made holy and pute, that befoze was vncleane. Thoſe 
mancr of vayne ſmoketz are blowen vnto the people by ſuche as occupye Chua 
les buſines vnfapthfully,yea rather go about their own gapue. But ſee that 
thou auoyde ſuche maner of tryfles,and teache the bzethzen thoſe thinges, that 
thou haſt learned of me, and playe the good and vpꝛyght miniſtre of Chzilte, 
diſpoſing enticrly and fapthfully his doctrine.that ts ferre dyffercnt fro theſe 
mennes pꝛeſcribed appoyntementes. And thus it ſtandeth the in hande to doo

godlynes.Faftyng is p2ofitable in place, and conttatiwyſe the ſame otherwiſe 
is peſtiferous. To lome man watchyng is holſome , and to ſome it is 
And hurtfull, Some tyme it is good to paſſe ouet the Sabboth dape with ref 
from laboute. And on the coutrary ſoꝛte a thyng maye be, wherein it were wic- 
kedly done to be pdle, whan a mannes neighbours nede requireth the dede of 
chatitte. But the godlynes that the ghoſpell tcacheth, whiche is grounded 
vpon a ſyncere faythe and a true chatitie, is pꝛotitable in eyery tyme and in e⸗ 
uery parte ofa mans lite, and it declateth in a dziefe ſumme, what lo euer 
is to be deſired eithet in the lyfe pꝛelente oꝛ to be hoped foz in the Ipfe to tome 
ſo muche that it is not neceſſarye foz vs to ſeke fo2 anye ſuccour by anpe other 
meanes. The thyng that J ſaye is true and vndoubted, and plapne, wozthy to 
be receaued of all men. We teache out of all peraduentures that we bothe fele 
it, and that it is no fable whiche we ſpeake of. Oz elles what chyng coulde per: 
ſwade vs willyngly and gladly to ſuffer the ſozowes of this lpfe, to beate with 
a hartie ſtomacke puniſhementes donevnto vs by the wicked, enpziſonmentes 
and deathes,onles that we hope after the heauenlye ſuccout in this wozlde, 
and after this life innnoꝛtalitie. Ind thys hope we haue fixed not inMoſes oz 
any other man that myght faple out hope, but in the lyupng God, whiche can 
helpe euen the that are deade,x of who (aluation pzocedeth vnto al the vniuer⸗ 
fall kynde of men, but efpecyallye vnto ſuche as haue embzaced the faith of 
ghoſpell.Thele thynges commaunde and teache conſtauntlye and boldelpe, 
as thou mapeſt ſhewe in thy ſelke the autozitie of a Byſhoppe, beynge aſſured 
that this doctrine pzoceded from Chaiſt him ſelfe.

ytell auayleable foz a teacher oꝛ an admonpſher to vſe a ſofte 
temperaunce.Foz the autozitie of a byſhop mult be holden vp 
< ſo.ag neuertheles he maye be quyte without all apperaunce of 
S tanne,and that he mape appeare in euety condicion that he 
doeth the thing that he doeth to thentent to doe good and not of dylpleaſure, 
Theretoꝛe as many as thou canſt bzynge to amendement with lenitie and gen: 
tilnes, it is not expedient to enfo:ce them with tigoꝛous ſharpenes. Foz a man 
doeth eaſylye after him that admonyſheth htm , pk he perceaue him ſelke to be 
loued of htm that monyſheth him. And luche is almooſt the dyſpoſiciõ of mang 
wytte,that he had leauer be ledde by faire meanes than conſtrayned parfozce; 
and many tymes thinges are obteined by faire ſpeche,that a man cannot bung 
co paſſe with crueltte . So that the electuarie of tepꝛehendynge muſte be tem: 
pꝛed accoꝛdynge to the age and ſtate of euery one. And koꝛalmuche as it is al: 
lowed not onely among all wel manered nacions but alſo euen in the congre: 
gacions,Þ foꝛ ſage wyſooms ſake à foz the bſe of thinges x allo foz teſttainyng 
the wantonnes of youthe,autozitie ſhoulde be comitted vnto 5 aunctentes : in 
cale anelder chaunce to offende, in any thinge, thunder not at him with cryell 
wozdes vpõ any ſuſpicion oz intoʒmacion, leſt too quicke admonicton exclude 
frutte required in adinoniciõ. Foz it wylbe a le griefe,yf the admonicts be 
bothe check ing a pzocede fro a pong mã. But rather obſcruc þ reuerence of his 
age, a exhoꝛte him ſo, as Þ woldeſt admonyſhe thy father yfhe dyd amyſſe. The 
pongmen alſo(bycauſe thou thy ſelfe arte a pong man) monyſhe as bzethzen: 
and towardes them coꝛteccion ought to be moꝛe ftelye pꝛactiſed, but pet none 
otherwyſe than maye ſtande with charitie. Ad moniſhe the olde women w moze 
reuerence and gentler woꝛdes euen as mothers,and bgare with theit age. The 
yong women co:recte louinglpe as ſyſters:and behane thy ſclfe ſo with all men, 
as thou runne into noſiniftre ſuſpiciõ eyther of couetouſnes oz of vnchaſtenes, 
eyther of flatterte oz of crueltie. owe p wpdowes mult alſo haue their honour, 
but namely thoſe.that are wydowes not in tytle but very widowes in dede:that 

is tolaye,thofe that beyng lefte comfoztles without huſbande and childꝛen lyue 
- After ſuche ſozte,as they maye foz their deſertes woꝛthylye be refreſſhed of the 
congregacions helpe:the telyete wherof ought to be beſtowed not to mayntene 
delycatenes but to refreſhe myſerable neceflities.But in caſe any be ſo lefte Ws 
out an huſbande that ſhe hathe childzen oꝛ childꝛens childꝛen, there is no cauſe 
why ſhe ſhoulde(as thoughe ſhe were ſuccourles)runne to be founde of the con- 
gregacion: Inaſmuche as ſhe hathe them at home to fpnde her a lpuinge as 
well as (he had an huſbande and ſuche as ſhe oweth duetie vnto . Let her not 
therefoze dedycate her ſelfe to ſerue the congregacton, befoꝛe that ſhe haue ſhe⸗ 
wed a ſpeciall token of godlyneſſe towardes her owne famylye . Fo it muſte 
nedes be out of oꝛdꝛe, that the duetie of godlynes in the pꝛetenſe of the congres 
gacion ſhoulde refuſe to doe the bounden duetteof nature , Foz naturecom- 
maundeth vs to requite mutual good turnes to out patentes, being now deſti⸗ 
tute and decayed foz age, ſeyng we had oute begynnynge of lyfe of them.

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Ind in caſe deathe haue taken them awape krom vs, it ſhalbe conuenient foz vs 
to ttanſpoſe that duetie vpon out childzen and childzens childzen: and them it is 
our duette co enfoꝛme after luche ſoꝛte, as they maye leatne alſo W their duetie 

e to releue ſuche as dyd them good. This thing not onelp the ſenſe of na⸗ 
tüte doeth allo we, but allo it is lo great and acceptable befoze the light of god, 
that thoſe wydowes are double ſynners, that ate not onely tebelles vnto God, 
dut allo are deafe whan they ſhoulde heate the commune iudgement of nature, 
with the whiche euen thole, that haue no knowledge of God, ate moned, But 
aman wyll ſape, who is a true wydowe thã : pf this wydowe be not? Doubtles 
che that beyng deſtitutely lefte without comfozte of huſbande, of childzen, of 
c<lldzens childzen, of all the wozldes ſolace;hathe repoſed all het whole hope in 
god, and now lotzeth no moe to be matyed, ne hunteth after any voluptuous 
pleaſures, but hathe dedycated her (elfe wholy to god, after the example of the 
wwdowe Anna, geuyng her lelfe to pzayers night and daye. She it is, that is 
wozthye to be comfoxted and refreſhed of the congregacion, whiche hathe nowe 
nothinge a doe with the woꝛlde . Foz a wpdowe,that ſo abſteyneth from beyn 
matied againe, that ſhe mape moꝛe frelpe pampꝛe her lelfe in deliciouſnes,liuet 
not in dede. Foz ſhe lyueth ſo to boluptuouſnes, that ſhe is deade vnto Chzilte, 
vnto whoine none lyueth onles he lyueth a godlye lyte. Se thou commaunde 
them therfoze,that pt they loue wydowheade, they doe ſo behaue them ſelues in 
i ſo as they geue none occaſion bntg any man to ſuſpecte euyl. as thoughe they 
de lothe to mat ye againe not foz loue of chaſtitie, but to lyue moze at lybertye 
beyng free from the ſubiectiũ of a huſbande and to fake their eaſe at their 
plealure , But vpon what purpole every wydowecholeth to contynue in he 
wydowhead,o2 after what ſozte ſhe ledeth helen ome, leaue that toÞ iudge⸗ 
mente of her owne conlciente . To be hzicte, pkany woman in pꝛetence of wp« 
dowhead,runne to the congregacton in ſuche wyſe that ſhe geueth ouer the cars 
of her childꝛen, oꝛ childzens chil dꝛen, oꝛ ſuche as other wyſe belong vnto her ka⸗ 
uplie het I thynke all together not onely vnwoꝛthye the byſſhoppes fauour, 
but alſo I tudge her rather to be accompted among thoſe, that denyed Þ faythe 
ofthe golpell, and be wozſe than p Ethntkes, by ſs muche as it is moze haynous 
to fozlake the pꝛoleſſlon that a man hathe taken vpõ him, than not to haue pꝛo⸗ 
lelſed it. Hathe not ſhe denyed the kaythe, that abuſeth the pꝛetenſe of the faithe, 
to doe the thinges that are tepugnaunt to the doctrine of the golpell⸗ Truelpe 
ia her dedes ſhe openlye denyeth it. Ind in this behalte ſhe is doabtles to be ac⸗ 
compted among p heathen women that they, where as they be ſtraungters krom 
Chʒiſt doe by the onely gouernaũce of nature beate 8 charge of theifTamiltes: 
Ind this maner of wydo we, that was bounden accoꝛdynge to the charitte of the 
goſpel to be good to cuery bodte to the vttermoſt of her power, withdꝛaweth her 
bounden duetie even from them of her owne houſeholde, and is not allured by 
the godlynes of the goſpell, to doe þ thing, that the pꝛophane ã vngodly women 
doe thꝛoughe the affection of nature.Xohat ſoeuer ſedes of vertue,nature hath 
engraffed,the goſpelles doctrine taketh them not awaye,but letteth them foze- 
warde and maketh them pcrfite. 


Let no wydd owe be choſen vnder thꝛeſcoꝛe yere olde, and ſuche a one as was þ wyte of 
one man, and well repoꝛted of in good woꝛk es: pt ſhe haue bzought vp childzen, vt we baue 
lodged ſraungers, pf ſwe haue waſched the ſainctes fete, yt ſhe haue miniſtted vnto them 


which were in aduer ly tie, yf þe haue bene corinually geut vnto al maner of good wozkes, 
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The ponget wpdowes refuſe. Foz whan thep haue begon to were wanton againſt Chic, 
they wyl mary, hauyng dãpnacion, becauſe they haue caſt away their firſt taithe. And alia 
they learne to goe from houſets huaſe ydle:pet, not pdle onely, bur alſo trifiyuge + beſys 
bodyes, ſpeakpage thinges whiche are not comly. A wyll ther toze that the yonger wemen 
mary, to bearechildzen,to gyde thehouſe, and geue none occaſiouto the aduecſarye to 
ſpeakeeupll. Foz many of them are atreadye turned backe, and are gone after Satan. 
And yt eny man oꝛ woman that beleneth haue wyddowes, let them miniftre vato thb,and 
— — © e congregacion be charged:that there mape be ſufficient fo; them that are wyd⸗ 
owes in dede. l 


This ts a thinge that vtterly beſemeth the gentylnes of the Chꝛuſtian te⸗ 
ipgion,to chearyſhe and loupnglye to ſuſteyne thole women that are comfozts 
lefly lefte deſtitute:howbeit would not that ſhould be done raſhely and withs 
out adupſement, leſt there enſue a double fncommoditie; aſwell in that the con⸗ 
gregacion is burthened aboue their habilitie, and the entreteynement beſtowed 
dpon them þ are not wozthye.To be bzyefe, in choſyng of wydowes, two thin: 
ges are chtefely to be reſpected. the age, and the fozmer ſpent lyke, leſt whan they 
be ones entreteyned into the fyndynge of the congregacion, they returne alter⸗ 
warde againe vnto matiage with a great deale of ſhame. Ind as foz the age it 
is an ealye mattier to decerne it. Let none therefoze be choſen to be a wydon 
vnder thꝛee ſcoze peates olde: Fozalmuche as that age ought not in the clergye 
to be ſulpecte of incontinencie and ſheweth good hope, that they wyll not luſte 
to be matied agatne. Nenertheles that age is not all together thꝛoughlye to be 
ttuſted, onles it be appꝛoued by koꝛmer conuerſacion ofiyfe befoze. Mo that i. 
is to be marked, whether ſhe haue bene content with one hulbande. ( Foz ſome 
tuen in theit olde age are not all together boyde of incontinencie). And 
ſhe haue with het good dedes gotten her ſelke an honeſt eſtimacion with all fol⸗ 
kes:whether ſhe haue behaued her ſelke vprightiye and godlye in bzyngynge 
vp her childꝛen: whether (he haue to her ſmal power ben herberous to the laint⸗ 
tes, lodged them and waſhen their fete . (Foz theſe maner of offices, euen ſuche 
as be but of ſmal habilitie, axe hable to doe.) And whether ſhe haue releued with 
het ſubſtaunce thoſe that were afflicted and pꝛeſſed with extreme pouertye.To 
be bꝛiefe, whether ſhe haue left no good dede vndone koꝛ lacke of her dilygence, 
Foz it is reaſon that the congregacion ſhoulde receyue in to their kepyngea 
woman that hathe ſo deſerted, whiche afoze tyme hathe with her well dopnges 
thus gon about, that ſhe myght be allowed perpetuallye to be a myniftre vnto 
the congregaetion.Fynallye,ſee thou receyue not the yonger wydowes,noz thoſe 
that be ok a ſuſpecte age. It is bettre not to take the pꝛołeſſion of wydowhead, 
than to geue it ouer whi it is taken, The bowe of continencie is not to be com- 
mitted vnto fraile lypperye age, namely in that kynde . In caſe chaſtitie lyke 
them let them trye at home what they can doe. Ind pk they can not awaye with⸗ 
all thete, they maye lawfully without repꝛoche flee to the remedye of wedlocke, 
But we haue learned by playne expertence that whi the yonger wydowes vp» 
on a certaine loue of chaſtitie Foz a tyme,folowpnge eyther ydlenes parchaunce 
oꝛ 8 honour of p title, haue addicte them ſelues vnto $ congtegaciõ a foꝛſaking 
p [ybertie of matieng again haue cõſecrated them ſelues vnto Chꝛiſt to be then 
ſpouſe,by # by whã theit olde luſt pꝛicketh them, they ware wylde # wants toß 
tepꝛoche of Chꝛiſt whoſe yoke they are deſyꝛous to caſt of, take again Þ yoke 
of inartage.Ind tn their ſo doing, they dzawe vpõ they; owne ſelues this * 
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ofinfampe,bycauſe they haue made fruftratethefapthe that they ſeme to coue⸗ 
naunt vnto Chziſt;and fo they are to blaine twoo maner of wayes:bothe in that 
they toke the pꝛokeſſton of chaſtitie vnadutſedlye, not hauynge ſulficienciye 
qwpedthetrirengines, and in that they lept backe from it whan they had taken 
l. Ind albeit it toꝛtune not them openly to matye againe, pet detilye they lyue 
ſyngle after ſuche ſdꝛte that they are a laundet to the congregaeio. Ind better 
t were fo2 them to de holden vader at the commaundement of a htiſbande,and 

tobe occupped in charge of houſeholde, than vnder pꝛetener vt wydowhead to 

{memoze licentiouſilye. Foz this thep ate taugt ot tolenes.Þ tnaſmuthas they 
nut uaugit to doe at hame,theyfraye aboutetoother folkes houſes, wher as 
itis ſhame fo2 a wydowe to waltze pdle ab2oade 0pely,o2 to other mens houſes. 
go they are not onely ydle, but allo babling tale tellers à carious herkeners. 


tesipuge cutiolptie ate atcuſtũmed to tõpanp together. For in pꝛetẽce ok 


— ſettyng out of Þ pꝛokeſſiõ, it ts an eaſpe mattet foʒ them to crepe in 
toothet mennes houles.# there ſetze dut ſecretes whiche they artet warde clattte 
dul to other, ſhamekully chattring ot matiage ot contencton, of the naughtv⸗ 
nes d abdininacion done in other mens houleholdes. Foz theſe cauſes ſake, J 
holde it lurtly bettet, that the yonget wydo wet de rather matied to heſbandes, 
dy autoutte wherof bothe the weaker ſexe # the weaker age maye be gouetned 
mo that they applpe them ſelues to bzyng koꝛthe childꝛen, and take charge of 
hodſeholde rather thi in doyng nothing encombze other mennes houſeholdes; 
Fozenen as to ſtande in aweto the de teſtrapneth the licencidulnes of 
the ſexe and the age, even fo the charges ol houſeholde getie them not free lea⸗ 
ſute to meddle of thoſe thinges that chey haue naught to doe withall. To conj⸗ 
tlude let them oꝛdze theit conuerſacton by all meanes ſo, as thete be none octa⸗ 
fion of faliyng into manyfeſt tepꝛoche, and ſo as none occaliou be geuẽ to St 
un to bewꝛaye and flaunder ourlyfe by, vato the enemves of Chulſtes pzofeſ- 
fion. J ſay not naye,but I mightſeme to caſte ouet muche doubte in this bes 
halle dut that the myſehteke it ſelke teacheth vs thus to bewate. Foz we would 
not be ſo narowlpe afrayed, leſt any ſuthe thing ſhoulde chaunce, ercepte we 
had al teadye ſene them chaunce oftener than once. The examples of ſo me wo⸗ 
men fraye vs, who, whan they ate once choſen into the ſuccoure of the congre⸗ 
gacton, are ouercommen with luſtes, and ſeruynge Satan are flypped backe 
and maried agatne . Ind albeit lacke of toynter be thelette, that a wydowe 
(whoſe age requireth to be maried)can not fynde an huſbande, it nedeth not at 
all that foꝛ pouerties ſake,ſhe ſhould take the pꝛokeſſion of chaſtitie. Fox ſuche 
widowes wantes ought to be teleued of her kynſfolkes gentyll lpbetalitie, in 
caſe ſhe haue any, either men oꝛ wont that pꝛokeſſe them ſelues chiiſtianes.Foz 
nis no reaſon,that a Chꝛiſten man oꝛ a chuiſte woman, whole godlynes oughs 
tofuccoure euen them that arefo2yners, ſhoulde ſuffre his owne kynſwoman 
widowe to be lefte ſuccourles,and put her to be kept of the congregacions coſt, 
bhtche pf it be burthened with every wydowe, it ſhall come to paCe.that whan 
the ſtocke is ſpent vp, there ſhall not be ynoughe to kepe thoſe that are true wy⸗ 
dowes in dede, who are the owners of this relyfe and haue none other ſuccoure 


to lyue bpon,

Howe muche 
que vprightenes belemeth a Byſhop either in iuogementes, 02 in puttinge 
es in office: They are monyſhed of their othe , whan they ſhall ſytte 

n gementes,and are attayed with the religion of falſe goddes: But F charge 
the Tymothte by God the father (who beyng witneſſe and autour,this mat- 
teris pꝛactileo ) and by Jeſus Chꝛiſte, whole miniſtres we are, and by the 
glecte angelles arbitrours and lokers on of thoſe thinges that we goe a- 
doute that in pꝛactilynge of iudgementes thou-obſerue thoſe thinges that J 
preſcribe vnto the, ſo as thou mateſt come to the heating of cauſes vpryght- 
de and vncozruptelye, not bꝛyngynge the ſentence with the, that fauoure oz 
malyce og dyſpteaſure oz any other affeccion hath ſectetl ye ſowked into thee, 
but'of the thing ſelfe in dede knowen,takynge matter to geue right ſentence 
tt, declynynge nether to this parteo2 that parte. This vprightenes tt is ne⸗ 
ceſlaryeto expꝛeſle, not onely in hearing of cauſes, but alſo in choſynge thoſe 
men that thou cõmitteſꝭ eccleſiaſticall adminiſtracion vnto.

But 
ind yk he haue deceaued the, pet thou ſhalte not be hable to eſcape the blame⸗ 
woꝛthines of negligẽte bycauſe thou cominittedeſt ſo teoperdous a matter vn⸗ 
to one whome thou hadeſt not tryed. Foz it ought not to be ynoughe in choſing 
of a byſhop, thoughe he be not euyll — — ot, but it behoueth him to be ex⸗ 
tellentlie commended many wayes foz his wel doinges. It is not pnoughe alſo 
fo; a byſhop to fet fozthe his owne innocencu, but his duetie ts alſo to make 
good the integritie of them whome he oꝛdeyneth. Jn theſe thinges therfoze ſee 
thou kepe thy.ſelfe chaſte and pure vnto the Religion, wherof thou haſt charge. 
temperate diet is moze notably perceaued bnto me, than I nedeto warne 

the from delicatenes. Howbeit this thou arte to be warned of, that abſtinence 
ought ſo to be meſured as the keblenes of the bodpe be not ſuche, that it be not 
hable to goe aboute the offices of godlynes. Lyke as a fatte and vnreaſonable 
luſtye bodye dothe many tymes holde downe the ſoule from myndynge heauẽ⸗ 
ythinges;euen ſo ſycklines of bodye oftentymes hpndzeth the ſtrength of the 
ſoule,chat it can not expꝛeſſe noz ſet koꝛthe it ſelfe krely by wozkes of chatitie.

Furthermoꝛe, thoſe that ozdze theyꝛ lyfe with ſuch 
ſubtiitye,and in outwarde ſhewe of godlynes dyfemble the malyce of they 
hatte after ſuche ſozte that they deteaue the iudgement of man, thoſe we wyl

ther requilite fox vs to pꝛouoke them vnto a better mynde 
uith our good tutnes, than to kyndle them with taunting 
&qcheckes .Keltgion ought ſo to be oꝛdzed, that it ſeme not 
obe occaſton 63 ſowyng of ledteton. In fuche alkaires as 
ode haue necefſarilye to doe with the Ethnikes, tet theper- 
e eeaue by vs that we are become the moꝛe diligente to doe 
good, bycauſe ok teligion, and not moze vnp;ofptable noz moꝛe ouerth warte. 
Foz by that meanes they ſhalbe moze ealplie allured into ourfelowſhyp ot te⸗ 
ligion . Therfoze as many as beyng bonde ſeruauntes haue obteined Bap⸗ 
tiſme let them remembꝛe that they are ſet at lybertye by manumiſſion fromthe 
lozdefhyp of ſynne and not made free from their maſters right of autozitie. And

fo their pꝛołyte in compariſon of the thing that they goe about toz their owng 
purpoſe. Sttyue not therfoze with them bothe out of faſſion and in vapne tg, 
But withdꝛawe thy felfe from their companie. Let theum hunt after their pelle 
let them make marchaundice of the goſpelles doctrine. Unto vs it is a plenty: 
ous great gaynes,yf we mape ware tiche in godlpnes,yf we mape ware ryche in 
true goodes of loule, and be content with thoſe thinges that luffice vnto p ye. 
ceſlitie of the lyfe pꝛeſent, inalmuche as our ſpedpe ioutnape is to the lyfe that 
neuer ſhal dye. It is a greate matter to heape vp thoſe riches p wyl neuer leaue 
vs. But to what purpoſe is it to carke & care to heape riches together, 5 nothet 
ate ours, a we ate by and by enfozced to leaue them to others . Foz lyke as we 
bzought none of them into ß wozlde w vs whi we were bozne. ſo ſhall we cart 
nothing awape with vs whan we dye. To ſpende ryches waſtefully vponpleys 
ſutes it is a myſchiete and to hooꝛde them vp it is a fonde folyſhenes . A8 le 
vg, we mealure the vſe of ſuche thinges by the bondes ol nature, and whan we 
haue competent wherwith to be clothed and fedde, we require no further, Ind 
a competent diet and clothing is ealplie had euety where. Foz they are not to be 
had foz exceſſe but foz neteſſitie. ſmall thing eaſeth necellitte , but the gredy⸗ 
nes of tiotous excefſe is inſaciable.

But into 
that (econde,whicye was very holy, went the hte pꝛieſte who was chicke in dig» 
gitie among the pzicſtes)alone once euery peate and no oftener ,and that not 
wythout the bloud of a beaſte, whiche he there offred firſt koꝛ his owne ſynneg, 
and then fo2 the ſynnes of the people commytted by crrout and ignoꝛaunce.

Now touchyng thys notable learned Paraphzaſt D.Eraſinus,if hys do⸗ 
inges vpon the Goſpelles and Xcies of thapoſtles be ſo neceſſatpe and holſom 
playne declatacions of Chuſtes minde aud the Evangeliſtes,as the opinion of 
many learned, is thep bet:his Paraphzaſes allo vpon thepiſtles , ate noleſle 
frutefullne leſſe pzofytablc to geue lyght and ready inſtruccion vnto mennes 
conſciences, aſwell to plucke awaye erxonpous opynyons, tf he be tedde with 
aduiſed tudgement,and to teache Chziſt aright; as to banpſh pzide,dzonkenes, 
treaſon,tumultes, ſedicion, vpꝛoates, incontineucie, ryot, tdlenes,ruffianynge 
bagabuncte, malyce, ſlaundet, vncommely talking lyght tales inuentynge and 
catping, deuouting of neighbours. and couctouſnes, the rote of al wickedneſſt: 
whiche hozrible vices ate now a dayes ſo licenciouſly vied and practiced on all 
bades fo: the moſt part, that Goſpellike tiuth x libcrty is almoſt vtcerly chaũ⸗ 
ged in to helliſhe iniquitit:ſuche is the deuil les diligent preaching pꝛelacie not 
only endeuoutyng to biting to paſſe therby to plante and eſtabliſh his Komyſh 
Intichaiſtianitie with diſobedtence and othet his bꝛaunches and ſtates of wic: 
kednes agapne, partly vader pꝛetente of a Chuiſten libertie,and partly vnder 
colour of 4. commune wealth, but alſo to cauſe the Goſpel of Chzilt the rebuket 
of diſobedience and all other kyndes of vice, to beate the blame of falſe opini: 
ons, diſobedience, and naughtie lyuing as though it were thoccaſpon oz bol 
Kerour of vice, 

To the redꝛeſſe hereof, Eralmus in theſe epiſtles is a ready ſtrong interpꝛe· 
tout in many necefſary places: in all J am not hable coaffirme, knowtng that 
he in his life tyme, was a manne ſubiecte to infirmitte and imperkecc ion, accon⸗ 
ding to the naturall condycion of manne: as he himſeſfe ſpeaketh of the groat 
Doctour.S.Þterome:Homoerat,, et fall: poterat et fallere. A manne he was, and 
might bothe be deceaued and deceaue. 

And as foꝛ my labout in this rude Englifhe tranſlacion,F toke it in hande 
foz none other ende, but only to doe at my hartre frendes bndenyable requeſt, 3 
litell parte, whiche learned menne hauyng done certayne ſeuerall partes = 
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aphzaſes, had by occaſyonlefte vntranſlated: and chat the vnlentned

Etet wꝛiteth to the Jewes that dwelt here and there in the 
oaſtes of the Getiles (as James dyd an Epiſtle no doubt) 
woꝛthte the chief of the Ipo leg, which is full of à poſtolike 
lautoꝛitie and maieſtie, and is compꝛyſed in fewe wooꝛdes, 
8 |but full ot ſentences. He erhozteth menne pacientlye to beate 
} he euils.that they ſuffred fo: malice of the goſpe ll, in hope 
ot reward.Mozeouer he admoniſheth them, that accozdyng 
to the Pꝛopheteg mencioned laynges, beyng freely called to ſo high digni⸗ 
tie, they expꝛeſſe a life wozthie of theit pꝛofeſſion. Foz he ſayth, chʒiſtianitie 
conſiſteth not in title oꝛ baptiſme onelp, but in innocencie of maners: foz in 
that they ate other wyſe afflicted with ſoꝛowes, it maketh nothyng to the 
glozy of Chulte:1f they appeare manifeſtly to ſuffre fo; naughtie dedes do⸗ 
.Furthermoze he admontlheth ſuch as come in to chuiſtiãnitie, that they 
uſe not to obey magitrates,though they bee heathens, leſtebeyng pꝛo⸗ 
noked they can neyther be conuerted to Chziſt, but become moꝛe featce and 
cruell,Jiſo that ſeruauntes denye not their duetie to their maiſters,though 
they be heathens. foꝛ the office of chziſtian goodnes is, to ſuffre al thynges. 
Furthernozehe admontſheth the ch:tſtian women that they contemne not 
their huſbandes though they be heathens,but ſtudy by theit owne maners 
to pꝛouoke them vnto better: He warneth the huſbandes to beate with 
their wyues, and to abſteyne ſomtymes from hautng to do with them, ſo as 
they map the moze apply them ſelues to pꝛaiet. Than he pꝛouoketh men «c- 
ter the example o Chziſt,to ſuffrediſpleaſures,and not to ymagine howe fo 
requyte Ong with wꝛonge, but to deutſe howe to ouetcome their euyll 
doers with ſoftenes and well doynges. And theſe matters he treateth of in 
the thze firſt Chaptres and in the beginning of the fourth. After theſe he ex⸗ 
hoꝛteth men vnto ne weneſſe of like and diſſuadeth from the heathens 
vices. De allureth men vnto (obzeneſſe.vnto watching, to continual 
pꝛayers, and abous other vnto mutuall charytie viitohoſpitali- 
tie and to do good turnes one foꝛ an other. Agayne he enticeth 
men pactently to ſuſter perſecucions , layed vpon them 
fo; Chꝛiſtes name lake. Tyan he inkoꝛmeth biſhops, 
and in them the people vnder their charge. In 
the ende he repozteth that he. wzote an other 
epiſtle vnto by Siluarius,which 
was loſte. This epiſtle it appeareth 
he wzote from Babils,foz in the

Fo: theſe matters are not by chaunte bꝛought to paſſe at all auentureg, 
but the ſelfe ſame thyng that we haue alreadye ſene, the olde Pꝛophetes 
(which pꝛophetied befozehand that you ſhould be ſaued thʒough faith and 
the grace of the goſpell without the ayde of Moſes lawe) haue ditigently 
ſdught and ſeatched out, not deyng contented to ſer as it were thzougha 
e what ſhoulde be to come: but they haue alſo with a godly euriolitie 
ſearched out of the ſpirite of Chuſt, which than pꝛeſently ſignified vnto tht 
dy ſecret inſptracion, what Chziſteſhould luſfre, and vnto what excellent 
glozy he ſhouldebyanby be adugunced vnto, than what oz what maner 
tyme that ſhoulde come to paſſe! foꝛſomuche as they; myndes were vehe, 
mently deſirous of his ſautng helth. And vnto them it was alſo manifeſted, 
that theſe thynges, which they pꝛophecied befoꝛehand ſhould come to paſſe, 
Could not be echibited in theit tymes, batinyours : and the thyages that 
they openedin their pzophectes, they opened vnto you d not to them ſelues. 
In dede they would haue wiſſhed to ſee, that you haue chaunced to ſee:but 
thepz pꝛophecies were ſpoken befoze to thintent that we Apoſtles ſhould be 
moꝛe certapnly credited, which declare nowe vnto pou the thynges already 
done. that they had ſpoken befozehande ſhould come to paſſe. And that you 
choulde alſo not ſtande in doubt, theſamefpirite of Chxſte in tymes paſte 
taught them with ferret ſill inſpiracions, what he had determined to doe, 
which lately camyng doune from heauen in fy:ietongues inſtructed vs, to 
thintent we ſhould be pzeachers in al the whole woꝛlde of the thinges that 
are come to palle . oꝛ we pꝛeache Chailt that betame man foꝛ al our (aluacs 
ſake, was conuetſaunt on earth. was afflicted with rep;oches # tozments, 
finallywas nauled on the croſſe, ſuſfered death fo oute lakes, and anon tai⸗ 
ſed agayne to lyfe, was exalted vnto heauen. where now he gliſtreth in mas 
teſtis und glo with the father ( which kefore ſemed vpon earth to be but a 
vilecaſcall and an abiecte)and thither alſo will he eralte thoſe that his be.

at length, at ſuche tyme , as our Loꝛde Jeſus Chziſt ſhall openty ſhewe hys 
mateſtte vato al men and vnto angelles and deutles, howbeit they ſhall not

Than ſence ye acknowlege the lingular liberalitie of god towardes yon 
whome he hathe redemed with the pꝛice of bloud, whom he hathe reconiyled 
vnto himſelke by the deathe of his ſonne,whome his will was to haue to bee 
the membzes ok his onely begotten, andthe lyuyng ſtones of the heau

lye and groſſe appetites which with all manner of engynes make warte an 
batail agaynſte the ſpirite which is gredyly delyꝛous of heauenly thinges, 
Let your conuerſacion accozde with your pꝛokeſſion, that your maners may 
allure vnto Chziſte other folkes alſo that are paganes,among whomepoy 
lyue: vnto whome it is ſo muche requiſtte foʒ you to geue no maner of occa- 
ſion, that they mape rightfully iudge euil of the ghoſpelles doctrine(pf they 
ſhoulde perceaue you in the commune cuſtome of life to bee no whit bettet 
than other be,) that the entter vpꝛightenes ol pour manners and wel doing 
towardes all menne, may ſtoppe theyꝛ backbyting repoztes wher with they 
ſpeake euil of pou,foz malice that they beate to C hʒiſt, and foꝛ the hate ol te 
ligion, whiche they ſuppoſe to be wicked ſuperſticion: whiche thinges eu⸗ 
dently perceaued, they ſhal repent alſo, and acknowlege their owne ertout 
being inſptred with the mercye of god whan it ſhal pleaſe him, whiche hathe 
cholen pou, to dꝛaw them to him alſo:and that they mape than by pour gods 
ly woꝛkes gloztfte him, whome befoze they abhoꝛted, becauſe thep knew him 
not. This wozlde hathe alſo an ozder of his owne, whiche by occaſton okte⸗ 
ligi5 oughtnot to be diſturbed,as much as may be ſauing the glozy of chill, 
Euen ſo Chziſt would haueyouto be free from ſynnes, that you ſhouldene: 
uertheles ſuffer euer thing willingly fo: the goſpelles buſpnes ſake,obey 
ing and (ubmpytting your ſelues not only vnto Chziſttan magiſtrates, but 
vnto the heathen magiſtrates alſo:whether he be a kyng,you muſt obey bim 
as molt excellent in the publike autozttie:whether they be rulers. you muſte 
obey them, as by whom being ſent to trauail abꝛoade, the king admtniſtreth 
the matters of the comon wealth. Aether let it moue you that they bee heas 
thens, that thei be Jdolatours, but acknowledge their office that is neceſſa- 
rye vato the comune wealthe, which conſiſteth of ſondzy kyndes of men and 
religions. Fo: they beate rule with autozitte to reſtrayne offenders and wics 
ked perſones by feare of punyſhement, a to allure thoſe that bee good with 
rewardes to doe theyz duetie.Pou haue not nede of their fearing, inaſmuch 
as pou do of pour owne accozde moze than mans lawes require. Thep — 
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no nede of mannes commendacton , whom the re warde of heauen maketh fer- 
yent:and pet it is requiſite alfo to acknowlege them with the other. Fox this 
is the will of the moſt byghe God youre Pzpnce,that you geue nonc occalion 
vnto their inconſiderate ignoꝛauince, whereby they myghtc pzoncably call the 
golpelles pzoteffion to blame, it they petceaued yon to let naught by their au⸗ 
tozitie.Chac whiche other doe foz fare of the lawes,do you willyngly of yor;x 
qwne accoꝛde, vea moze habundauntlye than other doe, that you maye declare 

ure ſelues to be rygbt frce men in dede. Foꝛ he is free that ofhis cwne mind 
and willyngly doeth as he ſhoulde doe rightly. God foꝛbydde that you ſhould 
abuſe the pꝛetence of the goſpelles verttie to ſynne moze licenctoully. ou owe 
not bonde ſetuice vnto men but inaſmuche as pou arc the ſcruauntes of God, 
pou ſhall ſubmitte youre ſelues, foꝛ his gloꝛies ſake, vnto all men gladly e and 
willynglye.Jf any duetie thcrfoze if any honout be ducly belongyng euen to 
them that be heathens cithet foꝛ the publike office ſake that they beate, oꝛ fo 
affinitic lake, do that thzoughly vnto all men, leſt they being anye whit offen- 
ded , be bzoughte moze farther of from the pꝛofeſſion of the goſpell: yet koꝛ all 
that, it is reaſon that you loue them ſpec ally, whom the commune pzofeffion 
hath made bzethzen vnto you.Fcare God, whole eies no man can begile: And 
concernyng the kyng, there is no cauſe why you ſhould be afrayed of him ſcing 
he is dzeadftill to none but to euyll doers, but yet acknowledge hys autozitie 
inthoſe thynges,that he exacteth of you without hynderaunce of godlynes. 
Hedemaundeth cuſtome, paye it him:he exacteth tribute, geue it him, That 
which thoſe that be free ought to do to the Magiſtrates, thoughe they be hea⸗ 
chens, bonde ſeruauntes ought to do vnto their maiſters:from ſeruing of whõ 
baptiſme maketh them not free.But they ought rather with greater teuetence 
to acknowledge them, not oncly yt they be good and ſobꝛe men, but alſo if they 
be ſoze men and harde ſharpe men, leſt petaduentute beyng offended with your 
frowarde maners doyng otherwiſe than you ought to doe they lape the faulte 
bnto the pꝛoteſſion and be dzyuen the moze farther of from it, whereunto they 
ought rather to be encenſed and allured by pour honeſt bchauiour. Some wyl 
ſaye: It is a ſoꝛe matet to bcare the tyꝛannye of Pꝛynces, it is a ſoꝛe mater to 
abyde the crueltie of matters: Foz Pꝛynces ſpoyle, exacte, and punyſhe: and 
mayſtcrs wyth whyppes and buffettes all to teate them that are kaultles. 
Theſe maters woulde ryghtly ſeme not wozthye to be boꝛne ik it were aſcribed 
bnto them and not rather vnto God. Theit wickednes deſerneth not thus 
muche that theſe thynges ſhould be ſuffred at their handes, but ſo is the wil of 
God, that poure goodnes ſhoulde turne their maliciouſnes in to the gloꝛie of 
Chiiſt. Foz aſter ſuche ſoʒte is your pacience acceptable to God, whan beyng 
afflicted vndeſcruedly.you ſuffre neuertheles contentedly,not foz feare of men. 
but koꝛ the gloꝛy of God. Communely there is no deſpyght moze tmpaciently 
taken than whan inen are not faultye. 

But among Chziſtians it is terre other wiſe, foꝛ among them like as euetp 
one is the beſte, euen ſo doeth he couet to be mooſte acceptable vnto God, 
Ind the moze inwardely he loueth God, ſo muche the moe chearfullye he ſuf« 
freth whatſoeuer apperteyneth to the glozyt of God , But what 
garimercye were it, pk you ſulfre whan you are buffetted foz naughtye 
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doynges! The conſcience of the faulte teacheth thys, that euery man can abyge 
his deſerued peynes and holde his peace. But whan you ſuffre patiently jy 


ſozowes that ate done vnto you foz weldoinges,you come in fatour with god 
foz whoſe cauſe ſake you (utfre wyllynglye. 


02 hereunto vercly were ye called:foz Ch iſt alſo ſuffered toꝛ vs, leuinge vs an enſay. 
ple, that pe ſhoulde tolowe his ſteppes, which dyd no linne,nethcr was there gyle tquyyy 
in bis mouth: which when he was ceutled, reutled not agayne: when be ſuffered, he 
tened not:but committed the vengeaunce to hym that iudgeth righteouſiye whyche hy 
owne ſelte bare our ſinnes in his body on the tree, that webeinge delpaeced from leune, 
ſhoulde lyue vnto rigbteouſnes. y whole ſtcipes, pe were healed. Foz pe were ag deze 
going aſtrap; but are noweturned vnto the ſhepyerd and byſhop of poar ſolles. 


Pour innocencie might diſdaynfully grudge at this, but that Chziſte be 
png innocent ſuffred greater haynous peines fo: your ſake. This is pour pꝛo⸗ 
kellion, vpon this condicton ate pou called into his body, that you myghte n 
lowthe example of ſuffryng which he hath left vnto you, and entring in by the 
ſame fottſteppes you might thꝛuſt tn vnto euetlaſtyng Fine by the ſarre way 
that he atteyned vnto it. What ſoꝛome was it that he (uffred not, whiche was 
trucified with theues Ind what is moꝛe innocent than he which not only ton 
mytted no faulte at all, but alſo there was no maner of gyle at any tyme fougd 
in his tongue! whã they bitterly teuiled him, he gaue none euill wozdes agaly, 
but rather beſought the father to fozgyne them. "BY 
' KGohanhe was bounden, whan he was beaten, whan he was napled ont 
croſſe,he thzeatened no vengeaunce but referred all vengeaunce onto the 
father, whiche tudgeth not of affeccion, but accozdynge to iuſtice, Chuſten 
the mcane tyme playng the interceſſout and not the on ſettour. Ys foz bgal- 
beit we now folowe innocencie yet with out naughtye ſynkulnes we had alen 
tyme iuſtely deſeryed the vengeance of God, But Chꝛiſte, koꝛaſmuche ase 
was indaungered with no lynne, yet he caryed the burthen of our ſpnnes vþ61 
his owne bodye that he myghte eaſe vs ot oute burthen,and was offred on the 
tree of the crofſe as a bꝛent offerynge foz oure ſynnes, and by hys vndeſerue 

death he put a wape the deathe that was due vnto vs, that we ſhoulde inthe 
meane tyme folowe the example of his death and reſutreccion, and that 
dead vnto our olde ſynnes and luftes,wherunto we were addicte and dydſs- 
uice we ſhoulde lyue from hencefozth vnto tnnocencie,vnto the which he be 
the fountapne of all innocencte hath conſecrated vs, whiche hathe taken ot 
wickednes him ſelfe that he myght geue his righteouſnes vnto vs. We hid 
offended,and he was beaten: The fault was outs, and the punyſhement lyght 
cruelly vpon him. So þ accozdyng to Eſayes pꝛophecie, we were made whole 
by his ſtripes.Him therfoze you are bounden to thanke koꝛ youre innocencte: 
and in that God tmputeth not the ſynnes of your fozmerlyfe,you are bounde 
to thanke his bondes his ſconrgetnges his woundes, his croffe and his death, 
Foz ye were ſcatred befoze tyme lyke ſhepe withoute a keper, ſtrapenge ſome 
one waye ſome an other, as euerye mannes phantaſpe ledde him, thynkpng 
pou myghte lawfullye do whatſoeuer lyked yotire ſelfe , but you are nowe

Ove lyke as free men ought to allure $ pzpnces and publyke 
magiſtrates, and euen ſo oughte bonde ſernauntes to allure 
thetr maiſcrs vnto the fauouryng of the goſpell,by their obe⸗ 
dient diligence(whych purchaceth frendſhip in cucry place)o2 
dede not to pꝛouoke them by occaſion . if petduentute they 
be vucuteable:euen ſo ought the wines alſo ſhewe themnſelues 
bedyent vnto their hulbandes, not onelye pf they be Chziſtians,but to then 
ill that haue not yet embzaced the doctrine of the goſpell. Foz in dede it maye 
lie come to paſſe,thatſuche as oure pꝛeaching doeth not ſticte, the enticr 
yghtnes, godlynes, womanlpnes, ſobꝛenes, chaſtitie and ſufferaunce of the 
wpfe,maye ouercome and inolipfte them, and in concluſton wynne them vnto

Foz ſyncete good demeanour hath very ſhatpe 
pwckes,whiche,vf a man do marke it nerely, bꝛyngeth to paſſe manye tpmes, 
that carnall loue is turned into a lpirituall loue.That maner of lone is occa⸗ 
ſtoned by welfauourednes of beawtſe,and behautour of apparel, helpyng the 
fayour of'beawtie fozewarde.Jndbehauiour ts occaſioned by the fayze goods 
nes of an entier good hearte ſhynyng in her manners. Therfoze it behoueth 
not wpues, whiche haue p2ofeffed Chʒiſte, to deniſe howe they maye ſet foꝛthe 
themſelues pleaſantly in their huſbandes etes,after the tõmune cuſtome; with 
theyzheare craftyly bxoyded, oz with puttinge on of pꝛecious ſtones, oꝛ gold, 
ind purple tavment, and with other trymmyng of the bodpe, whiche is ſhewed 
outwardly .

This 
is an excellent and a goꝛgeous apparell in the etes of God. By this maner or

To be bꝛiete, lytze as they ate Fbzahams true and very right 
ſonnes that folowe thexample ok his fayth: even ſo are you Sataes daugh: 
ters, which reſembleÞ excellent good womans maners & manly (ubftaiittalneg 
ofmynde, trymmyng vp pour ſelues with good woꝛkes a repoſing all poute 
truſt in God:Xhauing the fruicion of his ayde, there is no cauſe at al. why yo 
ſhould be afraped of womans krailtte.

And as it is the office of matrones, with chaſt obedience a holy maners , and 
wyth mylde loftenes to oucrcome their hulbandes : euen lo is it your patte 
pot men, in no wile to abufe pour autozitte tozwardes pour wyues as me pla- 
png the tyzannes in that they ſubmit theſelues vnto pou, but be rather ſo much 
the leſſc loꝛdely towardes them in þ they make them lelfes your handemaides. 
(They arc compantons of all your eſtates and thynges, what ſo euer bekalleth. 
Let them perceitie pou to be handſome men to lyue withall, a let your wiſdom 
ſuccout the frailtte of their womankynde.

An 
withſtandynge it is not ynough foꝛ you, that thꝛough the floude of baptiſine 
pour ſinnes ate petiſhed, and that wick ed luſtes of the fozmer conuerlacian in 
loſt onles ther be pzeſent a good conſctence alſo in all the lyfe after coꝛteſpoſ 
dent to the benefit of God. Chyiſt died howbeit but only once:he is riſen agait 
neuer to dye: and vnto vs the ſynkulnelſes of oute foꝛmet olde lyfe ate iu ln 
. lozt flapne by the death of Chzilt, that we ſhoulde afterwarde yarn 
- nno 
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qaocencie,and neuer flyde backe agayne in to ſynnes, as muche as lyeth in vs. 
Chat (hall coine to paſſe, it we ſhall, as it were ſettyng moztalytie apatt deſi⸗ 


p aſpire vntoÞ counttey of heauen w al ous whole hertes,the enhetitaũce 
wherof abydeth them that obey the goſpel.Foz ſo Jeſus Chziſte roſeagayne, 
he would not make long taringe after that vpon carth , but cõueyed him 
out of moꝛtall mennes companye vp into heauen:and there hauynge the 
aicion of the glozy of immoꝛtalitie, ſitteth on the fathers tight hande not W- 
out a body, but ſuche a body as death hath now no title to it at all: Ind whyle 
ath goeth about the ſwalowe vp the innocente,tt is vtterly walowed bp it 
Ife:aud while death ſurely reconeth to haue gotten a great pꝛape it became a 
it ſelke. Finally Chʒiſtes victoꝛie is our victozye:and the glozy that went 
deze in him, is ſhewed vnto vs, in caſe we continue ſtyll in the thyng that we 
e begon.and ſticke harde in his foteſte ppes. Againſte him the tozmentes 

wicked pꝛeuailed nothing at all: but in his pacient ſuffryng of them he 
the victozte, he trihumpheth and raigneth alokte ſittyng in heauen aboue 
aungelles, oz whatſoeuer bertue and power there is beſydes. Unto you he 
bathe opened the waye into heauen,that by the ſame wap that he entred in, vou 
mapeaiſo thzuſt in thycke and treefolde into the ſame place. The enheritaunce 
and cettaine the poſſeſſton wherof he hath alſo entred foz your ſakes, 
that you expꝛeſſe your ſelues wozthy of it:that is to ſape, it you ſet your ſtu⸗ 
s vpon the innocencte{which he hath frely geuen)to do good vnto all men, 
tuen to the eupll and thoſe that punyſhe pou,as much as vnto you pertep⸗

27 not the pleaſures of thys lyfe, but thzoughe ſuffryngeofaf- 
flpcctons foz a tyme came vnto the glozyeofheauen,andſeing 
| t he hath conquered the aduerlaries with the weapons of 
1&6 pactente ſufferaunce:it is reaſon that you, which pzofeſſe your 
l lelues to be his diſciples , ſhoylde arme pour lelues with the 
bke purpoſe of mynde.

from all vncleanes of ſynne. Thole that haue thepꝛ blynde darkenes pet fiyll/ 
haue maruatle at this ſo great a chaungeing of mpndes and lyfe in you, and 
thynke ſcozne that their rtotouſnes is condemned by pour temperate kate, and 
that their lyfe(whiche lloweth ouer with all kyndes of intemperatnce)ts bia 
med by yonre honeſt vpꝛightnes.

Chat inan ts fallen out of the tewarde ol heauen that hunteth after the hyꝛe of 
his office at mennes handes here in this wozlde .

fut our doctrine was not ſuche gayꝛe, as the philoſophers teache whoſe dzifte 
is to perſwade by craftilye conueyed fables, and humapne ſubtilttes, the thing 
that they thein ſelues vnderſtande not, and dyſagree allo amonge them ſelucs» 
But we haue in no wyle folowed theſe wapes,in openpnge vnto you the per 
and comtniuge of our loꝛde Jelu Chaiſt,and in pzeachinge vnto you his maie⸗ 
ſite, whiche we haue lene with thele ipes . Foz he vouchedſafe to exhibite vuts 
tettaine of his owne afoze his death ſome ſpecial token, with what mightie pos 
ver and with what he ſhall once come. tp tudge the quicke and the dead, 
and what wonderfull felicitie he ſhal geue vnto them that loue him ; 
Fcz where God the father endued him all wholy with glozye and honour, in⸗ 
ſomuche that his counten aunce ſhoone as bzight as the ſunne, and his clothes 
were moꝛe white than the ſnowe ſo karre, that mannes ipes coulde not abyde ta 
beholde the heauenly ſyght, and there came alſo an exceadpngemoſt honouta⸗ 
ble teſtimonte of che fathers voyce whiche was bzought downe from highe vns 
tohim fromthe gloztous mateſtte of þ father.

They with 
their pꝛomiſſes pzepare as it were mennes myndes to the ttueth of his goſpel; 
inthat they ſhadowe and as it were couertly poynt out, the thing that the gaſ# 
bell doeth openly pzeache.Therfoze J doe not diſallowe,chat the Jewes beyng 
behementlye geuen to the pzophetes p2ophectenges , ſeke there fox the come 
nge of Melſlas. Foꝛ it is a ſteppe ſomewhat vato the faythe of the goſpel,to 
beleue that Chzrſt ſhoulde come . Foꝛ a man ſhall the moze ſoner beleue that 
Chitftets come, pf he be parſwaded that he ſhoulde come. Therfoze there is 
od hope of him that beynge not yet lightened with the lyght of the GolpelL 
is attentive vnto the p:ophetes , as to a candell appeatinge in a darcke 
ace, Foz it is better to haut ſome lyght than no light, tyll the ſunue come, 


and the daye dawne,todzyue aware all darkenes, and to obſcure eyen that 24 
dl. 
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dell, and that the daye terre of goſpell pꝛeachinge mape ſhyne bꝛyght in peut 
hartcs,whiche declareth that the ſonne is at hande . The layinges of the pꝛo⸗ 
phetes are to this vle pzofytable,yf they that tiade them, conlidet that þ ſeri: 
ture of pzophecyinge befoze hande is darkly hydden vnder couerte of figureg, 
Ecan not be vnderſtãden without int ei pꝛetatiõ. And Þ is not eucry mannes in: 
tetpꝛetaccion, noꝛ after tuerv mannes atbitrement. Foz the pꝛophetes, whiche 
ſpake of thinges befoze hande, did not ſpeake after their owne bꝛaine no; altet 
the deuyſe of their owne mynde,but where they were holy men and pure from 
al humatne luſtes,Þ holy goſt inſpired thetr hattes a vſing them as his inſttu⸗ 
metes, he ſignified his mynde vnto vs by the accoꝛdingly. The thing Þ men la 
fozth by mannes deuyte, map be perceaued by mannes wytte. But þ thing bis 
ſet fozthe by the inlptracton ofthe holy goſt,requireth an tncerp;etoure inſpired 
with the lyke ſpirite . They that applye the thing, whiche is ſpoken of Chzifte, 
vnto any woꝛldlye king:they that dzawe the thing that is ſpoken ofthe lyte ot 
heauen, vnto the fclicitic of this wozlde : they that interpꝛete the thing that ig 
ſpoken of the treaſures of the mynde of the cominodittes of this wozlde : dog 
verv farre ſwetue from the miſticall meanyng of the pꝛophecy. Nether are they 
eafely perſwaded that Chꝛiſt is come, in that by falſe interpzecacion of the pe 
phecte,thep imagine to them ſelues a certatne earthlye Meſſias, ſuche a one ag 
be ſhewed not him ſelfe tobe ; And fo that caule they acknowledge hun not 
not that he vatieth from the ſpirituall ymage of the pzophecpe, but that hedit: 
kereth from the ymagtned ydolc of faſlye feyned intetpꝛetacion.

'W. wy petites, is a falſe interxpꝛetoure. There were in tymes paſt falſe 
1 pꝛophetes even amonge the Jewes, whiche epther to pyke a 
—thanke at 5 pꝛinces hande oz elles fo; vauntage ſake, oz fox has 
fred of other; pꝛophetied the thinge, whiche the ſpirite of God ſpake not, bun 
that they had in their aſſemblyes imagined them ſclues. They countrefatcting 
their behauiout as thoughe they had ben true pꝛophetes, deteaued folyſhe peo⸗ 
ple, and repyned againſt the true pꝛophetes with theit lyinges . Ind fs after 
my deceaſſe alſo there ſhall aryſe ſuche, as ſhall falſclp boaſte them ſelucs to be 
teachers of the goſpell, where as they ſhall be nothinge elles but maiſters of 
falſeheade. They ſhall ſwatue krom the doctrine of the goſpell, and bꝛinge in

mennes gloles:tn ſtede of the tructh that bꝛingeth ſaluacts, they ſhall cloute in 


pernicious lectes, fox theit owne gapne, that pattaine rather to their owne glo⸗ 
rye and theit owne tyꝛannve, than vnto Chꝛiſtes afaites: and they ſhall goe on 
ſtyll into ſo great madneſſe, that they ſhall not be aftaped vntzyndlye to denye 
tuen their Loꝛde Jeſus, by whole bloude they were tedemed, and whole name 


they 
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they once pzofefſed,and ſhall be moze wicked than the very heathens, whiche | 
neuct pzotelled Chʒiſt. By the whiche their dooinges they ſhall pzouoke the | 
pengeaunce of God vpon them lelues , and it ſhall not onely nothinge auaple 
them that they once pzofeſſed Chzilt, but they (hall alſo pull vpenthem lelueg 
ſpedy deſttuccion, God taking vengeaunce vpon them. Howbeit it were but a 
(wall mattet, yt none were lolt, but onely they, which are alteady loſte, but they 
hall alſo dzawe many with them into deſtruccion Foz falle doctrine teachers 
kynde diſciples of their owne, and boatinge them lelyes boldely vpon the, 
they (hall not be afraped to tayle vpon the goſpelles trueth whiche you haue 
teceaued of vs;nether ſhall they purely handle the woꝛde of the golpel, becauſe 
hey ſee it maketh nothinge auayleably to theit gredynes,but beyng bent vnto 
— pꝛiuate lucte they ſhall begple pour ſimple plapneſſe with feyned 
o mmunicacion, not going about to wynne you vnts Chziſte, but to plucke to 
them ſelues the greateſt gayne they can from you. Foz they lee that the goſpels 
doctrine is [mally pleaſaunt vnto them, whiche are cralled with the delpces 
ofthis wozlde, they lee it is no nyce delycate matter, to doe as wee doe, defede 
the ſyncet itie of the goſpelles Doctrine conftauntly againſt the wicked, thzough 
il deathes. Thertoze ſhall they defple the true doctrine of Chꝛiſt: and in ſtede 
it they (hall teache thoſe thinges, that are pleaſaunt to the groſſe heatets ta⸗ 
ther than holſome: and thoſe thinges that purchaſe theim ſubſtaunce and res 
nowne in the woꝛlde and not with God. Foz they ſhall couet rather foz glos 
yt and pleaſure that (hai laſt but a while to purchale eucrlaſtinge deſtruccion 
bothe to them ſelues and to others than thꝛoughe ſhozte tozmentes of the body 
tothzuſt out vnto felicitie that neuet Chal die. Beware you folow not thoſe gui⸗ 
des, excepte that pou wpll goe ſtteight wape into deſtruccion. Nether let it de⸗ 
(aye pou,in that they are alofte in hyghe eſtate in this wozlde, in that they arg 
uche in that they lyue at thcir owne eaſe. They ſhall not long haue the fruicion 
ofthis continuaunce of falſe felicitie. Foz lyke as the godlp ſhal in a while at- 
teyne their rewardes which God hath alreadye decreed long agoe, euen lo thele 
mennes pepne inaketh ſpedy haſt vnto thein,nether doeth their deſttuccion llepe 
hat hall ſodainlye oppꝛeſſe thoſe that be careles and lyue in a ſecutitie. They 
maye deceaue mennes tudgementes, but they can not deguyle God.Howloeuer 
men,ouer whome they haue autozitie,doe foꝛgeue them, God, which is afrayed 
no mans inyght wyll not fo:zgeue them. 


CFoz yt God ſpared not the aungels that ſynned, but caft them downe into hell, and de⸗ 
lyyeted them into chaynes of darcknes, to be puntſhed, to be kept vnto indgement : nether Tbe texte. 
ſpated the olde wozlde, butſaued Noe the eight pꝛeacher of rightewpſnes, and b2ought 
mtheftoude vpon the woꝛlde ot the vngodly, audturned the cities of 3odom and Gomo: 
toaſſhes: ouerthzew them, damued them, aud made on them an enſample vnto thoſe 
ſhat after ſhoulde lyue vugodlye . And iuſt Lot vexed with the vnclenly conuerſacion 
ofthe wicked, del yueted de. Fo: he bepnge righteous, and dwelling among them in ſeyng 
ind heating, vered his righteous ſoule from daye to dape with their bulawfull dedes. 
TheLo2de knoweth howe to delyuet the godly out of temptacion, and to reſcrue the vn⸗ 
lale vato the dape of tudgement foz to be punyſche d: but chefly them that walke after the 
feſthe in the luſt of vnclennes,# deſpyſe auctozitie.Pzeſumpreous ate they , ENtudbo2ne, 
whiche feare not to ſpeake euyll ot tem thatercell in wozfhippe . When the angels 
whicye are greater bothec in power and might, receaue notofthe Z o2de taplynge iusge⸗ ; 
nent againſt them ſelues. But theſe as bꝛute beaſtes, naturally bzongyt fozthe to be tak# 
and deſtroyed, ſpcake cupil ot the thinges that they vnderſtande not, and ſhall peatiſche in 
their awne detruccion, and receaue che re warde of varitghtewpſnes.

his wyll was to haue ſaued out of ſo mightte a great multitude of moꝛtal um 
becauſe the reſidue hauinge contemned the gentle ſuffraunce of God, he auh 
in makynge the Arke teſtikted, that he dꝛad the vengeaunce of the alinightye, 
And wyl not he punyſhe the people of theſe daycs, which with powꝛyng down 
aſhowze of bꝛimſtone, bꝛought ſo many cities, and ſo flozilſhinge a counitey a 
Sodome and Gomoꝛe into aſſhes, and marred them lo vtterly, that theti u. 
maineth nothing, dut an hoꝛtible and a peſtileut ſtinkynge martice, foz a te 
monye what payne abydeth them. whiche with lyke wickednes pꝛouoke ß wu 
of God vpon them ſelues ! Ind lyke as vnto them their owne wickednes ws 
their owne deſtruccion, euen lo the innocencie of Lot turned to his ſaluacion:

Fo2 in aſmuche as he was pure and chaſte bothe in os 
and eates, it was a gteusus to2ment foz a gobly diſpoſed mynde, to heare dat, 
and [ce daily. the thinges that he abhoꝛted withall his whole hearte. | 
By theſe it is ſufficiently declared, chat God never ſuffreth, any man to lac 
the rewarde ok his innocencie, neither any maus wickednes to be vnpumilſhen 
although he gentlye beate ſome koꝛ a ſeaſon , Þ they might once repent:pea4 
though he ſutfre his owne ſometime to be tẽpted foꝛ a while, yet whi tyme is he 
can dlyuer the godly out of ſozowes: a conttatyewyſe he can reletue p vngodly 
againſt the daye of the laſt iudgement to be pun'ſhed with eternall tozment(y 
foz euerinoze. No kynde of vntighteoulnes Halbe ſuffred vnpuniſhed. But 
thoſe ſhall ſpectally ſuffre paynes , whiche as it were diſtruſtinge the zn 
miles of the goſpell folowe in this woꝛlde that whiche is delectable to the body, 
ſeruynge fylthy outtagious luftes, thcrwith they defyle their whole lyfe en 
euety ſyde.

; CThis is the ſeconde epiſtle that q now wapte vito you dedtely beloued, wherwith 
Ailettde your ſincete mynde, dy puttyng you in remembiaunce, that ye mape de mynd⸗ 

ll ot the woꝛdes (which were tolde be toze ot the yoly pꝛiophetes) and alſo the commali⸗ 
dement of vs whic he be àpoſties of the Loꝛde and ſauiour. Thys fyiſt vaderſtande, tba 
there (hall come iu the laſte dayes mockers (in dyſceatetuines) woicy wyll walke after 
they2 owne luſtes, and laye: Where is the pꝛomes of his comming: Fo ſence rhe fathers 
pped, all thinges continue inryeſameeſtate wherin they were at tye beginnyng. Foz thys 
they knowe not (and that wylfully) how that the heauens a greate whyle ago were, and 
thecrty oute of the water appeared vp thozowe the water, by the wozde of God : by the 
wyicte thyuges che wozldbe that then was, perypſhed ,beyng oucr runne with water. But 
heauens and erth which are now, be kept by hys woꝛde in doze, and reſcrucd vats tyn 
agayalt the daye of iudgement aud perdicyon of vngodly incu. 


5 Earcly beloued, theſe matters I beate in with many wozdes vn⸗ 
to pou and euen now in theſe myne other letters J warne you of 
the (elf ſame thing, not that J doubt of the vpztghtneſle of your 
mynde, but that you may haue in remembzaunce imoze and moze 
: be thinge that you know and hold, and do that you do with the 
moꝛe hatty chearcfulnes and conſtaunt ſtcdfaftnes. Pou ſhall 
de in the lelle petil ok hurning by their vngracious doctrine, ik you remeb2e,that 
it was ſpoken of by the holy pꝛophetes in tymes paſte, whiche gaue warnyng 
to beware of this kynde of men. And il pou do temembꝛe that we gaue the ſame 
pzecept, whiche ate the Apoſtles of the lozde and ſauiour Jeſu Chꝛiſt who foz- 
dad chat nomanne ſhould geue eareto ſuch as in ſtede of the Golpelles truth, 
ung in pernictous doctrine. This therkoze knowe pou kyzſt of all, that there 
ſhall come hereafter, not pzeachers but mockers, being connyngly furnyſhed 
with ſleightes and ſubtill deceates, to beguyle the ignoꝛaunt withall:whiche 
Hall not folowe thoſe thynges that Chatſte taught vs, but like as their like 
ſhall be after the luſtes of their owne hart, ſo (hail they teache after their owne 
appetite,thoſe thinges that ſhalbe ficte foz ſuche a maner of life. Foz tnaſmuche 
ds they life is filthy, they ſhall not be deſyzous of the loꝛdes commyng : And 
fo; that cauſe ſake ſhall they perſwade bothe to them ſelues and others, that be 
tal not come agayn,and ſaye: where is the pzompſed reſurreccion-whereis the 
ſudgement! where are the ſondzpe ſoztes of rewardes accoꝛding to the delertes 
of lyuing e whan cometh he that is loked koz day by day in vayne: Foz they ſhal 
thinke (urcly that he (hall never come, bycauſe hys commyng is put of foz a 


tyme. What token(ſape thep)ts there of che reſurreccton-QOur fathers ate dead 


oneafter an other, and neuer one hathe riſen agayn to life yet hythetto . And 
ltke as ſence the creacion of the woꝛlde all thinges are engendꝛed by the enter⸗ 
chaungable courles of the dyeng and of the lyuing, euen lo vnto thys tyme re- 
mayneth theſame courſe of nature, whereas by mutacion of the wozlde that 
hathe ben befoze, we may gather that there ſhalbe a newnes hereafcer. Ind like 
ag the mutacton chaunced , what tyme they loked not fo it that lyued after 
theyz owne fylthy luſtes, euen ſo ſhall the nouacion happen, whether we be⸗ 
leue it, oʒ not beleue it. Foꝛ thys thyng they ate not ware of, o2 (as J ſuppoſe 
tather ) they diſſemble to knowe, that the heauens were created long a goe and 
alſo the eatthe which the waters, wherwith it was coucred, made bare.a great 
power of waters alſo hanging alofte. And whan mankynde was almoſte alto⸗ 
gether defiled with vices, God being offended, ſent the flood and deſtroyed the 


woꝛld of that tyme, reſeruing only eight perſons, which had folowed Innocẽcy. 
C. D. ii. Thig 
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This vntuerſall tudgement God exerciſed at that tyine,tn pourgeing andre; 
newing the earth thzough water. Than the heauens contpnue pet ſtul as 
wete cteated and they ate reſerued to fyze, by the whiche they (hall alſo be pur: 
ged in the daye of iudgement, whan the wicked ſhalbe deſtropcd by fyze,ltke ag 
in times palte they periſhed by water. Fozaſinuche than as it is a thing moſte 
cettapn that that daye ſhall come it maketh no matter, whether it come later a 
ſooner: T his only ſtandeth vs in hande to pꝛouide foz, that whan lo cucr it ci 
meth, it fynde not vs vntcadp. We in our conceytes thinke ſome thinges long, 
& ſome thinges ſhoꝛte: but vnto God there is nothing, neyther ſhoꝛte noz long, 
In his pꝛomiſſes he foloweth not the appetites of vs, but his owne cternallz 
vnchaungeable decreed counſail, vnto whome nothyng is neither paſte noz i 
come but al thinges are pꝛeſent. But vnto vs what lo eucr he hath pꝛomiſed he 
exhibeteth in the tune that he hath appointed befoze hande to him ſelf. Foz elles, 
W him al is one whether there be one day paſt oꝛ a thouſand pearcs. M ith the 
ſame faithful aſſurednes doeth he perkoꝛme the thing whiche he perfozmeththe 
later, that he doeth the thyng he doeth moꝛe ſpedilyet. Foz as concernyng hin 
ſelke, he hathe perkoꝛmed euen nowe the thing, that he hathe purpoſed to pers 
koꝛme. Foꝛ he dooeth not chaunge his putpoſe and after the maner of delapers 
pꝛozogue and put of his pꝛomple as ſome falfly tudge of hun, meaſuring God 
after their own condictons : but he pꝛeſcribeth the ſpace to be longer ſomtymes 
foz your ſake , becauſe Vpon his tendze mercpe and gentilnes he woulde hau 
none to peryſh.butis deſirotis to haue all men once to repent, that thoſe which 
petyſhe, haue no cauſe to fpnde fault that they wanted ſpace tochaunge then 
life in to better. Ind that dape ſhall come vnloked foz, and (hall come creping 
vpon men, none otherwile,than a thefe in the night cometh vpon them that an 
a fleape. In that dape there ſhall be ſo greate violence of fyʒe, that the heauens 
hall paſſe with a mightie greate fozce in to an other kinde:But the elementet 
whervpon thts lower wozld conſiſteth, ſhalbe diſſolued with heate:and fynally 
the eatthe, and the thinges therin conteyned, ſhalbee burned with fyze, and al 
the whole nature of thinges ſhalbee cleane purged « Ind if it bee of neceſſitie 
that all thinges ſhalbe ſo pure, that theſe thinges ſhall alſo be diſſolued, whiche 
offende not: howe muche ftandeth it vs in hande diligently to endeuour, that 
that daye mape kynde vs thzoughly purged and vptight in all holynes of life, 
and in all tudious affap:es of godlynes . In the meane ſtalon this muſte bee 
with muche ſpedynes kozecaſte, that you be alwaye in a teadynes, whan ſo eter 

that dape ſhall come, whoſe ſtraight iudgement no manne ſhalbee hable 

to eſcape :whiche ſhall ſuffreno thyng to be impure, ſo muche that 
the heauens muſt be diſſolued with kyꝛe, and the elementes con- 
ſtrayned to melt with heate. And after this, we loke,accoz- 
dyng to hys pꝛomiſſe, foz new heauens and a newe 
eatthe, that haue no coꝛtupcion, no fault:that 
we, in whome ſhalbe no cozrupt mpnde, 
mapye haue the fruicion of 
them being vncoꝛtupt. 
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not ſpede with all one fapth in to the lande of pzvintſe:and bnto them the good: | 
nes of God wits not onely vnauaplable, but afſb'it turned in to the heapeof- 
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thepz damnacton:enen ſo bnto vs it auayfeth nothyng to haue once ſet aparte p 
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Of Saincte Jude. Folixxiii. 


bickednes, and perliſted not ſtill in the condition they were in, he thzewe them 
downe headlong out of heauen, and hauyng depzyued them of the light of hea⸗ 
uen he damned them in euerlaſting darkenes in hel. And there they ate reſcrued 
in cheynes that can not be loced, vnto the day of the laſt iudgement whetin be⸗ 
yng condemned they ſhall be commaunded to euetlaſtyng paynes. Nowe So⸗ 
dome and Gomoꝛte and the relidue of the cities therunto adioynyng (where as 
they floziſhed in all pleynteous wealthe of thynges) becauſe they abuſed the li⸗ 
betall bounteouſnes of God vnto tiot and outtagious luſte, defilyng them ſel⸗ 
ues with wiked and abominable ſoꝛtes of kilthines ate diſpatched by the wiath 
of God, being conſumed with fyze fromheauen, to thintente they myght bee an 
example vnto other that abuſe the benefites of Chzift vnto the filthynes of lifes 
Foz they ſhall not eſcape the like peyne, that ſpnne after like ſozte.Doe not they 
ſinne after like ſozte, which being deluded with Aouening bzeames of falſe plea- 
ſures, doe not only defile theyz owne bodies, but alſo ſet naught by theyz tu⸗ 
lers and thole that are in autoꝛytie: and are not aftaped to tayle agaynſt them, 
bnto who foꝛ thautozyties ſake they are in, they ought to do teuetece- But Miz 
chael tharchangel, whan he had dilputactd with the deuil coccrning the body of 
Moſes, was yet afrayed opely to ſpeake raylingly to the deuill though he were 
the moſte filthye fcende. But where he could not abyde his wicked calkyng, he 
moderately tempꝛed his cutle, after this wyſe:Thelozde(quod he)rebitke thee, 
Than if Michael were afrayed to ſpeake cutſedly to the deuill. howe muche 
inozetntolerable a thyng do they, that are not afrayed to curſe oz ſpeake cupl of 
men that are ſet in autoꝛitie and dignitie ouer them-But thele mennes petuer⸗ 
ſitie is ſo great, that where they haue no cauſe, yet they ſpeake euyl tothe and 
naple agaynſt thoſe thynges that they vnderſtande not. On that other parte 
they are ſo ſoze coꝛtupte with ryot and lechetous luſte , that in thoſe thynges; ' 
wherin bꝛute beaſtes being quite without reaſon, lyue well and temperately.as 
in meate, dꝛynke, and in carnall copulacion, tn theſe matters they behaue them 
ſelues moſte vnthaiftyly.But woo bee vnto them that (hall haue the commune 
tewarde to happen vpon them with thoſe, whole wikednes they folowe the ex⸗ 
ample ot. Foʒ they ſet not Jeſus Chʒiſt befoze their eies to take example at but 
Capn that killed his owne bꝛothtt, vnts whome the myſchieuous ſoze of enuie 
perſwaded fyrſt of al to doe murther:and Balaain, who being cozrupt with lu⸗ 
cre, went about to curle the people, who God had bleſſed: alſo Choze, who ha⸗ 
uyng ſtered a conſpitacie, toſe againſt Moſes, and with his ſwozne tonſpirouts 
was by an hoꝛtible example quyte diſpatched. Theſe ate they, which where you 
liue purely and chaſtely and embzace Goſpelike chatitie, ate as ſpottes diſgta⸗ 
ceing your companp:and where you faſt, they geue them ſelues to ryotous ban⸗ 
kettinges one with an other. Nether are they teſttayned foꝛ reucrence oz feate 
of any man from lycencious fiithynes but without reſpecte raſhly folowe that 
thing that pleaſeth theyꝛ own appetites. Ind yet in thele dedes doing, they pꝛo⸗ 
felſe them ſclucs to be teachers of the golpell, and guydes to true vertue. But 
they ate like vnto cloudes, whiche hang a loft, and where as they woulde ap⸗ 
peare to be difpoſed to rapne vpon the thyꝛſty grounde, pet they are dzye,and 
haue no water to ſuccout the grounde withall , but are taſhlye caryed about 
here awaye and there 4wape with theyz owne vapne luſtes: bepng lyke vnto 
trees, whiche in the later ende of cone hatueſt be fapze bloſſomed, and make a 
lyeng hope of fruite, whan they muſte wpther by and vy, not onely being all — | 
| 2 gether 
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gether bnfrutefull,but alſo twyes dead, in that they neyther haue like them ſel⸗ 
ues vnto Goſpellyke godiynes.anddzawe other with them into deſtruccion; 
nether is there and moze hope of life tn the, than trees plucked vp by the totes, 
whetin is no hope that they (hall ſpꝛyng agayne : who inalmuche as they ate 
vnquiet and geuen to ſectes, thep alwapes with ſome maner of newe vp;oare 
dyſtutbe the quietnes of the congtegacpon, being ltke vnto the outtagious 
waues of the lea that ruſhe them vp on hye,and koz all that they doe nothyng, 
but caſte abzoade they; owne rebukes and ſhames at othet as much as in them 
lteth:andare like vnto ſtattes, whiche whan they pzetende with ſhewe of light 
to be guydes of the wape, pet inalmuch as they are raungers about, and folow 
not conſtauntip that whiche is ſtreighte , but are led awape by theyz cwne af- 
fectes now hither now thyther , they carye thoſe that bee ſymple and incitcum⸗ 
ſptcte into ſhipwzake. Theſe maner ſtarres that ſct out them ſeluts with a falſe 
teyned light in this woꝛld befoꝛe men,ſhal not eſcape the iudgement of God,al- 
though he doe not nowe pꝛeſently punyſh them, but teſetucth them to the eter: 
nali dark enes of hell. Theſe men, albeit they are riſcn vp in out tymes pet leſle 
pou ſhould thinke that ſome new thyng were chaunced vnto you, Enoch, which 
was the leuenth krom Adam, pzophecyed of them long agoe, and of their toꝛ⸗ 
inentes which they muſt in tyme commyng ſuffre.Foz he ſpeaketh on this wie; 
Beholde the lozde commeth with an innumerable multitude of his ſaynctes, to 
pꝛactice tudgement agaynſte all, and to tepꝛoue all thole that are wiked, of all 
theyz dedes whiche they haue wikedly doone,and of all thinges that they haus 
ſtubbetnely and feartelp ſpoken agapnſt him: not only thole that ate naughty 
ſpnfull lpuers, but alſo the wikedandcontumelious petſoncs agaynſte God, 
Foz in dede they, ſeing they meaſure ß felicitie of this life by the plcafure ofthe 
body, beate impaciently, it they foztune to haue affiiccion oz diſcommoditie ne⸗ 
ther ate they afrayed to mutmute agaynſte God in theyz querilinges, that he 
made manne after ſuche ſoꝛte, that he ſhould be but of ſhoꝛte life, that he ſhould 
be endaungered to diſeaſes, wiſhing this life to be moſte exceadingly long and 
out of daungier of diſpleaſures,becauſe they haue no ttuſte of the lyfe to come. 
And pet where they can perceaue theſe ſo ftithre and ſo vile mattets in they; 
myndes yet theyꝛ mouth boaſteth of cettapn greate high matters,and pꝛokel⸗ 
leth a cettayn wonderfull learned loue of wiledome, where as they not onely 
lerue voluptuouſnes molt vileſt that may be but alſo handmaking of gavnes, 
whiche thinge dooeth moſte pꝛincipally defile the doctrine of Chuſte.Fo! they 
ſpeake not thoſe thinges that the tructh of the Goſpel teacheth, but the thinges 
that are pleaſaunt and acceptable to them, whom they hope to get any vaun⸗ 
tage by. Agaynſt the pooze they are tyꝛannes, but towardes the ryche they are 
very clawbackes. The malice of theſe men ſhall the leſſe encombze you (dear- 
ly beloucd ) if ye remcmbze, that it was tolde bcfoze hande in tymes paſteof 
the other of the Ipoſtles of our loꝛd Jeſu Chuſt? namely of Paule and Pe* 
ter. Foz they tolde vs, that in the later tymes.there ſhoulde riſe vp mockers, 
that ſhoulde dcfyle the moſt pure doctrine of Chꝛiſte with they? wiked gredy- 
nes, not lyuing after the rule of the Goſpell, but after they: owne wiked and 
abominable affcctes. Ind them a manne maye knowe by thys marke. Wher⸗ 
as other that lpue after the ſpirite of Chꝛiſte, and hauyng contemned carthy 
thinges ſec theyz ſtudie vpon heauenly thynges , agree in one quiet concoꝛde, 
theſe ſtiete vp diſſencions, becauſe they bee wozldelinges, and geupng du 
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ſelues in to the ſeruice of woꝛldly affectes, and voyde of the ſpitite they hunt 
aftcr — — pleaſures, ſeke to teigne aloft, and ſctape after lucte. Ind 
thoſe that let theyz myndes vpon theſe matters , ate not fitte foz Chziſten con⸗ 
c0zde- Foz they had rather diſturbe the ttanquilitte of the llocke, than to bee 
hzought in to oꝛdze. But as foz you, deare bzethzen, that ate ſpirituall, ſee you 
ue diligence, that you maye be moꝛe and moze,as lyuing ſtones, heaped to⸗ 
in to the buylding of God, cleauing faſt to the ſure koundacion of ybut 
moſte holy ſacred kaithe. Once you were petſwaded that the godly ſhoulde not 
want theyꝛ rewardes,how ſoze lo euer they ate afflycted here in this life,tequire 
not tewatde chgrfoze in (of wozlde:aud the wiked (hould not kaile of thep; de⸗ 
erued tozingnees, couet not to teuenge yous ſeſues. Ind therfoze make carneſt 
aycng#0z the helpe of God continually with pure aud ſpitituall pꝛapets, and 
heſerue you euety one othet with mutuall concoꝛde, and mutuall charitie,Foz 
Godheareth none but thoſe that be of one harte. Nether put you any diſtruſt, 
{you be turmopled ſondzy wayes in this woꝛlde foꝛ Chaiftes ſake, but loke foz 
the mercie of God to be exhibit ed not in this life, but in the lyfe that neuer ſhall 
ade. In the meane ſeaſon hauyng conſideracton of the perſones,gene you dilt- 
gence,to ſaue al men. ſome gently and frendely in calling them agapn vnto bet⸗ 
ter-purpoſe,and the other laue with keare as if you catched them out of the kite: 
and date not Þ me, but this carcas defiled with pearthy affectes, wherwith mans 
nde is buxthened and defiled,as it were a cote ſoyled in filthe. Ind it is con⸗ 
wzient to amende other mens faultes ſd much the moze — that no man 
dung conuerſaunt in this ſely body can chole but bee vncleane.Foz that is not 
iathe power of man leſte any manne ſhould boaſtingly chalenge pꝛapſe to him 
(eife,buc all glozye,might, empire and power bec onely vuto God our ſautour, 
<ough Jeſus Chzi& our lozd,not onely in this wozld, but befoze alt wozides 
nan all ages to come foz ener & euer. Foz in dede there is none but god alone 
that is hable to gene thys vnto thoſe that labour foz it, that although being en⸗ 
ironed with the ſely fraple body, the woꝛld calleth you on euery ſide away fro 
thepurpoſe of godlynes, yet you kepe your ſelues Innocent ſtill to the ende, a 
that not onely me can fynd nothing in your maners, to fynde faulte at, but alſo 

that you are oꝛdayned ſuch in the light of Goddes Maieſtte that he is dil- 
pleaſed with uothyng in you, whiche leeth the molte inwarde paſſages 
of pour myndes. And whan that ſhall come to paſſe,you ſhall retopce 

and be glad in the commyng of our loꝛde Jeſu Chꝛiſt, whan o⸗ 
ther all make heauy cheate, whiche in the meane 
ſpace to lyue ſwetly . And that thys mape ſo be, 
pzaper ought to = made with all earneſt 
deſpzes.

ſure grounded foundacion of a Goſpellike faithe. Foz excepte you wete'ÞViter- 
4 perſwaded;that the reward of Jimmozealttie ts oꝛdapned foz them, that here: 
in thts woꝛlde are afflicted fox the glozy of Chaiſtes ſake, you would not wil⸗ 
lingly and with mery chearcfull ſtomakes ſuffre ſo much (0z0wes.Than{cing 
that God woulde haue our laluacion to be moſte chiefly alcribed vngofaithe, 
this apperteyneth to the glozy of the Goſpell, that men inape th:zoughly per⸗ 
naue by ſure argumentes, that your faithfull ttuſte is no communettyfipng, 
tether wauering faithe. but a ſtrong ſtedfaſte and an inuincible faithe.Foz the 
thinge that is countertaicte, oꝛ vayne,oz feble.is moued out of place, whan the 
fone of ſoꝛowes cdmeth bluſtteing in. But that muſte nedes be true and of a 
ute grounde, that is nether ouctcome noz beaten awape with banyſhmente 
ng with pouettie, ne with deſpitefull entreating, ne with pꝛiſoninges, ne with 
bhippes, nether yet with deathe it ſelf, It is counpted a wonderful conſtancye 
of mpade, ik à man paciently ſuffer valucky foztune with an Vnbzoken ſto⸗ 
e, but whan they ſhall playnly perceaue, that you ſuffer thinges of them 

lues bothe __ and bittet, with chearefull and mery retopcing hattes:to 
cen (hamefall entreating done vnto pou foz the pzofefſion of Chziſtes ſake 
tobe the higheſt gloꝛyt:to counte loſſe of goodes, fox the ticheſte wynnynge:ta 
teme the greuous toꝛmentes of body, koꝛ the pledge of enerlaſtpng plealurc: 
toiudge death which is a thing moſte hozrible of al, to be nothing elles, but the 
thichold a entrie of p immoꝛtalitie to come: they ſhal vndoubtedly perceaue,Þ 
— hope, wher being furniſhed you coutene thoſe matters:ts not a coinune 
e, nether pzoceding only of mans petſwaſiõ but to be confirmed by infpi- 
tact of the power of God. Hotwithſtã ding like as fayth is not yet thzoughly 
glowed,onles it expꝛeſle it ſelfe by godlines of lite ⁊ good turnes towardes the 
neighbouts euẽ ſo pacience (hal not haue his thꝛoughly perfite pꝛaiſe onles p 
hike as it is ſtrong a cheareful in ſuffring of ſoꝛowes, euen ſo it be cõſtaunt of 
itſelf in pꝛactiſing ol good wozkes, It is a great mattet to ſuffte ſoꝛowes W a 
good wil. but foz the only gloꝛy of Chꝛiſte:but it is a thꝛoughly perfit matter, 


whiama is euil done to hi ſelt to do good foz al me:not to the only which de- 
X E.. ſerue 
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kerue it, but to the alſo which do hi þ euil. Fox lo it ſhall come to pale, p pou beig 
mebzes ſhalbe cofoumably like vnts þ head diſciples to þ ſcholemaitter,childze 
vnto the tathet, in caſe you bee petfects vpright in every point. a nothing wan⸗ 
ting in pou, that pettepneth to the te abſolute furniture of the godlynes of 
the Gglpell: This, J confeſſe the lawe of Poles demaũded not # this allo les 
meth folplhnes to the-wile of this woꝛlde:but it is a new kynde ot Philoſophy 
that hathe taught vs thts newe wiſedome, whiche Chzilte the heauenly docto; 
hathebzought in to the wozlde. In this philoſophie if a man be not pet ſuttici: 
entip cofitmed,itisnot fog him to tunne vnto Þ Philoſophers of this wozld,foz 
thetr doctrine is ouer muche tempꝛed with myngle mangle, than can ſuffice to 
Accompliſhe ſo greate a weightie matter. Jt is aboue the powers ot moztall 
mene, that is pzelcribed. It hathe nede of theceleſtiall helpe,and thertozether 
is an Heauenly rewarde oꝛdayned · They that meaſute all thepz matecrs after 
the pleaſufcs and diſplealutes of this wozlde, if they bee at any tyme oppeſte 
withloꝛowes they alte counſail of men, they aſke helpe ol men: But pou muſte 
aſtze oł God the helpe of heauenlp wiledome. Foz he geueth vnto al, not only to 
the Jewes, but allo to the gentiles, and he geueth accozdyng to hys owne lybe⸗ 
call bounteouſnes plentikully, and caſteth none in the teeth with hys good 
turne. e tequiteth no gramercye of vs, nethet nedeth he any mannes helpyng 
hande. It is the Phariſces wozdeto ſape: lozde doe that J aſke, foz J taſte 
twyſe in the weke. But the right godly man pꝛaytth thus: Jam vnwoꝛthy of 
thy bounteous goodnes, Jam wozthy of wzathe, but pet fo; all that loke bp⸗ 
on thy ſetuant, koꝛ thou by nature arte good and mercifull. Chertoe it a man 
de mynded to obtepne of hym that he aſketh, let him aſke without deſtruſting; 
without doubt oz waueting. Let him not conſidzc the weight of the aſtlicciös, 
let him not marke his owne power, let him only cõſidꝛe þ God is the moſte belt 
and moſte mightte, of whome he dependeth. He that putteth hys wholetruſte 
in the helpe of God, is [ure and ſtedfaſt , But whoſoeuet doubteth waueting⸗ 
Ive and loketh on eche ſyde, dependpng ſo of God, that he loketh withall foz 
menes luccours,ncther beleueth with hys whole hatte in the pꝛomiſſes of God, 
dut as it were partly hauing a diſttuſte, ceaſoneth with htm (clfe with humatne 
argument es to and fro, concetnyng dpuine matters.he is not ſtable:but as the 
waues of the ſea are to ſſed and turned nowe hither nowe thyder , as the wpade 
and tyde caryeth them, euen lo he is caryed about with humayne reaſons and 
dyuerſe ſoꝛtes of opinions, and is become out of equalitie and vnlyke to hym 
ſelf.Therfoze he that is luch a one is deceaued, if he thinke that he (hal obteyn

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deſpifed with God, who beyng nothyng offended at the baſlenes of ſtate 02 foꝛ⸗ 
tune hathe inade him woxthy ofthe feloweſhip of ſaynctes, nether excludeth he 
him out of the enheritaunce of the kingdome of heauen. On the other patte let 
the tiche man teioyte to him ſelte in thys behalfe , that where as he was muche 
ſet by amonge wozldlinges koꝛ the falſe goodes of thys wozlde , nowofoz the 
pzofelling ot Chalte he is deſpiled and contemned : and where as pꝛyde made 
im hyghe ſtomaked bekoꝛe by reaſon of hys vayne goodes, nowe beyng caſte 
downe with men and troden vnderfete.he is rich in true goodes with God. y 
thys incanes it ſhall come to paſſe, that nether the pooꝛe mannes lowe degree 


- ſhall caſte hym downe, noz the tiche mannes pꝛolpetitie make hym inlolent, eſ⸗ 


pectally if they en ether ok theyz partes conlidet, that bothe the cuilles, where⸗ 
with the poꝛe are pꝛeſſed, and the goodes wherin the tiche let theit pleaſure, ate 
not of longe conttnuatince, but haſtely vanyſhe away, none othcrwyſe than the 
fow:es of hetbes, whiche like as by the calme ſouth weſte wynde they thruſte 
fozth them ſelues ſodaynlp at the dew of the ſpꝛyng tyme,euen ſo by & by at the

vyntet: But the herbe, becaule it is not furnyſhed with the ſame thinges , anon | 
as the hote ſunne is bꝛoken out, is deſtitute of his tuyce, wherwith it nouriſhed 

that tapzenes of the floure foz the time. And ſo wha it fapnteth in the ſtalkes it 
doeth nether nouriſhe ne luſtepnehis floure,but witheteth, ageth, dyeth kalleth 

away, where as a litell befoze it delited mens eies with ſo greate a fauour.Be- 
caule cherfoze no ch:iſtyan ſhoulde gloꝛpe in thoſe thynges that are nether of 
ſure gtounde noꝛ longe enduring; let hun rather reſpecte the thinges that are e⸗ 
knall, and that are delectable in the ſight of God:let him rather tudte to bee a 
daunche alwayes grene, than a herbe that with a lyght hutte will by and by 
dye. Doeſt thou lee nowe the flower that is ſpꝛongen, how fapze, how goodly, 
how pleaſaunte of colour and how ſwete it is⸗ what a goꝛgiouſnes of grene lea- 
les, what a gliſtring, what a tuyce, what vouthe hathe it Ind anone at a blaſte 
the ſouthe winde, and with the heate of the ſunne, what fading, what ageing, 
what dieng hathe it The floute is lene to ſpʒing, to come foꝛe warde, to be at the 
beſt, to age and to dye all in one daye. Ind like vnto it is tiche mens felicitie, 
He that nowe tuffleth in purple, ſhyneth in gold, gliſtereth in pꝛetious ſtones, 
hathe a great trayne wayting on hym is catied in a charet, and is honouted as 
it were a certaine God among men: it koꝛtune blowe backe warde, he ſhall ether 
der wyped beſydes al his goodes # be baniſhed to goc on begging, oz lye ctieng 
a pꝛiſon, oꝛ be truſſed vp with a tyburne typpet and fede rauens, 02 it none of 
thele thynges happen vnto him, pet death ſhall come vnthought vpon, and ſo⸗ 
dainly diſpatche al his galaunt arape. It is the parte of the heathens to mea⸗ 
ſute felicitye by theſe maner of goods, which (ouer that thei depend vpon foz- 
tunes chaunte ouer that thei as nothing elles doeth , koꝛſake vs whan we de- 
parte hence) if thet bee not ſet naught by, bzing deſtruccion. It is the office of 
Thiiſtians to folowe thoſe thinges,”"wherby eternall gooves are gotten, vpon 
which nether foztune, nether age, nether deathehath 3 40 
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to the pꝛoteſſion of the Golpeltes lake, he haue ben (poyied of thole thynges 
that he had in poſſeCion , pt he haue defyed the pleaſures of thys lyfe, whiche 
he had abundaunce of, and ſuſt te tozmentes.and empꝛiſonmentes foz Chuſtes 
ſake,thhe endure fozhys ſake in all ſozowes euen vnto death with an unſhun⸗ 
kyng harte, interpzeting onthys wile, that the moze he is pꝛeſſed with the ſo⸗ 
towes of thys-woz ide, ſo muche the moze he is loued of God, whiche trpeth the 
pacience of his obedient ſeruaunte to hys owne glozye,that he maye bothe bee 
an example vnto other to de fie thys wozlde,and after he hathe valeauntly be⸗ 


of fayth, he maye weare the Palme and crowne not of oken bowes and of lau⸗ 
rell, foz they doe wither alſo( after ſuche (ozte as they receyue, which hunt after 
rewarde and pꝛayſe of menme)but the crowne of immoꝛtall lyfe,whiche is pꝛo⸗ 
myſed not of a man that canne deceaue,but of God him lelfe. But he hath pꝛo⸗ 
myſed it. not to them that haue muckred vp the greateſt ſubſtaunce. of riches, 
not to them that haue excelled other in bodyly ſtrength , not to them that haue 
* ſhedde moſte bloude, but to them that foz hys ſake haue defied the goodes of 


thys woꝛlde, and haue valeauntly ſuffred the dilpleaſutes of this wozide. 
LITet no man ſape wycn be is tempted, that be is tempted of Bod. Foz as God cannot 
be tempted to eupll, ſo gepthet he dym (elf tempteth any manu. But cuerp man is tempted,

when He ts dzawue a way/# entyfed of hys own contupiſcence. Then when luſt yatbe cons 
ceaued, che b2yugeth tezth ſynne:e ſpnne wh it is tynpchen, brpngeth fozth death. Dans 


erte, wp deare bzethzen. Tp $00d gytte, and eugry pattecte gytte, is from abour, aud 
commeth downe from the der of lyghtes, with whome is no vartablencſſe , nether is 
hechaunged unte datkenes. Of bys owne will degat he vs with the woꝛde of true ty, that 


we ſhoulde be the ty de trutes of bys creatures, Wherfozecdeare bzethzen) let curry man 
beſwyfte to hears, flowetolpeakie, ſlawe to wzath. Foz the wzatbe ot may wozheth uot 
that whicyets ryghteous betoze God. Wher koze, lape aparte al Run 3 ſuperfluptie 
of malicyoulnes, andreceaue with mekenes, the worde tharis graffed myeu, which

Whether a man loue God purely, the pleaſureg of this woꝛlde dooetrye; 
but muche moze doeth the hutly buriy of affticcions.Indit is tu vs, that being 
furnyſhed with the helping ayde of God, we maye nethet become t endꝛe nyte⸗ 
lynges though vayne plealures ne moued with tertible turmoplinges. But it 
a manne be moued with the delices of the woꝛlde from the tight ſtate of mpnde, 
oz if a man be led by ß ſoꝛow of affliccios out of true godl ines, he hath nothing 
to late vnto Goddes charge. He þ getteth the victo ne, getteth the victozy by the 
helpe of God: and he that is ouercomme, is ouercometh;ough hys own faulte, 
Foz God doeth not geue menne occaſpon to ſynne, but the thynge that he ge- 
ueth accozding to his own goodnes fox the noutythwent and encreace of god- 
lines out mindes being coꝛtupte, and as it were cralled with affeccions.turneth 
to thoccaſpon of they: owne deftruccion . Foz God daeth ſamtymes geue vs 
the bſe ol habundaunce of goodes, and the commonities of life, to the intent 
that being pzouoked by his libetall goodnes we ſhould tendze thankes vnto 
him. Agaie, he ſuſfreth vs ſomtymes to bee affiicted with aduerſities, that he 
map both make our godlines moꝛe notably ſeene, #encreace out tewatde. And 
ik the matter turne to the cotrary parte it is out faulte # not his. Foʒ like as he 
being by nature good, can not bee pꝛouoked W any euilles;enen ſo doth he en⸗ 
tice noman vnto cuil. The thing is of vs, that turneth the goodnes of God bu⸗ 
to oute euil. He geueth pleintte of meates , he geueth the liquoꝛ ot wyne that 
bepng moderately refreſhed,we ſhoulde-gene pꝛapſes to the maker. And 
Hall he that is:dzonken with wyne call God vnto the lawe ? no in no * 


oz nu manne is bleſſed becauſe he is tiche b ut be ſhall be ſurely bleſſedif 


haued hym ſelke in the conflicte, and hathe ſhewed a lellon of true vettue and 
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let him accuſe his owne mynde, whoſe bitious gredpnes entiſed and dꝛewe him 
to dꝛontzenes. (Ther is a certayne teadynes vnto vice gtatfed in oute hartes 
of out kyꝛſte parentes vice, and that is as it were a ſede of ſynne. And il it bee 
tettauc d in to the hatte and receaue nouriſhment, than the mynde hathe as it 
were all ready conceaued ſynne. And onles the vicious defire be dꝛyuen out of 
wynde, the ſtynking ſmell of it groweth and waxeth ſtrong by litell and litell, 
ell deadly ſynne be cõmitted. Whiche, whan it is in his nombꝛes conſũmately 
done, beginneth to bzing fo2the frute it ſelf agayne. Ind the frute that it bzing⸗ 
ich koꝛthe is the naughtieft frute of all, euen deathe euerlaſting: And this is 
ide moſt heauy frute of that plcaſute that is delectable in outuarde appea⸗ 
müce, and pꝛompling ſwete geare, Þ wote not what, while it hydeth vnder the 
bayteof plealure, the Very angling hoke of death. Like therfoze as thys lower 
wozlde hath nothing pure and perfite in eyery parte, but the good thinges are 
toztupt with the badde , and the thinges that are of gladnes are enterchaun- 
geably myngled with ſadneſſe, cozrupcton enfecteth the aper, diſeaſe and age 
decayeth the ſtrength of bodye , barkenes hyndzeth the fauour of light:euen 
ſo in our myndes, as longe as they are entangled with thele bodyes, there is 
ſcarcely any thynge in ali partes blefſed and pure, but it is cozrupt with ſome 
ſpotte of humaine deſires oz with the darkenes oferrourand ignozaunce.But 
what ſo euer naughtynes is in vs, we ought to tmpute it vnto oute ſelues and 
not to God. Foz if we were of pure affeccions, if we put oute truſte with oure 
whole hatte in God, if we bzeathed with all oute inwarde powers vnto the 
thinges that are euetlaſting and heauenly , what ſo euer ſhoulde bee layed a⸗ 
gaynſte vs in this life, whether it were mery oz ſozp , it woulde turne to the in« 
creace of Godlynes.Therfoze deare bzethzen,doe not pou as the commune ſoꝛt 
of koliſh men doeth, who to thintent they map excuſe they ſynnes pleade with 
the maker ot nature at law as though he were the autoz ofſpnne.Farre be this 
tout from you, whiche haue learned the Goſpells philoſophie. Like as God 
of his owne nature is purely and moſte chiefly good, euen ſo doeth there no⸗ 
thing pꝛocede from him but that whiche is good . Pt any naughtynes ther⸗ 
foje de in vs, let vs not aſcribe it vnto God but vnto oure owne ſelues ; and 
any good thyng, yt any true lyght, yf any bndefpled wyſedome be in vs, let 
bs aſcribe it wholy vnto God the autoz. Pf this groſſe woꝛlde haue any ly gh 
ithathe it of the heauenly bodies, and eſpectally ofthe ſunne. What true 
knowlage ſo euer is in vs, what pure and ſpncere alfeccion ſo euer be in vs, 
tt ariſeth not of vs (foz we ate nothyng elles but ſpnners and ignoꝛaunt per= 
ſones, ) but it pzocedeth from aboue: what ſo euet is truly good, it commeth 
from the autoz of all goodnes: what ſo euer lawfull and perfite thing there be, 


und ſuch thing as maketh you acceptable vnto God, it cometh from the foun= 


tayne of all perfeccton : what ſo euet is truly light, the father and pzince of all 

ttue light ſendeth it vnto vs fro him (elf. Thele thinges he beſtoweth not bp6 

oure delertes, but he geueth them vnto vs frely , as he is liberall of nature. 
They are gtftes rather than rewardes,it is a liberal larges rather than a hire. 
It is not right therfoze that we chalenge any thing therof vnto vs, but foz our 
naughtynes let vs call vpon the mercie of God: foz goodries bicaule it is not 
ours. let vs geue thankes vnto his liberalitie . Like as he of his owne nature 
is the beſte, euen lo he can not geue but the thynges that ate belte:lyke as he is 
| ¶ Ei, vnchaunge⸗ 
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bnchaungeable, and alwayes like hymſelfe, ſo there is nothing with him, that 
is obſcured with any courle of darkenes.This our daye is taken awape of the 
night folowing,and caſte about with cloudes goyng betwene, humayne wiſe: 
dome ts darkened with errours of opinions, mans bprighteouſnes is infected 
with naughty deſires. With himthere is no mixture of euylles , no courles of 
darkenes. It behoueth vs therfoze alſo to confozme our ſelues to the vttermoſt 
of our powers accoꝛding to his ſimplicitie, that geuing our ſelues vnto godly 
ſtudpes, and being apte moze andinoze to receyue his gittes, we maye be asu 
were tranlfozmed in to hym. Foz it is conuentent, that childzen telemble the 
nature ot their patent. We haue vnthirftyly relembled Adam the pꝛynte ot 
this groſſe and co2rupt birthe ,He being obſcured with the darkenes ot ſynnes 
hath begotten vs that ate entangled with darkenes. Jn that we lothe heauenly 
thinges, in that we are gredy of earthy thinges, we reſemble the dilpolicion of 
hym. In that we ate blynde, in that we doe at al auentures as þ blinde man tal⸗ 
teth his ſtaffe, and in that we fall, it is of our earthy parent. But the father of 
heauen hathe moze happyly begotten vs agapne, that being as it were created 
newe agayne, we myght confoyuneour ſelues like vnto out newe birthe in Jn- 
nocencte of lite, and knowlage of tuetlaſting ttueth. That earthy father being 
ſeduced with the kalſe deceatefull pꝛomiſſes of the ſerpent, begate vs vnto 
datkenes. Ind this heavenly father begate vs agayne not of the cozrupt ſede 
of our earthye father, but of the moſt pure ſedeof the eternall and trueth ſpea- 
king woꝛde. The ſerpentes woꝛde was a lyeng woꝛde, and caſle downe manne 
fromthe ſtate of Innocencie. But the woꝛde of the Golpelles doctrine 1s true, 
whereby we are choſen into the enheritaunce of Jmmoztalitic, and called into 
the keloweſhippe of Jeſt Chute the ſonne of God. He was the true light pꝛo⸗ 
ceding of the moſte high light. whole doctrine hathe made bzight mens myn⸗ 
des and ſet them free from he doctrine of this woꝛlde. And the heauenly woꝛde 
is of luche elfkicacie , that it doeth not onlye chaunge vs, but tranſtoʒmeth vs 
as it were bttetiy in to other men, abhozryng now the thynges that we loued 
muche bekoꝛe, and loue that we befoxe abhozred . And this is the honoute that 
the heauẽly father woꝛthyed vs withal not pꝛouoked by out merites, but of his 
own free goodnes, wherby he lodetermyned from tuerlaſting, that he woulde, 
by ſuche meanes as hathe not ben hearde tell of , make a newe creature in the 
earthe, and wonlde that we ſhoulde bee as it were the fyꝛſt frutes of thys newe 
eſtate; in that we are called amonge the fyzſte vnto the doctrine of the Gol- 
pell. Fozalmuche than as God hathe endued vs with thys honour frely, it 
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people woulde recon him the better learned. that was moſte ful ol bablyng: you 
had rather haue ben angrye with hym that counſatled you atight, than to ac- 
knowlage your faulte: pou had rather haue folowed wicked outtagious luſte, 
than enſue thoſe thinges that bzing (aluacion: Now 1 deg bzethzen, who ſo 
will be coumpted a new man, let him be low to ſpeake, ſwyft to heare,and ready 
tolcarne of any manne.Yowbeit let no manne raſhly noz ouer haſtyly take vp⸗ 
on him to be a teacher, And like as he is not voyde of peril to fall, that is haſtye 
to lſpeake, euen ſo is that manne inclined to doe iniutie, whiche is lightly mos 
ved in hys mynde. Foz it is requiſite that godly meune bee karte ot, not only 
from all geuengement, but alſo from all euill (peaking. Foz he ſhalbe themoze 
ale from chyding,that maketh no aunſwer: and he ſhal do no man w2ong, that 
whan he is pzouoked,is not angtye. Among men peraduenturehe ſhall leme a 
iuſte man, that requiteth one euil woꝛde with an other, one tuell dede foz an o⸗ 
ther, but yet he ſhalbe a greate deale wpde from the iuſtice of God, who by hys 
ſonne bathe taught vs to ſpeake well of them that backbyte vs, to wiſhe well 
tothein that wilhe euil to vs, to doe good foz them that doe tuil vnto vs. Thele 
thin ges he dooeth not that letteth his tongue runne at large, whiche is a warb- 

membze and aflyppery , noz he that hathe wzathe ſecretly, Theſe manet of 
ſtes , like as they ouetthꝛowe and cheoke the ſede of Goddes wooꝛde, that 
whan it commeth vp it bzing fozthe no frute in pou, euen ſo doe they lette that 
itcanne not bee ſowen in to the ftelde ol the mynde. It takethno tote in a bꝛi⸗ 
ay place, ne in inatice, nethet in the lande that kleeteth awape , but it requircth 
g pure, a trymme and a ſubſtaunciall grounde. Thertoꝛe if ye will, that the ſede 
ofthe woꝛde of the Golpell, that is once caſt, bzing frute in you, frute( J ſay)not 
fo: a ſeaſon oꝛ a commune frute wher with the bodpes may be tekteſhed, but the 
tternall ſaluacton of your ſoules:make cleane the fteldeof pour hatte, not onely 
from the tumulte of eutl ſpeaking and of wzathe but alſo from al art luſtes, 
nher with mans mynde is defiled : from the thoznes of coucteoulnes from the 
grauell of raſhenes, from the flyme of outragious luſt, from the ones of pzide 
and wilfulnes.

But who ſo 
loked in the parfayc lawe of libertie, and conttuueth therin (yt he be nor a fozgetfull 
dearer, but a doar of the wo2 ke) the ſame ſhalbe happy in bys dede, It any man amonge 
you ſeme to be deuout and refrapyneth not hys tongue, but deceaueth bis owne herte, this 
mannes deuoc ion is in vapne.

(The Jewes haue their la we by harte without boke and pet they expꝛeſſe it not 
in their lite.

of manne is not in the ſpeaking but in the lyuing. But vnto pou it ought not

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᷑rine:that being baptiſed,you are admitted vnto the harder hidden miſtetiegof 
the Golpelles doctrine:that you haue learned oucr and duet all the whole pht- 
lolophie of Chriſte and all hys life: ne that you haue receauedthe pꝛomyſſe ot 
Immoꝛtall lite. That whiche Chzifte taught, muſte bee expʒelled in outwande 
maners: That whiche he did iuſte bee folowed of vs to the vttermoſte of ourg 
poſſible powers. It behoneth vs to dye vnto the deſires ofthis woꝛlde, and be 
burted with hym, to riſe agapne with hym vnto Innocencye, to bee caryed with 
him in to heauen: and finally we ought ſo to lyue bpon catthe, as we appeatt 
not vnwoꝛthie the rewardes of heauen. LIE. "244 oP 
Will you heare, howe that he yeldeth nd frute at all, whiche heareth the 
woꝛde of the Golpell, but lightly and vnconſidetatelye He is moſte like vnto g 
man that beholdeth hys face in a glaſſe. e beholdeth, but he doeth nothing el 
but beholde only Fox he can not chaunge his natunall face,nether goeth he am 
other maner away from the glaſſs than he came to it. P ea inaſmuch as he went 
only foz this putpoſe, to ſee what fauout his face was of, he thinketh not of thy 
amending of the faultes of hys fauour, but as ſone as he goeth awape from 
the 2430 he remembzeth nothing whiche a one he ſawe him lelfe to be. But the 
glafſe of the Goſpelles doctrine ſheweth not the blempſhes and outbzcakinges 
of the body, but it lapeth all the diſeaſes of thy ſoule befoze thyne etes :n 
doeth it only ſhewe thein, but alſo healethe them. Moſes lawe did rather vetes 
the ſoꝛes of the ſoule than healed them. Foz the lawe, as concernyng the letire, 
was imperfecte , and frayed menne from cupll by feare , rather than cauſed 
menne willingly to folowe the thynges that were good. But the lawe of the 
-Golpall, obteyneth moꝛe of the wyllyng, and thoſe that bee at lybertieth;ough 
loue, than the lawe of Moles gat perfozce. Ind the la we of the Golpell maketh 
-perfite that it begynneth , where the other bzyngeth nothyng to perfeccyon, 
Whoſoeuer therkoze will diligently behold bothe his mynde and his life at this 
glaſſe(and that ſhould he doe continually) neuer mouing his etes from the ex 
ample and doctrine of -Chziſte, that is to ſay,wholocuer heareth the holy word, 
not after ſache light ſozte,that turnyng him ſelf backe by and by to che cares de 
this wozlde he ſeme to fo:get that he hearde, but frameth all hys life after the 
tule of it,expreſſing by godly woꝛkes, that which he ſticked faft in the matye of 
t he ſoule, he (hall ſurely be bleſſed: not becauſe he heard the woꝛde but becauſe 
he did after it in his affeccions and maners. Thou hcarcſt Chziſt ſaye,that the 
tozmente of hell fyze abydeth foz him, that ſapeth vnto his bzother: thou foole, 
And yet fo2getting by and by what thou heardeſt, thou arte ready foz a lyght 
checking woꝛde to fight with him. Thou heareft, that thoſe riches are to beſet 
naught by, whiche are in daunger of mothes and theues , and that true riches 
ought to be layed bp in ſtoate in heauen: but as ſone as thy backe is turned 
fro the pꝛeachet thou rfneſt on with al thy foꝛcaſting ſtudies to muckre vp rp» 
ches, (thou careſt not how) by hoke o2 by ctoke as though thou beleuedeſt, that 
godlynes ſhould not be rewarded after this like. Ind if any among you thinke 
him lelfe wonderous deuout, ik he kepe hys handes kromſtealynge, and from 
fighting and other bytes, and yet foz all that refrayne not hys tongue from 
backbyting, myſtepoꝛtes, from ſcoldinges, from filthie calkinges, nether his 
hatte from vncleane thinkinges: hys deuocion is vnpꝛokitable x vnfrutekull. 
Perchaũce he is not puniſhed by mans lawes, that only talk eth of wyozedome

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Therkoze this is the whole p2ofite of good dedes, ik they bee not done vpon 
bapneglozy,not foz thanke at mannes handes not foz feate, oʒ ſhame, and not 
vpon hope of lucte, but of a lyuely faythe , whiche hathe perſwaded vs that, 
chat is geuen bnto God, what ſo euet is geuen fo2 hys ſake vnto our neygh⸗ 
bout ano that the te warde is to be hoped after at none other hande but of him. 
Chou pleaſeſt thy ſelte, in that thou art perſwaded that there is but one God, 
where as the errour of the painymes beleucth ther bee innumetable Goddess.

moze knowen example, ts teache the; that the kaythe, whiche woozkcth not 
thzough loue is vnp2offtable and deade . Abzahain, of whome as oute head 
uncetout, we moſte chyeflyx make baynte, deſcrued the fyzſte and pꝛyncy⸗ 
pall commendacyon of fapthe with God, of whome the repucacyon of tygh⸗ 
teouſnes was atfrybuted vnto hym : but in hym kaythe was not vufrucefully 
daten. Foz he did not onely pꝛokeſſe with hys mouthe that he truſted inGoddes 
pzomplles but alſo he doubted not to laye hys onlye ſonne Jlaac vpon thaul⸗ 
tar and lea hym at Goddeg commaundement, whereas after the oꝛdꝛe of na⸗ 
ture, thete coulde no poſterptie bee truſted bponto hym by anpe other: but he 
laying hold on the pzomtſes of God, whome he knew could raile cuen the dead 
agayn to lyfe at hys pleaſure, ſticked not to do that he was commaunded. So 
that of his dedes he deſerued the comendacion of righteouſnes, yea but of thoſe 
dedes that pꝛoceded of faith, Noz ther ate alſo wozkes of Poles law, wherun- 
tothey truſt in vayne,that are without the faith of the golpel. What is it, that 
that noble patriarke would not haue done, ſeing he went readily x chearfully to 
the fleaynge of hys only ſonne J(aac, whome he loued ſo muche the mozetens 
deriye, becauſe he was bozne in hys extreme olde age, and becaule that lucky 


poſteryty was pꝛomiſed in his name? He was pꝛonounced righteous,cuen be: 
CCF. ii. koze 
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fozehe did the ſacrykyee, pea, but of God that knewe the olde mannes lyuely 
wozkpnge laythe woulde tekule nothynge, if occaſyon were oft ted. Ther: 
foze bothe the matters dyd helpe eyther other. Faythe encouraged hym, not to 
feare to offre vp hys lonne, whomehe doubted not ſhoulde by the tommaunde⸗ 
mente of Goddes powrr, by and by lpye agayne: but the notable dede ſet vp⸗ 
on, as it were, thefynalituruyture of the matter, declarynge vntomenneal- 
ſo, that Abzahams ſtedkaſte tapthe was neyther a dtade noz acommune tauhe. 
Foꝛ he nother kayneth, noz doubteth, whiche ſtackreth not to auentute in hyg 
onely ſonne whome he loued lo ſyngulatiy. Woulde it greue hym to let 
naught by money foz Chʒiſtes lake, that is readpe to leade hys lonne, whom 
the father loued dearlier than he did hym elle, vnto death»: So than of thys lo 
notable a document of faythe it mantkeſtly appeateth to bet pertite, that the 
{cripture ſaped: Abzaham beleued Sod, and it was teckoned bnto: hyinfoz 
rtghteoulnes, and was called the frende of God. And if Abzaham ſhould haut 
loſt the ttute of faithe and thecommmendacion of righteouſnes, if he had grudz 
ged at Goddes commaundement to offre vp his ſonne:ſhall his faptheauanie 
him, that at Goddes commaundement grudgeth to geue a cote to hys neygh⸗ 
bout that ſtatueth foz colde, and that grudgeth to geue meate to the hungtpe, 
and dꝛinke to the thutſtye, as though God would luffte him to periſhe foz cold 
oꝛ hungte, that geueth lomwhat ok hys lubſtaunce to teleue hys bzothersnes 
cellitie:? And ik the tommendation of righteouſnes chaunted not to them of the 
olde tyme, but to ſuche as tryed their faythe by theyꝛ dedes : muche leſſt is it to 
be truſted vpon vnto them that pꝛokeſſe the la we of perfite charitie. But mers 
cie and liberalitie to the y ghbour is ſo muche auapleable mith God, that a 
woman that an harlot , chat a ſtraunger was commended foz ke ping of hol: 
pitalitte and deſerued to be nombꝛed in the regeſtre of Godlp people, in thete⸗ 
geſtre of citeʒens, and in the regeſite ofthe moſte tryedlye pꝛoued Patriarkes, 
Rhahab was not a Jewe, ſhe was mayſtres of a howſe of baldzye,and gate 
her lyupng with no very honeſt gaynes of occtipying:and pet in Goddes boks 
the hathe a woꝛthye commendacion of righteoulnes:not of fapthe only, in that 
ſhe was perſuaded that no mannes good dedes ſhould be loſte, God being the 
rewarder, namely that is beſtowed vpon good folkes oz at leaſt in the teſpectt 
of God: but of that, that ſhe not regarding the daunger of her like, pꝛouided ta 
ſaue the lite of theſpies, in that ſhe ſent out the mefſangers,whom the guide ol 
$ Jewes had ſente to ſpye, by ſtealth an other way, leſt they ſhould petiſh. She 
might haue come in no final fauout with her own coũtrey folkes;tf ſhe had( as 
it was in het hande to haue done) bettaped the ſpyes. But ſhe had rather ſerue 
the wyll of God, than her own gayne: ether dyſtruſted ſhe, but that ſhe ſhould 
bee repayed a mote plenteous rewarde of hym, than of menne. 

Likewiſe than as Jbzaham had the wozthy pꝛaiſe of righteouſnes,not of nas 
ked faithe but of faythe tried by dedes , euen lo Rhahab had bcleued in vayne 
that the God of the Jewes is the ttue very God, cxcepte, whan occaſion ſerued, 
he had declared by her dedes that ſhe had beleued with her whole harte:other: 
wiſe faythe (as J layed)that ts colds of charitie, and vttreth not it ſelfe, whan 
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Foz like as the body being deſtitue of the ſoule is dead and vnpꝛofitable, eyen 
ſofatthe,if it want wozking chatitte is dead and v uall, 


The. itt.

dor bꝛethꝛen, benoteuery man a matſter, àno wing dowe that we ſhall receaue the 

damnacion: foz in many thiages we ſpnne all. At a mauneſpnuenot in wozde,the 

is a perfecte man, and able alſo to tame allthebodye. Bebolde, we put byttes into 

dozſes mouthes, that they may obep vs, and we turne about ali the bod of them.Bes 
ade alſo, tha cdi ppes whiche though they be ſo greate, and ate dipuen of 

ſet axe they turned about with a very ſmal deime whythet ſocuer rhe vipleuce cf the gos 

gtruour wyl. Euen lo the tongue is a teil membze allo, and voalte Ygreate thuges. 


Neeate ts the pzofitablenes of a mannes tongue, it a man teache 
r thoſe thynges that pertaine to true godlynes, but it is a petil⸗ 
f llous pece of woozke to take thoſtice of a teacher in hande: and 
Vyzſte it tequiteth that a manne bee cxcellently learned in the 
thynges that concerne the doctrine of the goſpell, and than to 
eee ot moſte pure affeccions : it is not ynough fo; euety man to 
che vprightlp, but foz him that reſpectethnothing elles but to the glozye of 
God.Duch a teacher like as he may do very much good, it he loue that he teas 
theth,cuen ſo whole ne is cozrupte , oz whoſe minde is cozrupt with wic= 
led deſites with hatred, yꝛe deſite of teuengemet couetouſnes, oz le⸗ 
cherous luſtes, he occupteth the rotune of a teacher ta the greate matting of the 
e mp bzethzen,couet not euety where to be naiſters. It is moze 
nto ſpeake. And a few teachers ate ynowto inſtructe many. 
Therfoze he that tabeth vpon bymthe towme ok a bylhop, and of a teacher, 
muſte often and manye tymes exampne hun ſelfe,, whether he be mete to take 
that charge in hande ; and let hym thinke thys ſpertaily with him ſelfe, that he 
taketh a trauatle in hande endaungeted with'myghtie peryl, and ſhall tende a 
noſte ſtreyght reconpng to the moſte highe Judge, i he teache otherwile than 
meth him. Foz hys doctryne chzoweth abꝛode hys venome, ſo muche the 
ze. wydex and perildullier, in that it is ſet fo}the by auto utye of a ſpeaker, 
there is no f moze difficultte, than in euety poynt lo to teinpꝛe the 
tongue , thattr neuer ſpeake amyfſe . Foz in aſmuche as the inkirmytte ot 
mannes nature is ſuche, that there is no manns but he dayly doeth amyſſe in 
many thynges, ik anye manne canne auopde all eſcapes of the tongue, he maye 
de thought a perfite and a mete manne to gouetne the whole bodye, as it were 
with thebzpdle or reaſon, gee that he hache bene hable to reſtrapne that moſte

= — — wy 8 he is farther ol, that had rather beare the rowme of a 
ſcholar than or a teacher. It is ſomwhat to rule the belp, it ts not nothynge to 


tampze the eyes and the eares, it is ſomwhat to refrayne the handes: but of all 
other it is the moſt hatde matter, to gouerne the tongue perfitely. The tongue 
is a ſmall membze:yea,but pet the whole bodye doceth almoſte all together de⸗

But the 
wyſedome that is from aboue, is tyꝛſts pure, then peaceable,gentil, and eaſy to be entreas 
ted, full ot mercy aud good trutes withont tadgeing, without ſymulacton; pea, aud the 
trute of ryghtewelyes1s ſowen th peace, bk them charurapureyne peace. 


Wyll pe marke a very lyke example. Beholde hole lifell fyze kyndletha 
myghtye Create violence of matter. Wherot cometh that hozrible and bzoade 
flaſſhing flame of fyze-Jt ſpzang of one litel ſparke. And at ite begynnyng tt 
myght haue ben holden down with a very litel adoo,but whan it is iegligent- 
ly let alone, it gatheteth ſtrength on every patte, # groweth lo katte at lengch, 
that it can be ſuppzeſſed by no fozce- And like as the vſe of fpze is greate and 
pꝛokitable ſondzy wapes, if it bee rightly occupied, and a puncipalt deſttucci⸗ 
on, if it bee ſuffred to ſpꝛeade whithet it will: eucn ſo out of a mihes tongue is 
very gteate pzofite, and out of the ſame is extteme deſtriiccion of mannes life. 
Doe you not ſee that he, whiche wzoughtnature,ment the ſame by ſygnifioact: 
on, in that he would haue mannes tongue to be bothe of the maner and colour 
of kyꝛe, and to be watblinge and turnynge as the flame of kite is? Ind yet there 


is not in this membꝛe a ſtngle playne euyll, as is almoſt in the other membꝛes. 


It is a woꝛlde and a heape of all vices, Foz like as a very litell ſparke Gas - 
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were the bꝛeeder ok all the whole flame: euen ſo what euil ſo euer is in this life, 
it pꝛotedeth out ot an euil tongue as out of a woꝛlde. And like as a litel tyʒe is 
mingled with a greate rooke ot᷑ tewell, ſo that by lytel and litell it ſetteth al the 
whole rooke on fyze : euen ſo the tongue is ſo nuxed with the other membzes of 
the body, that, if it be not reſtrained, it infecteth and defileth with his popſon al 
the whole body, t enflameth al the lite of mi with al maner flames of vices , fro 
his ctadle euẽ ſtil to his laſt age.Yet the violence of thts miſcheyt was not gee 


vnto the tongue by natute:whiche hathe geuen monicton by the einpaled com⸗ 


paſſe of the teethe and lippes, that the vſe of the tongue ought circumſpectely 
tobe loked to and moderated: but it is let on fp2e of the fyze of hell, wherof the 
mynde is fyzſte infected by wicked ſpitites che poyſon of the mynde,thzough 
the inſtrument of the tongue, bꝛeaketh out mozeand moze, and maketh a man 
ofnaught to be ſtatke naught; and the poyſon doeth alſo coꝛtupte other with 
his contagiouſnes, ſo as that miſerable myſchtef can not polliblie be reſtrained 
by no fozce,noz by no reaſon.

that mans diligence can not make tame by ſome maner of meane? There is no 
wylde beaſte (ſo wylde, no fowle ſo combꝛous, no ſetpente ſo noyſome, no ly- 
ning thinge ofthe lea lo vnruly, but it maye bee made gentyll by mannes witte 
and chetiſhing. Lyons are made tame, Tigres and dzagons are made gentpll, 
Elephantes alſo are made to do ſetuite, Czocodiles ate made tame ſetpenteg 
ue made meke eagles and gripes are made familtare,delphines alſo are allu⸗ 
ted to be louing. And pet was there neuer any meane, noz crafte founde of mozs 
tall manne, that coulde tame an vntemperate tongue, whereas thete hathe ben 
both in tymes paſt tamed and is tained euety day, al kinde of thinges that ben ⸗ 
teth like: as many as are vpõ eatth, as many as are in the ſea, as many as bein

And pet this poyſon were leſſe dꝛeadfull, ik it were ſyngle and noyſome but 
one only wape. But nowe the myſchietk is after ſondꝛye loꝛtes, und turneth it 
lelke in to all maner of kynde, that it may the moze loze and the moꝛe ealylp doo 
harme, and doeth oktentymes the moꝛe harme , whan it maketh an outwards 
ſhewe of goodnes. There ts nothynge better, nothyng of inoze tegarde with al 
men than godlynes . In pꝛetente therof it dooeth harme the moſteſpecyallp, 
whan it myngleth thoſe thynges, whiche can not agree in one together. Foz he 
tan not bee godly towardes goo, that is cruell and acurſed ſpeakeragaynſte 
bys neyghbour. And yet notwithſtandpng with the ſame inſtrument we pʒaiſe 
God, calling hun father,+ with the ſame we checke and myſtepoꝛte our neigh⸗ 
bour, whiche was made after the likenes ol God. With the tongue we ſyng to 
God the autoꝛ of all goodnes, whan with the ſame we vere.thzough extteme 
ſoꝛowes, man as though his tepꝛoche perteyned not to God that made him.

Foz what is moze contrary repugnaunt, 
than pzaiſeand diſpzapſer and yet matters of ſo gteat diuerſitte pꝛocede ali 
out ok one mouth: and tn dede they are vled among the vngodlp, Among pon 
that haue pꝛofelled the plain ſinglenes ofthe Golpel, it behoueth not that theſe 
thinges be after the lame maner done, foz it is ſhame foz pou to ſounde others 
wile with the tongue, than the hatte thpnketh : ſeyng you haue learned to loue 
God in Pour neighbout, and pour neighbout in God: and ſeing you haue ltats 
ned that no manne ought to be hutt with the raungeing nicenes of the tongue 
Fo much that you ate bpdden after thexample of Chiſt, to ſpeake well of than, 
whiche ſpeake ſhamekully of you. Ctulp he is the leſſe hurtfull, that is playn⸗ 
ly and without conterfaicte diſſembling naught. But curſed ſpeaking let out 
in the Image of godlynes, what is it elles than the popſon of humlocke wyxed 
with wpne lo that the venome is the moze pꝛeſently ſtrong, iu that it is myng⸗ 
led with a moſte hollome matter. They haue in theyꝛ mouthe, Lorde haue merci 
whan they them ſelues cruelly tage agaynſte they bzother.They haue in thei 
mouthe Our father, whan ——— with the ting of theyz tongue wound 
theyz neighbour, fo: whole ſaluacions ſake Chzilt was woũded. They ſpeabe 
mucheof the goodnes of God that by hys owne clemencie ſaucd man, whereas 
they goe haſtyly aboute to diſpatch a manne with the venonieof they; tongue, 
{They calkefaſte of the goodnes of Chziſte to mannekpnde war de, whan they 
sontrary totherample of-Chzilte, ſharpen thepz tongues agaynſte they; owne 
tuen Chꝛiſtened. They aduaunce and pʒaiſe the ſottents of Chziſte, in that he 
ently anſwered thoſe that teuiled him, whan they with theyz lyes alſault hum 
doth them good. (They pꝛokeſſe them ſelues the intſſagiers and pzcachas 
of Chꝛiſte, whan they are verp inſtrumentes of the deuill. They pꝛoinpſe the 
ſede of heauenly doctrine; han they ſowe the mere poyſon of the herbe Acho⸗ 
nite. And theſe thinges being ok lo ſondꝛy a diuerſitie, they not only do with all 
one tongue, but many tymes alſo out ot᷑ all one puipit, begynnyng with pꝛay⸗ 
ſyng of God, they burſt out in to the llaũdetyng of theyz neyghbout, and infert 
the myndes of the multitude ſo muche the moze pernicioullp. that thzougha 
feyned ſhewe of relygion, they couer and diſſemble the deadly poyſon, whiche 
they thꝛuſte oute ot an infected hatte by the inſtrument of the tongue. J p2aye 
vou bꝛethꝛen, dooeth not this ſeme like condicioned to a monſtte : There are 
welles thatflowe with e waters, there are welles, whome to taſte vpon, 
it were deadly popſon: there are that powze ſwete water and good to dzinke of: 
again there are that geue bytter water and ſalte. Nether may it ſeme macuaple, 
letng that the moyſture runnyng though diverſe vaynes , ſauouteth of the 
lame, alome mymſtone, oz other metal, oꝛ of the ſwete ground. But how chaun- 
ceth it, that ſeing the connnunicacion pzocedeth out of all one harte, ſeynge it 
floweth through all one tongue, it can be ſo farre bnlike it ſelfe, where among 
{omany differences of welſpꝛinges, there is none kounde that can bꝛinge loꝛth 
bothe ſwete and ſowze water at once all at one mouth ? Dooeth one ſelfe ſame 
tree bzing koꝛth fruce of (6dzy taſtes Marke mp bꝛethꝛen, doeth the kigtree (be

| pypntes, that manne ought with all diugent endevout to be choſcii ont of 

, that muſte take in hande the trauaille ofa teacher. Dym it behoueth ts 
vothe ampnde quiet from alltumulte of gredye luſtes, and a conuerlaciz 
puozced from all vncleanes, that he inape not only teache thoſe.thynges, 
it concerne ttue godlynes, but alſo to teache them with all gentilnes. Foz 
e is contenstous and wzangling, engendzeth nothyng elles, 

cfarctons and fallyng out. Ind amongt the wiſe of thys wozlde, he beareth 
the bell, that dilputeth with moſte ſtifkenes in opinions, and that is ſo buſpe 
tongued that he geueth place to no bodye. Nether is thys done, that the hea⸗ 
tet may be the better whan he goeth awap, but that he that getteth the maiſtry 
maye be the pzowder, and he that is ouercomen maye be the moze lowted. And 
ij the meane (ſeaſon the commune ſozce is at diſagreyng amonge them ſelues, 
(ome after thys mynde ſoine after that, lo as nethet the ſpeaket can haue any 
lure grounded krute ne yet the heatet.

= But the philoſophte of the Goſpell, the inaze ſyntere tt is, the moꝛe ex⸗ 
nt it is, ſo muche leſſe high ſtatelynes it hathe. Ind the chief powet of it 
conſiſteth, not in ſubtill reaſonynges of ſyllogiſmes, oz tticked fyne tetmes of 
loguence, but in ſpnceritte of1tfe , in ſoftenes of maners, that geueth place to 
tontencious perſones and allureth ſuche as are apte to be taught, nethet reſ- 
pecteth it any thing elles than the health of the hearers. It is an heauenly wile⸗ 
dome and he that teacheth it, muſte ncceſſarply huue a mynde cleane ſcowzed 
from all earthlye luſtes, foʒ it muſte nedes be dꝛawen fozthe of a ſyncete cleane 
veſſell.But if you haue myndes defiled with bittet enuping amonge your ſel⸗ 
yes, if you haue an harte coꝛtupt with contenctous,and with ſtubburne yma⸗ 
gynyng to haue the vpper hande,and with enuye: lay awaye rather the office 
teaching than in ſerutng your owne glozy and contenctous inanet, to kye a- 
gainſte the Golpelles veritie, whiche no manne can let koꝛthe ſyncetely, onles 
Ty eine bee free from all humayne affecctons . Therkoze, who lo euet ta⸗ 
keththis pzofefſion in hande, if he fele hys mynd infecte with humayne loue oz 
hate, it with malicious crueltie,deſtre of tenowme, gredy coueting of motiey ox 
vith loue of uoluptuous pleaſures:let him kyꝛſte diligently purge the in ward 
partes of hys monde, that he maye goe pure vnto the teachyng ok that moſte 
pute doctrine. Oz elles they that lyppe ouer thole thynges that make rightly 
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vuto godlpnes, and obiecte myſtie (mokes of doubtfull queſtions : they that 
ſpeake to come into the fauour of Þztuces : they that ſaye foz theyꝛ owne ad⸗ 
uauntage:they that wzeſt the doctrine of the Goſpel vnto thepz owne bely buſi: 
nes: they that hunte after the vayne pꝛayſes of menne:they that laye an heaupe 
burthen vpon other mennes ſhouldets, and will not once touch it  thepz own 
fyngre:thole that in ſtede of Soddes commauyzndementes,teache the cctemonies 
and conſtitucions of mennc:thep that in ſtedeof the Golpelles philoſophie, ſet 
foztheanew Jeweſhip:finally they that pꝛeach them ſelucs ratherthan Chult; 
thole mennes wiledome is not that wiledome, whirhe the father ſent downe dy: 
to vs by hys ſonne from aboue ts tall vs from the ſtudie of earthely thpnges, 
and to exalte vs vp to heauen: but it is agroſſe fleſhye wyſtdome and an car: 
thye.and therfoze it ſauoureth of the earthe:yea ſt is a ſenluall wiſedoine, and 
thettoꝛe it relpecteth moze thoſe thynges that ate auayleable vnto thys lyfe, 
than vnto the like euerlaſtpng : yca it is a deuelpſhe wiſedome , foz it is not of 
thynſpyracyon of the ſppꝛyte of God, but ok che inſtygacyon of deuplles, 
which luggeſte thoſe thynges chat maye eſttaunge vs from the ſyncetptie of 
the Golpell.

ceable, and abhozteth trom all ſtudie of contention. Mozeouer it is modeſte, 
not ouerthwastezbeſpdes this it is tractable @ curteous,not gtudging to geue 
place vato hym that teacheth bettet: it is full of compaſſion and mereyfull to⸗ 
warde them that are fallen and deceaued, a them it ſtudieth rather to ſaue than 
ſpil,gently bearyng with them a afſaping eucry wap tobzingrhemto amende⸗ 
met:it is full of good frutes,tn that it neuet ceaſſeth doing good for al men cũ⸗ 
uerting the vngodlipe to godlynes, callyng agatne them that goe aſttape, tea 
ching the vataught, releutng them ß ate fallen pꝛicking koꝛe warde the douth- 
kull, a confozttng the ſozowfully afflicted. ether in the meane while dooeth it 
damne any body koꝛ it is moꝛe foꝛcaſting to heale than to dãne, hauing no ma⸗ 
ner of countertaict ne ſimulacion, but of an vpright ſyncere mind wiſhing wel 
to all. Ffter this ſozte they that ſowe the pure and quiet doctrine of the Goſpel, 
doo both reape vnto them ſelues the frute of euetlaſtyng lyfe, and bꝛyng other 
to the ſtudye of the heauenlp life, whome with theyz ſttiuinges and cruelty they 
Qoulde haue caſte awape . 

The wozldelp wiſedome hathe alſo a frute of hys owne, but it is either a 
bayne frute 02 a deathe bzyyngyng frate . But the frute of ryghteouſnes, that 
grueth bothe innocencte in this wozlde, and afterwarde immoꝛtalttie, is not ſos 
wed by tontencion, but in concoꝛde and peace, vnto them that einbꝛate peace. 
Zn it is not the parte of a good teacher, maliciouſip to lxirmiſh with them that

ly geue vnto you. Irrogaunce hathe enuye to her companyon , and of enupe 


ſpꝛingeth backbyrtnge.And the moſte wicked kynde of pzyde is, to backbyte 
Gy bzothers name, that thou mapeſt appeare the moze honeſte: as though 
manne woulde caſte mpze in an other mannes face, that he hym ſelfe mpghe 
leme the fapzer : and attape an other mannes garment with kplthynes , that he 
him ſelke myght ſeme the moze trym . And what ts a moze fylthy thynge, than 
the bꝛother to backbyte the bzother, betwene whome all ynges ought to bet 
comune? Is it not euen as pf the right hand ſhould mayme the lekte, as though 
it ſhoulde be moꝛe happpe, il his felowe membꝛe were in the wozle caſe. And pet 
they that auoyde aduoutetie, they that auo de thefte,and they that auoide pet 
tutie, abhozte not backbyting: as though it were a lyght faulte, where as it is 
lo muche the moze hurtekull, as it couereth it ſelfe with the cloke of relpgyon, 
Foz he, that tayleth agaynſte an other mans faultes , appeareth fyzſte of allts 
abhozre from thoſe vices, whiche he mifliketh in others: and than he fapheth 
him lelfe not to be moued of enuyt noꝛ of malice but of loue that he beareth to 
honeltte. And enen this venome hathe his fayze ſpoken flatterie. Backbytynge 
one of an other, maketh other folke to thinke the wozle ol them both,nether is 
there anup moze pzeſent a poyſon vnto chꝛiſtian concozde. Nowe he thatback- 
biteth his bzother, oz condemneth his nepghbour, dooeth wzonge not onlpe to 
bim,whome he eth, but allo vnto the law, whome he appeareth to back: 


bite and condemne. It thy bzocher be faultles,if it be not fozbydden bythe law, 


that he dooeth: with what face dooeſt thou danine the thynge that the lawe of 


the Goſpell danmeth not! but and ik he be fauttye,whp doeſt thou bewzay with 


thy backbytynge tongue, by that ought to be punnyſhed by chelawe-The 
{awe of the Golpell byddeth,that we iudge not one an other, that wecondenm? 
not one an other:and vndet pzetenſe of the lawe we dooe after our owne allet 
cions. He that is the offendour, ſhall haue a iudge of his owne ; why dooeſt 
thou than take his office vpon thee befoze the tyme:Fox thou goeſt not aboute 
to haue him amended but to be wondzed vpon. Therfoze who fo euer backbi: 
tech his neighbour , he either condemneth the lawe, in that it cozrectethnot 
fitlthynes , oz backbiteth it as though it were to muche myngle mangled, and 
walowyſhe, the office wherof the backbptour taketh vpon hym. The wozlde 
bathe here publike lawes to punnyſhe faultes. But tt is the parte of chꝛiſttan 
ſoftenes.to endeuour the amendement ofall menne, rather _ iudge them. 
Chete is but one lawe maker, whiche is hable bothe to laue and to (pill. Ind 


thinkeſt thou, that it is zepte ſecret from him that euetp manne doeth offende⸗ 


—— he ſuffreth the offendour, that he maye ones repent and he lulkreth 
that he mape in his time punnyſhe him the moze greuoullpe.

Why dooelt thou, beinge but a taſcall paiſgent, take vpon thee the iudges ol⸗ 
luce? MH dooelt thou geue ſentence befoze the tyme! It is a bzgthetly patte to 
monpih, it is charity to delite, it is Þ parte of a well willet to blame, but to back⸗ 
byte it is a peſtilent thing, and a vety pꝛide to iudge. It thou obey the lawe, 
why doeſt thou atrogauntiy tazevpon thee the office of the law: It thou goeſt 
befoze the la w, thou art not akeper of the law but a tudge of Þ lawe. He that go⸗ 
ich bekoꝛe the la we, goeth bekoꝛe God the maker of the law. God will not ſutfre 
any thinge to be vnteuenged, a he knoweth what ought to be punnyched a how 
to bee punnyſhed # he is out of daunger of al linne, and none but he. Who arte 
thou that tudgeſt an other Thou condemneſt thy bzother, where thou thy lelfe 
artemoze faultie than he. Fox thou goeſt about to ſptil him that thou arte not 
hable to laue. Fpnally thou chalengeſte to thy ſelfe autozytte vpon an other 
mannes letuaunte, and not without tepꝛoche of the commune maiſter of all. 
Leaue him to his owne maiſter, whiche only tudgeth accoꝛding to right; Thou 
perſwadeſt to thy ſelte, that to be right, which ambition, hate, wzathe, and ma⸗ 
lice bearoth the in hande and arte many tunes oſtended at the moate in thy bꝛo⸗ 
thers eie, whan thou haſte a beame in thyne owne, (There is no man that moze 
poplonly backbitethj an other mans name, than he that is moſte tatte of from 
true pꝛaiſe wozthynes. And no manne beareth moze eaſyly with an other mans 
weakenes.than he that goeth moſte fozwarde in the ſtudie of true godiynes, 


Now they that with ſo great ſtudie fozcaſtthole thinges that are ofthe wozlde, 
hauyng neclected heauenly goodes, ought at leaſt to be monpſhed, by the incer= : 
tayntie and ſhoztenes of this life, that it is a folpe to (et a mannes iope in thole - 
maner of goodes, whiche how lo euet they chaunce, yet they are lomtyme ſos | 


Vaynely taken awape by foztune: oz if foꝛtune ſnatche not awaye thoſe goodes 
kome the owner, deathe ſnatchetg away the owner from the goodes. Ind whex 
they learne by dapip examples, that thus it is,yet as cleane fozgetting all thys 
'gap2e,they dꝛeame vpon long life, and as though they ſhoulde al wayes lyue, 
they hcape vp to them ſelues riches foz many yeares to lyue Vpon : whan thys 
is a thinge moſte incettayn, how long they ſhall lyue and a thing moſte cettain 
that they ſhall not lyue longe:and they do not pꝛepare fox thein ſelues vitayle 
rather koꝛ that life, that neuet (hall haue ende. Goo to you fooles, with what

Thele thinges ought lightly to be cared foz,that make foz the ſhoꝛte and inccr:

fo the lyfe that neucr ſhall dye. And yet where thys lyke hath nought to truſte 
ſurely vnto, ſeing it is ſubietii to lo many chaunces, and ſo many dilcales :ſcig 
it is endaungeted with lo many talualties:ſeinge it is ſo ſiyppety and ſo fugi⸗ 
tiue, yet you enhaunce pour ſtomackes,and are puſted vp with truſting vpon 
pouthe and riches, as though you would neuet dye. It is tight, to bee ſitonge 
and hattie in the truſte of Goddes helpt: it is godly, to bee chearefull in the lo⸗ 
king foz heuenly goodes: but all thys bꝛagging cheare, that pou ſtand in pour 
owne conceate withail of goodes, being fyzſe falſe goodes, and than goodeg 
that inuſte ſthoꝛtly be taken from pou, is not only wycked. but aiſo foliſhe.Per: 
aduenture thps weremoze tolerable, in thoſe that were perſwaded of they; d: 
ders, that there is nothing remaining of man after he is lapped in his w 
ſhetc:and were moꝛe excuſable in them that gredely ble ihys life , and loke fo, 
none othcr. As foz you, the Goſpelies philolophye hathe taught pou, that this 
lyfe is to be contemned, and that you ought, with all ſtudyous dilygence,to 
make ſpede to that heauenly lite, whyche is not pzepared by ryches, but with 
godly doynges. To conclude, he is the moze greuous ſynner, whiche whan he 
knoweth by the Golpelles doctrine what ought to be doone,pet being coꝛtupte 
with cutill- affecciens, foloweth after thoſe thinges , whiche thoſe men folowe

Beholde,the iudge ſtandeth at the 
dooꝛe the rewardes aretnareadpnes. fox euety one accozdinge to the delertes 
of hys Iyfe paſte. In the meane tyme garnyſhe poute myndes with the exams 
ples of holy fathers : if theſe thinges ſholde haue happened to none but you, 
there had ben matter perchaunce foz pou to maruatle at. Che pꝛophetes ſuffred 
moꝛe greuous-matters, which opened the true ſapinges of God vnto þ wicked. 

And litze as the wicked rtche men at that tyme could not abyde the pzophetes 
ſayinges even ſo they canne not abyde the Goſpelles doctrine nowe, becauſe 
it is contrary and repugnaunt agaynſte theyz ſtudyes;. Pet no manne beway⸗ 
leth the pꝛophetes chaunce, no manne thynketh them vnhappye, in that they 
ſuffred empꝛilonmentes and fetters, noz in that they were lapne with ſondzye 
kyndes of toꝛmentes:but we iudge them happpe, in that they were ſlapne foz 
tighteouſnes ſake. Pou haue hearde tell of the noble example of pactence of 
Job. What a ſozte of ſoꝛowes ſuffred he by the cruel aſſaultes of Satan? vou 
haue marked hys wꝛeſtlyng, and you haue marked hym alſo getting the victo- 
tie thzough the loꝛdes helpe:by whole goodnes fox euety thynge that was ta 
ken fcoin hym by the malpce of Satan, he recepued agapne twile as _—

che loꝛde fozfoke not his ſtowte champion, but tn laying vponhym ſo many 
ſzowes, be wolde haue his pactence. tecoꝛded and ſeene:yea and that mercytull 
loꝛde, and ok his owne nature ready vnco clemencye, turneth vnto vs an othet 
mannes malyce into the heape and vauntage ot felycitte. Letyoure mynde bes 
pute and pla yne, and let youre hatte and youre mouthe gooe bothe together 
Lit no man with keyned wozdes deceaue his netghbour, but eſpecpally my bꝛe⸗ 
thzen,ſwearenot:leſt by Iptell and litell you accuſtome your ſelues to foꝛſweate 
you- Amonge Jewes and heathens foxfidelpties fake there is an othe put be⸗ 
wene. But amonge Chyiſtians, whiche ought nether to diſttuſt any manne, ne⸗ 
ther be in will to deceaue, it is a vayne thpng to ſweate. Who lo euet ts actuſ⸗ 
tomed toſweare, is couſyn garmapne to the perril offozſwearyng . Be you ax 
ped not onely to1weare by God tn hunapne affacres and in lyght matters, 
ut alſo abſtepne from al kynde of wearing that you ſweare nether by heauen, 
nether by eatthe oz any other thynge that the commune people eſteme foz holp 
and religtous. Who ſo euer dare be bolde to lye without ſweartnge,he date do 
ſame alſo when he ſweateth, ik he lufte.To be bꝛiet, he that is a good manne 
ll beleuea manne without ſweatyng, and he thatnaughe is, will not truſte a 
manne though he lweate. But amongt you that arefurnyſhed with Goſpellike 
playneſſe, there is nether place of opitraſtinge, ne to ymagtn deceate, But let 
re playne communtcacton bee regarded rozno leſſe true and ſtedfafte, than 
— maner of othe of the Jewes oꝛ Paganes, how holy ſo euet it bee. Is often 
ts pou confirme any thynge,confirme it with all youre hatte: and perfozine in 
dede the thinge that you ſpeake;Asofte as you denye any thinge,denye it with 
youre whole heatte: nether let any Aae bes in poure hearte, than poute 
mouthe ſpeaketh: that there be no tynge in you, ſeing you ate diſ⸗ 
uples of the trueth. And if there ber any manne ſoze affiicted amonge pou, let 
hym not flee to the remedies of thys wozlde, to rynges, to inchauntmentes, to 
daynes, and other eaſementes of ſoꝛowe but let hym turne hym to pzayer and 
lyfte vp hys mynde to God with mot allured Faithfull cruſt, and he Mall finde 
pzeſent releaſſe of his moutnyng. Xgapneif a manne be well content in pzoſþe- 
tie let him not enhaunce hun ſelfe foltſhely noz behaue hymſelfe inadlye, but 
let hun pꝛaiſe the liberall goodneſle of God in holy (onges of thankes geuing. 
Howe ik anp manne be punnyſhed with (pckenes, let hym not flee to the remes 
dies of witchecrakte: let hym not ſpends a light of money vpon phtlict- 
ons, whole curing is many tymes of ſuche lozte, that it were better pactentlye 
todeparte out ofthe woꝛld: but let hym call vnto him the elders of the chziſtian 
tongtegation. Let them make theyz pꝛavers to God fo2 the dyſeaſed, and an⸗ 
noynte him with oyle, not hauyng anp pzayers of wytchecrafte as the heathen 
are wont to doe, but callyng vpon the name ok oute loꝛde Jeſu Chuiſte, then the 
which there is no kinde of enchauntmente, moe effectuall.

Foꝛ none 
lyueth, but he that loueth godly, nether doocth any eſcape deathe, but he that 
atteyneth Immoꝛtalptie. It leyngth thys (Jeſus chꝛiſte) manitcſted him ſelfe 
vnto the woꝛld by hym ſelfe, ſhewing him lelfe playnly to all the ſenſes of man, 
and ſo thruſting him ſelfe in to the conſciences ot menne. And therfoze he would 
haue vs to belokers on and witneſſes of all thinges, that he did on — 1 
thintente 
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thintent they myght be faithfully publiſhed by our pꝛeathinge thzoughout all 
the whole vniuerſall wozlde:chac like as we by Jeſus haue obteyned lyte and 
ſaluacton, in caſe we perſeuer ſttil in the doctrine, euen ſo ſhoulde 
you alſo come with vs in to the felowſhippe and company of this ſaluacion, in 
tale you geue credence to our witneſſe bearing,concernyng the thinge that pou 
neither hearde noꝛ ſawe of hym but learneit by our pꝛeachinge. We are nether 
papne witneſſes ne yet bncommaunded . He bad vs to bee faithtuil-witnelles, 
and we tecoꝛde vnto all men with the greate daunget ef our head, none othet 
thinge than we haue moſt eupdent expertence of, with all the ſcnces of the bo⸗ 
dye. We ate happye, in that aur eares and cles haue made vs beleue: and pet 
pou ate neuettheies happpe, tf you geue credence vnto hys witneſſe bearers. 
Out faithe hathe glued vs vnto Chiſte and made vs the childꝛen ol God and 
nembꝛes of Chziſte: And pour fatth alſo ſhall engraffe you vnto the ſame bo⸗ 
dye, that being ioyned with vs in the keloweſhippe of faſthe,you myght make 
one bodpe. Aud ſo ſhall it come to paſſe , that we ſhall not only bee all of one 
nynde amonge our lelues, as the membꝛes of one bodye, but we ſhall allo haue 
peace and league with Jeſus Chziſte, and by hym with God hys father, fro 
whome we were befoze farre different: that like as the lonne is at moſte perfite

Fauing heard it we make it comune Vnto pouꝛthat God,fozaſmuch as he is al⸗ 
together and of his own nature good, all wiſe, al pute, and al light 5 lite, nethet 
is ther any dark enes in hun. In vs the matter ſtandeth not after ſuch ſozte, but 
we haut muche dal kenes euen ok our ſelues: in caſe we haus any light, we are 
indebied in that all together vnto hum, dy whoſe kree libetality we are delluctted 


from out olde ſynnes, and being delivered from the darkenes of our koꝛmer ig⸗ 


nozaunce we haue learned vy the Golpelles doctrine to liue godly after Chziite 
our heades example. It anÞþ t boaſt, that he is thzough vbapriime engraf: 
- fed tothe body of Chulte,

in baptiſme,except he be anſwerably like vntohts pzofeſſid thzough Jnnocens 
cte of life: he that thinketh thus, is deceaucd, and he lieth that ſapcth it. Foz 
Chyiſte ts the trueth, whiche hathe nothing a doo with lyetg. The kyzſte ſteppe 
unto light, is foz a manne to acknowlage his darkenes :and the fyzit ſtepping 
foxtheof a manne vnto Innocencie, is to acknowlage his ſinnes. Will pe heatt 
therloꝛe, by what token we maye kno we, that we haue true feloweſhippe with 
God r Doubles euen by thie:iẽ like as he is light, and voyde of all dackenes, 
tuen ſo (hall we abſteyne after his example from the dackenes of all exrourg 
and vices, ftamyng all out conuetſacion atter the light ot the Goſpell ; and yt 
like as the ſanne hathe moſt high concozde with:the : euen ſo ſhoulde we 
allo lyue Jnnotenily and be all of one mynde amonge our ſelues. The father 
will not lape the traunſgreſſiong of our olde life vnto our charge, whiche are 
ones doone aware all the ſozte of them by the pꝛecious blood of his ſonne Je- 
ſu:Chziſte, ſo that we from hencefozthe abſteyne from ali ſpnne,as inuche as in 
b Tue blood of Chꝛiſte hathe waſhed awaye all fylthynes , and bathe 
achen it away from all folkes : yea but he hathe waſhen none but thoſe that 
8cnowlagethepz faultes.Pf we (ape that we are not endaungeted with ſynne, 
we deceaut out lelues, we lyue tn.exrour, we wandte in datkenes: and Chaiſte, 
which ts light;whiche is ttueth is not in vs. Fan ik he were truly in vs in dede, 
would diſpatche awaye thys darkenes of artogaunt ignoꝛaunce. Ind if it 
chaunce vs after tetepuing of baptiſme, to ũyde backe agayne thꝛeugh 
mannes weaknes in to auy ſpune, and as it wete a myſte obſcure out light: we 
miſte beware that arrogauucte withdꝛawe bs not farther and farther of, and 
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athe therby felouſhippe with God the tathet:

There is nothing that allureth moꝛe the mercie of God, and 
ſwageth his wꝛath, than yfa man acknowlage his faulte to God. It he 
that is a fearce cruel man foꝛgeue him that acknowlageth his faulte, hoo 
muche moꝛe ſhall God do ſo, which is moꝛe mercifull than any man: he is 
dy nature readyly bent vnto mercie, and hath pꝛomiſed vs foꝛgeuenes vp⸗ 
onthis condicion:forgeue, end it ſhalbe forgeuen Vnto you, Jt he would not foꝛ⸗ 
geue, in that he is good:pet he ſhuld foꝛgeue becauſe he is tuft x of faichful 
credence, See that thou accomplyſhe the pꝛeſcribed condicion, and he ſhal 
not foꝛget his couenaunt. It we with our whole harte foꝛgeue our neigh⸗ 
dour that offendeth vs, God ſhall alſo foꝛgeue vs, not onely one ſynne oꝛ 
mother, but all ſynnes:ſo that we to our powers geue diligence, that we 
may be once voyde of all vites.

weakenes. Foz in dede he is better content with a ſirmer that miſliketh him 
lelfe, than with a righteous that mi ſtandeth in his own conceite.He would 
that 5 ſaluacion of men choulde be aſcribed vnto his mertp, and not to our 
merytes . And nowe hathe he teſtified , that there is no moꝛtall manne on 
fearth, but he offendeth in ſome thyng. And yf we wyl ſay, that we haue no 
ſynne in vs, we make wod a lyar, and ſay agapuſt hym:and he that gayne⸗

cõſtravned. e comaunded many thinges in a \ma] rowme, that cõmaũded 
men to loue their neighbouxs, euen as he dyd vs. He dꝛiueth not vs to loue 
hym agapne, but he enticeth vs, he pꝛouoketh vs, he kindleth vs. Wholoe⸗ 
uer knoweth God aryght, cannot choſe but loue hym vehemẽtlp. Foz euere 
onethat pꝛofeſſeth &od with hys mouthe, knoweth not God: but he that is 
kyndled with the flame of goſpelipke charitie, and doeth wyllynglye and 
gladlp, that whiche he dyd perfitely betoꝛe, that we do good euen vnto our 
enemies, and that foꝛ the ſaluacion of our neyghbour we wyll not ſtycke to 
ſtãd in daũger ok our life, he declareth hymſelfe to know god. But a ia mã 
make hys bodaſte, that he knoweth god, in that, that he beinge taught 
pꝛinciples hath learned the miſteries ofthe fayth , in that beinge bap 
he hath pꝛoleſſed his name, neither foꝛ al that foloweth the example of his 
charitie, he is a lyar, neither hath he yet fully learned to knowe God, in as- 
muche as god is not knowen , excepte faythe be garnyched with charitie. 
And whoſoeuer is a lyar, Chꝛiſt whiche is the ery trueth ſelfe , dwelleth 
not in hym: and whoſoeuer hath not Chꝛiſt dwellyng in hym, is not a liue⸗ 
ly membꝛe of his body. Falth without loue is a vayne matter and a deade, 
To ber choꝛt, idue is not idle, it omitteth none of thoſe thynges, that it 
knoweth be acceptable vnto hym whõ it loueth . Chꝛiſt ſayd he would not 
acknowlage hym to be his dilciple, that woulde not take vp his croſſe and 
folow hym,walkyng in foteſteppes of perfite charitie. Therfoꝛe he that 
obſerueth his laying, declareth in dede that he holdeth faſt the perfite and 
ryght euangelical charitie. By trial herot᷑ we ſhal know, that we are in his 
body, that we haue receyued hys ſpirit.

Deatelp beloued,thys commaundement of charitie, that I wtyte vnto 
tou, is no newe commaundemente, but euen Moſes lawe declared it long 
agoe, oꝛ rather Chriſte by it, whiche renewed his commanndement in the 
ſpell:and ſo renewed it, that he made it peculiarly his owne. ri quod 
his my commaundement, that you ſhoulde loke one another, as ] haue loued you, 

Therfoze it is neither any new commaundement, neither my commaunde⸗ 
ment, that J geue now vnto vou, ne pet ſuche a one as vou haue not heard 
or hitherto, but it is the ſelfe ſame commaundemente, that we gaue vnto 
you by and by in the begynnyng by thautoꝛytte or Chꝛiſte. And pet agayne 
the ſame is newe that J wꝛite nowe vnto pou. It was an ode commaun⸗ 
dement, but it is bzought out of vſe thzough the maners of the people. 
The Jewes learned by heart: 1 bon ſho te love the Lerde thy God, thou ſi alte l ue 
thy neighbour, hut vet euer one ſerued his own gaine.Chiilt renewed thys 
bato vs, vea and loued vs more than himſelke and he loued not his neigh⸗ 
bours, but he loued his enemies, pea thoſe that turned wayward!y from 
him and that were woꝛthy ofeuyli.This albeit I knowe you hauẽ heard 
on ago, yet it ought to be renewed krom tyme totyme with often re⸗ 

, that it maye the moꝛe depelÞthyoure mynde, ſeing it is the 

matter ofthe goſpelles ptofeſſion . | This was a true tommalnde⸗ 
ment in Chꝛiſt, which perfoꝛmed in dede the thyng that he taughte: but it 
was not true in you, as long as vou hated vour neighvour, as ſong as pou 
recompenced euill woꝛde for euell woꝛde, and wꝛong fox wong. But now 
it is true in you alto, ſynce the true ſpꝛong vp lignte ofthe golbelles docs 
trine hath diſpatched awaye ß darkenes of your foꝛmer ite, a hath taught 
that none is acceptable,but he that would lone the good koꝛ Chiles Cake, 
#lonetht alſo that are bad to this ende, that theyſhou!trberouerredvnea 
Chzilt, Thoſe that folowe this doctrine,walke in lyghte, a offende not in 
the darkenes ok euill luſtes. The hate of theneighbour powꝛeth darkenes 
into the mynd. Therfoze he that is ſo wachẽ and ſo hath profeſſed Chꝛiſt, 
that he geneth not ouer to hate his bother ,he is deceaued in beleuynge 
that he walketh in light, where he is pet in darkenes.F0z God remitteth 
not him, 8 foꝛgeueth not his bꝛother. Foꝛ it is not pnoughe to haue geuen 
duer thett, whoꝛedom a murdꝛe, in baptiſme,ercept al holowhartednes be 
alſoplucked quite out of $ mind x in ſtede of — come in plate.

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He that contynueth ſtyll in theloue of hys neyghbour , abydeth inlyghte, 
which is Chꝛiſt Jeſus,and ſtombleth not as walking in darknes:Foz true 
charttie is ſo farre offroin hurtyng any body, that it ſuffreth all thynges, 
and turneth all thynges into good. Contrarywyſe he that hateth his bꝛo⸗ 
ther, although he haue genen ouer to offer vnto images, although he haue 
gene duer to be an vſutour oꝛ a churche robber, pet he is ſtyl in darkenes, 
ſeruing his owne blynde luſtes he walketh in darkenes:neyther ſeeth he 
the ſtrayght waye vnto ſaluacion, althoughe the goſpell chyne clearely vp⸗ 
on him. And all is long of the darkenes ofthe hate ol his bꝛother, that hat 
ſo blynded his eyes. Where hate reigneth, there is the iudgement blynde. 
Babes, I waite vnto pou howe that your ſinnes are foꝛgeuen you foz his names ſake. J wute 
vnto pou fathers, owe that you haue knowen him that is from the begpnning. N wyte vuto 
you yongmen, howe that ye haue ouercome that wicked. I wzite vnto you lytle chudzen, howe 
that pe haue knowen the father. N haue wut ten vnto you tathers, howe that ye haue knowen 
him that is trom the begynnyng. I haue wꝛitten vnto you ponge men, how that ye are ſtroug, 
and the woꝛde of god abydeth in you, and pe haue ouercome that wicked. Se that pe loue not 
the woꝛld, nether the thinges that are in the woꝛlde. Af any man loue the wozlde, the loue of the 
father is not in hun. Foꝛ all that is in the wozlde(as the luſt ot the ſteſle, and the luſt ot the ties 
aud the pꝛide of life )is not of the father, but of the woꝛlde . And the wozlde paſTeth awape,and 
the luſt therot but he that tulfylleth the will of God, abydeth toz euer. 


J loue pdu euen as a mother1oueth her childꝛen, and wꝛite fo2 that put⸗ 
poſe, partlie reioycynge at your felicitie,partiyerhoztyng you to goe koꝛe⸗ 
ward better and better. I retoyce at vou, as my molt deare childzen, whom 
I haue begottenagayne by the ſede of the goſpels doctrine vnto Chzilt;in 
that the ſynnes of your fozmer lyfe are pardoned you,and freely pardoned 
pou,fo2 none other cauſe, but becauſe you haue p2ofeſſed the name ofthe 
lo2de Jeſu Chilſte, that vou ſhoulde alſo remembꝛe after his example fre- 
ye to foꝛgeue Puerye one his neyghbour,J waite vnto pou, whommndt ſo 
muche the pꝛoceſſe of age as the grauitie of maners and godly carefuineſſe 
towardes them that be yonger, doeth make woꝛthye the name ok fathers: 
reioyceing in von, that you ate not onelp endued-with a commune maner of 
wildome, wherby olde men are commended almoſt becaufe ofthe 1 
ence of thinges, and gene the better counſel to the ignoꝛaunte yong folkes, 
but in that you haue reknowledged Jeſus Chꝛiſte the autoꝛ of faluscion: 
whiche not onely is of a greate olde age, but alſo hathe bene alwayes wyth 
the kather. ꝑ du being of great age knowe him that is eternal: and the moꝛe 
fully vou knowe him, ſo much the moꝛe diligently you pꝛeache him to them 
that be of ſlenderer age. Olde koltzes do remembꝛe and kepe in mynde many 
olde auncient thynges, and you kepe him in mynde that was befoꝛe al age. 
I wꝛite vnto you vongmen which though the ſtrength of faith haue oner- 
cdme that wicked a vnruly Satan. The comune ſozte of vongmen thinketh 
themſelues happie in that they gene lightly place to nom becauſe of their 
bodyly ſtrength. But ydu are moze happie, that by reaſdr of voure ſtrength

pleaſures, ne w any terrdurs ot p woꝛld. Other mens atttuitie floꝛicheth in 
battail,but vdur actiuitie hath floꝛiched moꝛe nobly againſt the aſſaultes of 
deuils, the fteſhe,# the woꝛld. wzite vnto you childꝛẽ, which although fo: 
tendernes ot your peares, vou are not ſkilled as pet in p knovwlage of woꝛld 
ly matters, vet ydu haue already atteined the thig, p getteth you euerlaſtig 
felicitie.Jn other childzẽ it is þ firlt ſpecial tokẽ of wit, if ther W — 
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their father, but you knowe pour heauenly father,by whom you are rege- 
nerate vnto heauen. et enery one maynteyne that he hath, and encteale in 
that he hath. Foz this cauſe ſake, I bothe reioyce in euerpe one, and alſo 
warne all and euery oꝛders and ſtates of pon, that acknovledgeyng your 
felicitie, you geue thankes to God poure autour, and haupng inremem- 
bꝛaumce, whither you mult go,pzeace alwayes foꝛewarde vnto more per⸗ 
kecciõ. I wil rehearſe it vnto you thertoꝛe, that ye cannot foꝛget it. haue 
wutten bnto you fathers, foꝛ you knowe him which hath noyther begin 
nyng noꝛ endyng, that the deſy2e of this lyfe ſhould in no wyfe ſtiere you, 
ſeyng you make haſte to the life that neuer ſhal haue ende. J haue wtitten 
bnto Yau pongmen, becauſe Pon haue ouercome the ruflynge nyceneſſe 
of youth thzongh the valiaunt ſtrengthe of mynde, and becauſe you haue 
with a conſtaunte heart kepte the woꝛde of the Goſpell, and haue by the 
helpe of Chziſt,ouercome the Deuill the continuall enempe of mankynde.

Folowe 
the iyght of the goſpeil and loue heauenly thynges, whiche the heaueniye 
father pꝛompſeth, vnto whom you are regenerate by Chziſt Flee the dark- 
nes of naughtie luſtes, wherby this woꝛlde layeth bayte with countrefaict 
des. It can not poſſiblie be, that pon can loue bothe at ones,nozſerue 

oth at ones. There is none agrement betwene God and the woꝛſde, there 
is no concoꝛde betwene 3 and darknes: whoſoeuer louech the woꝛlde, 
twatueth from the lone ok God the fathet. Jſpeake not of this woilde, 
which god made, wherin we liue, wil we nil we. The wiked gredy deſires 
of bayne thinges ( wherein the common ſoꝛt ot menne repoſe their felicitie, 
foꝛgetting the thinges that are truely good in dede ) I cal the woꝛld. It is 
not the plate, howe farre of ſo euer it be, not the raymente, not the meate, 
not the title, chat exempteth yon kr the woꝛld, but a mind that is pure fr5 
thoſe deſires p J ſpake of, And what hath this wald, that is notnoiſomiy 
huttful- There are thꝛe thinges, j it moſt chefeiy deteiueth foliche a vntir⸗ 
cumſpect fo!kes withall:the voluptuous pleaſure of the fleche, enticemen⸗ 
tes of the eies, and hyghe Ratelpnes and pꝛoude galauntnes of lyfe. foꝛ it 
obiecteth certavne iugglinges of vapne pleaſures toclawe the ſenſes of 
the bodye withall foꝛ a tyme, that the mynde maye in the meane while be 
called awaye from the ſtudie ol heauenlye good thynges . Foꝛ the deſyꝛe 
of ſuche maner of good thynges, the heauen pe ſpirite fuggeſteth, whom 
God the father geueth vnto his childaẽ that ate truly regenergte byChuift, 
The deuill hath alſo a ſpirite of his.owne /by whom he ſuggeſteth a per⸗ 
nicious loue of thynges neyther true not durable, vnto them that haue 
bent them{elues thꝛoughly vntothis woꝛlde. e ſuggeſteth the nanghtye

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He ſuggeſteth wanton ſonges and chameles fables, to anopnt the eatex 
withall. He ſuggeſteth the want on enticementes of beawties and ſondyy 
kyndes ot thinges to beholde, to delite the etes withall. He ſuggeftechche 
pompes and ioylitie df riches, the dccaſions of ambicton. Finally he ajly- 
rethanenmes.mpndes on euery parte awaye fromthe true and eueriaſeing 
good thingesvnta the vayne imaginaciong of good thinges. Let him that 
entangled. with the deſire of theſe thinges, knowe that he is not moued 
by the ſpirite of the heauenly father, vut by the ſpirite of the woꝛlde. The 
woꝛlde, lybe as it conſiſtetij vpon elementes that endure but for a time, e⸗ 
uen ſo geueth it nothing but that whiche ſhall choꝛtly periche. God, lite ag 
he is eternal, euen to geueth he freely euerlaſting rewardeg.

The paraphzaſe of Eraſmus vpon the firſt Epiſtle 


Babes lette no man deceyue vou, ffatteryng you fo2 your pꝛofeſſyng the 
name of chꝛiſtians, as though that were ynoughe vnto felicitte. He is not 
iuſt, that ſpeaketh juſtice with his mouthe , but he that in his lyfe and ma; 
ners doeth juſtice in dede, is iuſte, lyke as Chꝛiſte aifo ſhewed himſelfe in 


his ſapinges and doynges an example ot all iuſtice. And he that truely and 


wholy cleaueth faſt vnto him, abſteyneth as much as he poſſible map, from 
all vncleanes ot ſinnes, and the purenes of maners ſelfe declareth hym to 
be the ſonne of God, whiche is good by nature, and znoweth no ſynne. But 
he that ſynneth although he haue receyued the ſacramentes of Chꝛiſte, yet 
he is begotten of hys father the deuyl, whiche is the pzince and autoꝛ of all 
ſynne. im whoſoeuer foloweth, is lyke his father, in that ſame thing that 


he ſynneth in, c declareth hymſelfe to be his ſorne. God alloweth no felow⸗ 


chyppe with ſpnnes, foz he ſent his ſonne foꝛ thys intent into this woꝛlde, 
to vanquiſſhe the wooꝛkes ofthe deuyll, that is to ſape, all thynges, that 
are contrarye repugnaunt agaynſt the charitie of the goſpel. Of Adam we 
are all boꝛne endaungered with ſinnes:of God we are boꝛne agayne bythe 
ſede of ß goſpelles doctrine. As longe as the ſtrength ok this ſeede abydeth 
in a man, he ſynneth not, neither can ſynne, that is to wete,becauſe the lone 
of god byddeth hym nape:whiche loue rauiſheth hym to the ſtudpe of well 
doyng, and calleth hymawaye from all deſire ofoffendynge , in that he is 
the bery true ſonne of God:reſembling playnly the behaniour and diſpoll⸗ 
cion of his father and head. It is not the title, it is not baptiſme, it is not 
the ſacramentes that deſcerne the childꝛen of God from the childꝛen of the 
deupll, but the puritie of lyfe , and charitie, expꝛeſſpng and ſhewyng it ſelfe 
in wel doinges. It is not idle if it be there. He that ſheweth not that, neither 
cheweth in his dede that he loueth his bꝛother, he is not boꝛne of God, It 
he were a lyuely membꝛe of Chꝛiſtes body, he woulde haue loued the os 


ther membꝛes, foꝛ whom Chaiſte died. 


Foz thys is the tydinges, that ye heard from the begtimmge , that ye ſhoulde louc one ano⸗ 
ther, not as Cayn whiche was of that wicked, and ll ewe hys bꝛother . And wherefoze llewe he 
dun! Bccauſe his owne u o:kes were cupll,and hys bzotbers good. Meruaple not iny bꝛethm 
though the wozlde hate You.

Dearely beloued, pf God, whiche hathe no nede of vs, ofhys owne ac- 
ro2de and wyllynglyhath ſo muche loued vs, we ought alſo after hys ex⸗ 
ample to loue eche one other. The ſonne of God ſhewed hym ſeite viſiblye 
bnto vs, but no man hath ſene God the father at any tyme with his bodily 
eieg, and pet he is pertepued bythe eutdent tokens of thynges . We feele 
hym angrype, we tele gym mercyfull , we kele hym to be abſent, we fele hym 
to be pꝛeſente. We axe hable to reftifie our mutuallloue towardes God by 
none other argumente, than yt we loue euery one other, tyke as he hathe 
loued vs. He toued vs freiy without cauſe, he loued vs foꝛ thys purpoſe, to 
— we lone eche one other alter ſuch wiſe:god, which is loue, (as 
ſayed)abydeth in vs. It is a comune loue to beare good wil to him þ deſer- 
ueth well, to loue hym that is hable to requite oure loue, and to teſtifie our 
good will with one good turne koꝛ an othet:but 5ᷣ loue of god is perfiteto- 
wardes vs. He loued vs of his on accoꝛde, he toned vs being ſtraungers, 
he loned vs of whome no maner requitali cdulde returne tohym agayne, 
he loued vs enetothetoſſe of his onely begotten ſõne. It we loue our neigh⸗ 
bourin a ſemblabie wyſe, than the loue of God is pertite in vs, declaryng 
alſo that God hymſeite is in vs. Lyke as all one ſpirite knytteth the mem⸗ 
bꝛes ot the body together , and mazeth them one body : euen ſo the ſpirite 
ol god daeth in a maner glue together and znytte bothe vs with hym, and 
euety one to other, and as it were dꝛyueth perfozce all into one. And yfthe 
ſpirite of god, which inſpireth into our heartes p lone of our neighbour, be 
ſtronge in vs, donbtles we knowe by thys token, bothe that we abyde in 
God, and God lykevoyſe in vs. Theretoꝛe he is an enemie vnto loue, that 
denyeth Jeſus to be the ſonne ot God, whiche gaue hymſelfe to redeme 
man ind. But of this matter we were euen lookers vpõ, we ſawe it with 
our eies; we hearde it with our eares, we handled it with our handes, and 
of a matter ſo many wates pꝛouediy knows, we beare witnes to the whole 
woꝛlde, that god fent his ſonne, to ſaue the woꝛld with his beath, in caſe it 
woulde repent from his olde errours, and oꝛdꝛe the lite ot it from hence: 
foꝛthe arcoꝛdyng tothe rule of the goſpell. foꝛ he dyd not onely ſende hym 
to ſaue the nacion of the Jewes, but he gaue hym allo to be a ſauiour to al 
the whole worde. Hethettoꝛe that conkeſſeth that Jefus*is the ſonne of 
god, whom the pꝛophetes had pꝛophecied betoꝛe ſhdulde come, he abydeth 
in God, and god in him. Foz he knoweth the trueth, and embꝛateth lour, 
He acknowlageth not the loue ot God towarde him, that doeth no expꝛelſe 
it in his neighbour. But as foz vs, we haue both knowen by experience, and 
beleue with our harte, and conteſle wyth oure mouthe, and expꝛeſſe in oure 
wozkes the dedes that God hath beſtowed vnto vs. It remaineth, that we 
thoulde-perſeuer in that whiche is begonne, and not to offende, ſo as God 
be not bothe plucked awaye from bs , and wee dꝛawen awaye from God. 
God(as J ſayrd betoꝛe) is lone . Therfoꝛe he that continueth ſtyll in loue, 
continueth &yll in God, and God lykewyſe in hym : becauſe the mutual 
knotte of the ſpirite of God abideth. Wyl you alſo haue an other token ge- 
uen vou, whereby pou maye trye, whether the lone of god bee perfite in 
vou: It we know our owne conſcience to be good, and that we dꝛeade not 
the dayeof iudgement, wherein they ſhall be ſeperated from Chꝛiſte, that 
haue not folowed Chziſt. They all quake, when they ſhal heare that — 
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ribleboyce.Deperte from me. But we looke koꝛ that daye with a truſty boldes 

nes, that is to wete,knowyng to our ſelues, þ lye as he was conuerſaunt 
in the woꝛld, euen ſo are we alſo in the woꝛlde. He toke no maner ofſpotte 
of the woꝛlde, but cleanſed the woꝛlde from it owne kylthynes, and dꝛewe 
it, as muche as in hym was, into hys purenes.. Euen ſo wee alſo to dure 
powers are not onely not mingled with p woz!de,butalſo we rather dꝛiue 
it, with teachyng of the goſpell, and chaſte examples of lyfe,vnto Chꝛiſte. 
Che dꝛeade ot goddes iudgemente ſpꝛyngethe out of an euyll conſcience.

Oꝛ elles we foz the moſte parte knowe not what we choulde aſze of God, 
and many tymes fot holſome thynges we deſire hurtfull thynges, yfthe 
ſpirite of Chziſte put vs not in mynde, what were expedient foz vs to aſke: 
but as ofte as we aſke after thys ſozte,we are ſure that god heareth oure 
pꝛapers: we are ſure that he wyll frely gene bs whatſoener we ſhall aſke, 
So hath he pꝛomiſed vs, and is hable to perfoꝛme whatſoeuer he pꝛomi⸗ 
ſeth, and wyll perfozme whatſoeuer is holſome fo2 vs. Neither chall he 
onelp encreaſe his giftes in vs, being pꝛouoked therunto by oure pꝛaperg, 
but alſo he wyll pardon vs oure daylye offences , without whome che ke⸗ 
dlenes of mang nature can ſcarcely be hable to endure longe : and he ſhall 
not onely pardon euerp one hys offences, pf he deſire pardon, but he ſhall 
alſo heare the bzother praying foz the bzothers offences, ſo that the ſinne 
bee of ſuche ſoꝛte, that it doeth not quenche out bzotherly loue , althoughe 
it doe ſomewhat obſcure it. Fo2 there is a ſynne that cannot bee imputed 
vnto weakenes, noꝛ be healed with lyght and eaſpe remedies : as whan a 
manne vpon a ſette malyce perſecuteth the chziſten felowſhyppe,where he 
hymſelfehach pzofeſſed Chꝛiſte, and in pꝛetence of religion goeth aboute to 
ſubnert religis . The deſperate frowardnes of ſuche a one deferneth not 
the pꝛayer of godly menne:and vet perfite charitie pzayeth alſo foz ſuche, 
wylhyuge fo thoſe thynges that cannot poſſiblye be done. There is no 
manne that pꝛapeth foz the deuyll , becauſe he doeth wittyng'ye thzonghe 
malyce oppugne them, whome God woulde well vnto. Perhappes no 
pꝛayer ſhould alſo be made fox them, that are tranſſated ints hys affeccion: 
and are rather to be ſhunned, that they doe no harme , than to bee releued 
with pꝛaperg, excepte they ſhewe an hope of their repentaunce . Snche a 
difeaſenedeth more ſtrong remedies,and is greater, than can bee taken a- 
way by dayly pꝛaiers, wherby lighter offences are taken away, which are 
done of feble weakenes, #not of purpoſed frowardenes , X0hatſoener is 
committed beſpde perfite righteoufnes,is ſin:but there be many differen⸗ 
ces of ſynnes. There is ſome ſynne, whiche althoughe it demynylhe and 
blotte innocencye , pet it-vtteriye quencheth not out chriſtian charytye : 
as whan by occaſion we ouerſhote a woꝛde agaynlte oure frende o whiche 
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we are ſ02y foꝛ by and by that it ouer hot vs:whan a ſodayne angre hath 
ruſched out at a woꝛde, that wee woulde wyche by and by myghte bee 
called ba cke agayne: whan thzoughe the ſwetenes of meate oꝛ dzynke re- 
cepuyng , wee take ſomewhat more then the neceſſitie of nature doeth 
require , And to pardon theſe offences God is eaſte, vk he bee called 
vpon with mutual pꝛavers. Suche maner of faultes of childꝛen, thoſe that 
be gentyll parentes doe foꝛ the moſte parte wyntze at, whiche woulde not 
ſuſtre greater offences. Albeit there is none ſo lyght a faulte that ought to 
be neclected. W hatſoeuer is done amyſſe, is enyll and to bee eſchewed of 
dlye folkes,and yt it bee neclected , it dꝛawethe by lytell and lytell vnto 
Kathe. But lytze as ſpedye remidy oughte to be had foꝛ theſe lighter offen- 
tes, whiche men are ſcarce hable to auoyde : euen ſo god foꝛbydde, that he 
whiche hath once renounced the woꝛlde, and dedicated hymſelfe vnto god, 
choulde be tombled backe agayne into anye greate notable cryme , By pꝛo⸗ 
felling of p goſpel we are made the childꝛẽ of God, and membꝛes of Chꝛiſt.

J John your bother and companion 
in tribulacton, and iu the kyngdoime and pactence iu Jeſu Chꝛiſte, was in the ple that is 
called Þathmos,foz the wozdof god, and foz the witnelſynge of Jeſus Lbzitt. 


This doth Chziſt ſpeake to declare his godly maieſtye, and his cternall 
ſubſtaunce, a his almyghtye power without ende oꝛ begynnynge. And he ſpea- 
keth after the maner of the grecians, amonge the whiche Alpha is the firſt let⸗ 
tet # Omega the laſt. And after this, ſpeatzeth S. John the Euangeliſt again,

Tbe loꝛdes dape is the ſondaye,whiche the holy Fpoſtles,(thozottghe the ho- 
ly gooſt which they receyued at whytſontyde)did inſtitute to be lanctykped and 
kept holy of the — — churche, in the ſteade of the Jewes Dabboth dap, not 
without very neceſlarpe laudable and expediente conſpderacions . Eulebius 
mꝛyteth that S. John dyd rule the chutche of Epheſus after S. Paules death 
and lyke wyſe alſo, the other churches in Aſia, and therfoze was commaũded of 


Chꝛiſt tn this place, to ſende this wzytynge vnto them koꝛaſmuche as he knew 


them beſt ſo that in pzoceſſe of tyme it myght be common vnto all churches fox 
theiredefpeng r inſtruccion as it tam alſo to paſſe, And vnto the allo he wꝛote 
his goſpel(attet that he was deipucred out ot Pathmos,) againſt ö heretpkes, 


whiche began at that tyme to tyſe. x MY 
and J turned backe to ſe the vopce that ſpake tome, And whan J was turned, N ſawe 
n golden candelſtpckes, and in the myddes of the canbelſtyckes, one lyke vnto þ ſonne 
ofman,clothcd with a lynnen 1 downe co the tete, and gyꝛde aboute the pappes 
with a golden gyꝛdle.

Here learne, that the ſonne of god whiche hath the two edged ſwearde , the 
firft and the laſte, whiche is deade and yet lyueth, which hathe the ſeuen ſtartes, 
and is the gouctnoure of heauen and carth, is all one thinge : Namely Þ Mel⸗ 
ſias, whiche was betoze the beginninge of the woꝛld, the ſautour of al the faiths 
full,our Lode Jeſus Chuſt.Thiatira is a Cathedzall churche,and one of the 
molt notable cities in Lydia. This churche,dotheÞ lpirite of Chziſt commende, 
and p2ayſe.as well foʒ dpuetſe vettues, as allo foz waxing bygge and increa- 
ſyng in them. But he rebuketh the ſynne of the heades,and oucrleers, which are 
ſo neglygent.that they doe not roote out, noꝛ refozine certen wyckednes: As ars 
the ſetuice and honouring of pdols and kals goddes, and other hyghe blaſphe⸗ 
mies which doe alwapes accompany and wapte vpon ydolatrye. Whiche thing 
is ſygnikied by the wycked and ſuperſticious woman Jeſabell- . Okt this 
woman reade moꝛe in the firſt of the Kkynges in the.rviii.and.rrii.Chapterand 
in the.ti.of ß Kynges in the.tr.and.r.Chapter.Pow ſhe a al her poſtetitie were 
ſo greuouſly puniſhed of god. And againe teade the. xiui. Chapter of þ.v.boke 
of Euſebyus, concernynge Montanus & his hereltes and than ſhalte thou vn⸗ 
derſtande this place muche better.

Whiche ſeruice 
allo, the very heathen whan they ſee it, ſhal conkelle and knowledge it to be good

That they alſo at length, with one hatte and inynde,fhould beholde $ moꝛnyng 
ftarre Chziſt, and his holſome goſpell, and ſhoulde in this lyfe thoꝛswe faithe, 
and after this lyfe in the euerlaſtynge kyngdome of Chꝛiſt, in the heauenly Je- 
tulalem, recepue the frutcion of euerlaſtynge and etetnall tiches with god and 
il his electe.

but all together vnto the merptes of the healthſome paſſion of Chatſt, whiche is 


and ſhall ever be their rightuouſnes, in whome they put their truſt and confy- 
dence:and foz his ſake, they are readye to ſuffer, whatſoeuer god (Hail lap vpon 
them. Thele are the holp & bleſſed, whiche 7 in this lyke to 78 a delight 
in godlynes, euen with a free ſpitite: And thoꝛowe faythe they,areſure of the 
grace and mercye of god, which ſhal continue koꝛ euet to warde them a at length 
they ſhall haue the clcare fruicion of all goodnes, and ſhall fully poſſeſſe that, 
which they doe here hope and looke foz. Suche men ate the very true ſeruaun- 
tes of god fully ſtablyſſhed in the right kaythe and true loue: From the whiche 
(thozowe the grace of god) they (hall neuer fall: Foz as muche as god is their 
father, and ouerſecer, whole deate and louynge childꝛen they are. And they can 
lacke no treaſute, neythet coꝛpoꝛall no: ſpirituall eythet in this woꝛlde. oꝛ in the 
woꝛlde to come. And they lyue bleſſedly in ptate and quietnes of conſcience, be⸗ 
foze-god:readye at the ptealure of god, to goe thozowe weithe and woo in this 
woꝛlde, whome no maner of creature can hurte, foʒ as muche as the jozde fauo? 
reth them, vnto whome they haue vtteriy geuẽ and committed them lelues and 
haue offred vp vnto him a pleaſant ſacrifices oblacion in fapthe in true Clui⸗ 
ſten loue and perfyght hope. Foꝛ Chꝛiſt that ſuFered death for them, and tede⸗ 
med them with his þloude, will not kazlake them but graciouſly tule 4 gauerne 
them, and thozowe the holy goſpel wil iuſtructe them in al{rightuouſugs, which 
they begynne here in this woꝛld and ſhal enioxe the frute therof in the lyfe euer⸗ 
laſtyng. And thus thoꝛowe ß grace a mercye ok god, they ſhal ouettome al woe 
gnd vexacton , and temapne pacient in perſecucion, yea and mery and * 
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alſo in him, that can ſtrengthen and eomfozte them: whiche dyſtrybuteth his 
plentifull grace vnto them, to woxke al holy # vertuous wozkes. Foz the which 
alſo, beyng his owne wozkes,he wyll yet crowne and rewarde them( as S. Au⸗ 
ſten layeth) in the kyngdome of heauen eternallp. 


The. viii. Chapter, 


¶ And when he had opeued the ſeuenth ſele, there was ſpletiice in heauen about theſpace 
ot balte an houte. And J ſawe-vii.angelles tandpugebefoze god, g to them wer geuen ſe- 
yen trompettes. And another angel came and ſtode befozetye aulter, dauinge a gold ſens 
ſer, and muc he at adoures was geuen vuto g im, that be ſhould offce ot the pꝛapers of all 
ſainctes vpon the golden aulter, which was befoze the ſeate. And pᷣ ſmoke ot the odourt 
whiche came of the pzapers of all ſatnttes, aſcended vp befoze god out of the Angeles 
hande. And the Angelleoke-tbe ſeuſer, anpFylled it with fpze of che aulter, and caſte it tuts 
the earth, and vopces were made, and thoudzynges andiyghtupuges,and earthquake. 


Thathe-ofte bene ſene, that after great troubles, and much 
vexacion, thoꝛowe the pꝛouyſion of god, reft and quietnes harh 

kolowed in all tymes . And thus ſhall it continue even from the 
$9 a(cencien of Chzilte, vntyll the woꝛldes ende, that after rayne, 


game. Euen ſo, whanthe faythfull haue once top in god after 


eſt, 

tar and the oblacion himlelfe,and he ſtandeth fox his fapthfull electe, with the 
_ cenſers,the hygheſt loue and humtlyte, thozowe the whiche he gaue him 
elke fo: the ſynnes of al the woꝛld into the mooſt bytter and landerous death, 
fo: a petpetuall teconciliacion fo: all thoſe that beleue in him.Unto this onelp 
one and eternall pzieſt, Chzift,doe all faythfull.holy,and bleſſed chziſtians, ten⸗ 
der and gyue their vnperkyte deuocion, thanck es geuynge, fetuent peticions 
and pꝛaßets, their hope. loue, and fayth. All whiche,he receyueth in good parte, 


be terre, 


5 {anne ſhal ſhyne, and alter warde it wyll be cloudye x darcke 


and maketh them acceptable vnto þ father, with the cenſers ol his pꝛayers, and 


with his [wete ſinellynge rightuoulnes, and holynes, whet with he is full and 


aboundant plentuous and ſufficient toꝛ all the electe from the begynnynge oZk 


the wozlde, vntyll the ende therof, And by this meanes and no nother wyſe, may 
the pꝛayers of all the holy and kaythfull come vnto god, namely thozowe the 
handes and merites of his paſſiõ, ſo that they takethe ſame with them, pleating 
with god thozowe the ſame. Whiche thing dilpghteth and pleaſeth the loꝛd god 
tight well. Nowe pk the holy clecte ſhal thus offre vp their neceſſities & pzatcrs 
bnto god thozowe Chꝛiſt, whiche is the onely medyatour betwene god the fas 
ther and mankynde, than wyll the mercifull god heare them, and (Hall punyche 
the wycked tyꝛannes and oppzeſſours of the faythkull, with his kyetye dattee, 
and thonderboltes and other plages,whiche he can and is wont to ble dyuers 
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wapcs fo2 the terryble punyſhemet ol the wycked godlefſe pꝛynces a tyꝛannes 
bothe bodely and goſtly, iu lo muche that Sathan with his whole kyngdome 
Halbe amaſed thetat. 


¶ And the ſeuen angels which had the ſeuen trompettes, pzepared them lelues to blowe. 
The firſt Angell bie we, and there was made hay le and tyie, whiche were myngled with 
bloude, and they were caſte into the earth: and the chir de parte of Þ earth was let on kyze, 
and the thirde parte ot trees was burnt and all grene grade was v2cntce. And the ſeconde 
augell blewe;and as it were a great mountapne burnyng with lyꝛe was caſtc into tye ſee, 
aud p̊ thitde patte ot the ſea turned to bloude, and the thirde parte of the creatures which 
had iyte, dyeo, aud the tatrde parte of Pyppes were dest toped. 


Chꝛiſt bꝛingeth his punyſhementes to paſſe thoꝛowe good and cuyll angels, 
tuen at his owne plealute. Foꝛ vnto the lozde there is nothing euell noz vnpꝛo⸗ 
fytablc:toz as muche as he onelp, can make good of euyll well pnoughe. The 
firſt plage of the churche of Chziſt, was in the vnderſtandynge and inter pꝛeta⸗ 
cion of holy ſcripture whiche cuen at the fitſt, was alſaulted with dyuetle dan: 
getous heteſpes, whiche [p;ang vp by teaſon of þ dyuetſytie of vndetſtandyng 
Amonge the wzytets and tcachers:by reaſon wherof,infynite Schilemes dille⸗ 
cions petels and dangerous vproures did ſpꝛynge d aryſe . And foꝛ this cauſe 
were ſo many councels holden. Foꝛ the chziſtendome ſuffred great decaye , and 
many ſwatued there from.at ſuche tyme as god, of his mercye,gaue peace and 
quietnes in the churche,but foꝛ a (mall ſeaſon, as J ſapde befoze . By the trees 
we ſhall vnderſtande people of all maner of nacions and degtres in 5 chꝛiſten⸗ 
dome of no (inall nomber,as in the tyme of Athanaſius and after, The ſeconde 
plage folowcth afterwarde,againſt the whote and natural ſtrength and fearces 
nes of men, and ſpecially that, whiche was betwene pzinces andxrulers, that 
were aſſaulted of the wycked fpende with ambicion, foz power anddominton, 
The whiche the wycked kyende dyd tayſe vp, after that the godly and holy tea⸗ 
chets had rooted out all etrouts and hereſpcs . This contencion and deu 
in the churche betwene the rulers of the laptie and clergye;hath bene the occa 
of vety great myſeties betwene the grectans and ß Roinaynes, Emperozs and 
Rynges opes and byſhops bothe in the ſpirituall and teinpoꝛall tegunent. 
Foz this deuyllyſhe burning kyze of pꝛyde hathe bzedde inkynite and vnlpeake⸗ 
able hutte vnto þ churche of Chꝛiſt. Foꝛ cuen out of Þ.{pzang ſo many watres 
battels,burnynges,and deſtroyng of landes. Ind ſuche common harmes wpll 
the ſpitite of god ſygnifye by the trouble,lofſe and deſtruccion in all the elemẽ⸗ 
tes, p fy2e,water,aper # the earth, Fox there was no man {ure and in lategatde. 


¶ And the thirde angel blew, and there fell a great ſtarre from heauen, burnyng as it wer 
a lampe, and it teil iuto the thirde parte ot the ryuers, and into fountatnes of watets, and 
the nam ot the ſtarre is called wozmwod. aud p thirde parte was turned to worm worde. 
— many men dyed of the waters becauſe they were made bytter. Aud the fourth Angell 

le we, and che thirde parte of the ſonne was ſmytren, and the thtrdeparte of the mone, 
and the thirde parte of catres:ſo that the thyꝛde patte otthem was darckned. And Þ daye 
was ſmytten, that Þ thirde parte of it (houlde not ſhyne, and lyke wyſe the nyght. And f 
beyeloe and hearde an augell Aytnge thoꝛowe the mpddes of beauen, ſapiug with a loude 
voyce: Woo, woo, woo, to the tahabirers of the earthy, becauſe ot the vopces to come of the 
trompe of the the angels, whicye were pet to blowe. | 


The thirde plage came vpon $ ſtarres ofheauen, that is, bpon the moſt 
holyeſt people, which were taken foꝛ the (pirituall ſtate and oꝛder as monckes, 
ktycrs, and pꝛieſtes: whiche thozowe their hypoctylpe, haue heaped . — 
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ſelues monep, goodes and trealures, and haue gotten landes and dimiinions, 
fo the whiche great dyuiſion was among them. And wheras the woꝛld ſhauld 
haue learned of them faith loue and knowledge, it was nothing but landered, 
offended,deceyued,ſeduced and ſoze hyndered by them, bothe in faythe, and in 
odly lyuynge and bchaueour:bothe whiche, were viterly decayed in theſe par 
ns, to the great vndoyng and dyſtruccion bothe of bodye and of ſoule. And 
thus the ſwete hony of chziſten lous and concoꝛde among theſe oꝛdets is turned 
in to bytter wozmewoode, by the which many ſoules are detroyed. The fourthe 
plage maye well be vnderſtande to be the png in of the Turkes # Sara: 
ſens, whiche is as it were a wozthye and well delſcrucd ſcourge 02 whyppe, 
whiche ſhoulde ſcourge and punyſhe the chꝛiſtendome fallyng into ſpane and 
dyſolutenes.As it hath already happened in the. iii. partes of theearth; Axa, 
Europa and Ifrica.Yll theſe hachhe-gotten wholy into his handes. Ind hathe 
allo dyuerſe tymes attempted Italy and Spaine- . And hath alreadye gotten 
Auſtry, Etſchlande, and parte of Hungty. He p thinketh not this a great toſſe, 
and a wonderfull deſtruccion, the ſame hath no vuderſtandvnge at all. Suche 
great mpleties, perplexites and deſtruccions, dothe the ſcripture ſygnikye in 
diuerſe places by the darcknes of the dune, Moone and Starres. Ind where 
as he ſayth, that onely the thirde parte was deſtroyed, he ſpngnifyeth thereby, 
that all this dyd not continue indyuerſe places. Foʒ men addꝛeſſyng thi lelues 
vnto repentaunce and amendement, hauedpſappopnted ſuche enemyes, # dyl⸗ 
charged them ſelues of them; But not euery where,no2 at all tymes -. Foz all 
thele myſeties and plages returned againe afterwarde,and were moze danges 
tous. hutttul and intollerable,than they wers defoze.Indbothe theſe and other 
plages dyd increaſe, and get the ouerhande dayiye mote and moze.& lykewyſe 
alſo the ſynne againſt the woꝛde of god again true foue; agatnſte peace and 
quictnes,and againfi all vertue and godlynes,dyd not crale dut cdntye 
nually againſt the manyfeſt and clere goſpel, euen by the ſptrituail ſoꝛt, which 
haue their lyuynge of the goſpel, wherunto they ave the moſt extreme enempes, 
bothe in wozde and deade, a thouſande partes moze than the ſecular and laye 
ſozte. And yet all vnder the pꝛetence # coloute of a Chiiſten & good zeale,whers 
as they ſeke nothing but their owne pꝛyuate lucre,as it is eupdent # manyfeſt, 


¶ The. ix. Chapter. 


Tand the fyfte angell blewe, and I ſawe a Qarre fall from beauen vuto the earth. And ta 
him was geuen the kaycof the bottomleſſe ppt. And he opened the botomleſſe pyt, and the 
fmoke of the pyt aroſe as the ſmoke ofa great foznace. Ind ths ſunne, and the aycr were 
darckned, by the reaſon of the ſmoke of the pyt. aud there came aut ot the fmoke locuſtes 
vpon the carth,+ vnta them was geuen power as the ſcoxpyons ofthe earth baue potaer, 
And it was cõmaunded them, that they choulde not hurte the graſſe of the earthe: nether 
any grene thinge,nether any tree:but onely thoſe men whiche haue not the ſeale in they: 
loꝛeheades. and to them was commaunded, that they Houldnotkyll chem, but that they 
ſhould be vered fyue moneches,# their payne was as p papue that commethot᷑ a ſcozpion, 


when he hath ſtonge a man. 


pöbe as in theopenyng of the fourthe ſeale, god is become man, 
0 waſhe awaye all ſynnes and wyckednes : euen fo the deuyll, 

«> E whiche is a counterfetter of gods wozkes, imageneth by all 
EL2hSZ2meancs that he can, to ſet vp and ſtablyſhe all mancr of intol⸗ 
eerable errours, and to augment his kyngdome: Ind goeth a⸗ 
bout to make him elke a god, and to fyght and ſtryue * 
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the goſpell,and againſt all godlynes. But thoꝛowe the iudgement of god he is 
fallen downe from heauen, vnto the earthe and hath receyued thozowe the iud⸗ 
gement of god, and thozowe his permiſſion, the kep ofhell and of the botomieg 
pyt of all wyckedneſſe, euen lyke as Chziſt ts aſcended and gone vp and thoꝛow 
his merites and rightuouſnes, hath opened the heauen, and hath reccyucd the 
kyngdome of god, fot all the faithfull electe. And out of this hellyſhe botomlegz 
pyt.aroſe a ſmoke of wozldly wyſdome, & of fleſhly luſtes, by the whiche,al god⸗ 
lynes planted of Chziſt and of the apoſtles, thoꝛow the pzeachyng of the golpel, 
is obſcured and darckened. And there are ryſen vp locuſtes that is to ſay,falſg 
teachers,heretykes and wozldly ſuttell pꝛelates, ſcolemen and ſ(ophiſters, which 
thozow their pꝛoude doctrine, and mans oꝛdinances, pompe, and couetoulnes, 
baue done muche harme in the churche in the heartes of the kaythkul, thoꝛow the 
permiſſion of god: Ind all this is ſuffered euen foz the ſynne of contemnynge 
gods woꝛde, and foz that men haue loued them lelues muche moꝛe than Chꝛuſt. 
Whiche woꝛde of god they haue made moze to be conteinned, w their lyngyng, 
and faſt oz (wyfte mumblynge vp therok, without vndetſtandynge, than they 
haue p2ofpted oz edyfted eyther them ſelues oz arly other therby . Ind allo in 
their hyghe ſcoles and vntuerſyties, with their Atiſtotle and their Phyloſophp, 
they haue made woꝛde of god darcke # obſcure. And with their Philoſophical 
dyſputactons, they haue made it bncerten and doubtkull, and vnpꝛokptable vn- 


to the churche. Is it maye well appeare that p frute and ende of al their ſtudyeg 


haue bene nothyngeels but couetouſnes and p2yde, wozldly honour and pꝛo⸗ 
mocion . Ind with their ſuttyll wyttes and dyuiles, they haue done won⸗ 
derfult muche hurte. But thoꝛowe the myghtye power and vertue of Chziſt in 
his churche, they haue bene hyndered and dyſappoynted,foz this purpoſe that 


they ſhoulde not hurte noz harme the true fapthfull, whiche increaſe and wart 


grene thozowe kaythe, in all godly wozkes and exercyſes:whiche the ſpirite ol 


god would not ſuffer to be hyndered but that they ſhoulde be pꝛeſetued in faith 


and lone after the wyll and woꝛde of god in all holynes and vertue. But thoſe 
men whiche haue made a couenaunt with pzyde , couetoulnes, fleſhly luſt and 
pleaſute, enupe.hatted and exceſſe, and luche other they were geuen vnto them, 
to ble after theit owne pleaſures, foz as muche as they had no ſeale oz token of 
god. Notwithſtandpnge thole ſhoulde they not kyll nepther , foz as muche as 
many of them myght be conuerted and amende, but they ſhould onelp punyſhe 
and vere them in their conſcyences,and with other plages,foz a ſeafon,namely 
koz the [pace of fyue monethes, whiche maye be vnderſtande to ſpgnifye , kyue 
hundꝛeth yeares, wherin all ſuche thinges haue beneſene,pzactifſed and ſuffered 
in the churche of god. Ind their payne and vexacion foz ſo long a tyme,hath 
bene extreme their conſcience being fearefully and heauvly toꝛmented fox thetr 
great ſynnes. Whiche thinge dyd firſt ſpꝛynge of falſe doctrine, and of mans 
tradicions, which they haue not kept as fo2 an example, thep coſtrayned, filthy 
chaſtitieot pzyeſtes,monckes,4 nonnes, the glotonous faſtynge, the myſerable 
toꝛment of eareconfeſſion, the dzcadfull feare of purgatozye, the pollynge of 
pardons, the exceſſyue and couetous ponertye of beggyng fryers vnlacpable. 
(Theſe are the venomous ſtynges, which doe vcxe and toꝛmente them that wyll 
fozſake,and ſet at naught the token and ſcale of gods woꝛde. 


¶ And tn thoſe dayes ſhall men ſeke death, and (hall not fynde it, and (hall deſtte to dye, 


and death ſhall ue trom them. And the ſymilytude ot the locuſtes was lyke vnto — 
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pzepared bnto hatt ayll, and on their heades were as it were crounes, lyke vuto gol de and 
their faces were as it had bene the faces of men. And they had heere as the heere of wem. 
and their teeth were as the teeth of lyons. And they had yabbergtous, as it were habber⸗ 
gious of yz0u. Ind the ſaunde of their wpages, was as the ſounde ot cyarectes, wht many 
hozſes cunae togetver to battaple. and they had taples lykevnto ſcezpions, and there 
were ſtynges in their kaples. and theit power was to hurte men fyue monethes. And tbep 
had a kynge ouer them, whiche is che augell of the bottomleſſe pyt,. whoſe name in the De= 
bzew conge,ts Abadon:but in the Grete conge, Ippoityon that is to ſape, a deſtroyer. Due 
woe is pat, and beholde, two wooes come pet affer this. : 


Chele locuſtes oꝛ grelſhopers ſhall be trong and myghtye inthe churche and 
ſhall greuoully vere and oppꝛeſſe all fapthfull pꝛofeſſouts of the goſpel, which 
can not abyde noz beare their falle religion. Ind they ſhal be ſo afflycteand per- 
letuted of them, that they ſhall wyſhea thoulande tymes rather to be dead than 
alyue.Foz the griefe and ſozowe of fuche as be tozmented in their conſcience, ts 
vnſpeakeable. And that all men mape the better knowe ſuche loc uſtes, theſe to⸗ 
kens are to be matked. They ſyt vpon hozſes hauyng vpon theit heades, as it 
were crounes garnyſſhed with golde and pꝛeeious ſtones and haue faces lyke 
vnto mens faces, louyng lowly & amyable in woʒdes a in out warde pꝛetence, 
but in effecte, vertue, and ſtrength leſſe and weaker thi any woman gatnyſſhed 
with pleaſant heere euen foz nothynge els but fo2 a bery token of hypoctyſpe. 
Ind belydes this, they haue tertyble teth, whiche (ygnifyeth,F they ate myghtye 
to hurte, euen lyke Lyons, without feare# not able to be teſyſted. Foz as muche 
as they ate armed with habbergions of pꝛon, hangynge together with their 
Chapnes and Behemoth knottes,byndinge and knytting them ſelues together 
with thetr Councels and Decrees that they ſeme inuyncihle, and not able to be 
onercome of the whole woꝛld. They thunder with their curſynges, lulpenſions, 
and excommunicacions, and all, to maynteine theit pompe, euen lyke a fearfull 
temp, whiche in warte fare woulde make all the woꝛlde aftayde. They flye with 
thetr pardons and bulles, euen as it were with wynges outer hylles and dales, 
otter ſea and lande and poyſon moze noyſomly vnto death, than they ſhould doe 
with very wa weapons: And yet whan their bulles and parchement wil not 
helpe, they wyll ble the pꝛycke and ſwoꝛde alſo. And the kyng oz gouernour of 
this people hath no nother pzoper name but Appollion, that is to lap, deſtroper, 
and the very incarnate deuyll lyke as his aduerſarye Chꝛiſt, is bothe in name 
and in deede,a ſautour and pꝛeſeruer. This is an heuy woo and myſery to hap⸗ 
pen vnto the churche of Chzilt.But there ſhall come yet.ti,other beſpdes this. 


¶ And the ſyxt Angell blewe, and J herde a voyce from the foure cozners of the golden 
alter, whichs is befoze God, ſapinge to the ſyrte Angell, whiche had the trompe;Loce the 
foure Angelles, whiche are bounde in the great ryuer Euphꝛates. And the foure Angelles 
were looced, whiche were pꝛepated foz an houre, toꝛ a daye, toꝛ a moneth, and toꝛ a peare, 
taz to lee the thirde parte of men. And the nombze of hozlemen of warte were.rr.times.r. 
. And J hearde the nombꝛe of them: and thus I ſawethehozſes in a vyſion, aud them 
that ſate on them, hauynge fyzp habergions of a Jacyute coloute, and bzymſtone, and the 
heades of the hozſes wer as the heades of lyons. And out of therr mouthes went fozth fire 
and ſmoke, and bzymſtone. And of theſe thꝛe was the thirde parte of men kylled, that is to 
lape of tyꝛe, ſmoke, and brymſtone. whiche pzocede out of the mouthes of them. Foz their 
power was in their mouthes aud in their taples, foz their taples were lykevnto ſerpenz 
tes, and had heades,and with them they dyd hurte. 


The ſyxte angelpcall deuyll, whiche was ſet againſt the lyxt ſeale,dyd blowe 
foz his tyme alſo, puttynge fozthe his voyce in the chziſtendome, where god 
ought to be honoured with the golde of a pure and ſyncere kapthe. Adar that 
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tyme the holy Apoſtle, S. John heard, in ſpirite a voyce, without doubt $ voice 
of Chult kynge of all honour. Whiche vopceſaid vnto the angel of wick ednes: 
That thing whiche thou wilt, that take in hande. Foz J permptte 8 now at this 
tyme to exercyſe thy power to the hurtynge and vndoynge of the wycked and 
vngodly, and to the amendement, kurtheraunce and chziſten exercile of the fatth: 
full and lerte . Poure out the Yypoctytical frowardnes of the hyghe ſtate ol 
the malygnante churche, whiche httherto hath bene ſomwhat bounde, and hath 
had a great name euẽ lpke as Euphzates,muche vnlyke vuto the holy Joꝛdan, 
oz vnto the flode Sploa, that is to la, the pzymatpue churche of the Apoſtles. 
And there is no hope of grace noz of recouerye oz ſaluacion in her. Foz in this 
Eupghꝛates there is nothing that is ſounde aud good, but all together full ot 
death & deſtruccion,with þ helpe of his. iii.oꝝ foure ſtreames whiche went out 
krom him. It is eaſy to vnderſtande, what and who they were, whiche went 
out after the decape of the holy chzilten churche,oz after. S.Juſtins oz D. Am⸗ 
bzole tyme,after the fyue monethes that is to ſaye, after fyue hundꝛeth peates 
went out eut at one tyme;namely at the tyme of the councel holden at Laterane, 
and were tedy to murther and llaye the thirde parte ot mankynde, Jud they, w 
their felowes,dpd gteuoully hutte them, in perſon, in goodes, in coulctence, in 
bodye, and in the pꝛoſperyte and welth of their ſoules, thozowe hoztyble 
errozs, in faithe , relygion, and outwarde ceremontes,thozow mans ozdinaun- 
ces and tradicions bothe againſt the manyfeſt holy woꝛde of god,# allo againſt 
the oꝛdinaunte of the holy pzymatine churche of the Apoſtles « Ind here the 
great nomber of theſe hozſemen,doth open the vnderſtandinge vuto the reader, 
that all men maye gaſply perceyue, what they ate, commyng vp tn maner about 
one tyme. But their krutes (hall ſhewe and declare that, ſufticiently. Out from 
among theſe hoꝛſemen came their captains,ridyng vpon hyghe hozſes and mu⸗ 
les, with highe pompe, pꝛetendinge highe wyſdom # goſtly power. But yet theſe 
holy bzethzen the maynteyners of Chziſtes chutche ( as they pzetende ) do ryde, 
with harnes and ſallets armed and pꝛepated with many oꝛdinaunces, decrees 
and ſtatutes, by the whiche (alas what remedye)the chꝛiſten kaythe is lytle fur⸗ 
thered. But it is well fenſed and armed with habbergions one tyng kolded ina 
nother kower kolde. Theſe were ſet on kyꝛe with a furious madneſſe againſ} the 
pute and ſyncete doctrine and p:ofeſſion of the goſpell pelowe koꝛ very enupe 
hatered and malte, and alſo fo; bety fplthpe deſyꝛe and couetouſnes of golde, 
whiche thinges goe alwayes together. Ind againe laueting of bꝛymſtone in 
Their hipocrttiſhe filthychaſtitie,vnmete & odious fo; any chziſteharte to thicke 
vpon, muche leſſe foz any chʒiſten cares to heare,o2 any chaiſten tong to ſpeake. 
(Their pompe and power, te ſubdue the (pmple and humble dyſciples of Chaiſt, 
contemners of this wpcked woꝛld is lyke vnto the power and myght of Lyons, 
by the wytte of man, not able to be reſpſted oꝛ withſtanden. Ind pet their power 
is not in their handes and atmes but inthetr mouthes. Out of the whiche com- 
meth,curſpnge.ſuſpendyug, excommunicating,and thzeatenpnge with fite, and 
feare of hell and purgato2ye,s with ſuche lyke firebzandes of bzymſtone, Oh, 
how many right godly and faythfull conſtant men and wemen haue bene mur- 
thered win theſe foure oz five hundzeth peates, of theſe hoꝛſemen, whole power 
was onely in thett mouthes. Fox, to the perfozmatice of their ſpiritual tirannie, 
they dyuiſed ſpies a ſerchers , whiche they called inquiſitores heretice prauitatis, 
to lype out luche as they toke foz heretpkes, as Saule was one at ſuche (pm 
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8s he taued ſo ſpitefully againſt the kaithfull, from Jeruſalem to Damaſco. 
Cheit taple, ipke vnto the tayle of a Scoꝛpion oz a Baſlliſke, ate thoſe whiche 
goe after them, and folow their example, Pꝛinces, Loꝛdes, and tempozal Magi⸗ 
ſtrates, whiche ate aſſiſteut v:1to them, to execute theit cyzannye , bethe other⸗ 
wpſe a ſpeciallye at general councels, whiche fox their plealures(euen thoughe 
they be Emperours ) yet they muſt bzeaketheir pꝛomyſes of free paſpozre and 
paſſage , againft bothe their honour and othes , in any matters that concerne 
-their (ſpiritual tate, pompe, lybetttes, oꝛdinaũces, be they never ſo much againſt 
the holy wozde of God, 


ud the remnant of the men which were not kylled by theſe plages, repented not of the de⸗ 
des of theyꝛ handes, that they ſhulee not wozſhyppe deupls, and pmages ot golde and ſyi⸗ 
net, and bzaTe, and ſtone, ano of wood, vhich net der can le, nether beate, necher go. Alſo 
they repented not of chepz murt oer, and of they; ſozcerp,neryer ot thep; foznicacyon , ne⸗ 
thcroftycp2 cyette. 


Potrc heup and tcrryble is the might and power of the deuil a of Antichziſt⸗ 
pea how many of the faithfull electe of God haue bene tozmented and layne by 
them bothe in their bodies and conlciences! Ind yet even in their tyme there wer 
many that temapned alyue, whiche the mer cifull hande of God dyd pzeſerue in 
allgodlynes,and thozow his ayde and helpe they eſcaped the handes of theſe 
#1annes,Eucn in lyke maner as there dyd alſo many temapne in their wicked 
purpoles.in theit crucl tyꝛannpe # in their cradles # blaſphemous lyfe, whiche 
not withtanding would be bothe called, and alſo eſteined a taken foz holy and 
Tiritual men. Ind pet they beleuenot,p they haue any nede to repent,s therfoze 
they pꝛocede a goe fozwarde with their tradicions of men, p tranſgreflio wher⸗ 
ol they puniſhe moze ſharply than the tranſgreſſion of any commaundement of 
Bod. Foz Þ doe they eſteme in maner, lyghter tha nothing, taking it foz ſuche 
n ſynne as may well ynoughe be dylpenſed with, # remitted: Ind thus in the 
meane tyme, they pleaſe,ſerue and honour the devel with their ydolatty, ſuper= 
ſticion, and inuocacion of ſayntes,vuto whome they pzaye # ſay:Our father in 
heauen,halowed by the name, euen vnto the very images bothe of men # wem?. 
Whiche thing the very lyuing deuyl taught them,) as thoughe the ſaintes 

ulde deſire any ſuche thing, and not rather be dyſpleaſed therwith, vnto the 
whiche ſainctes alſo,they mate and ſet vp images of golde, ſpluer, ſtone, and 
woode,euen vnto thoſe true ſainctes alſo,which.were inartired and put to death, 
foz ſpeakynge and pꝛeaching againſt ſuche heathnyſhe cuſtomes,and toke it koz 
bery wicked and abhominable luperſticions and diuil lyſHnes,to inuocate and 
honour ſuche falſe goddes. And they doe theſe thinges ſo manifeſtly, that they 
cannot,no2 wil not dente it. No they haue no vndetſtãding therof. Foz they thẽ 
ſues are ctiflyke vnto their falſe goddes, and become ſo inadde, and ſo farre 
ont of their wittes that they can no moꝛe heare noz ſee tha their ydols and falſe 
goddes can. And they wil heare of no repentaunce at al,muche leſſe wil they per⸗ 
— any . But they wyll rather confirine and mainteyne their deuillyſhe y⸗ 
dolatrye and falſe religion, with ſwozd and fyze,murther and poyſon, yea and 
ſometime they are not aſhamed to pꝛactyſe ſozcerye à witchecrafte,to maintepne 
hett wickednes againſte 5 true faith a religiõ. And they wil lyue in whozdom, 


vholoeuer lap nap, euẽ of fozce,bepng extreme enempes vnto holy matrimony, 
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And thus they bleare and blinde the whole wozlde with their falſchede x Iyeng, 
and all to mainteyne their poſſeſſions and infinite blaſphempes, whicye iniewe 
of their ydolatty, with woꝛldly fozce and tp2annye as they haue euer bone.

Fox he it is, 
whiche in luche an euil tyme,and in ſuche great perplexyte aud 
25 dangerous warrefare of the chziften churche vpon earth, com: 
mheauen to ayde and ſuccour it accozding vnto his pꝛomes. 
And he appeareth vnto S. John, euen as thoughe he were commynge downe 


krom heauen,clothed with a very manyfeſt and viſible cloude, whiche ltgnify: 


eth his holy manhode euen as he went vp alſo vnto heauen,and dwelleth with 
vs, with his grace,ayde,and pꝛouydence. The raynebowe, ſygnikieth his hea: 
uenly imperious trowne and his gracious gouernagce ouer his faithful electe, 


- fo: the whiche he is carefull and ſo2owfull with mercye and daplye aàyde, in 


all thinges neceſſarye and expedient foz them . His face and countenaunce is 
bꝛyght pleaſant and full of mercye,cuen lyke vnto the ſonne. Foz he himlelke is 
the ſonne of the woꝛlde, that is to ſaye, the comfozt, delyght toye and feltcitic of 
all faithful. Ind againe, mighty ſtronge and tightuous in all his tudgementes 
towardes ß godleſſe and wich ed, whiche he ſtampeth in peces and burneth them 
with fire, that can neuer be quenched. This ſame Jeſus Chziſt our Loꝛde and 
ſauiour, is come againe from heauen, with his lytle, meke,cuangelycall booke, 


: namely with the newe teſtament, in the whiche the olde is alſo coinp2chended, 
' Thtsbooke is contemptuous and of no eſtimacion, vnto the ſage wyſe philo⸗ 
© ſophers,highe lerned doctoꝛs, and pompous pꝛoude pꝛelates, in ſo muche that it 


was cleane loſt out of the tempelles,fo2 a great ſpace, (euen as it was in þtyme 


ol Jeremye the pꝛophete,)beyng ſonge yearely in their monaſteries & colleges, 
- as their vowes and rules, wherunto they were ſwozne, required, but without all 
"miner of vnderſtandynge 0xferuentnes of the ſpirite, whiche ſhould be ſought 
"and neceſſartlte required in holy ſcripture. This boke dothe Chziſt bzing,being 


garniſſhed not outwardly with golde, ſiluet and pꝛecious ſtones, fo? a face and 
a ſhewe onely lo that no man can readetn it, as thoughe it were ſufficient onely 
to kyſſe it, but he ſhal bꝛing it open, that every man maye reade and vnderſtãde 
it, in their owne mother tong and alſo in all ſcholes, where childzen are taught. 
He it is that is come into this woꝛlde, and hath ſet his keete vpon al the carth, 


and alſo in the Jles ok the ſea, whiche were bekoze vnknowen, _ 
| he 
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lpze as the true kaithe allo was, which was teadply a toyfully tecepued of thein, 
whiche befoze knewe nothing at all, and were moze ignozant and vnlearned, 
than thep that came ftoin the gtecians and Roinaynes. Whiche thing mape be 


vnderſtanden, by the left and the tight foote. And what mape better ve vnder⸗ 
ſtanden by the loude voyce, than the great nople, which the holy Byble maketh, 
at ſuche tyme as it is ſpꝛed abzode in all (peches and tonges , ouer hundzethes 
and choulandes of people in ſo ſhozt tyme, to the great wonder and meruell of 
all faithfull,and to the hyghefurcheraunce and edyfieng of the chziſten doctring 
and of the knowledge of God, and to the vtter confuſion and feare ofthe whole 
diatlyſHe and hellyſhe flacke and congregacion , euen as a Lyon ok theſtocke of 
Juda. And immediately therupon came. vit.thonders, that is to ſaye,the movit 
godly and chziſten interpꝛeters ot holy ſcripture , were famous thzoughout the 
whale wozlde, as were theſe Ambzole, Auſten, Jerom, Gregozy, Cypziane.Yy- 
latie, and diuerſe other, whiche in our tyme haue written and taught as excellẽt⸗ 
iy and pꝛotytablye in the churche and congregacton of Chꝛiſt as euer they dyd, 


vu.thous 
ders. 


Thele haue taught and bzought into lyght, the wozde of God verp purely aud 


ſincerely, notwithſtandyng whatſoeuer the ſchole wziters and ſophyſters , the 
pompous byſhops and monkyſhe mumry haue manp yeres decreed a dyuiſed, 
tothe contrary, with their vncerten and vnſtable doctrine, fayned cexeinonyes; 
fonde tradictons, newe ſtrange articles of the fapthe,whiche haue no grounde 
in gods woꝛde and cleane contratye bothe to the vlage and alſoto.the doctrine 
of the holy auncient fathers in the pꝛymatiue churche. And where it is nowe ad⸗ 
ded that it ſhoulde not be witten what theſe thonders ſpabe, let other vuder- 
ſtande it as they wyll, I thinke and coniecture that it is a pzophecye ot the no⸗ 
ble and excellent gyfte of God,Þ ſcience of Pꝛynting genen firſt vnto the Ger⸗ 
maynes, whiche were eſtemed the mooſt rude and barbarous people. By and 
thozowe whome,not onely the newe teſtament hath bene renewed,interpzeted 4 


domme and blynde in all godly doctriue,+-vtterly dzowned in wozldly pompe, 
luſtes, pleaſuxes and in all wicked dyſſolutenes. 515710 | 


Fand the Angell whiche J (awe ſtande vpon the ſea, upon the earth, lyfte vp his hande 
d heauen, ind ſware by him that lyueth foz euer moꝛe, whicye created heauen, the thinz 
ges that therin are, and the ſea, and the thinges whiche therin are: that there ſhould be no 
anger cyme, but in the da yes of the vayre of the ſeuentu Sngell, wyen ye ſhall begynne ta 
— "es cup the mplteryeof God ſhalbe tyuiſped, as he pzeacyeo by his ſetuauntes the 


Chziſte taketh an othe, and ſweareth by God his heauenly father,euen with 
great earneſt feruencye and holpnes, that the tyme ok his gloꝛious laſte com⸗ 
minge to iudge all the wozlde bothe quicke and dead is nowe alreadye nighe 
ind at hande . And whan the victozpe that was pꝛophecped to be 
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kulkylled of Fntichziſt{(which victozye the ſeuenth angel, Chaiſt him ſelfe oz his 


ſpirite,that was pet to come in Helpas befoze the laſt daye,muſt blowe foꝛth ac:

C And the voyte whiche J bearde from heauen, ſpakevnto me againe, and ſapde: go and 
rakethe lytic done whiche is open tu the hande ofthe angell which ſtandeth vpon the (ea, 
and vpon the earth. and J went vuto the angell, and _— to him:geue me the lytic boke, 
and de ſayd vntoine:take it and cate it vp, #it (pal make thy delip bycter, but it halbe in 
thy mouthe as [were as hony .

te it, but that he ſhoulde with amooſt gredy deſyꝛe, euen deuoure it vp as a 
Foode from God and as the heauenly bzeade of all fapthfull beleuers, and that

PA Atyme halbe thozowe apoſtolical men and godly patſons, which 

haue eaten vp and dylgeſted the booke of god, and with great 

I (Gp wetnes and plelantnes, haue bene feruent and earneſt to kur⸗ 

ther and to ſet furth the wyl of God. And thus he geueth hym 

a met wande in his hande (as he dyd allo vnto Ezechtell)to ineaſure # to ſetche 

out the rightuouſnes of the churches, and the ſtate'of euery one: Ind lpectally 

of them, whiche, by reaſon of their office and vocacton, ought to haue a ſpeciall 

teſpecte aud regarde to the ſeruyce of god:amang the whiche, the byſſhops and 

the highe # molt ſpecial! doctoꝛs and teachers of the churche(whiche are vnder⸗ Thequler 

ſtande and ment bythe quiere, foz as muche as they are maiſtets and rulers : 

of the quiere) were the mooſte wicked and vngodly ; And they are compared 

and lykened vnto the heathen aud were geuen and delyuered vp vnto them to 

be punyſſhed. Foz the heathen and bngodly and ſuperſticious people geuen to 

al ydolatrie, whether they be ſpiritual oz ſecular,they (hal treade down, deſtroy, 

and defyle the churche of Chꝛiſt a long time, whiche is to be vnderſtande by che 

xlitmnonethes,Þ is to ſaye.iii.yeates d an halte, whiche might well ſpgnifye .li. as 

hundꝛeth yeares a an halfe,from the tyme that muche falſe doctrine # many lu⸗ ———_ 

perſtictous ceremontes came firſt into p churche againſt the manifeſt woꝛde of 

God. Whiche thinges lpꝛang vp thozow ß poiupe, pꝛyde couetoulnes and pꝛe⸗ 

ſumpcion of the ſpiritual pꝛelates watchmen, as they named them ſelues, and — 

ſo ought to haue bene in dede by their office a callyng. The two witneſſes of te⸗ nelles. 

pentaunce x amendement ok lyłe, which ſhould take the goſpel in hande againe, 

and ſhould teſtoꝛe a bzyng fozthe the booke againe, are Enoche Elyas. Foz 

in the wicked tyme ofthe Cainſtes befoze Nacs floods, Enoche ſtudyed x went 

about, without doubte,bothe with woꝛd x dede, to tekoꝛme the wozld, x to reduce 

them vnto the true faith in God, x perfyght loue to their neyghboure againe, 

Wherunto he was moued by the holy gooſt, whiche did woz ke # ſpeake in him, 

yea d parauenture alſo did wzite thoꝛowe him. * were once bokes of E⸗ 

noche, whiche nowe are not to be gotten. And lyke wyſe did Elyas allo in p time 

of 5 lawe but with a wonderfull zeale à feruentnes both in wozd a deed, thoꝛow 

the mocton of the holy gooſt, whiche wozketh in the miniſters of god, whan he 

leeth his tyme, accoꝛdynge as the perſon x place requireth , And therfoze they 

bothe recepued one rewarde of ſaluacion, and remayned as it were immoztall 

and are pꝛophecied to come againe in ſpitite befoze the latter day of iudgement. 

to reſiſte and conkounde the wycked Antichzilt, and to heale with the ople of 


lenitte ſuche as are apte to teceyue it, 02 els with the kyꝛe of keruente scale 
C{.C:iit. to 
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kd conkounde the wycked eneinpes of god bothe with woꝛde # deade, as Enoche 
and Elpas dyd, by the commaundement and ozdtnaunce of god, in their tyme, 
whan they were vVpon the wicked earth. Lyke as alſo ſuche men might be founde 
in our tyme with their names, wzitpnges, and doynges,not in one place of the 
earth,moued with the ſame ſpirite a with che ſame wozde and lyke zeale of god, 
euery one after the gyfte of grace geuen vato him. Moued, J ſaye,by the holy 
gooſt, of a godly mynde and lyke purpoſe as the nactons,pcople, perſons and 
other circumſtances required , Igainſt theſe and ſuchelyke frendes and mini- 
ſters of god, ſhall many greuous troubles be alwapes deuiled and attempted, 
by the wicked malignant churche, bothe againſt their good name, bodpe, lyte, 
and alſo againſt their goodes . Ind they haue no nother refuge,ſuccour> com- 
fozte , helpe noz weapon to dekende them with but the onely, holy eternall and 
inuyncible wozde of god in their mouthes and handes, whiche coufoundeth all 
their aduerſaties and deadly enempes, whiche euen them ſelues the longer they 
maintepne thetr euyll and naughtye cauſe, the wozſe they make it tyll at length 
they ſhall vtterly confounde and deſtroy themſelues . But theſe. ii. miniſt ers 
of the ſpitite of god, wozkynge tn loue and feruentnes, with all ſoftnes # bur: 
nynge 3eale lyke vnto Enoche and Elyas,they haue power thozowe the ſpitite 
of god(whiche wozketh all thinges tn his miniſters ) to pzocure and obteyne ot 
god grace and vengeaunce accoꝛdynge to thetr faith and zeale,toþ furtherafice 
of goddes glozye, and to the pzofite and refozmacion of the faytyfull chziſten 
chuͤrche as neceſſitie and conueniencie ſhall require. Euen lyke as Elyas had 
ouer the water, whan as thozowe his pzaper he obteyned of god that it ſhoulde 
not tapne vpon earth fo2 the ſpace of thzce yeares : And agayne allo fyꝛe from 
heauen,againft thoſe that mocked and contemned his offyce and teſtymonie, 


and when they baue fyniſed their teſtimonye, the beaſt that came out of the bottoms 
lefſe pyt, wall make warte againſt them, and (hal ouercome them, and kyl them. And their 
bodyes wall lpe in the ſtretes of the great citee, whiche ſpiritually is called zo dom and 
Egipte, where our Lozd was crucitied. and they of the people and kynredes,and tonges, 
and they of the nacions, ſhall ſc their bod pes thze dayes and an halte, and ſhall not ſuffer 
theit bod yes ts be put iu graues.

It hath alwapes from tyme to tyme bene well ſene, howe this beaſt hathe 
behaued hymſelke cowarde the meflagiers and miniſters of god, whiche were 
ſenc vnto them. And ſpecially bnder Achab and Manaſſes, and ſuche lyke 
kynges and ydolatrous and h ſſhe pꝛieſtes whiche ſerued falſe god- 
des , whiche perſecuted the fapthfull miniſters of God , curſed and contemned 
them,burnt and dzowned them, ſo farre as god permytted them. Whiche thing 
was foz the beſt vnto the perſons that ſuffered ſuche thinges and foz the ſyn- 
guler p;ofpte of the fapthfull churche and congregacton . Ind pet foz all their 
perſecucion, the doctrine and woꝛkynge of the faythfull was euer vpright and 
lyuelp, and their good and holy name with the commendacton of their godly 
keruent ʒeale, was alſo wonderfully pzeſerued to the vtter ſhame and confuſis 
of the abhompnable and terryble beaſt, and all his members and lymmes: Is 
the examples of the whole wozld doe teſtifpe and beare wynes : And ſpecially 
euen in our tyme, and allo the mooſt true and infallyble ſtozye of the pzouy- 


The great dence and of the holy wozde of god. This citie,where Chzilt is daply crucified,

is (in figure and ſymilityde)the citie of Jeruſalem, whiche fo: Ms * — —

bloude of his Apoltles,hath teceyued her tuft and due rewarde,as ſhe deſerued: 


and lykewyſe the wycked churche coꝛrupte and poyſoned of Sathan, wherin he 
beareth rule,murtheringe the fapthfull frendes of od, and miniſters of the 


goſpell, whoſe holy zeale and truth of God, whiche they haue pzeached , they 


coulde not noz woulde not ſuffer noz abyde, vntyll they were alwayes at length 
confounded and vtterly deſtroyed . Whiche thinge ſhall vndoubtedly happen 
alſo vnto them, whiche doe reſiſt and withſtande all chziſten tekoꝛmacion of the 
churche in their ſtate and o2der. Pea they ſee already befoze their eyes and ſinell 
the indignacton of god & his terryble iudgement, wherof they haue bene ear⸗ 
neſtly and faithfully warned, but they were neuer affrayd noꝛ abaſſhed of it. 
At that tyme, the holy ſeruauntes and miniſters of god, ſhall be fayne to ſuffer 
muche trouble,cuen the berp bytter aud mooſt landerous death. But at length 
whan all thinges ſhall be truly diſcuſſed, all the woꝛlde ſhall ſee and perceyue 
the true doctrine and belefe of the faithfull a godly,# the impietie of ß wpcked, 
obſtinate,blinde,and vngodly infydels, whiche woulde neuer beleue. Ind thus 
fayth and truth in god, ſhall haue the victozye. 

¶ And after thꝛe dayes and an halte, the ſpirite of lyfe from Bod,entred into them. And 
they ſtode vp vpon their fete, and a great feare came vp6 al them that ſaw them. And they 
hear de a great voyce from heauen, ſapinge vats them: Come vp byther. And they aſcended 
vp into heauen in acloude, and their ennemyes ſawe them. And the ſame youre was there 
agreatearthquake,and the tenth parte of the citie fell, and in the earthquake were lapne 


names of men ſeuen. M. and the remuaunt wer feared, & gaueglozye to the god of heauen. 
The leconde woots paſt, and beholde, the thirde woo wpll come anone. 


Howe this beaſt with her members the wycked hethenyſhe pꝛelates and theit 
\wozne adherentes haue alwapes # in our tyine Foz along ſeaſon cruelly dealt 
with the miniſters of gods wozd,and with the pzeachers of the truth of p mooſt 
ſacred goſpell,it is playne and euident ynoughe at this day vnto all the wozld: 
and thozowe the cronicles, whiche ſhall be publyſhed,ſhall not be hydden vnto 
our poſteritie, how, whan, and by whome dyuerſe godlye men haue bene perſe- 
cuted and murthered and mooſt ſhamekullp handeled of the ſpitituall pꝛelates 
and their [wozne adherentes,onely foz the true doctrine and faythes ſake . But 
an other tyme wyll come by the very iudgement and grace of god, whan as theſe 
holy men and faythfull witneſſes of Chziſt, ſhall be Had in hyghe honour and 
eſtimacion,and ſhall bꝛyng moze to paſſe with thetr pzeaching,waitinges, and 


monumentes whiche they left behynde them, to the pꝛoͤkpte and edificacion ol 


the churche and to the true vnderſtandynge of the truth in all landes and na⸗ 
cions of the earth, than euer they dyd in their lyke tyme, as it is euydent that it 
ſo happened vnto the holy pꝛophetes and martirs.And than ſhal all che wicked 
enemies and contemners of the woꝛde of god and of Chꝛiſtes true teligion trẽ⸗ 
ble and feare the iudgement of god not vnwoꝛthelp, and they ſhall vndoutedly 


tetelue their due rewarde that they haue deſerued foz the extreme cruelty whiche 


they haue ſhewed and declared againſt the fapthfull miniſters and ſeruaun- 
tes of God. Whiche rewarde they ſhal recepue with feare, tremblynge, ſoꝛowe, 
ſmart and paine,deſpaire,and with euerlaſting ſhame and confulion folowing, 
Whether any ſuche thinge hath hitherto 02 maye hereafter happen, let euety 
frue ch2iſten harte that truſteth in the mercye of god well conlyder and wey by

with mans docttine interpꝛetacions and errours.But the goodnes, truth mer⸗ 
cye, fapthkulnes and loue of God, is greater than the power and wickednes of 
the deuell, and of al his ſubtilties and miniſters. Foz the childe was bozne,god- 
des woꝛde became man, truth had the victozye,and kalſehede lape on ß grounde 
bnder kote.

is to ſave, our ſauiour Chꝛiſt in the faithfull. And foz this cauſe, the doctrine of 
the goſpell and the chziſten fatthe, hathe bene fapue toſulfer muche continually 
tuen from the beginnyng of the woꝛlde, and immediately alter the chiſten faith 
was firſt taught a pꝛeached. And therfozemany holy and fatthfull chziftianes 
haue bene fapne to flee,andÞ trueth of the goſpel in continuaunceof tyme,was 
ſttaunge and vnknowen vnto the mooſt parte of the hyghe learned doctours, 
and potentates thzoughout the wozlde:Althoughe the true chꝛiſten faithe was 
alwapes pꝛeſetued, thoughe it were in kewe and in ablecte perſons of lender 
reputacion. And this continued a longe ſpace, namely from the tpme of Cons 
ſtantine the Emperour, whan as the chziſten churchelemed in maner to haue 
eſcaped all daunger and pertll of decaye and deſtruccion, vntil our tpme, wher⸗ 
in che appeareth againe wonderfully after a ftraunge manet in delptre of al ti⸗ 
tannes, and of all the power of hell. And nombzing fromthattyme(of Conſtans 
tine I meane) vntyll out tyme, euen this nomber of yeares (hall eupdentlye 
appeare, reckenynge dayes fo! veates, as it is à commune thing in ſcriptute.

And they ocutcame bim 
by the bloude of the lambe, aud by the woꝛde of their teſtimanpe, aud they loued not then 
ipues vnto the death. Therfoze retoyce heauens, aud ye that dwell iu chem. Wo to tye in⸗ 
Habiters of the earty,aud of the ea: fo the deuilis come downe vnto pon, wyicze bathe 
great wzathe, becauſe he knowerth that he hath but a ſhezte tyme. 


Thus thzoughe the ſpitite of Chzit with the continual and ſincere pꝛeachin 
dk the goſpel, Sathan and his champiõ Antichziſt are ouercome. Ind thus 
the voyce,p2aple, and thankelgeuing of the fapthful be heard in the churche, as 
it is here wzitten,nowts Saluacion(thozowe faithe ) and the ſtrength(thozow 
toue)and the kyngdome oz dominton in the churche,become gods. Nowe inaye 
all men (ee the power of gods woꝛde the tudgement of Chꝛiſt againſt the deuel, 
whiche would haue roted out p rightuoſnes of faith iu Chꝛiſt. a would haue dis 
rected and appointed chziſten men vnto the tightuoſnes of wozkes, and to the 
hope of their owne ſattsfaccion, wherby he woulde alwayes haue faunde occas 
lion to accuſe all men befozc God, vnder a falſe pꝛetence. But the pzeachinge 
of the-goſpell hath difcloled this ſuttell falſehede,and all ſuche lyke, and decla⸗ 
teth, that onely the bloude of the lambe, and nothing els, can wype and walh? 
awape the lynnes of all the wozlde, pf the» truſt in god thoꝛo we Chʒiſt, with a 
true lvuelp faith thozowe the grace and mcrcp: of So, and the righ'uoumnes of 
Chaiſt, which he dyſtributeth vnto al his fa:thfull electe and maketh them par- 
takers therof. That by this meane3, Sathan can haue no quatell ag unſt the 
wozkes of the Faithfull, whiche lyke thankkull parſons re:napne "= —— 
edkaſtlye 
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ſtedfaſtly in their true faith in al maner of affliccion # aduerſitte,eue vnto verp 
death. And therfoze the true toye of all godly conſciences waxeth and increaſeth 


in the churche , Ind lo their blifſe and faluacion beginneth in this woꝛlde, tho⸗ 
row faith, which faith woꝛketh an innocent and a godly lyfe, a thus continueth 
everlaſtitigly in heauen. But on Þ contrarye patte, woo vnto them, whiche leeke

Althoughe 
notwithſtandinge, the mlinite wickednes of Sathan neuer cealeth, and is tuet 
moꝛe angtpe, deuyſeth continually one miſchete vpon anothets necke againſt 
the kaithkul, but all to their furtheraũce, honour a pꝛokite at length pea # to the 
pzeleryacion of Þ trueth ofthe eternal wozde of God to the furtheraunceand 
conkirmacion of þ true faith, loue, hope, againſt þ whiche, the olde ſetpente is 
wont continually to fight, with al his felowſhip a companie of wicked ſpirites, 
and of all kyndes of blaſphemtes and vices, u hithe are his feede's generacion, 
lyke as all maner ot vertues, grace holpnes, innotentye & ſaluacis ate Þfruteg 
of gods woꝛde x of the ſpirite of Chʒiſt out of the whiche dothe ſpꝛing obeditte 
and obſeruacton of the comaundementes of God ſo farre as the weakenes and 
imperfightenes of man is able.

Whiche thinges came not to paſſe foꝛ j vettue a godlines of p Romapnes, fo} 
they knew not their Loꝛd # God: much lelſe did they honour him. Foz they dyd 
aſcribe their wealth good foztune,, ſucceſſes their victozie, not vntoþ ttue ly⸗ 
uing God, but bnto theix falſe goddes. Ind diuerſe Emperours of Rome haut 
let out them ſelues, alſo foʒ goddes, a haue ſuffred oblacions à ſacrifices to be 
made # done vnto them. Ind thus haue they blaſphemed þ true god,creatour 

gouernour of al thiges, whole ſeruice # religiõ, yea a his tem ple, pꝛieſthode ant 
lacrifices, they did vtterly aboliſhe & ſubuett moſt ſpitefully #contemptuouſly, 
and (et vp al falſe teligiõ a ydolattie to pleaſe p̊ people. Fo2 whole pleaſurc thep 
buylded à ſet vp a chutche of Pantheon, foꝛ þ honour of all ſainctes # goddes, 
whiche remaineth at Nome vntil this day. Theerrours,richcs a blalphemous 
vices of p whole woꝛzld, which wer gotten in batel, are like vnto a cat of p moun⸗ 
tapne w her many ſpeckles a ſpottes, whiche with her ſmacke & ſouonr dꝛaweth 


many beaſtes vnto her, which lhe deſtroieth. Euẽ as þ Nomapnes vonder Þ pꝛe⸗ 


tece of their glozious name x title, haue gottẽ great power, auttozyte, wherby 
they haue oppꝛeſſed a hutt Þ whole woꝛld, in ſo much. p at length it was intolle⸗ 
table. The Beate hath a weake heade, but very ſitõg feete, which ſignifieth p po⸗ 
wer of his tyzannye.z the weakenes a feblenes of their captaines gof their Em⸗ 
perours, which foꝛ 5 moſt parthauehadſhamful endes,after their wicked 4 ## 
mekul lives. Ind it was as ſpoilful à gredy to deuour as a Lio,x had his power 
might # ſitegth ok all mighty god, but vet they haue not cofeſſed it noꝛ alctpbed 
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it vnto him but vnta thett own ydolles and falſe goddes and vnto Lucifer the 
kyng and head of their talle goddes, whiche is here named a dzagon, and wyll 
be cltemed and taken fo2 a Lo2de of this wozlde , as he is alſo in the hattes of 
the vngodly and (uperſticious,heathen , and pdolatets, whiche knowe nothing 


.of the onely true lvupnge God. 
C and A ſaweoneof his ycedes as it were woanded to death, and his deadly weunde 
was heated. And all the wo2lde woudzed at the beaſte, and they wo2ſhipped the dzagon, 
whicye gaue power vuto the beaſte, and they wozlhippea the beaſte, ſayiage: wyo is lyke 
vuto the beaſte2who is able to warte with him: : 


This Empire of Nome dyd ſuffer muche at the beginning. and was ofte 
tymes very feble,and many tymes deadly (ycke,by the meanes of the daylye 6 
continuall vproares and ſ(edicions of the nobilitie againſt the commons, and 
againe of the kyngegagainſt them bothe. In ſomuche as at leagth,they made 
and ſuffcred great battels amonge them ſelues, vutil the domimou at the laſte, 
came in to one hande, and ſo was thought to be healed , and ſafe againe. 
Is than had they p whole earth vnder them, but they honoured and ſerucd the 
deupll and falſe goddes, the enemies of God, of all truth and true godlynes. 
Unto theſe goddes of theirs , dyd they aſcribe the foztune and ſucceſſe of theit 
power and of their kingdome. And lo dyd their ſubiectes lykewyſe, whiche dyd 
honour the Romapnes foz goddes and toke and eſtemed them foz inuincible.

| Bothe Jewes and falſe chꝛiſtians of very pzyde,malice,and obſtinacye,hau® 
| blaſphewed and perſecuted the God of Iſtaell, and the chz:iſten faith + Chaiſte 
| him ſelfe alſo the ſautour of p wozlde, with deede, woꝛde ſtatutes, + lawes and 
| that a great deale overlong.Th:onugh Pilate their depute thei put our ſautour 
| Chziſt vnto death, and all the Apoſtles alſo, vndet their regiment and turiſdics 
; tion, vntill the tyme of Conſtantyne,and alſo moꝛe than.iii.gundꝛed yeares af= 
ö tet warde. Hete haue we again. xlii.monethes. foꝛ.iui.peares x an halte, and by

ECand I behelde another bead comminge bp out of tie earth, and he had two hoznes lyke 
8 tambe, and he ſpake as did the dꝛagon. and be dyd all that the fix beaũ could do iu his 
Pe ſente, and ye cauſed the earth, aud them which dwel therin to wotſhip the firſt beaß, 
whole dedty wounde was healed . And de dyd great wonders, ſo that ye made tyꝛe come 
dowhetfrom heauen in the lpgyr ot meu. And deceauedthem that dweite on the earthe by 


the meaucs of cholc ſignes, whicye he had power to doe iu the ſyght of the beaſte, taping 


ts them toat awelt on the earthe:that they ſhoulde make an ymage vuto the beate, whic

Whan as the Rompche kyngdome, after the tyme of Julyanus began to be di⸗ 
uided into the eaſt and weſt, and to diminiſhe koꝛ a ceaſon, than began a newe 
Romyſhe kingdome and tutiſdiccion, namely the Popes pompe:which was not 
onely in the ſptrituall iuriſdiccion (as he dyd kitſt pzetende with his wozdes) 
but alſo in ſecular power,and toke bpon him this power,euen with the ſwozd?, 
And koꝛ this cauſe, this beaſt hath.ii.hoꝛnes . not with out a cauſe . And yet he 
woll be named lyke the lambe and Chetſtes deputie 02 Vicar, and wyll haue all 
power, as Cult hathe hothe in heauen and in earthe. This beaſtes dzagonilhe 
ſpeache mape well be eſtemed and taken foꝛ none other but foz Þ-bloudye,mur: 
tyeringe, ſuſpendynge, excommunicatinge and banyſſhinge of the good Em⸗ 
perour of the Grecians, becauſe he dyd take al mages out of the churches,and 
alſo the godlye byſhoppes of the Grecians , becaule they woulde haue kepte 
theit Eaſter, as they had learned of ſaincte John the Apoſtle. This dyd 
no angell coininaunde hym to doe, no2 yet the woꝛde of God, but onely this 
dꝛagon 02 deſtroper. This kingdome of papacie, toke vpon it all the power 
of the fiſt beaſt the romyſHe Emperout and compelleth the chziſtians to ydo⸗ 
tatrye and the ſeruice of falſe goddes vnder a pꝛiuie colour and a ſecret p;ctece, 
as to further the true faithe,the honour of the holy lainctes, ot the martirs, of 


the ſeruauates of Chult,aud of Chzilt him ſelle. By the meanes of the whiche 


pꝛetence it came to paſſe in pꝛoceſſe of tyme,that men did honour and wozſhip 
euen the very deuyll, in as muche as they dyd perkozme and obep his wpll, 
tranſgreſſinge the ſeconde commaundement of pmages and ſtrange goddes, 
which is eue as muche as to ſetue the deuil. This euil and wounde was healed 
longe befoze of the godlyeEmperour Conſtantine and of the holy byſchoppes 
thꝛoughout the whole chziſtendome, and nowe this deupll bzingeth it againe 
into the churche vnder a pꝛetence of holines out of p which pꝛetence dtd ſpzing, 
departinge from the faithe,and decaye of loue, as the Chzonicles teſtifie. What 
wonderfull tokens haue bene wꝛought in the papacte, and to what ende Chil 


him ſelfe dyd pzophecye longe agoe vnto his diſciples , and gaue them = 
aa ninge 
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ning ol them: Unto this leconde beafte, muſte pmages be made even accoꝛ⸗ 
dinge vnto the plealute ok the dꝛagon and as the papacye wyll haue it with⸗ 
gut any telpecte, whether it be confozmable vuto the wozde of God, oz

, © This bzingethe the dꝛagon to paſſe, to eſtablyſhe and conkitme the woꝛ⸗ 
tipping of ymages, whiche began to doe miracles, and dyd fpeake, (to the 
great wonder of all men) ſomtyme with the helpe of nictomancie the (ctence of 
the deuyll: bythe whiche ſcience many ol them came vnto the papacye as their 
owne ſtozies doe teſtykie. Out of this, dothe it folowe afterwarde, that wholo 
tuet wyll not wozlhip this pinage, the ſame muſt dye, euen as the papacpe wpll 
haue it yet vntyll this daye . And with patcialite, geue them markes, that 
is excommunicate them, and dyſherite them of their kyngdomes and hcrez 
tages, luche as wyll not wozſhyppe and honour their pmages. 


Hete muſt men ſpeake warely and cirtumſpectly, that they * pleaſe no man, 


that they maye entoye lyfe, bodye, eſtimacion and goodes quietly. But goddes 
woꝛde and wyll cammaundeth othet wyſe and is an other maner ok wyldome.

people and nactons, and beleued vpon vnto ſaluacion of the electe, whiche are 
tedemed with the deare pꝛyce of the moſt pꝛecious heart bloude of Chzilt , ſhed 
vpon the croſſe in the earth, Thele electe confeſours and ſingers of laudes and 
pꝛapſes bnto God ate they, whiche are not defyled with earthly, vnſcmely plea- 
(ures of this wozlde, moze delighting in fleſhly luſtes and filthines,than in auy 
right godly and chziſten love of gods woꝛde and heuẽly vettues, chaſt though- 
tes,o2 tight godly doctrine and ceremonies:tn the exetcyſe wherof,thep ſhoulde 
haue ſuffred no maner of pleaſure,care 0; lone of any tranſttozye thing to haue 
hyndꝛed them. Foz this cannot be bnderſtanded of any ſuche bodily chaſtitte oz 
virginitie,as religious parſons, Wonkes, Nonnes,4:tcſtes, Deacons a ſuche 
other haue pzetented à falſely inade their boaſt of, vnto the wozlb, whiche bath be 
founde to be ſo rare.and ſo grollpe bzokenand negligetly kept, and ſo wonder: 
full ſeldome geuen of God vnto the vowers therof. And thoughe it were kept, 
pet was it not p2ofitable and neceſſarye vnto the right, chziſten and godly rely: 
gion and gods ſeruite of the Apoſtles, whiche is onely pꝛayſed and commended 
in $ goſpel and of S. Paule. Would God there were leſſe of ſuche wylde grole 
and wanton chaſtitte and virginitie, but lytle pzayſed of the moſt auncient holp 
kathers (Oh that it wer lykewyſe leſſe extolled and eftemed of the fathers of out 
time)ſepng it hath bene ſo great a blot vnto Chziſtes true religion. Hete might 


muche be laid and muche moze be lamented: our Loꝛd graunt that it may ſone 


be amended,and redzeed.Thele holy frendes of God, as Enoche, Noe, Abꝛa⸗ 
ham, Ilaac, Jacob, Judas, Joſeph, Bauid, Moyſes, and Jaron:Thele patti⸗ 
arkes and pꝛophetes, I ſaye, yea and without doubt Peter and Paule, with 
other inkinite olde holy byſſhops, ate alſo in this regiſter withal the bliſſed clect, 
and they are the moſt pleaſaunt and acceptable frute vnto the lozde, deſierous 
of his mercye and grace, and beloued of him from euerlaſtinge, and oꝛdepned 
vnto his kingdome, as toyfull and deſierous firſt frutcs, whiche men doe eate 
with a great luſt, deſite, and appetite with highe pꝛaiſe and thankes geuynge, 
as it ought to be. Their faithe, is lo acceptable and pleaſant befoze God (as it 
was geuen them of his plentifull grace) that it beyng accompanyed with true 
loue and hope, without the which it can not be, decketh and hydeth all thrir ſyn⸗ 
nes,howe many.howe great, and howe greuous ſo euet they were . And vnto 
them all eypls and mis koztunes(euen their [pnnes alſo) and all maner of thin⸗ 
ges,hapned and ended vnto the beſt. As it hapned vnto Dauid, Peter, Paule, 
and Marte Magdalene, and vnto al holy ſainctes and elect, ſanctified though 
ſhe bloude of the innocent lambe Chziſt out ſautour , Foz althoughe all —

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and all ſainctes ate ſynners befoze Sod yet fo2 the lambes ſake, in whome they 
— they ate reputed without (pot and blame befoze the iudgement ſeate of

Cand I ſawe another angell fye iu the myddes of beauen haninge the cucrlaftinge goſ- 
pell, to pzeacye vnto them that ſyt and dwell ontheearth, and to all nacions, kpnredes 

and tonges,and people, ſaping with a loude voyce: Feare God and geuehonoute to him, 
fo; the houre of his tudgement iscome, and woꝛchyp him, that made heauen and earth, and 

the ſea, and fountaines of water. And there tolo we d an other angell, ſaytnge : Babtlon is

Che true and faithfull pzeachers &f the holy goſpell, are ofte called an⸗ 
gels, as they maye well be. Of the whiche,the kyng Chzift,ſendeth manpe in to 
the kingdome of heauen,accozdtuge as the ſtate of the wozlde at dyuetſe times 
tequiteth. That the holy and ſincere doctrine che goſpell might ſone and krute⸗ 
fully flye thzoughe the chziſten churche. Whiche thing the wicked dꝛagon doth 
ſoze hate, and is greuouſlye dyſpleaſed therwith, and therfoze he perſecuteth it 
with muche falſehede, and with great power, thzoughe his winiſters and de⸗ 
puties.Ind yet notwithſtanding che goſpell of God remapneth euerlaſtinglye 
in his churche,euen fromthe —— e of the woꝛlde vntyll the ende wherof 

no man in the wozlde can ercule him lelfe. Foz the voyce and trueth therof is 
this, bothe open and cleare:that God onely is the loꝛde, and that we muſt ſerue 
him in trueth and innocencpe of lyke, and ſhewe all loue and trueth towarde our 
neighbour, as the very naturall reaſon teacheth and all right and pure conſci⸗ 
ences(lyghtned with gods wozde)do confelle .

Here foloweth the tudgeament and ſentence of Sod againſt all them whiche 


wonꝛſhip this beaft of Intichzilt , teliſting and withſtandinge the goſpell, and 


enupe and hate the lambe and wil robbe him of his honour dewe vnto hun and 
wyll dyffeate Chꝛiſt of his kingdome whiche God the father hath geuen hum 
that he ſhoulde be kynge of all kynges, and allo an euerlaſting onely pꝛieſt and 
iminoztall, whome Antichziſt with his. ii. hoznes goeth aboute ⁊̃ ſtudieth to ba⸗ 
nyſſhe expell and ouerthꝛowe and to ſet him ſclfe vp, in the temple of the chill 
chutche, as thaughe Chꝛiſt ſhoulde nothinge care foz his churche, but were ab:

ges as are (et vp againſt the wozde of God. As it was readye at hande at one 
tyme by reaſon of the obſcuringe and blyndinge of gods wozde amonge ß Je* 
wes thozowe the curſed Talmud, whcrunto they gaue inoze faithandcredence, | 
and cleaued moze earneſtly vnto it, than vnto the lawe of God and to the pꝛo⸗ 
hetes . And iykewyſe among the chziſtians, ſpecially among the hyghe byſ⸗ 
ops and pzelates W their glozious tytles of opes. Patriarkes,Cardinalg 
Pꝛimates and ſuche other oꝛdets ot the whiche, one euet deliered to be aboue a 
nother, ſekvng al wayes their owne gloꝛye luſt pompe, honour and dignitie,and 
not the wil of God, kaithe, godlynes of lyke noz yet the goſpell whiche they haue 
alwayes pꝛetended falſely and craftilye to colour and cloke their myſchefe and 
wickednes, Is concerninge the Turkes faithe we can laye but lytle what their 
greateſt faut, wickednes and beaſtlynes is, we haue had moze knowledge by 
wꝛitinges t jan by any p2ofe oz experience , But it is to be feared,yf God be 
not merctkull vato vs, we ſhall learne it ſo1er than we woulde.

Howe it hath dealte with the Emperours, and what rulethep haue 
bepte amonge them ſclues one Kowpſhe Pope againſt a nother pzactiſing all 
wicked ſciences ot the deuil bothe with quicke and alſo with deade ine, ag ainſt 
many good and godly kynges aud Emperouts: and agaiue how ofte Rome 
ond the P apacpe hath bene greuouſiy plaged of God with rebellyon, treaſon, 
marther, poyſonpnge, nigtomancye and with ſuche other kindes of wickednes 
as ate neuet herde of jn, any other ſtozpes, we mape teade in the ſtozpes 
ol the Popes and of the Emperours, from the time of Charles the great vntyll 
late-dayes.

Conſpder and waye pk this angell mape not ſygnikye the ſpirite of Helias 
in oute tyme, whiche ſp;eadeth abzode the golpell in to all the wozlde, bothe 
with wozde and dede to the confuſion and btter deſtruccion of all errours, 
and to the pzofyte and refozmacton'of the wozlde in all ſtates and degrees. 
Foz this leede can bzynge fozthe no nother frute , But the great Eu⸗ 
phzates ofthe pzetenſed ſpiritualtye, is ſo ſoze falle from their firſt rule, that ii 
is become moze wozldly and ſecular than the very ſecular ſtate,in ſo muche that 
it ts vtterly dzyed vp and wythered from the goſpel ſpncerely pꝛeached. Which 
is not to be meruepled at, foz ft is euen of very neceſſitie.Foz falſehede, decepte, 
yes and Yypocriſye muſt be opened and dyſcloſed by the ttueth of gods vozd, 
and by the pꝛeachinge of the goſpell : that ſpncere loue , trueth and kapthe in 
the woꝛde of God, with a ſure confydence of the harte in the loꝛde God, myght 
be taught and pꝛynted into the naturall wyt and vnderſtandinge of man. And 
therkoze it is neceſſatie that ſuche wzeſtpnge of the true knowledge and docs 
trine ſHoulde be dyſcloſed vnto ſuche as haue any vnderſtandynge and are 
not vtterly cozrupte, euen vnto woꝛldlye pzinces and hygher powers, and 


that the innocencye and clearnes, and alſo the ſpnguler pzofyte of the docttine 


ofthe golpell might come to lyght that they myght ſee and confeſle that it is 
the very ttueth and ſo acknowledge and tmbzace this Sunne ryſinge vp. Al⸗ 
thoughe this doctrine be to ronge foꝛ their bloude and fleſhe and they beyng 
fleſhiye,ouer weake in ſtrengthe to lyue after the goſpell . Howe againſt this 
euangelicall Sunne and manyfeſt knowledge of the trueth, ſhall aryſe.tif, 
maner ofenemyes whiche (hall aſſaulte it. Firſt the deuyllyſhe dzagon, the 
great enempe of God and ok all goodnes, the botomles pyt of all wyckedneſle, 
with whome the mercye and goodnes of God dalyeth and plaveth to ſhewe and 
declarehis mercye and goodnes manifeſtlye befoze men.

doctrine. And they fight and kepe batel alwayes againſt Þ holy goſpel,as Gog 
and Magog did againſt Jeruſalem, with dyuerſe victozies and trtumphes, but 
they (hal be ouetcome at length thozowe the — wer of gods woꝛde, and of 5 gol⸗ 
pell teueled and come to light, thoꝛowe the [pirite of Enoche & Helyas, ot the 
whiche is befoze mencioned, in the great dape of God the almighty, which ſhall 
come at uche tyme as no man is ware ot and whan all men thincke to be mo 
(ure euẽ at ſuche tyme as the wickednes of theſe.tit.ſpirites (hal be moſt ſttong 
and at the higheſt. As than ſhall the godly miniſters of the goſpel, indewed and 
ſtrengthned with the ſpitite of Helias, iopfully come furthe againſt theſe deuils 
and againſt al maner of errours bothe of the faith and of the outwarde lyke.

Fr EET Ne ot the ſeuen angels whiche ſpake of the ſeconde kyngdome 
and tyriſdiccton of Kome,# of þ beaſt with.ii.hoꝛnes, commeth 
A now againe & wyll ſpeake moze largely, & ſufficiently of Intt- 
chunt, whiche is his chieke pꝛicke # marke wherat he wil ſhote. 
whom he nameth here a new name, the great whoꝛe, whiche 
1 wil be p head #chtefe gouernour of many nacios whole ſpecial 
abtding is tn $ lande named Italy, which lieth in p ſee,in maner as p leſſerFſia 
dothe. With this pompous, ſuttil,decetghtfull 4 ſhameles, lecherous a pꝛoude 
ſtate of Þ papacy haue kinges comitted whoꝛdõ ere thele thoulãde peares, 
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bepng lometyme frendes together and ſometyme enempes, ometyme one in his 
chiele kauout and ſometyme another : And thus haue all Chziſten kyngdomg 
ſuffred them lelues to be ruled and ledde,yea to be put in feate, and againe in cõ⸗ 
fozte and iop by him, what with his ſuſpendinge and cutlynge, vntyll he crepte 
ſo farre in to the chutche of God, and became the higheſt delolacion and decape 
therof that euer was. This woman vpon the role coloured beaſt, is not onelp 
arayed with red ſcarlet robes,lyke as his Cardinales ate (other wyſe than eyes 
Chiiſt,oz his humble Ipoſtles,byſſhops and ſpirituall miniſters wete) and like 
bloudethurſtpe ſoudpets, but rather with muche Chziſten bloude ſheddpnge 
vnder p pꝛetence of the punyſhement of hereſp,as all that muſt be named which 
bath bene ſpoken oz wzitten againſt the pompe, vſurped power and tyzanny of 
the papacyc,This woman ts alſo arrayed with ſuche infinite vartable colours 
and oznamentes of monkery and with dyuerſe lpuetes of teligious o2ders by 
whome ſhe would haue had both honour and pꝛokpte, whiche with their names 
and ſectes haue obſcured and blemyſſhed the name of Chziſt, wherof S. Baule 
doth complapne to the Choʒinthians as an vnſemynge thinge, as it is tu dede 
a great blaſphempe that the names of S. Benet, S. Auſten, ſaincte Fraunces, 
oulde obſcure the name and honour of Chziſt our onelp ſautour and redemer, 
his woman beſpde her vartable garmentes, hath alſo taken vpon her ( foz to 
ſet furth her pꝛyde, dignite, and e ſtimacion withall, ) to rule over all Chziſten 
Kynges and Pꝛinces, whiche (ſhe hath bzought vnder her and made fubtect and 
contribucozye vnto her with kalſehede and lyes, vtterly againſt the doctrine of 
the holy goſpell, vos autem non ſic. So ſhall not yee: nd allo againſt the exams 
ple of Chziſtes fetewaſſhynge. And lykewyſe againſt the holy ozder and com? 
mendacion of ſaincte Meter, whiche had neyther golde noz ſyluer. And againſt 
the ozderof the holy Apoltle ſaincte Paule,whiche to auoyde offence and to opt 
the goſpell woulde erne his bzeade with his handes, as other of the apoſtles al⸗ 
ſo dyd. This whoꝛyſhe woman hath gatniſhed and decked her ſelfe farre other⸗ 
wyſe,not with diuerſe and many vertues, but with pzecious ſtones, golde and 
ſiluer. c. The cuppe ot golde, is not the loue of Chʒiſt, the ch:iſten fatth,noz the 
lawe of God, but muche rather all the Popes decrees decretalles, bulles, pa- 
tentes, dyſpenſacions, ſuſpenſions and cutſynges. This is the very abhomina- 
cton of whozdoine, that ſhe might plape the whoꝛe at her pleaſure after this faſ⸗ 
chion, with pompe, aucthozite and luſt without any ſhame oz feare beyonde all 
meaſure:And all this vnder the name and pꝛetence of Chaiſt,and of holpnes, in 
the honour of God and foz the welth of the ſoute, whiche thozow him are ß lon- 
ger the moze vnblelſed and vnhappye. And therfoze foz the name of the chꝛiſten 
chutche he hath deſerued a nother name, that is to be called moꝛe wozthplye the 
whoze of Babilon, the mother of all abhominacion, vdolattye, and of all fallyng 
vnto hethenyſhe ſuperſticions. The innocent bloude of the holy gedly pꝛophe⸗

And thetkoze he deſcribeth the maieſtte of Chziſt, euen after the 
maieſtie of an mperour.Fo} the highe powers ate wont to be honoured euen 
as Chiilt is here deſcribed with his hcnour, laude and name. Foz he is p wozd 
of God, wherwith this S. John beginneth his goſpel,and wherby all thinges 
ate made: whiche is alſo God and manne the ob iecte of faith, that is to lape the 
thing wherunto ß faith of al electe hath het teſpecte: Ind he is allo the rightu- 
ous iudge ouer all that euet is in geauen oꝛ in eatth whiche hath a fyerpe and 
burning zeale and hate againſt all wicked whiche contemne and deſpyſe his 
wozde, but crowneth all the godly and faithfuil with the crowne of his righty:

Whole bleſſed and facred body and ſoule vnited and 
knytte in one with the holy godhed is a perfite and a cleare glaſſe, wherin hys 
mote pteaſaunte glozyfied manhode mape be beholden. Jn whicheglaſſce all 
the bliſſed ſayntes, that is to ſap, all that ate ſaued doe btholde and hauethe 
perfite frutcion of all that goodnes, whiche the Lozde Ged is in him ſelfe; and 
ok all benefites that he will gyue vnto all his cteatutes ruetlagyngly.

Thexewardedgothe he pay him ſelfe, Foz he him ſelte is the t 
warde and the crowne ofthe bleſſed. This Chzilt our loꝛde and lauiour tal⸗ 
keth here with John his beloued, aud of a ſpeciall truſt and loue towardes 
him he ſheweth him his ſpouſe and wyfe,and nameth her the lambes wyfe,bus 
it is the chꝛiſten churche the felowſhip of all ſaintes and holy electe. This chꝛi⸗ 
Ken churche is in. ii. maner of ſtateg. In the firſt tate ſhe is wylitant euer ſtti⸗ 
uynge, and kightyng, euer in warrekate aſſaulted with much trouble and vex⸗ 
acion, ſoꝛowfull, vnpettpte, aud euer waxyng and increaſpnge . And in the o⸗ 
ther ſtate che is triumphant, vietozious,euer triumphinge, quiet, free. without 
care oz ſoꝛowe foʒ any vexacion, pertpte heauenlx, bleſſed, and eucrlaſting, Of 
bothe theſe ſtates foz certen fewe pzoperties the carthly Jeruſalem the citie of 
the Jewes is ſet fo2 a figure, eompariſon example and counterpane . Whiche 
Jeruſalem of the Jewes, lyeth vpon an hyll, hath.rii.gates and great byghe 
walles, and lycth on highe towarde the whole lande rounde about on eucry bee 
halle. Of the whiche they that wyll knowe imoze, maye reade Joſephus which 
wziteth largely thetok. Nowe here ſpeaketh Chziſt of the ſpirttuall Jeruſalem 
in her double tate. It lpeth alſo highe foz as muche as it ts highly indewed w 

ods grace and gloztous giłtes, foꝛ whole ſake almightie God ſent his onely 
gotten ſunne vpon earth to clenſe and to make her pure, to bylde her, to bew- 
tifie and to garnyſhe her, and to make her glozious , euen koꝛ an euerlaſtynge 
kingdome, and koz adeare beloued ſpouſe foz him ſelfe. This citie is great, 
foz it teacheth vnto all the endes and coaſtes of the woꝛlde, and it is alſo holy, 
koz it is ſanttified with the holy and bleſſed pꝛeſente of Chꝛiſt, w his pꝛecious 
hearte bloode, which was ſHedde in the higheſt loue and obedience towarde god

ſalem oꝛ holy chzyſten churche ſpgnifieth the comon telowſhpp and participati⸗ 
on of the churche dreumphant that reygnyth in victozy, with the churche mylp⸗ 
tant, that contyneweth and temaineth in battel and warrefare. Foz they bothe 
ate one churche, deuided and (ondzed in. . onelp in this woꝛlde by veaſon of tie 
tyme. Fa that churche, whiche is nowe milirane and lyeth in warrefare vpon 
earthe,thal choxtly be in yeaue victoꝛious andtuumphant.This ch utche vorh 
vpon tatthe and in heaven hathe one godlp glozye,s al honour, vertue,pzapſe, 
might, and bliſſe commeth vnto her from Gov.The light of this thurche, is the 
moſt pꝛecious ſtone namelp bponearth, fapthe with loue, and in heauen ttueth 
and laluaciõ in Chꝛiſt.

The firſt foundacion was Jaſpis, the ſeconde Saphire, the 
thirde a Calcedonp,the fourthe an Emeralde, the fyfre Sardontr, tue ſyxte Sardoes, che 

ſeuenth £ryſottte,the eight Beral, the nyntha Topas,tye tenth a Chzilo pzaſos, the ele 

cuenth a Factute, che twelue than Amatyit, 


Jn the. xlitit. o Eʒechiell and lybewyſe in zachatie doe we reade of p myſterp 
of this holy citie, whiche is here deſcribed as thoughe it ſhoulde be meaſured 
how long, how bꝛode and howe higbe it were:But it is done of Chzilt after the 
maner of a viſion, and as it were in a miſterie. Foz Chꝛiſt knoweth his churche 
well inoughe and all whiche are t he tin oz belong therunto. The golden reed is 
as it were a golden met wonde and it ſignificth the tight ſquare of the holy 


ſcripture whiche onelp declareth and ſheweth certenly and truly what 9 
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oꝛ croked, wel oz amiſſe in the religion and doctrine,ceremonies.and dyſclpline 
of the churche. Ind where as the citie lyeth foure ſquare, it ſygnikieth the. uiii. 
quartcrs of the wozlde,m the whiche the almightie God hath alwayes had his 


peculter electe, faithful folowers and obſeruers of the true loue of God and of

But foz as muri 
s the citie of the faithfull,the golden Jeruſalem,reacheth vnto all —— 
ng, and landes, and that almightie God wil no moze of the Jewiſhe ſacrifices, 
but wyll muche rather be honoured and woꝛſhipped in ſpitite and trueth and 
tequiteth of all faithfull, the ſacrifice of thanckes geuynge, foz the ſaluacton 
whiche God hath pzepared foz vs thozowe Chztlt, whiche is our pꝛieſt, aultat 
and ſacrifice altogether , therfoze inthe chziſten congtegacion we nede no luche 
lemple of ſtone, woode,noz of golde.

Ind therfoze the chztſten churche and the hea⸗ 
nenly Jeruſatem,hath lyght inoughe and ſuffictent,of Chꝛiſt, whiche ts p light 
of the wozloe,as he la ieth. Ind he is alſo the bꝛightnes of God, lo fatre as it 
_ God the father that we ſhoulde knowe thozowe Chziſt . And foz this 
uſe.there can be no lacke of lyght and trueth,of grace and helpe in the whole 
churche. But pk in this churche here beneth which is the militant and warrefgs - 
ting churche, there be any datknes it is by reaſon that the wozde of God is kept 
downe, and by reaſon that Charſt is not taken af ſome, foz the ſame that he is: 
but they ate none of the right churche. Rot withſtande Chzilte ſhineth bzyghe, 
and butneth alſo, in the heattes ofthe faithkull. And in that lyght which Chaiſt 
is, doe all people walke, whiche ſhall be ſaued. Fox the holy chziſten faithe, was 
p2eached by this holy mans Johns tyme, and grew,and increaſed in al lan⸗ 
des and nacions of the whole earth. And the kinges alſo of 8 heathen were cal- 
led and receyued of Chil, a indewed with highebenefites z with great grace, 
fo long as they dtd retetne a kepe the goſpel and the Toctrine of Þ Bible # main» 
tepned conſtantly þ true faith in gods holy wozde. So long as the gates of the 
chzilten articles doe ſtande open: lo long dothe p light and dape of þ chziſtenre- 
ligion, docttine aud wyſedome continew. Ind ſo long as this faithe remapneth 
and faileth no::ſo long ſhal no ettour harte the chꝛiſten chutche noz yet obſcure 
oꝛ darken it. To the faithe of the whiche articles, as they were pzeached by the 
gpoſtles, al nacions, euen the heathen, were eaſely bzought and allured, foz they 
Mere manifeſt by the goſpel and pꝛoued evidently by the wozde of God. But as 
ne as men woulde goe beyonde that rule # ſquare, and ſo haue gone about to 
ſct vp new articles of the faith in their conncels, without and beſyde the wozde 
of God, and that bothe vnneceſſary and againſt all reaſon, than coulde the true 
faithe na moꝛe increaſe,but from tyme to tyme as the multitude ot their new ar⸗ 
ticles dpd increaſe,cuen lo dyd this true kaithe diminiſhe and decaye, and ſo be⸗ 
came the chꝛiſtendome (as we doe ſee, p mote pitte ) leſſe & [:(Te,x the butthen of ces 
temonies moze # moꝛe tyll they waxed intolletable. As are the articles of auri⸗ 
 cularandeare confeſſion,of putgatoꝛpe, ot ſuperſticious falinge ,of þ pztmacy 
of the byſſhoppe of Rome, of the cleuacion and DCE of the —_—

foz al his poſterttte,other Rynges and Lozdes. Ind therfoze our loꝛd #fautour 
cul is the roote and generation of Dauid, by reaſon of his mauhode: but 
roticernyng his godheade hehath an vaknowen ryſinge vp and begynnynge, 
and an vnknowen commynge furthe of aneuerlaſtinge birthe . And lyewyſe 
Chytlt accoꝛdynge to his manhode ts a bzyght moznynge ſtarte, whiche ſhould 
dz>we and allure the eyes of al men vnto him as vnto the riſyng vp vnto bliſſe 
pſy — all faluacton.
